MONTHLY REPORT. 


No. 16.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER, 1892. 
TO THE ACTING SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for November. 

On the 4th I visited Tambun, where I saw the principal Chinese and Malays 
about a petition they had sent in for the release of a gang-robber sentenced in 
February last. 

Tambun has always borne an evil reputation in Kinta for gang and highway 
robberies, but at present it is no worse than any other part of the district. Crimes of 
this sort are of almost daily occurrence in Kinta now, and the police seem utterly 
unable to discover or break up the gangs of robbers. 
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On the 5th and 6th I visited Gopeng and Kampar; while there I walked over the 
railway trace from Changkat Rengas to Tanjong Bankong. [ noticed in one or two 
places that the contractors’ coolies, when making embankments, were leaving large 
stumps in the formation and covering them over with earth, instead of digging the 
stumps out, as should be done. If a stump is left in, it rots and leaves a hole, which 
will probably lead to an accident hereafter when the trains are running. } 

On the 7th Mr. Stephens arrived to make enquiries regarding the destruction of 
cocoanut trees by the cocoanut beetle; very few trees in the district are affected and 
those that are, are being cut down and burnt. 

On the 13th an explosion of dynamite took place at the Selama Tin Mining Com- 
pany’s mine at Lahat, and a Chinaman was killed. A verdict of accidental death was 
returned by the coroner. 

On the 14th, while at Kota Bharu, I heard that there had been some cases of 
rinderpest in the neighbourhood: I requested the District Surgeon to investigate the 
matter, and it turned out 70 buffaloes had died in the neighbourhood of Kota Bharu. 
The usual precautions were at once taken and the Kinta district proclaimed; no new 
cases have been reported. 

On the 21st Capitan Ah Kwi called on me; he told me that he and his partners 
are now making $18,000 a month clear profit from the Kinta General Farm. 

Glanders has appeared at Ipoh, five cases being reported altogether. Two ponies 
died of the disease and three more have been shot by order of the District Surgeon. 
The usual precautions were taken and no fresh cases have occurred. 

Tigers have been very plentiful in Kinta lately, and in the neighbourhood of 
Batu Gajah alone 16 cows and bullocks have been destroyed by them during the last 
few months. On the 26th, while out with Lieutenant Metcalte, | was fortunate enough 
to shoot one of the tigers, a male. He measured 8 feet 2 inches in length. 

The Malays in Kinta having heard that small-pox has broken out at Kuala 
Kangsar are now most anxious for vaccination, and | have had frequent letters from 
the Penghulus and headmen asking that the vaccination officers may be sent to their 
kampongs. This is a marked change in their feelings, for very few years ago they 
were bitterly opposed to it. His Highness the Sultan has, amongst others, written to 
the District Surgeon to have his child, which is at present in Ipoh, vaccinated at once. 

On the 29th Raja Mahmud of Papan paid me a visit. He tells me that the 
, bendangs and pepper gardens which he opened two years ago at Jerneh are doing 
*very well indeed, and that during the year 50 families of Mandeling Malays have 
arrived from Sumatra and settled with him at Jerneh. He expects 50 more families to 
arrive shortly. 

The tin revenue for the month came to $69,385.29. 

The meteorological returns are as under. The rainfall for the month is only 
half what it usually is in November, and the want of water is a good deal felt in the 
mines.

Instructions were received from Singapore to invest our surplus funds in Govern- 
ment securities, and $4,500 have been sent to the Hon. the Colonial Treasurer to 
invest in Ceylon four per cents. As, however, the purchase had not been effected 
before the close of the half-year, this sum appears in the current account with the 
bank. : 

The $18,000 now appearing as a fixed deposit in the bank will be available for 
investment in April next year. 

In consequence of the reduced rate of interest procurable for investments the 
rate of interest paid to depositors has had to be reduced from 4% to 34% from the 
tst November last. This, however, does not appear to have had any effect on the 
amount of business.

2. The Council confirms the sentence of death passed upon Chang Ah 
Teok for the murder, on the 6th day of November, 1892, at Sungei Kechil, 
in the district of Larut of the State of Perak, of a Chinaman named Ng Kwei 
Loon, and order that it be carried into effect at the place of execution at 
Jenne on the 15th day of December, 1892, between the hours of 6 and 

a.m. 


8. The Council discusses the notes of evidence taken in the case of 
two Chinamen named Gan Pi and Tan Kew respectively, who were sen- 
tenced to death for the murder, on the 30th September, 1892, of a Chinaman 
named Ng Huang, and order that the sentence passed on Gan Pi be com- 
muted to ten years’ and that on Tan Kew to seven years’ rigorous imprison- 
ment. B 


_ 4 A draft Order amending the table of fees and charges payable at 
Land Offices, other than payments in respect of premia, quit-rents and 
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survey fees, as published in the appendix to the General Land Regulations 
of 1885, is read to the Council. 


The fees are then discussed item by item, and, with the exception of 
the fee of $5 for a General Prospecting License and that of $5 for renewal of 
the same, which it is deemed expedient to abolish, the Order is passed and 
becomes No. 4 of 1892.

9. The correspondence relating to the appointment of a Penghulu at 
Utan Melintang in place of Penghulu Debman, who died on the 29th July, 
1892, is laid on the table. 


Ordered that Inche Mahomed Salleh be appointed Penghulu of Utan 
Melintang, on twelve months’ probation, on a salary of $25 a month and no 
chabut, from the Ist January, 1893. 


10. The Council confirms the appointment of Mahomed Jawi as Assis- 
tant Penghulu of Pulau Kamiri, on $15 a month without chabut, vice Syed 
Sumsudin resigned. 


11. The Council orders that the salary of Megat Sumsudin, Assistant 
Penghulu, Kota Lama Kiri, be raised from $7 to $10 a month in considera- 
tion of his long services for over 13 years. The increased rate of salary 
to be drawn from the 1st January, 1893.

Vy MERE by the Quarantine and Prevention of Disease Amend- 

ment Order in Council, 1893, it is enacted that it shall be 
lawful for the Government to make rules and regulations author- 
ising search to be made in houses, buildings, rooms and other places 
which there is reason to believe may be occupied by persons in- 
fected with disease, now therefore it is hereby ordered as follows : 
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1. Whenever there is reason to suspect that cholera, small-pox, 
fever, or other contagious or infectious disease of a dangerous 
nature exists in any house, building, room, or other place, it shall 
be lawful for the Health Officer, in conjunction with an officer of 
police thereto deputed by the Chief Police Officer of the district, 
to enter in and upon every such house, building, room or place, at 
any time, and, if necessary, without notice, and to search the same 
and examine the occupants thereof. 


2. Should any infected or diseased person be found therein it 
shall be lawful for the officers conducting the search to cause such 
person to be forthwith removed to the hospital, and thereafter to 
take such additional measures as are provided by the Regulations 
under the principal Order published in the Government Gazette of 
November 21, 1890. 


3. These Regulations shall have effect from the date thereof.

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MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 36.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly report for December. 


On the 3rd the Chinese Chean festival, a thanksgiving to the gods for past pros- 
perity and a supplication for future benefits, was held at Ipoh. Several of these fes- 
tivals have been held in Kinta before, but this one was on a much larger scale than 
any of those previously celebrated, the total cost coming to over $15,000. A large 
temporary building was erected for the ceremonies, and thousands of Chinese attended 
daily during the week. The police arrangements were excellent, and everything 
went off in the most orderly manner. 

On the 6th there was a fire at the new village of Pusing Bharu, near Papan, and 
nine Chinese shops were burnt down. ‘The total loss amounted to about $1,500. 

On the 8th the Senior Magistrate arrived, and remained till the 13th trying cases. 
Two cases of gang and one of highway robbery were tried; two prisoners were sen- 
tenced to ten and two to seven years’ imprisonment. Two appeal cases were heard 
and dismissed. 


On the rith | accompanied the Acting Secretary to Government to the Sani- 
tarium on Gunong Kledang. The building is just finished, and is a very good one, 
but fire-places will have to be put in before it is really comfortable. The elevation is 
2,500 feet above the sea, and the view is very fine. 

On the 15th I visited Membang-di-Awan and Dipang; this portion of the district 
is making wonderful progress, and the mines, though rather deep, are all doing very 
well. 

On the 17th I rode over the new road from Batu Gajah to Parit, opposite Sadang, 
on the Perak river. The road is making good progress, but there appears to have 
been some mistake in the levels, as, owing to the Perak river being rather high, the 
road was flooded and I had to swim my horse nearly a quarter of a mile, the water 
being quite out of my depth the greater part of the distance. 

On the 2oth the new Chinese temple at Gopeng was opened. It is a handsome 
brick building, and does great credit to the Chinese who subscribed for and built it.

On the 24th a Chinaman was murdered on the high road near Papan in broad 
daylight. 

The Kinta tin revenue for the month amounts to $84,179.92, the largest on record 
for any district in one month: it is $3,941.93 more than in November.

No. 37.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for December. 

2. General Sir Charles Warren, accompanied by the Commandant Perak Sikhs, 
visited this station on the 3rd. His Excellency visited the gaol and barracks, and in 
the afternoon called on His Highness the Sultan, and drove with him up to Bukit 
Nagara to see the new Istana. His Excellency returned to Taiping early the following 
morning. 

3. The quarterly audit was commenced here on the 7th, and completed on the 
13th, on which date the cash was counted and found correct. 
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4. The Acting Resident and Acting Secretary to Government arrived here on 
the 6th, and a Meeting of Council was held the following day. The Acting Secretary 
to Government left for Kinta the same evening, and the Acting Resident returned to 
Taiping the following afternoon. 

5. On the rath the State Surgeon and the Acting Indian Immigration Agent 
visited the Kamuning Estate and inspected the coolies employed there. The follow- 
ing day the State Surgeon proceeded up river to Kuala Plus to ascertain what pro- 
gress was being made with vaccination in that district. 

6. A crocodile, 12 feet in length, was captured at Senggang on the 15th. This 
is an exceptionally large sized one for this part of the river, and the natives had been 
endeavouring to catch it for many months previously. It is said to have killed a man 
and a woman. 

7. On the night of the 16th the river rose 15 feet. The whole of the lower 
portion of the town was flooded, the water coming up as far as the centre of the 
main road. There was a very severe strain on the pontoon bridge at Enggor, owing 
to a large quantity of timber and rubbish having accumulated against it during the 
night, in consequence of the protecting dam, up-river, having given away. This gave 
a list to the bridge on the up-river side and rendered it impassable for some hours. 
A number of men were employed to clear off the timber, etc., and as soon as they had 
done so the bridge righted itself. 

8. The Acting Resident arrived here on the 18th, and in the evening drove 
up to Enggor to inspect the bridge, which did not*appcar to have been in any way 
damaged by the flood. 

g. The Acting Resident attended a Meeting of Council the following morning, 
and returned to Taiping in the afternoon. 

10. A bullock died here on the zoth, and it was thought to be a case of rinderpest. 
The building in which the animal had been stalled was disinfected and every other 
precaution was taken to prevent the spreading of the disease, and no cases have since 
occurred. 

11. A gang-robbery was reported to have taken place at Salak on the night of 
the 28th, and eleven of the robbers were arrested. A Chinaman and a Bengali watch- 
man were seriously injured, and are now being treated in the hospital. 

12. On the 29th the Apothecary reported that the last case of small-pox had been 
discharged, and that the district was, so far as he was aware, free from the diseas-. 
There were 21 cases remaining at the end of November and one fresh case occurred 
during the month under review. 

13. Mr. Mackie reports that during the month he put down 37 bores in the mukim 
of Saiong, in the Batu Pahat, Sungci Aker and Tambah valleys. He did not obtain 
any very favourable results, and is of opinion that in Batu Pahat, where the “ karang” 
is about 10 feet from the surface, the land has been worked out many years previ- 
ously. 

14. Very rich specimens of tin and gold ore have been brought down from the 
Plus valley. The Sri Adika Raja will proceed there in a few days to prospect, and 
I shall probably be in a position to report further at the end of this month.

No. 38.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1892. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1R,—I have the honour to forward my report for December. 
ae The State Auditor finished his audit of the Treasury on the 3rd and left for 
aiping. 
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On the 13th I went to Tanjong Piandang to hold an inquest on the body of a 
Chinaman who had been killed by a wild pig. It appeared from the evidence of three 
Malay women who witnessed the occurrence that at about 10 a.m. the Chinaman was 
working in the padi fields when a boar came out of a kampong, apparently making for 
a clump of pisangs; the Chinaman tried to head him off; the pig attacked the man, who 
soon after fell, and the pig then gored him with his tusks. One of the women ran for 
assistance, whick, however, came too late, as the man died soon after. He had a 
number of wounds on him, and the Medical Officer said he had bled to death. Within 
the last few days there have been several cases of persons being attacked by pigs and 
more or less injured. 

On the rgth I went to Bagan Serai and held an inquest on the body of a Malay 
boy who was drowned by falling into one of the large ditches near the Rest-house, 
This is by no means a rare occurrence in this district, and | am surprised that there 
are not more accidents than there are, considering the size and depth of the canals and 
ditches, and the way the children play about them all day long. 

The outbreak of small-pox, which has afflicted the district all the year, is now over, 
and the Medical Officer reports that the quarantine restrictions may be removed from 
Sungei Siakap. 

On the 2oth I visited Kuala Kurau and enquired into a land case which has given 
much trouble for some time past. E 

The State Auditor, State Commissioner of Lands, Superintendent of Prisons, 
Inspector of Schools, the Adjutant Perak Sikhs, and the State Surgeon visited the 
district during the month. 

The month has been very dry, and much padi is quite ruined, and in some places 
the newly planted sugar-canes are suffering from want of rain. Until a system of 
irrigation is carried out there will always be the chance of this state of things recur- 
ring. One season like this throws the district back very much, and occasions a very 
serious loss of revenue.

2. Mr. Moss-Blundell, Second Assistant Magistrate, went to England on three 
months’ leave, on a medical certificate, on the 13th, the vacancy in the Treasury being 
filled by Mr. G. F. Towers, Registration Officer, Chinese Protectorate, during his 
absence. 

3. Mr. Laws, of the Selama Tin Mining Company, came here on the 28th and 
has put in two applications for land at Klian Bharu on behalf of the Company. 


. The Société d’Etain de Kinta has been granted concessions of land at 
Mengkirah, Tumoh and Blangah on the Bemban road, and has already felled the jungle 
on a portion of the Tumoh concession, where they will commence work shortly. 


An excellent cricket ground has been made by Government on the further. 
side of the Batang Padang river and is a valuable addition to the Recreation Club.

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QUARTERLY REPORT. 


No. 40.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION, 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, 
the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns* for the three months ending 
December 31st, 1892. 

2. No new schools were opened during the quarter. The names marked in red 
in the summary are the names of the new establishments of the past year. 

3. The 70 schools of the State are distributed as follows :—Larut. 19; Kuala 
Kangsar, 9; Upper Perak, 1; Kinta, 6 ; Batang Padang, 4; Lower Perak, 12; Krian, 14; 
Selama, 5. 

4. For the quarter the average monthly enrolment in each district was— 
Larut, 847 ; Kuala Kangsar, 408; Kinta, 264; Batang Padang, 158; Lower Perak, 491 ; 
Krian, 613; Selama, 213,—a total of 3,054 scholars, or an average of about 44 at each 
school. 

5. On the whole, the daily attendance has been fairly good, averaging 74 per 
cent of the numbers in enrolment, At the Batang Padang schools it was as much as 
85 per cent, and at those of Larut and Lower Perak 78 and 77 per cent respectively, 
whilst in Kinta it averaged 72, and in Krian 71 per cent, falling just below 70 per cent 
in the Kuala Kangsar and Selama districts. 

As during the preceding quarter, there was much sickness about in nearly every 

‘district, and the attendance was further affected in places by the work in the padi 
fields, 

Each school met on an average 21 days in the course of the month. A number 
of schools in Larut were closed during the month of October. 

6, Attending the Korin classes are some 731 scholars, or about one-third of the 
total number of Malay children in enrolment, and the attendance is as regular as can 
be expected. 

7. The annual inspection was begun in October, and during the quarter I visited 
and examined 57 schools. The results obtained at the inspection indicate very fair 
progress. A number of scholars were examined in Romanised Malay. 

8. The Taiping Girls’ School is doing remarkably well, and in December had 26 
children in regular attendance, whilst at the Central School there is a considerable 
increase in the enrolment, making the numbers almost unmanageable without the 
English Assistant Master. At the school in Upper Perak the attendance has much 
improved under the new teacher: there are now 60 scholars enrolled, and it is hoped 
that many more will be got to attend; already the accommodation is insufficient, and 
the school should be enlarged as soon as possible. There are at the very least 100 
children of a school-going age at Lenggong. 

9. Applications for schools have been made by the people of Gunong Semanggol, 
Pulau Kamiri, Lubok Merbau, Temelong, Merah, Sungei Teja, Changkat Jong, Sungei 
Durien, Rungkup, Permatang Teluk Batu, and anumber of other places. I will submit 
my recommendations shortly. 

to. I adhere to the opinion that for the present the Government should not go 
beyond affording the natives of the country a Malay education, and that, if English is 
to be taught, it should be taught by English teachers. It seems to me that more harm 
than good is done by teaching English as it is taught, I regret to say, in some of our 
schools by Tamil masters; and for that reason I am inclined to advocate the closing 
of as many cuch schools as possible, and converting them into Malay vernacular 
schools. In respect of the school at Matang, | have already submitted a recommend- 
ation to Government to adopt this course. With the resources at present at command 
it is hopeless to think of improving the condition of the class of school in question. 

11. During the quarter a sum of $308.35 was realised from fees and the sale of 
school books, etc.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 67.—LOWER PERAK MOTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1R,—I have the honour to transmit to you my monthly letter for December. 


2. On the 3rd December a gentleman arrived from Penang, his object in visiting 
Teluk Anson being to inspect the country lying between Teluk Anson and S’tiawan 
for land suitable for sugar-cane cultivation. We left in the afternoon and reached 
Kota Stia in the evening, anchoring there for the night, and on the 4th, early in 
the morning, we inspected Kota Stia, proceeding thence to Sungei Kayan, which 
stream we ascended, and then to Pasir Blanda, where we landed, reaching S’tiawan 
late in the night. 

3. On the sth landed in the morning and went round the settlement, returning 
in the afternoon, and proceeded to Pangkor. I returned to S’tiawan on the following 
morning and inspected the planting, the pepper looking remarkably well. The 
following is a report given to me by a leading Penang firm regarding the quality of 
the S’tiawan pepper, which reads very satisfactorily. 

“The black pepper sent is a good sample, and pepper of the same description is 
worth at the present time $104 per pikul. It weighs about 6 lbs. 4 0z. per gallon 
measure, against 5 lbs. 8 oz., the weight of best Acheen. If 40 or 50 pikuls of it could 
be got, I would recommend it being shipped to London and sold on its merits. Any 
produce of good quality, like this sample, can always find buyers in London at what 
might be called fancy pricés.” 


4. Made arrangements to open more land, and Haji Hassan, who is the head of 
the Achinese here, is now purchasing three more buffaloes for clearing his land, and 
I hope to be able to report that a good many more acres have been taken up for this 
cultivation. 

5. I received intelligence to-day of a collision in the Kinta river. The launch 
Sri Kinta was coming down stream, and when rounding a point of the river near 
Sungei Bunga she was run into by the Sw/~e launch on the port side, breaking four 
of her planks and causing her to leak; the boat had to be heeled over to keep out the 
water. I am glad to say no lives were lost, and the passengers were in no great 
danger, but it shows the difficulty of the navigation. There are now sometimes four 
steam launches running on this narrow river, to say nothing of the large cargo boats, 
and with the strong current running at this season of the year great care has to be 
taken to avoid accidents. 


6. Inspected the new padi clearing at Lumut. Good progress has been made 
since my last visit. The ploughs are being prepared, and although it is too late to 
bring them into use this year for the padi planting they will be used to clear the large 
extent of lalang which the settlers intend to convert into kampongs. When the 
ploughs are brought into use next year there will be a very much larger area of land 
taken up for rice cultivation. The cattle purchased from Government are thriving ; 
those promised by His Highness the Sultan have not yet arrived. 
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7. 1 was engaged on the 7th and 8th in the office, and in collecting the land 
revenue, so as to have as few arrears as possible at the close of the year. The 
Inspector of Police arrived on the 7th, and left on the 8th. I visited Lumut on the 
7th, to call on the District Officer regarding matters in which the two Governments 
were mutually interested, returning in the evening. 


8. I left S’tiawan on the gth and proceeded to Kota Stia. On the roth in- 
spected the new road and then steamed on to Teluk Bharu and inspected the new 
padi clearing here, which is very extensive and is looking well, but the natives com- 
plain of rats, and ask for arsenic for their destruction. I reached Teluk Anson in 
the afternoon. 


g. On the 12th December the Mena arrived with Commandant Perak Sikhs. 
together with the Acting State Engineer and the Resident Engineer for Railways. 
Employed during the day with these officers. The Mena left in the evening, the 
Commandant, the Acting State Engineer, the Assistant Engineer, the Harbour Master, 
the District Treasurer and the Inspector of Police all being passengers by her. 


10. A heavy squall of wind and rain in the afternoon, during which a boat cap- 
sized and a Chinaman was drowned. The body was not recovered until the 16th. 


11. On the 13th I visited the iron bridge and inspected the progress made, which 
will enable this bridge to be opened early next month. 


12, On the 14th very heavy rain all day; as Mr. De Mornay had proceeded on 
leave on the 11th I was engaged more or less in the office until the 17th, when he re- 
turned. 


13. On the 18th the Assistant Auditor arrived, with the District Treasurer ; the 
former proceeded to Tapah. On the 1gth engaged in the Treasury, and I received 
intimation of the rapid rising of the river. The Superintendent of Penghulus reported 
to me that on the 16th the river began to rise, on the 19th it had risen over eight feet 
and the whole country was flooded, but I am glad to be able to say that though the 
padi land was inundated it did not suffer. 


14. On the 2oth the Superintendent of Prisons arrived, and I accompanied him 
on his inspection, leaving in the evening with the District Treasurer to close the 
accounts for the year at S'tiawan, returning on the 22nd, and was engaged on that 
day and the 23rd in arranging accounts in anticipation of the Assistant Auditor, who 
arrived on the 24th December to inspect the accounts. The Collector and Magis- 
trate arrived from Kinta and left for Singapore. 


15. The 26th and 27th December were holidays, and were devoted to the usual 
Christmas festivities. On the 29th the books were balanced and the cash taken by the 
State Auditor and found correct. 


16. Mr. Brewster arrived from Europe on leave and took up his appointment again. 


17. I was engaged on the 30th December closing up accounts for the year, pre- 
paratory to my leaving for Penang on the morrow. I was engaged the whole morning 
with the Datoh Laksamana. Mr. Leech returned from Singapore. | left in the after- 
noon of the 31st December for Penang. During my stay there I was very sorry to 
hear that a tongkang from S’tiawan, loaded with rotans and nilam, had on the 31st 
December foundered in a gale off Pulau Rimau. Haji Mat Ali’s loss and that of his 
People is estimated at $325, and that of the Chinese at about $200 more. The tong- 
kang was a total loss; there was a crew of four men, three Chinese and one Malay. 
They reported that they were in the water one day and two nights, supporting them- 
selyes on planks until they were rescued by some fishermen. 


18. I continue to hear good accotfits of the tobacco at S’tiawan. Mr. Velge, the 
Clerk-in-charge, reports ‘‘the tobacco is doing well, but owing to dry weather no more 
can be planted just yet, and all the large plants in the nurseries have to be thrown out. 
When the wet season sets in a great deal more will be planted, as the people are well 
pleased with the results obtained. | have myself planted some 300 plants to show the 
natives how to plant, and I have been supplying them from the Government nurseries.” 


19. The padi crop throughout Lower Perak is, on the whole, a good one. Pasir 
Salak was short and Kota Stia, Bagan Datoh and Rungkup suffered from the effects 
of the very high tide which prevailed during the month, but the entire crop is fully up 
to the average and there are no complaints.

No. 68.—MaTANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Six,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for December. 


2. On November 3oth I left in the launch with the Assistant Magistrate on a tour 
to the southern portion of the district. We first landed at Pasir Itam, and having 
inspected the Custom House, Police Station and Rest-house and visited the Coast 
Farm Agency, proceeded up river to Sungei Tinggi village. We then walked along 
the improved native path (part of the 26 miles improved a year ago by Mr. Rowley) 
to the Dindings boundary close to Sungei Panchore. There are two large boundary 
stones, one on each si@€ of the path, which were fixed under my supervision in 1885, 
when the boundary was properly demarcated. The distance is about four miles, and 
we walked the whole way dryshod, which speaks for itself as to the condition of this 
path. 


3. There are several bridges, some of considerable length, which were all erected 
by Malays and are in very good condition. From this boundary a properly constructed 
bridle-path to Lumut, about twenty miles, has been made by the Colonial Government, 
and it is a pity ours cannot be turned into a similar road in extension of it. The road 
passes some capital bendangs, planted up, especially at Klubang, and a great deal 
more is available, but lacking the population to utilise it. We returned to Sungei 


Tinggi, finishing an eight mile walk just at dark. 


4. On the 1st instant, early in the morning, we inspected the school lately 
established here, and then went to see a large expanse of bendang land containing 
some 300 or 400 orlongs, probably, close to the village, which remains uncultivated 
owing to its being dammed up by the permatang land which surrounds it. Having 
ascertained where the necessary ditch should be cut, I instructed the Penghulu to 
measure it up and make an estimate of the amount for which it could be made by the 
local Malay labour. 


5. We then (8 a.m.) commenced our walk to Trong (10 miles) stopping at Sungei 
Krang, to settle a boundary dispute at a large charcoal burning establishment. Six 
miles walking brought us to the flourishing village of Termerloh, with its large sawing 
kongsis, piggeries, etc.; we then inspected the school about a mile further on. For 
a long distance here the road passes a large expanse of cultivated bendang land, the 
padi looking very well. 

: oud 

We finished our ten mile walk to Trong ¢asme afternoon, the road, another section 
of the ‘improved native track,” being very good and rideable the whole way from the 
Dindings boundary. 

6. On the 2nd at 7 a.m. we walked along the branch road, which is one and e 
half miles long, connecting the village with the main cart-road. This branch is now 
being metalled. There we met the Inspector of Schools, coming up on inspection 
duty. We then went to Mr. Toynbee’s old house on the abandoned tobacco estate, 
where Mr. Scott, the overseer of the road, is living. Returning to Trong village we 
inspected the new police station, the Penghulu’s balei and the school, where the 
Inspector was holding his examination. 
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7. In the afternoon we drove some distance up the road leading to the stone 
quarry, and then waded through swamps and streams to where the Penghulu has 
started a small tin mine at a spot called Suah Lara, amongst the hills. ‘Two large 
heaps of karang had been dug up, and I brought away the results of some washings 
made in my presence and on which the Curator has since reported that the tin-sand is 
of very good quality, contains 71 per cent of metallic tin, and that the karang is very 
rich. The Penghulu is asking for a loan to enable him to work this mine. 


8. We next visited the stone quarry from which the metal for the new read 
is being obtained, where a large number ot Chinese were at work. 


We then drove back to the junction, and down the new road, which, with the 
exception of a few chains of rough ground with holes in it, and a few bridges out of 
repair, is in very good order and has been metalled throughout. Land on both sides 
ot the road throughout the greater part of its length has been cleared, and planting of 
all descriptions carried out, and there are some very fine bendangs. I also noticed 
pepper and patchouli growing very well. We returned to Matang 6.30 p.m. 


g. On the 4th I visited Kampong Dew, accompanied by the Assistant Com- 
missioner Perak Sikhs. The police who were withdrawn from here some months 
ago will probably be replaced at once, their departure having been followed by 
several serious crimes in the neighbourhood. 


10. On the gth the Selangor Gqvernment yacht Ls mera/da arrived, with Mr. Birch, 
the Acting Resident of that State. 


11. On the 15th an inquest was held on the body of a Tamil cart driver named 
Moonasamy. He fell from his cart, which was loaded with tiles, was run over and 
subsequently died. 


12. On the 16th I visited Kampong Sama Gaga, Jibong. The padi there looks 
very fine. ; 


13. On the 17th the Penghulu of Trong came to see me about the attempts being 
made to catch the man-eating crocodiles in his district, which I referred to in my last 
report. The £4u which I had made has been kept baited with a live dog, but so far 
has failed to entice any crocodile to enter. On the other hand, three of these reptiles. 
13 feet, 12 feet, and g feet in length respectively, have been caught with hooks 
(panching), of which I have had a number set, but one hook with 15 fathoms of line 
to it has been taken away, it is said by the big man-eating crocodile. 


I told the Penghulu to go on making every effort to destroy these murderous 
brutes, which have killed so many people lately in this district. 


14. On the 25th the Penghulu of Trong reported that on the 22nd instant the 
kongsi-house of the stone breakers at Ulu Trong, referred to in my paragraph 7, was 
burnt down, and most of the stores, etc., therein consumed, including a case of dyna- 
mite, which, although it exploded, seems to have hurt no one. The only casualty was 
noe the towkay's brother, who was burnt somewhat whilst attempting to rescue the 

OOKS 


15. On the 26th, at about 1 a.m., there was a false alarm of fire in the town, 
caused by a police constable firing two shots from his rifle at a Kling, whom he had 
arrested for a trivial affair, making off. This being the signal for fire, was of course 
immediately followed by the ringing of the fire-bell. Some other signal for caliing 
for help, which cannot be mistaken for the fire signal, might, I think, be adopted 
by the police. 

16. At the beginning of the month (December 1st) the new street lamps just 
erected in the town were lit for the first time. This supplies a want which has been 
very much felt here for years, owing to the great amount of cart traffic through 
Matang, probably exceeding that in most of the other districts put together. The 
lamps had been asked for annually for many years, and Matang is the last district 
headquarters to be supplied.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for Dec: mber, 1892. 
KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks. —7,735 cubic yards of earthworks have been com), jeted during the 
month, consisting principally of widening embankments and making up cesses. 

Bridges and Culverts—Up to the ninth mile all bridges and culverts are com- 
pleted, with the exception of the rail timbers on the 65-fect “bridge at the sixth mile; 
these however, are nearly ready and will be put in as soon as an opportunity occurs. 

The 80-feet bridge at the ninth mile is well in hand, the foundations of the south 
abutment have been taken down to the proper depth, and the work on the north 
abutment foundations is well advanced. 

Permanent Way.—816 lineal yards have been laid during the month and 2,891 
cubic yards of ballast run out. 

The line is now laid as far as the ninth mile bridge and is ballasted for seven 
miles; the ballast train is working daily up to the ninth mile, running out ballast for 
lifting and packing the road. 

Buildings.—The general store is completed, the passenger building nearly 
completed, locomotive running shed half completed, platform wall nearly completed. 

Rolling Stock.—Two more high-sided waggons have been erected during the 
month, 

IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.——There has been an improvement in the output of earthworks 
since my last report, 46,505 cubic yards having been done during the month. 

Bridges and Culverts—During the month 119 cubic yards of brickwork have 
been built, and 72 cubic yards of concrete put in for foundations. 

Permanent Way.—1,267 lineal yards of rails have been laid. 5,881 ordinary 
sleepers and 24 crossing sleepers have been delivered. 

Buildings —The passenger building, goods-shed and platform at Batu Gajah 
are nearly completed. The passenger building and platform at Ipoh are nearly 
completed, and work is in progress on the goods-shed at Ipoh. 

LAHAT BRANCH. 

Earthworks.—The earthworks of this branch have been completed. 

Permanent Way.—666 lineal yards of rails have been laid and 2,500 sleepers 
delivered since last report.

N OTES. 

Tur Resident left Port Weld in the s.t. Mena at 5.30 p.m. on 25th 
January and arrived at Teluk Anson at 6.30 a.m. on the 26th. 

The Resident landed at 7 a.m., and, after inspecting the barracks of the 
Perak Sikhs, walked to the new Bidor railway bridge. 

The bridge is an iron lattice girder structure on iron cylinders filled 
with concrete, and has been constructed departmentally. There are five spans 
of 100 feet each, and two spans of 25 feet, and the total length of this bridge 
is 578 feet between abutments. It is the largest iron bridge in the Malay 
Peninsula, and the work has been very satisfactorily done. 

The Resident, accompanied by the Commandant Perak Sikhs, the 
Superintendent Lower Perak, the Resident Engineer for Railways, the 
Assistant Railway Engineer and other gentlemen, then went by train to the 
ninth mile and inspected the work on the bridge over the Batang Padang 
river, which is also being done departmentally. The ballasting of this line 
18s still going on, but the run back to Teluk Anson was accomplished in 
twenty-six minutes. 

An effort is now being made, by working day and night on the railway, 
to get the first section (17 miles) completed by April, so that it may be 
opened by His Excellency the Governor, who is expected to visit the State 
in that month. 

On the morning of the 27th the Resident inspected the hospital, 
district prison and market, leaving Teluk Anson in the s.t. Mena at 11.30 
a.m. with the Commandant Perak Sikhs, the Superintendent Lower Perak 
and the Resident Engineer for Railways for S’tiawan, which was reached at 
5 p.m. The party landed at the new jetty, where they were met by the 
Officer-in-charge, the Penghulu, and several hundreds of settlers. After a 
Walk by the new road, an inspection of the new quarters for the Assistant 
Magistrate and a conversation with the principal settlers, the old jetty was 
reached and a return made to the Mena by boat. 

The Superintendent Lower Perak remained at S’tiawan, and the Mena 
proceeded to Port Weld, the Resident and party arriving at ‘l'aiping at 2 
a.m. on the 28th.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 84.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report herewith. 


1. On the 4th two cases of small-pox were reported from Sungei Megat Aris, 
a kampong which has been free from the disease so far. 


2. The Protector of Chinese arrived from Taiping, and the next day I went 
with him up the Krian river and visited the chief sugar estates. The Sin Ju Seng 
estate was the only one (out of the six we inspected) where there were any complaints 
by the Sin-khehs. 


3. On the 6th we visited Sungei Boga and then went on to Bagan Serai, where 
we met the pinnace ; we then proceeded down the Kurau river, visiting all the estates 
on the way as far as Jin Wee’s estate, from which point we rode across to Gula, arriving 
about 7.30 p.m. 


4. The following morning the Protector of Chinese returned to Kurau to inspect 
the two or three remaining estates, and I went with Mr. Stewart, the manager of the 
Gula estate, and inspected the hospital, and then walked along the fresh water canal 
to Tan Kong Hock's estate. Tan Kong Hock has recently filled up the upper end of 
this canal and caused much inconvenience to Gula. I met him on the ground and 
arranged for the necessary water being supplied to Gula, pending the completion of 
the new ditch which he has undertaken to dig. 


5. We then rode round to Jin Wee’s estate, where we met the Protector of 
Chinese, and returned to Gula. Later on we left in the pinnace for Port Weld. 


6. Mr. Osborne went to Taiping, on his way to Selama to act for the Assistant 
Magistrate during his absence on short leave. 


On the 12th I went to Kuala Kurau to hold an inquest on the body of a 
Chinaman who fell overboard from a tongkang. The steersman jumped overboard 
to try and save him, but being seized by the drowning man, was himself nearly lost, 
and had much difficulty in gaining the shore. 
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8. On the 16th I again went to Kuala Kurau, to hold an inquest on the body of a 
Chinaman who was taken by a crocodile while pushing his boat into the water at 
Gula. Just after my arrival the remains of a second man where brought in. It 
appeared in this case, that while bathing at the stern of his tongkang he overbalanced 
and fell overboard, and was seized by a crocodile. ‘The remains were recovered some 
hours later near the kuala of the river; when discovered the crocodile was still eating 
the body, of which it had devoured one arm, both legs, and most of the lower part of 
the trunk. 


g. Crocodiles are very numerous in both the Kurau and Gula rivers, and the 
sergeant-major at the former place informed me that two boats had been attacked 
recently ; in one case a small boat was upset close to the bank and the man escaped 
into the nipas. 


10. On the 17th three more cases of small pox were reported from Sungei Megat 
Aris. The Penghulu from the Kedah side came to see me on the subject of the price 
of sugar and other lands. He is anxious to adopt our scale of charges. He is of 
opinion that as soon as we get our water supply most of his people will move over 
here. 

11, IT went to Kuala Kurau on the 1gth to hear some cases, and I saw the 
Penghulu and a number of people about land disputes. 


12, On the 21st I held an inquest on the body of a Chinese beggar who was 
found dead in the verandah of anempty house. Death was from natural causes. The 
Assistant Magistrate returned from Selama. 


13. Accompanied by the Assistant Engineer, I went to Bagan Serai on the 25th, 
and the next morning went to Kuala Kurau by road, inspecting the different canals 
on the way. We then walked by the coast road to Tanjong Piandang and drove from 
there to Parit Buntar. 

14. The padi crop at the upper and middle parts of the Sungei Siakap road is 
an almost total failure, not only the bendangs but the parits being quite dry. At the 
Parit Napis, the pigs, monkeys, and rats have destroyed what little padi there was. 

15. The following day a case of small-pox was reported from the Sungei Siakap 
road. At the end of last month the district was reported free from the disease, but it 
has now appeared again in two places.

No. 85.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 


TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for January. 
* * * * * * * 


3. On the gth I went to Port Weld at daybreak in the launch, where I picked up 
the Acting State Engineer and the Acting District Engineer. We proceeded to Kuala 
Sa'petang police station, which rickety structure was examined with a view to its 
being rebuilt, and then went out to Tanjong Krang lighthouse and inspected the 
Progress of the work there, viz—that of encasing the piles in concrete. So far the 
work has progressed but slowly. We returned about 1 p.m. 

* * * * * * * 

6. On the 22nd I visited Permatang Jambu. The padi, which otherwise is fairly 
good, is being greatly damaged by wild pigs, the place being so surrounded by jungle. 
T hunted two pigs, but they got away. 
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7. On the 24th the Secretary to Government, Mr. Birch, arrived at 9.30 a.m. and 
inspected the Land Office and books, etc., and thoroughly overhauled the system of 
transacting land business as at present conducted. 


The old fort and Tunku Mantri’s house, a portion of which is now being converted 
into Government offices, was next visited, and the court house, and after driving to 
Teluk Kertang to see the custom house and books, police station, harbour depart- 
ment, quarters, etc., we returned, and inspected the Matang police station and gaol. 
A visit was then paid to the mosque and the old tombs of departed chiefs, the build- 
ing enclosing which it is proposed to repair. Mr. Birch left about 2.30 p.m. 


8. On the 25th I sent my launch with a party of seven towkays, who had _ re- 
sponded to my invitation, to Sungei Tinggi, to examine the tin land at To’ Alang 
Lenggok, with a view to starting mining there. 

g. On the 26th I inspected the padi through which the path from Matang to the 
railway runs. I am afraid that most of the crop is a complete failure, owing to the 
extraordinarily small rainfall in this district during the past wet season. 


to. On the 28th the launch returned with the towkays from Sungei Tinggi. 
They came in a body to the office and applicd for blocks of land amounting to 195 
acres at To’ Alang Lenggok, and asked that Government would make a rough un- 
metalled road for buffalo-cart traffic, from the point on the Sungei Tinggi which tong- 
kangs can reach, to this tin country, a distance of about five miles. They seemed 
highly pleased with what they had seen, and appeared to think the prospects of the 
place very promising, if the road I have spoken of is first made to enable them to 
bring their stores up to the place. I have addressed Government on this subject. 


11, The Penghulu of Trong came and reported that in connection with the 
crusade I have been making against the man-eating crocodiles at Sungei Tiram, etc., 
16 altogether have been caught with the hook and line (panching), including a 
monster 19 feet long and g feet in girth. The people naturally expected to find the 
remains of all their missing friends, lately devoured, interred within this horrible brute, 
but nothing at all was found, although his obesity proved that he had been living well. 

Seven other reptiles have run away with the hooks and lines, so that 23 have 
been hooked in all. 


The Penghulu now states that none are to be met with from Sungei Limau to 
Utan Melintang, Kuala Temerloh, and no more people have been killed or chased by 
them, which had occurred so often during the last few months, and I sincerely hope 
that they have been scared away from these their favourite haunts. 


12, On the 31st Mr. Newman Mumford reported his arrival and took up his 
duties of Engineer s.s. Afena and Inspector of Government Vessels and Machinery, 
vice Mr. Anderson retired. 


13. During the month scarcely any rain has fallen, and indeed almost the whole 
of the past wet season has been phenomenally dry throughout the district, with the 
result that all the padi crops have, I am afraid, suffered severely. 


14. Within the last few days several applications have been made for tin mining 
land in the Trong mukim by Chinese, chiefly in the neighbourhood of the stone quarry, 
Ulu Trong, and it is sincerely to be hoped that this rush for tin land is the commence- 
ment of a new era of prosperity for my district.

INSPECTION REPORT. 


No. 86.—INSPECTION OF KRIAN DISTRICT BY THE PROTECTOR OF CHINESE. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, e 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward a report of a visit of inspection to the Krian 
district. I arrived at Parit Buntar on the morning of the 4th. 
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On examining the books and registers kept by the registering officer, I found 
that in a great number of cases Sin-khehs coming from Penang without contracts had 
been allowed to enter into local contracts in which their indebtedness to the Kkeh-than 
had been recognised. As it is an evasion of the Straits law for any Immigrant to 
leave the Colony without a contract, it was ordered by Sir Hugh Low in 1887 that in 
cases in which Sin-khehs were brought into the State without contracts, local contracts 
might be made, but no claim for advance could be recognised. This has been 
enforced for some time in Teluk Anson, but apparently, up to the present, not in Parit 
Buntar. If rigidly enforced, this rule should soon put an end to the practice of 
smuggling Sin-khehs over to the State without contracts. 


On the 5th at 6.30 a.m. I inspected the brothels. For one-storied houses, they were 
in good condition. I directed that the bath-rooms and kitchens should be cemented, 
and proper drains made for carrying off the water. I warned the proprietors that 
they might at any time be called upon to reconstruct the rooms in their brothels in 
accordance with the new regulations now under consideration. At g a.m. I left Parit 
Buntar with the Collector and Magistrate to inspect the river kongsis. All the kongsis 
were clean and in good order; the labour regulations appear to be carefully observed. 
There was only one complaint, in the Sin Ju Seng kongsi, proprietor Tan Weng 
Chiang, where several coolies accused the head tindal, Ng Ah Iak, of assault and other 
offences; the tindal was away at the time, and Mr. Wray promised to send the 
Inspector to the estate to make further enquiries on his return. 


On the 6th and 7th we inspected Kho Bu An's estate at Sungei Bogah and the 
sugar kongsi on the Kurau river. In only one kongsi was any breach of the regula- 
tions discovered, and a summons has been issued against the clerk. 


In Kwong Hoat kongsi one Sin-kheh expressed a wish to be released from his 
agreement. He stated that he had a brother, Iun Chun Hok, who was willing to pay 
back the advances. This man is a bricklayer in Kurau, and will be communicated 
with. 


An experiment tried by Mr. Stewart, of Gula, of working with some of the dis- 
charged tobacco coolies from Sumatra, was not successful; the Gula Estate is now 
worked entirely by Tamils. 


I returned to Taiping on the afternoon of the 7th.

EXTRACT OF MINUTES OF COUNCIL OF STATE HELD AT 
KUALA KANGSAR ON 71H DECEMBER, 1892. 


No. 99.—The Sultan informs the Council that Mr. Treacher, the Acting 
Resident, will shortly be leaving for Selangor to take up his appointment 
there as British Resident, and that this will in all probability be the last 
meeting of the Council he will attend before his departure His Highness 
goes on to say that the first appointment held by Mr. Treacher in the State 
of Perak was that of Secretary to Government, the duties of which post 
were most ably discharged by him. He was subsequently appointed Acting 
Resident, and administered the Government in a manner that was both 
profitable to the State and popular with the people. With such practical 
proof of his ability as an administrator it would be a matter of congratula- 
tion to His Highness if Mr. Treacher were eventually to become Resident 
of Perak. His transfer to Selangor was indeed a great loss to the State, 
and Selangor was most fortunate in obtaining so able and experienced a 
Resident. 

The Sultan concludes his address with expressions of regret felt by 
himself and the other members of the Council at the Acting Resident’s 
approaching departure, and their sincere wishes for his future prosperity 
and welfare. 

The Acting Resident thanks the Sultan for the eulogistic terms in 
which he has been pleased to speak of him, and for the valuable support 
and assistance which His Highness and the other members of the Council 
have invariably afforded him. Since his connection with the State he has 
always had its welfare at heart, and will continue to do so although he is 
now leaving it on promotion.

PERAK STATE RAILWAYS. 

No. 100.—Rutes ror THE Issue oF Free Passes anpD Warrants. 

Nature of Passes.—Free passes are of two kinds—(a). Periodical or 
card passes. (b). Single journey or book passes. 

2. A periodical pass entitles the holder to travel at any time within 
the dates and the limits of distance specified on the pass. 

3. A book pass entitles the holder to travel on the date and within the 
limits of distance specified on the pass. 
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4. Issue of Passes.—The officers empowered to issue passes under the 
following rules are :— 

(a). Periodical or card passes.—The Resident Engineer for Railways. 

(6). Single journey or book passes.—The Resident Engineer for 
Railways, the District Railway Engineers, and the Traffic Superintendent, to 
persons employed in the department under their respective charge. 

5. In the absence of any of these officers, an assistant to be named by 
each of them may issue passes for, and on the responsibility of, the said 
officers. 

6. The persons entitled to receive and to hold passes are as follow :— 

(a). PrntoptcaL or Card Passes. 

First Class—The Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs; such 
Officers and Contractors as are employed in the survey or construction of 
new railways, whose duties necessitate constant travelling on the Railway 
ou the business of the Railway, and such other persons as the Government 
or the Resident Engincer for Railways may from time to time direct. 

Second Class.—Foremen, Inspectors, Relief-Clerks, Station Masters, 
Pay-Clerks, Overseers, and such Clerks of the State Auditor and Superin- 
tendent of Posts and Telegraphs and such other persons as the Government 
or the Resident Engineer for Railways may from time to time direct. 

Third Class.—Messcngers, Orderlies, ‘Telegraph Line Patrol, and such 
other subordinate employ’s as may be necessary. 

Note.—(a). The Secretary to Government, the Resident Engineer for 
Railways, and the Traffic Superintendent are authorised to travel without 
pisses. 

(2). District Railway Engineers and Locomotive Superintendents are 
authorised to travel without passes in their respective districts. 

(). Sixcne Journey or Book Passes. 

Persons other than those above mentioned travelling on the business of 
the Railway, or persons connected with the Railway when not travelling on 
business, may receive passes at the discretion of the Resident Engineer for 
Railways. 

7. The following persons may also receive book passes at the discre- 
tion of the Resident Engineer for Railways, the District Railway Engineers, 
and the, Traffic Superintendent :—Officers of foreign railways, railway 
eu ploy’s and members of their families actually supported by them. 

8. Card passes will be issued yearly, half-yearly, quarterly and 
monthly, as required. 

9. Workmen’s passes will be issued by the District Railway Engineers 
to workmen when travelling on the business of the Railway, but they cannot 
be issued for a longer period than one month. 

10. Use of Passes.—Passes can only be used by the officers or persons 
whose names are entered in the passes, and within the limits of distance and 
time therein specified. 

11. Each holder of a periodical or card pass must return it to the issuer 
on ceasing to hold the office entitling him to hold the pass, or upon going on 
leave necessitating the appointment of a substitute, or on expiration of the 
time for which the pass was granted. 

12. Each holder of a single journey or book pass must deliver it up at 
the end of his journey, whether called upon to do so or not. 

13. All passes of every kind are to be examined by tickct-collectors as 
minutely as ordinary tickets, and whenever the tickets of other passengers 
are examined. é 
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14. Each holder of a pass who is unable to produce it when travelling 
and called upon to do so by a guard, ticket-collector or other railway official 
entitled to ask for its production, will be required to pay full fare, in pre- 
cisely the same way as an ordinary passenger who is unable to produce his 
ticket. 

15. Audit of Passes.—A return of passes issued by each officer will he 
made to the Railway Audit Office each month. 

16. This return will be rigidly scrutinised in the Railway Audit Office, 
and compared with the collected passes. It is the duty of the Railway 
Auditing Clerk to bring to notice every case in which it appears to him 
that passes have been irregularly issued. . 

17. The column of this return in which the reason for the issue of 
every pass is to be entered must be invariably filled up. 


18. An abstract of the free passes issued, together with a note of any 
passes to which he may take exception, is to be forwarded monthly by the 
Resident Engineer of Railways to the State Auditor. 

19. Free Passes for Servants and Baggage.—The holder of any descrip- 
tion of pass will be entitled to have his baggage conveyed free to the following 
extent :— 


First Class Pass, 100 catties ; Second Class Pass, 75 catties ; Third Class 
Pass, 50 catties. 

20. In case of the first appointment, or the transfer of any officer or 
subordinate employed in the Railway, or on the issue of a free pass under 
Rule 6, the Resident Engineer for Railways may, at his discretion, issue a 
book pass for servants, or for the carriage of a reasonable amount of baggage, 
furniture, or such horses and other domestic animals as are really wanted 
for use, in addition to the allowance in the last Rule. 


21. Railway employ’s who are obliged to reside at a distance from 
any centre of supply, may, subject to the discretion of the Resident Engineer 
for Railways, have packages conveyed free by rail between such centre of 
supply and the railway station nearest to them, and subject to the condi- 
tion of their containing bondi fide supplies for personal use and not for sale. 
The size and character of the packages, and any other necessary regulations, 
will be laid down by the Resident Engineer for Railways. 

22. Miscellaneous Rules—The transfer of passes is strictly prohibited. 

23. Any pass used irregularly is liable to be stopped. 

24. A holder of a card pass will be liable to a stoppage of his pass 
unless his expired card pass is returned to the issuer within five days of 
the date of expiry. 

25. A holder of a pass which has been stopped will have to pay full 
fare, and will have no claim to the recovery of any fares paid. 

26. All free passes are granted subject to the rules and regulations of 
the Railway, to all of which the holders must conform. 

27. Warrants.—Warrants may be issued by Heads of Departments and 
District Officers requiring to send any of their staff on duty, or by District 
Officers requiring to send prisoners or police escort. 

28. These warrants will be exchanged at the railway booking offices 
for tickets available on the dates and between the stations specified on the 
warrants. 

29. Monthly accounts will be rendered by the Railway Department to 
the Department or District Officer concerned, but payment for the tickets 
issued may be made to the nearest Station Master.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 109.—STATE COMMISSIONER OF LANDS’ REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward a short report for the month of January. 


2. With the Inspector of Mines, I have inspected all the principal mines in 
Larut. On the 6th, at 5.45 a.m., we started for Asam Kumbang, and subsequently 
visited Klian Pauh, Tupai and Kota mines. Settled boundary disputes and water 
questions. 

3. Went into a property case with the Sri Adika Raja and the Chief Kathi 
on the oth. 

4. On the 12th, 13th, and 14th, at 6 a.m., out again with Inspector of Mines 
looking after various road deviations. A ten-ton steam roller passed over some 
of the deviation at Kota: this speaks well for its soundness. 

5. On the 15th, Sunday, visited Kamunting. 

6. On the 16th received complaint of mining near the hill road about half a mile 
below Maxwell’s Bungalow; sent up Inspector of Mines, who has warned the people, 
and they are not to work within 300 yards of the bridle-path. 

7. On the 17th and 18th out at 7 a.m.; visited the Sandhurst and Melbourne 
Companies’ workings. 

8. On the rgth, by order of Government, went to Penang on duty; returned 
on 22nd. 

g. On the 26th and 3oth out again at daybreak amongst the mines. 

to. The month under review has béen an exceptionally dry one for Taiping. 
Mining is on the increase, and very good results are being realised in the Kota and 
Asam Kumbang workings ; also those on the Waterfall road. 

11. Applications for a considerable area have been received for land in the Trong 
division of Larut ; this will be shortly visited and reported on by the Inspector of Mines. 
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12. Some 30 dilapidated huts, occupied by 80 odd loafers and thieves, outside town 
limits, have been destroyed after obtaining the order of Court; one building lot on 
Swettenham Road, owned by a Sikh on certain conditions, which had not been fulfilled, 
was cleared of stables, cattle-sheds and numerous small dwellings occupied by dhobies, 
etc. This has had the effect of putting more people into the town. 

13. About 20 new brick houses are being built inthe town, and the place has a 
much more business-like appearance than it had nine months ago.

No. 110.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for January. 

2. Cattle quarantine was withdrawn from Plang on the 4th, the Kinta district 
being reported free from rinderpest. 

3. A grandson of His Highness the Sultan died on the 6th January. The child 
was about five months old, and appears to have been suffering from convulsions. 
Only Malay doctors were called in to attend him. By the request of His Highness 
seven guns were fired at 10 o'clock that night. 

4. Two cases of small-pox were reported in Kota Lama Kanan on the rith, and 
since then six others have occurred. 

5. The Senior Magistrate arrived here on the rgth, and held Court with the 
Tunku Temenggong the following morning, returning to Taiping in the afternoon. 

6. The State Surgeon inspected the hospital on the 2oth. 

. On the 21st I drove out to Tiong and Trap, on the new road to Kota Tampan, 
with the Mining Prospector, and inspected the mines opened by Mr. Lim Ah Kai and 
the Tai Lee kongsi. Both appear to be doing well, the ore obtained from them 
being of very good quality. Ninety-two village lots have been marked off and given 
out at Trap,* and houses have already been built on many of them. . The Farmer has 
opened a Gambling Farm there, the profits from which are nearly sufficient to pay the 
whole of the rent of the Farm of this district. It is to be regretted that the metalling 
of the road has not yet been completed as far as this village, which is about eight miles 
from Kuala Dal (the commencement of the road). Five miles have been completed 
and taken over by Government, the remaining three miles being still in the hands of 
the contractor, who will only allow carts to pass over it on payment of a toll. 

8. Sri Adika Raja Wan Mat Salleh reports that he Icft Kuala Plus for Chiang 
Lit (a Sakai name, meaning “red earth”), where the specimens of gold and tin ore 
mentioned in my monthly letter for December were obtained, on the 16th. On the 
way there he passed the Sungei Sejuk, a tributary of the Trosoh, near Gunong Kamu- 
ning, where he found fifty Chinese mining. ‘The tin-sand there is of good quality, 
and a pikul of it contains from eight to nine huns of gold. He arrived at Gunong 
Jalong, on the Sungei Korbu, on the afternoon of the 17th. The track he walked over 
was through flat country, and crossed by two small steams named Kordah and Hetir 
respectively. ‘The next day he followed up the course of the Korbu as far as Sungei 
Krot, one of its tributaries, where To’ Lela, the Penghulu of the Sakais of Plus and 
Korbu, lives. Sungei Krot is about four hours’ walk from Jalong, and the greater part 
of the way is through hilly country, and it is crossed by one small stream named 
Tamong. To’ Lela’s house is a substantially built one, and similar in every respect 
to those generally occupied by Malay chiefs. The site on which it and a few smaller 
houses surrounding it are built is about 60 feet square, and is the only level piece of 
land in that neighbourhood. 

On the afternoon of the rgth he arrived at Kuala Chiang Lit, about six hours’ 
walk from Sungei Krot. There is no regular track connecting the two places. The 
Dato’ followed the course of the Korbu and had a number of high hills to cross. He 
says that he never remembers having experienced a more difficult journey. He passed 


* This road was begun in 1891, and opens an entirely new country. 
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an old mine named Klian Lawei about three hours’ walk from Sungei Krot. It was 
opened many years ago by Tuan Haji Harun, a son of Orang Kaila Kaia Sri Adika 
Raja Toh Lambok. Toh Lela says that the ore used to be taken down by elephants 
to Jalong, where it was smelted, and then taken on to Kinta via Chémor. 

At Chiang Lit there were fifteen Sakais working leris. They said they were 
Tampul men from Ulu Kinta. The Dato’ also reports that he met a Malay there who 
said he was waiting to recover advances he had made to the Sakais. 

A few small valleys, aggregating an area of about ten acres, is the only flat ground 
in the place. The Dato’ had some pits dug, and reports that the overburden was about 
two and a half feet deep, and that he dug five feet into the karang without coming 
to the bottom of it. He had difficulty in digging the pits owing to the water, and the 
large stones in the karang. He has brought back specimens of the tin and gold ore 
he obtained, and they have been sent to the Government Geologist to be assayed. 

While the Dato’ was there a man named Serentek, the Katua’an of the Sakais 
working the mine, arrived. He said he had discovered tin at Chiang Lit about eight 
months previously. Since then he had taken out 29 pikuls of tin ore, which he sold in 
Kinta. There is gold mixed with all the tin ore found there. 

These Sakais are, as usual, being cheated by the Malays, who purchase the tin 
ore from them at an absurdly low price. 

Chiang Lit is about on a level with the summit of Gunong Chondong, which is 
close to it. The Dato’ reports that he and his men were unable to sleep at night on 
account of the cold, and were obliged to surround themselves with fires in order to 
keep warm. 

He left Cheang Lit early on the morning of the 2tst, passing over Bukit Bangkei, 
and reaching Bukit Tambul after about one and a half hours’ walk. Sungei Larek and 
Sungei Telu both have their source in Bukit Bangkei, the former flowing into the 
Sungei Korbu and the latter into the Sungei Kinta. 

He reached Cheh, on the Kinta river, late in the evening, and remained there for 
the night. The track from Bukit Bangkei to the Kinta river is an exceedingly steep 
one, and passes some dangerous precipices. 

Early the following morning the Dato’ proceeded to Chémor, a walk of about four 
hours, and from there drove into Kuala Kangsar, where he arrived at 4 p.m.

No. 111.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to transmit you my monthly letter for January. 

2. From the 2nd to the 4th I was in Penang arranging the terms of the new 
contract for the launch running round the coast from Teluk Anson to S’tiawan, also 
the concession for the cutting of timber at Sungei Raja Itam in the Perak Dindings. 
On the 5th I left for Taiping, and remained there on duty until the 7th, when [ returned 
to Penang. 

3. On the 8th the English mail arrived, and I called on the Resident on his 
arrival, leaving Penang on the following day. I resumed my duties on the roth. 

4. I was informed to-day that Mr. Grey, who is in charge of the Penghulus, 
managed to shoot a rhinoceros at Pulau Tiga. The brute charged him more than 
once. 

5. On the r2th the Dato’ Laksamana was with me the whole day, and the two 
cases of murder, one at Lambor and the other at Teluk Bharu, were gone into, and both 
cases were sent up for trial. 
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6. The s.s. Mfa/acca arrived on the 14th, and as there was not sufficient 
facility to remove the cargo, which was a heavy one, she was delayed until the 
foliowing day. 

7. The District Engineer arrived here on the 16th, and on the 17th I was 
engaged in going round with him and arranging some matters connected with the 
Public Works Department. On the the 18th the Resident Engineer for Railways saw 
me and left for Penang. 

8. On the 2oth January I visited S’tiawan, arriving there at 8 p.m. On the fol- 
lowing morning I went round and inspected the place. I reserved 1,000 acres of land 
on the line of the contemplated cart-road to Likir for two Banjermasim headmen to 
open land for padi. It was reported to me that a very large extent of land suitable 
for wet padi planting had been found lying between Kota Stia and Bota. The extent 
of land, according to the Penghulu, is so great that it would support a population of 
more than 16,000 persons. I have given instructions to look to this, and shall later on 
visit the spot myself. 

g. On the 22nd I met Mr. Barnett from Penang and he left for Sungei Raja 
Itam to look up the concession of land there which he has applied for, for timber - 
cutting. 

to. The pigs at Sungei S'tiawan have been very destructive, and it has been very 
ditticult to keep them out of the plantings; at one time it seemed hopeless to plant 
coconuts. 

it. The leading Chinaman at S’tiawan has made arrangements to advance a 
certain sum of money to the raiats for the construction of a large pig fence at Lumut. 
The Imam at Lumut appears certain of success, so much so that he has undertaken to 
return the money within one month if no pigs are caught in this trap, for such it 
virtually is. The pigs caught in this fence the Chinese advancer undertakes to pur- 
chase at $1 for the larger pigs, and 50 cents for the smaller ones. 

12, As the Malays cannot receive money in any other shape (pigs being an 
abomination in their eyes) but a reward, the Clerk-in-charge will value each pig when 
caught, and this money will go towards the construction of other pig fences. 

13. The scheme is worth trying, and if successful will lead to other fences being 
erected, 

14. Some tobacco which has been grown at S'tiawan has been prepared by the 
natives here for the local market ; it sells readily at 50 or 60 cents per kati, and is com- 
mencing to compete with the imported tobacco, and is driving it out of the market. 

15. I left S'tiawan in the afternoon, proceeding to Lumut to call on the District 
Officer, and returned to Teluk Anson on the 23rd, where I found the Commandant 
Perak Sikhs awaiting me, and I was engaged with him in regard to police matters on 
the 24th. 

16. The British Resident arrived on the 26th, and after a short inspection pro- 
ceeded, with the Resident Engineer for Railways and the Commandant Perak Sikhs, 
up the line of railway to the ninth mile, returning in the afternoon. 

17. On the 27th the British Resident made an inspection of the gaol and hospital 
and part of the town, and I afterwards left with him in the d/ena for S'tiawan. Here 
the Resident landed and inspected the settlement, finally leaving at 6 p.m. 

18. On the 28th January I visited the line of road which is to join S'tiawan with 
Likir. The large coconut plantations at Likir and Pastr Panjang will be opened by 
this cart-road. Copra is already worked here, and the working of it would be greatly 
increased if a regular market could be found for the stuff. This | hope will be found 
at S’tiawan when the road is finished. 

19. I visited Lumut on the 2gth to call on the District Officer, returning on the 
zoth to meet the District Officer from Batang Padang, who returned on the 31st.

1. On the 4th Inspector Foley arrived, and after having inspected the division 
returned on the 5th. 

2. On the 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th I was on leave in Taiping. 

3. I proceeded to [jok on the rith to sce the Penghulu, and take over some 
new bridges there, returning on the 14th. ‘ 

4. Onthe 15th I proceeded down river to inspect the river clearing work. During 
the year about three and a half miles have been cleared of all logs and snags. 

5. Onthe 17th the Inspector of Schools arrived to hold the yearly examination. 

6. On the 24th I proceeded to Taiping for the Christmas holidays. 

7. The padi prospects for next year are good. 

8. Total revenue collected in December amounted to $910.33. Total mileage 
covered during the month, about 200 miles.

No. 113.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY, 1893. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for January. 

1. [returned from leave on the morning of the 2oth, and took over charge from 
Mr. Osborne, who proceeded to Parit Buntar by river the next day. 

2. On the 22nd I proceeded to Sungei Semut to see some new bendang land 
which has been applied for. 

3. I went to Ijok on the 25th, and on the 26th proceeded to the Ulu to superintend 
repairs to a large irrigation dam. While there, I received information of the death of 
the Government elephant, Kulup Selama, and at once returned to Selama. On my 
arrival I heard that the elephant had been killed by 'a rogue at Sungei Mengkuang, 
and started at once for that place, which is about eight miles from here over a very 
bad track. I found the elephant had been ripped open, and had received several large 
deep wounds in the neck and chest, as well as the head being injured. The gembala 
and two or three other natives living quite close heard the elephants trumpeting, and 
ran up to within a few yards of them, but owing to the darkness were unable to afford 
any assistance. Kulup Selama slipped his chain in the commencement of the fight, 
which after the first few seconds was continued at some distance. The next morning 
the gembala went to catch the elephant and followed tracks for five or six miles, when 
he found he was tracking the rogue. He therefore returned and found Kulup Selama 
dead within a few hundred yards of where the fight took place. It is reported that 
the rogue is still about that paft of the district. 

4. Mr. Francké, Sub-Assistant Surveyor, returned to resume his duties here on 
the commencement of the month, he having been absent for over a year doing duty 
in Teluk Anson. 

5. The total revenue collected during the month amounted to $603.80. This 
small amount is owing to no land rents having been collected. 

6. The total mileage covered during the last ten days of the month amounted to 
about 70 miles.

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INSPECTION REPORTS. 


No. 114.—REPORT OF A VISIT OF INSPECTION BY fHE COMMANDANT PERAK SIKHS. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report, for the information of the British Resident, 
on my recent visit to Kinta, Tapah and Teluk Anson. 

2. My inspection was principally due to the sudden increase of crime in the 
Ipoh division and a report of the Collector and Magistrate of the Kinta district, who 
wrote as follows :—‘ Tambun has always borne an evil reputation in Kinta for gang 
robberies. . . Crimes of this sort are of almost daily occurrence in Kinta now, 
and the police seem utterly unable to discover or break up the gangs of robbers.” 

3. The following table shews the state of crime as regards gang and highway 
robberies in Ipoh division during 1892, and their sudden rise.

4. I left Kuala Kangsar on the morning of 12th January, and reached Ipoh that 
afternoon, going wd Enggor and Salak. The road between these places is in very 
fine order, and shews how well it must have been originally constructed. The pontoon 
bridge at Enggor is a- particularly interesting one, its utility impossible to over- 
estimate, approaches ingenious, though the turn from the approaches to the bridge 
is very sharp and probably dangerous for a spirited or timid horse. I was informed 
that it had a short time ago stood a very severe test, the river rising many feet, and 
necessitating an ascent of the approaches instead of a descent, and that it stood the 
strain well. It is well worth a visit. 

5. There was little doing at Salak and Padang Balai, but I am informed that 
there is likely to be renewed activity in these mining districts. 

6. I visited the Kamuning Estate ex route, and met Mr. Hill there. The estate 
looks in splendid order, and is most picturesque with the various crops. There seems 
a good future for it, as far as an unprofessional eye can judge. 

7. 1 found the village of Ipoh had grown from that into a town of no mean pro- 
portions—396 houses and a population of over 4,000. At the census in 1891 it was 
given as 3,184; both houses and population are daily increasing. The houses in 
course of construction are of a far better class than any in the State. The township 
requires immediate attention as regards sanitation, market extension, and fire regula- 
tions. The last has been attended to. People seem flocking to it. The river was 
crowded with heavily laden store-boats, and the place was full of animation. It will 
be, and indeed now ts, the most important township in the district, and no doubt in 
the State in the near future, unless a railway connects it with Larut. 

8. I enclose a sketch map of the division, showing the tracks to mines and 
mining centres. The more important of the latter are as follow: Tambun, Ampang, 
Tanjong Rambutan, Chemor, to the east and north-east; Tekah Menglembu, Klian 
Bharu, Jelapang, and Kindi to the south-west and north-west. 

g. Tambun, four and a half miles north-east of Ipoh, is a growing village with, 
at present, well constructed wooden houses. 

10. Ampang,* one and a half miles further on due east, is about the same size, 
with a Gambling Farm, but very straggling and filthily dirty. Here the mines are deep 
and rich, with every indication of much extension and continued activity. Population 
of Tambun and Ampang, including miners, about 2,000. 

11. Tanjong Rambutan, four and a half miles from Tambun in a north-easterly 
direction, is a village corresponding to Tambun, with mines scattered about within a 
radius of about three miles. Estimated population (mines and villages) 2,000—daily 
increasing. 

12. The bridle-track between here and Ipoh was in excellent condition, but 
I venture to recommend that legislation be extended to the wheel-barrows which have 
superseded the elephants for transport of tin and stores between Ipoh and these 
centres. The present width of tire is very narrow and cuts up the bridle-path.

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13. To the south the most important mining centre is Tekah Menglembu, where 
a large and well-constructed village with tiled roofed houses has sprung up, with an 
estimated population of 1,100. 

14. The estimated population of the Ipoh division is little short of 20,000 Chinese, 
distributed as follows:—lpoh township, 4,000; Menglembu, 6,000; Tambun and 
Ampang, 2,000; Tanjong Rambutan, 2,000; Kinding Lahat, Teluk Kruin and 
Guntang, 7,000. 

15. I inspected most of the mines, and went along all the tracks shewn in the 
sketch map. I found it necessary to at once open stations at Tambun, Tanjong 
Rambutan, Lalang Johot, and Tekah Menglembu, and the importance of having these 
mining centres occupied cannot be exaggerated. Crime hasbeen rife, with highway 
robberies of serious occurrence. ‘The roads must be patrolled, detective staff strength- 
ened and another Inspector stationed at Ipoh: the Court work there alone keeps one 
man employed. I saw the Collector and Magistrate of the district, discussed the 
situation with him, and he entirely agreed with me in all | proposed doing. I tele- 
graphed to headquarters for the Inspector and men, and on the 16th January the 
stations at the above-named villages were opened. ; 


16. I saw the towkays in every mining centre who cried out for police protection 
and pointed out to them that I thought the Government had a right to expect that 
they should contribute towards this. They responded by providing accommodation 
for them at the villages were stations were opened. The houses have all been fitted up 
accordingly. 

17. No provision had been made in the current year’s Estimates for stations at 
Tambun, Tanjong Rambutan or Lalang Johot, but I consider the temporary quarters 
sufficient until the stability of these townships has been tested. 1 doubt all lasting 
over three years, and if the health of the men keeps good there will be no need for 
better accommodation. The mines round these centres are much scattered, and it 
will be no light work for the men, but I feel sure the recent distribution will be all 
that is required to check crime. 

18. Papan does not appear on the decline as I understood ; the population is on 
the increase, being at present 1,163 males and 360 females, total 1,523. Much mining 
land has recently been opened at Kacha. The township was in perfect order under 
Inspector Ephraums. 

1g. I visited Tronoh, eight and a half miles from Papan, a much scattered mining 
centre, shewing signs of activity. The township about to be laid out is three-quarters of 
a mile from existing mines. 


20. I think a check might be kept on these new townships from springing up as 
they are doing. 

21. Lahat is but two and a half miles from Tekah Menglembu, which again is but 
four miles from Ipoh, and itis necessary tohave a station at each place. It has the 
effect of checking the development of one good village, besides exhausting a police 
force double the size of the present one. 

22. It is manifestly clear that the headquarters of the force in the Kinta district 
should be at Ipoh, and here should be stationed what reserve it is possible to quarter 
in the district. 


23. I left Ipoh on 17th January for Gopeng by the new cart-road, which 
appears an excellent one and in splendid order; it winds through the most picturesque 
country along the foot of the many limestone hills. Inspected Tekah Sungei Raia, 
which does not appear to have increased since my last visit in 1889. 


24. The Gopeng division has greatly developed of recent years in a southerly 
direction. The town itself appears flourishing, and in much better sanitary condition 
than most. 


25. At Sungei Siput, eight miles from Gopeng, a township has sprung up of 75 
houses and 250 souls, with an increasing mining population of 1,000 close by. Here 
the Chinese begged for a police station and offered a commodious house for the pur- 
Pose. Four and a half miles further on is the flourishing village of Membang-di- 
Awan, with 172 houses and a population of 1,200, with mines all round and a popula- 
tion of 1,500. Here the Chinese had already constructed a very good police station, 
the strength of which I found it necessary to increase to twelve. . 
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26. The Chinese get their supplies brought up the Kampar river, from which 
they are conveyed by tramway to the village, the waggons being pushed by manual 
labour. This village has every appearance of prosperity; it has but one street, but 
that is wide, and houses well constructed. I had the opportunity of inspecting the 
Chinese fire brigade which has been organized here, and admirably they worked. 
The manual engine was procured from Canton. 

27._ The road in course of construction was metalled for nearly two miles beyond 
Kuala Dipang, but was passable beyond for vehicular traffic. Here { parted with the 
Assistant Commissioner, Lieut. Metcalfe, and Mr. Cowan, who had accompanied me 
throughout the district. I am much indebted to the latter for his valuable assistance : 
he knows every kongsi in the district, the number of coolies in each, and gave informa- 
tion of considerable importance on other matters dealing with police administration 
and the Chinese. He has organized Chinese fire brigades in the principal townships 
on very efficient lines. 

28. Continued by road to Tapah, eight miles from which I met the Collector and 
Magistrate of the district, and drove in with him. The road for the last eight miles, 
as all the roads seem to be, was in splendid order. 

2g. The Batang Padang district has not developed as it was fenonted it un- 
doubtedly would do in 1889. Indeed, it has dropped very far behind what it even was 
then. 

30. Chanderiang and Bidor mining centres have all but disappeared. There is, 
I was informed, some prospect of development along the new road from Tapah in the 
direction of Kinta. The township at Tapah is as it was in 1889. The population 
has decreased. The Chinese do not, I should think, number 1,000 in this district. 

31. The bridge over the Batang Padang river is, however, quite an ornament. 

32. The native gardens, unfortunately, have not come on, the coffee that was 
planted some few years ago being of an inferior quality. The new cart-road in 
course of construction from Tapah to the 17th mile, to meet the railway, is, as usual, 
an excellent one, judging from appearances, and for some distance goes through 
extremely picturesque country. It is impossible to visit this district without feeling 
that there should be excellent prospects for the planting industry. 

33- I left Tapah by boat on 23rd January, and trained the last nine miles into 
Teluk Anson. I had not the time to carefully inspect this district, but I was much 
struck at the extent of clearing and cultivation that has gone on there since my last 
visit in 1890. 

34. Sungei S’tiawan I visited, and it has greatly developed of recent years, with 
a large agricultural population. The clearing at S’tiawan itself covers many acres, 
planted with pepper, patchouli, padi, etc., and so extends for ten miles in the direc- 
tion of Likir. It appears to have a bright future before it.

No. 115.—HEALTH OFFICERS’ REPORTS ON TAIPING AND KAMUNTING FOR THE 
HALF-YEAR ENDING 31ST DECEMBER, 1892. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to report that I visited the town of-Taiping in my 
capacity of Health Officer several times during the half-year ending December 31st, 
1892. 

3 2. The only addition made is a public slaughter-house, very much required, but 
for some reason, although finished in the early part of the half-year, and a scale of 
charges drawn up, it has never been used, and the same private places, over which 
there is no control, used for the purpose. 

3. [should also recommend that some system should be enforced for the building 
of cattle-sheds, which should have a cemented floor; at present the cattle at Kota are 
kept in all kinds of sheds without any sanitary arrangements, and the wonder is they 
are not always ill. 

4. Small-pox broke out at Kota in the Chetties’ quarters, being brought by them 
from Penang. Altogether 15 cases were treated in the small-pox hospital, of whom 
four died. } 
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5. The rainfall during this period was less than I have known it to be during my 
residence of eleven yeais in Perak, and the range of temperature greater. 

6. The sanitary condition of the town is fairly good, and the main streets are in 
good order and clean, but many of the side ones where fruit is sold and strewn on the 
ground are very difficult to keep clean and require the constant care of the Sanitary 
Inspector. 

7. There is only one water-cart, quite inadequate to the requirements of the 
town, and during the long drought we experienced last month, it was most unpleasant 
and trying to the eyes to pass through a street which was being swept. 

8. I forward Dr. Fox’s report on Kamunting.

Noutce to Pianrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that tke Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
n0 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Tue Colonial Secretary, Mr. W. E. Maxwell, c.M.c., visited the British 
Resident at Taiping on the 17th and 18th February. Mr. Maxwell arrived 
from Penang in the Perak s.y. Mena on the morning of the 17th, and left 
again by the s.s. Lady Weld on the 18th. 


The 17th and 18th February were Government holidays for the Chinese 
New Year, and a team of Taiping cricketers went to Parit Buntar and played 
a match against the Perak and Province Wellesley Krians. Taiping won 
by seven wickets. 


On the 20th ultimo at 4.15 p.m. the Resident drove to Kuala Kangsar, 
and continuing his journey on the morning of the 21st, reached Batu Gajah 
at 7 p.m. The distance is 67 miles, and the road throughout is in excellent 
order, as may be judged from the fact that the first 23 miles, which includes 
the Bukit Béripit Pass, was driven in two and a-half hours, and the 32 miles 
from Kuala Kangsar to Ipoh in under four hours. 

The pontoon bridge “ Gertak Khasanah Shah” at Enggor, 1,500 feet 
in length, is a very successful engineering work, and has lately withstood 
a rise of 15 feet in the Perak river, when the protecting chain was broken 
by the floating timber brought down by the flood. 

The Kamuning Estate, about 300 acres of Liberian coffee and pepper, 
looks exceedingly well, and has a heavy crop. 

The Resident inspected the town and market of Ipoh with the Assistant 
Magistrate (Mr. KE. Tranchell), the hospitals with the Senior District 
Surgeon (Dr. Wright), the Sikhs barracks with the Assistant Commissioner 
(Lieut. Metcalfe, 58th Regiment), and the railway works with the Resident 
Engineer for Railways (Mr. C. R. Hanson). Ipoh has increased in size about 
fivefold in the last two years and made more rapid progress than probably 


has ever been the case with any town in the Peninsula. There are now over 
5,000 inhabitants within the town. There are towns and villages, mines 
and orchards over almost the whole of the 12 miles that separate Ipoh from 
Batu Gajah. Menglembu, where 18 months ago there was not a house, is 
now a considerable village with brick shops and a well-built and spacious 
Chinese theatre. Between Ipoh-and Batu Gajah there is a continuous 
stream of vehicles and pedestrians, and the great activity in this district 
augurs well for the success of the Railway, the lower section of which should 
be opened in April, and the upper by the end of May. 


On.the 22nd the Resident, accompanied by the District Magistrate 
(Mr. J. B. M. Leech) and the Resident Engineer for Railways, inspected 
the railway yard and buildings at Batu Gajah, and went over the line in a 
trolly from Batu Gajah to Lahat, returning by road. The work appears to 
have been rather at a standstill for some time. 


The same day the Resident inspected the new post office, the new 
Government offices, the hospitals and district prisons, the Sikh barracks, 
and inspected the special work now being done to get out surveys and titles 
to meet the rush of applications for land in the district. 


On the 23rd at 8 a.m. the Resident drove with the District Magistrate 
(Mr. J. B. M. Leech) to Ipoh, and arranged for the immediate extension of 
the market and a number of matters connected with the sanitation and 
conservancy of this and other towns in the division. 
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At Ipoh the Resident was met by the Dato’ Penglima Kinta and Toh 
Muda Wahab, members of the State Council, and after a conversation with 
them he drove on to Kuala Kangsar, where he was met by H.H. the Sultan, 
Raja Ngah Mansur, the Dato’ Temenggong, the District Magistrate (Mr. A. 
Butler), and a number of others. 


H.H. the Sultan, with the Resident, drove to Bukit Indra Nagira, and 
thoroughly inspected the astana recently constructed for His Highness. 
The Perak Band played in the evening at the old astana of His Highness.

IN COUNCIL NO. 17 OF 1891. 


asea, No. 121.—Whereas by the Ports and Harbours Order in Council, No. 17 
of 1891, it is enacted, among other things, that the Resident may from time to 
time make such Port Rules as he may think necessary for the regulation and

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MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 135.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JANUARY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for January. 

On the 3rd there was a highway robbery at Papan. On the 4th four atap houses 
were burnt at Ipoh, but fortunately the fire did not spread. The loss of property 
amounted to about $1,200. 

Ambulance carts to bring the sick coolies from the mines to the various district 
hospitals are being introduced by the District Surgeon and Assistant Protector of 
Chinese. The necessary funds are being subscribed by the miners of the district, both 
European and Chinese, and $2,000 has already been collected. Great credit is due to 
the officers who started this fund, and to the mining community who have supported 
it so liberally. 

There have been several attempts at incendiary fires at Ipoh, and on the gth there 
was a man killed in a fight there. 

The Commandant Perak Sikhs visited the district during the month, and has 
increased the Police Force by about 100 men, putting new stations at Tambun, Tanjong 
Rambutan, Tekah Menglembu and Membang-di-awan, and increasing the number of 
men at other stations. [t is to be hoped this will put a stop to the gang and highway 
robberies which have been so frequent during the last twelve months. 

There has been an immense improvement in the gharries in Kinta lately, owing 
to the active measures taken by the Assistant Commissioner, Mr. Metcalfe. It is the 
first time they have ever been in a really satisfactory condition. 

On the 25th a large black panther was caught alive in a trap by some Malays near 
Siputeh. It had been prowling about for some time and had killed several dogs. 

On the 27th I visited Tambun and Tanjong Rambutan. The latter village is on 
a very bad site and should be moved a mile and a half further on, to the banks of the 
Kinta river, where there is a beautiful site. The people are quite willing to go as soon 
as the new road is made. All the land in this neighbourhood is being taken up for 
mining as fast as we can give it out. 

The Japanese residents in Kinta have started a pony bus, to run from Ipoh to 
Batu Gajah. It is a very creditable turn-out and is drawn by two ponies. 

On the 31st the body of a Bengali watchman was discovered buried in a mine near 
Tekah. The body was covered with wounds, and the man had been evidently murdered. 

The tin duty for January amounted to $74,546.87.

No. 136.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of February. 

_ On the ist the Acting District Engineer of Larut, Mr. Acton, arrived, and 
inspected the metalling on the main roads. 

On the 3rd I visited Briah. On the 4th I proceeded to Taiping. 

_ . On the 6th a tame elephant was killed by a rogue elephant at Ulu Krian. This 
is the second elephant killed by a rogue within a fortnight. 

On the 8th at Ulu Selama a Malay was bitten by a snake, and died from the 
effects within five hours. I held an enquiry into the case. It is the first time in Perak 
that I have heard of a snake bite ending fatally. 1 could not find out the name of the 
snake, but it was one with a yellow head. 
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On the 2oth Mr. A. L. M. Scott, Overseer of Roads, arrived and inspected the 
Selama quarries. 

On the 21st I met, by appointment, Mr. Wray, the District Magistrate of Krian, 
at Kampong Raja, to inspect the river clearing operations on the Krian. We 
returned up stream. Mr. Wray next day inspected Selama, and expressed his satis- 
faction at what he saw; on the 23rd he returned, and | accompanied him as far as 
Jalan Bharu. 

On the 24th I inspected the bridle-path bridges as far as Ulu Selama. 

On the 26th a case of small-pox occurred in Selama village. [| took immediate 
steps towards isolating the inmates of the house; the case ended fatally on the 28th. 
This is the first case of small-pox we have had in Selama since I came. 

The padi crop has now been nearly all harvested, and it has turned out a very 
fair one.

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for January. 


KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—22,316 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month, the bulk of the work consisting of raising embankments and trimming slopes. 

Bridges and Culverts.—Two of the foundation cylinders have been sunk to the 
full depth and concreted, and four have been sunk 13 feet each; the foundation for the 
south abutment is now being piled. 

Permanent Way.—660 lineal yards have been laid beyond the ninth-mile bridge, 
and the line has been completely ballasted for 74 miles, and with bottom ballast to the 
ninth mile. 

Buildings.—The approaches to the passenger building have been nearly completed. 
Quarters for Station Master and lines for porters, etc., well in hand ; all materials for 
the temporary quarters have been delivered. 


IPOH SECTION. 

Ear thworks.—43,729 cubic yards of- earthworks have been completed during the 
month. 

Bridges and Culverts.—The concrete for the south abutment of 80-feet bridge at 
Sungei Jonin has been put in, but the work is now delayed for want of bricks. 

The foundations for 4o-feet bridge over Sungei Tassie are being excavated. The 
foundations for flood openings Nos. 16 and 1g have been excavated. The concrete 
has been put in for the foundation of flood opening No. 20, and the brickwork is in 
progress. 

The concrete has been put in for No. 1 pier of the Pari bridge, and brickwork is 
in progress; work is proceeding at the south abutment foundations. The brickwork 
of the double 20-feet bridge No. 60 is nearly completed. 

All the smaller bridge tops have arrived from England for the Ipoh-Kota Bharu 
section, and one 100-feet and one 4o-feet span for the Pari bridge. Two culverts have 
been commenced on the Kota Bharu-Tapah section. 

Permanent Way.—634 lineal yards of permanent way have been laid with the 
full number of sleepers, and 2,100 lineal yards with five sleepers to the length of rails ; 
7,279 sleepers have been delivered. 

Buildings —Some progress has been made in the brick foundations of the Ipoh 
goods shed. 

Lahat Branch.—The platelaying of this branch has been nearly completed. 
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General.—On the 26th January the British Resident inspected the line and works 
at Teluk Anson, and as far as the 80-feet bridge over the Batang Padang river at 
the ninth mile from Teluk Anson.

INSPECTION REPORTS. 


No. 138.—REPORT OF INSPECTION OF INDIAN IMMIGRANTS BY STATE SURGEON 
AND ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report that I visited and inspected the Kamuning 
Estate with the Acting Indian Immigration Agent on December 12th. 

There are 57 coolies (Statute) on the estate, 30 men and 27 women; 54 on muster, 
all in good health. None in the estate hospital and only two in Kuala Kangsar, 
which speaks very well for the health of the coolies. One in gaol. 

The lines were in a fairly good state, but somewhat close, the coolies persisting in 
dividing them with old sacks and planks, preventing free circulation of air. 

There were no complaints, and the manager was better satisfied with the coolies’ 
work than at our last visit.

Sir,—I have the honour to report that I visited and inspected Gula Estate with 
the Indian and Asssistant Indian Immigration Agents on December roth, leaving 
Taiping at 9.30 a.m. for Port Weld, where the Indian Immigration Agent was waiting 
having arrived from Penang that morning by s.s. Lady Weld. 

* * * * * * * * 


3. We inspected the hospital, quite recently repaired and in very good order. 
There were 29 Immigrant patients, two volunteers, and six children—37 in all (31 
males and 6 females). The most prevailing diseases were, ulcer of legs, of which 
there were 17 cascs, measles 6, and primary syphilis 6, leprosy one. 

4. The number of Immigrant coolies on the estate was 750—540 men and 210 
women. The coolies were in good health and appeared quite happy and satisfied. 
The lines are getting somewhat out of repair and require being attended to. 

5. For some unexplained reason, the Acting Indian Immigration Agent, when 
he visited the estate about six months ago, recommended the brick drain at the back 
of each coolie line to be done away with, the consequence being that the ground at 
the back of the lines being much lower than in front, after rain, or when the river 
overflows, a large pool of water is left, causing dampness, and I should think would 
also cause the lines to be unsanitary if it becomes stagnant for any time. 

6. We visited and inspected Sungei Bogah Estate on December 2oth. There 
were 85 coolies, 62 men and 23 women; only two sick in Parit Buntar hospital and 
none in gaol. 
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7. Anestate hospital has been opened since last visit, capable of accommodating 
20 patients. At the time of visit there were none in it. The Apothecary from Parit 
Buntar attends twice a week, and an attendant capable of giving medicine lives there. 

8. The coolies were in good health and had no complaints. The lines were 
in very fair order.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my fourth quarterly report on the estates 
employing Indian Immigrants. 

2. On 12th December, accompanied by the State Surgeon, I visited Kamuning 
Estate. On arrival we visited the coolie lines, found them clean and well looked after ; 
we found the hospital empty, with the exception of a free woman who was there. We 
mustered the people at 1 p.m., 30 males and 27 females. One male was in the Kuala 
Kangsar gaol. There were no complaints, and as a rule the coolies looked well ; there 
were two exceptions, and these looked thin and miserable. 

3. On the 19th December, accompanied by the Indian Immigration Agept 

Straits Settlements and the State Surgeon, I visited Gula Estate. We first visited the 
hospital, where we found 29 patients, 25 men and 4 women, mostly suffering from 
ulcers and syphilis. ‘There was one man who was suf-ring from leprosy, a very un- 
common thing amongst Tamils. The State Surgeon advises he be se nt, if possible, 
back to India, as he arrived with it, or symptoms of it, from there. 
«4. Later on in the afternoon we mustered the coolies, about 750 of them, 540 
men and 210 women, who looked very well and healthy and had no complaints. The 
coolie lines were not nearly so clean as they should have been, but the manager 
promised to see to it. 

5. Three hundred and twenty-nine free coolies on the estate. 

6. The following day we visited Sungei Bogah, where we mustered the coolies, 
62 men and 23 women. 

. They looked very well and had no complaints. Two men in Government 
hospital at Parit Buntar. The new hospital on the estate is a very fair building, airy 
and well off the ground. A dresser, who by the bye, seems to be of very little use, 
looks after it. There were no Tamil cases in it, only three Chinese coolies being there 
with ulcers.

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months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

To avoid misunderstanding in future, His Excellency has been 
pleased to direct that, in the Colony and Native States, no purchase of 
postage stamps to a greater value than £100 by an individual is to be 
allowed without special sanction, and that, if possible, in all cases where 
large purchases are made for export to England, it shall be arranged that 
the stamps are to be consigned to the Crown Agents for delivery to the 
persons authorised to receive them. 

3. In no case is a package of stamps to be delivered to any one until 
the seal of the Crown Agents on such package has been broken.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 151.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for February. 


The site for the tanks and reservoirs, etc., for the water-works on Changkat Jong 
having now been finally settled, I have been able during the month to give out land 
on this side for pepper, and in the vicinity for padi cultivation. 


There are now already five or six acres of pepper planted here, and I have 
applications for 19 building sites for shops. Changkat Jong being on the direct road 
to the Bidor and Songkei mining districts, where land is being daily taken up, and 
being connected with Teluk Anson by a cart-road, will for some time become a busy 
centre. 


It will decline when the cart-road is continued to Bikum between Bidor and 
Songkei, when the trade will pass through direct to Teluk Anson from these mining 
districts. There will always, however, be a certain amount of trade at the place, its 
Position at the junction of the Bidor and Songkei rivers being a commanding one. 
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On the 25th February | arrived at S’tiawan, and remained there until the night 
of the 26th, when I left for Penang. 

Since the beginning of the year 69 settlers have come in here, that is, 43 
Banjermasim people, being part of the 200 who have applied for 1,000 acres of 
land here, and 26 Kelantan people. I expect no more now until after the expiration 
of the fasting month. 

The Javanese here are doing very well with their tobacco. One man expects 
to get in 14 pikuls, and three others look to similar results. The tobacco is sold 
in three qualities. The first are top leaves, sold at 64 cents per catty; the second. 
middle leaves at 24 cents per catty; and the third, bottom leaves at 48 cents per catty. 
This gives an average price of 55 cents per catty. 

The tobacco is in much use locally, and I hope to extend its consumption to 
Perak generally, and Kinta, Teluk Anson and Batang Padang particularly. Fresh 
nurseries are being prepared for a second crop, and the Officer-in-charge here 
hcpes soon to have a sufficient quantity to supply the district, and export also. The 
home-grown tobacco is steadily pushing out the Java tobacco. 

IT am afraid the cultivation of copra will not prove a success at Likir and 
Pasir Panjang. It seems that the price of coconuts at these places, where there are 
extensive groves of coconut trees, has risen from §2 to $2.50 and even $3 per hundred, 
and this pays the natives better than to work copra; a fall in the price, however, may 
lead to this industry being entered upon. 

The imports and exports into Teluk Anson continue to increase. There 
was an increase in imports in January of $6,504 and exports $140,173 over the 
corresponding month in 1892, and in February an increase ot $57,036 in imports and 
$240,415 in exports over February, 1892. 

I arrived at Penang on the 27th, and reported my arrival to the Secretary to 
Government.

No. 152.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for February. 

The contract survey under Mr. A. Baker is going on satisfactorily, and we are 
now preparing titles at the rate of about 1,500 acres of mining land a month, but even 
this large amount does not keep pace with the demand for land, and the application 
list gets longer every day. 

Mr. Hulbert, Acting Assistant Magistrate, Gopeng, has been suffering from a 
severe attack of fever, and had to go on sick leave on the roth. Mr. De Mornay 
relieves him, and took over charge of Gopeng on the 11th. 

The Secretary to Government, Mr. E. W. Birch, paid the district a visit on the 
rath, and left again on the 15th, after visiting the principal villages and going through 
the various Government offices, the hospitals, etc. 

The Senior Magistrate held Court at Batu Gajah on the 13th and rqth. One 
Chinaman was sentenced to seven years for gang-robbery, another to one year for 
highway robbery, and a third to three years for culpable homicide not amounting to 
murder. 

On the 14th the mining village of Ampang was burnt down. It was a small and 
particularly filthy attap village. I propose to arrange with the people not to rebuild 
at Ampang, but to move into Tambun, which is only a mile off and a much better site. 
The loss amounted to about $6,750, twenty-five attap houses being destroyed. 
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The Kinta Gymkhana Club held their annual race meeting on the 18th and 2oth. 
The meeting was a great success and everything passed off most pleasantly. 

On the 21st the Resident and Mrs. Swettenham arrived in Kinta, returning to 
Kuala Kangsar on the 23rd. The Resident inspected all the Government buildings 
and offices, and went over the railway trace from Batu Gajah to Lahat. He also 
arranged for the establishment of a Sanitary Board to take charge of the town of 
Ipoh and the villages of Tekah Menglembu and Lahat. There is a fine field for the 
Board, as the sanitation is bad in all the Kinta villages at present. 

The Chinese New Year passed off very quietly. There never is any trouble when 
the annual settlements are satisfactory, and this year I did not hear of a single case of 
a towkay being unable to pay his coolies. 

Two gang and three highway robberies were reported during the month. This is 
considerably below the usual average, and shows that the extra police patrols lately 
put on are acting as a check on crime of this nature. 

The duty on tin for the month amounted to $70,113.89, a most remarkable return, 
as, owing to the Chinese New Year, all the kongsis stopped wor. for several days. 

The increase in revenue since the beginning of the year is also noteworthy. In 
1892 the revenue for January and February amounted to $187,034, while for January 
and February of this year it comes to $246,361, or an increase over last year of $1,000 
a day. 

The meteorological returns are attached. The long drought still continues and 
the Kinta river is so low that the portion above Batu Gajah is almost useless for 
boats, and nearly everything has to be carted from Batu Gajah to Lahat and Ipoh, 
which of course adds greatly to the expense of transport.

No. 153.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
‘TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward herewith my report for the month of February. 

On the 2oth the Chief Surveyor arrived in the survey launch Constance, and 
early the next morning I went with him up the Krian river, but when near Sama 
Gaga we found the river blocked by a large raft and a number of loose floating logs 
of timber, and in passing between the raft and the bank the screw was caught by a 
small snag, and the shaft, which had been previously broken and spliced, gave way. 
and we had to anchor. Later on Mr. F. Bede Cox, the Assistant Magistrate at Selama, 
who had come down to meet me, arrived. The Chief Surveyor waited till high water 
and then dropped down with the tide to Parit Buntar. We proceeded up stream, 
stopping a short time at the barge which is used for lifting timber, and then went on 
to the end of the Jalan Bharu, which we reached at dusk. 

Mr. Johns, who is in charge of the river clearing, returned to the tongkang, and 
we landed and walked to within two miles of Selama, where we were met by the 
Magistrate’s trap. We reached our destination at about g p.m. 

On the 23rd I returned by boat and inspected the river clearing operations, 
Teaching Parit Buntarin the evening. The Selama river, owing to the dry weather, 
was very low, and therefore in the best condition for inspection. 

The State Auditor and Mr. Harper, of the Larut Land Office Survey, arrived in 
the evening. 

i ie next day the Senior Magistrate arrived to hear some cases; he left again on 
e 28th. 
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The Acting Assistart Magistrate, Mr. H. T. K. Osborne, left for Batang Padang 
to take up his appointment there on Monday. 


There are twelve cases of small-pox scattered about the district; as soon as it 
leaves one place it appcars in another. 


The drought is causing great distress, especially round the coast, and the people 
are drinking water which is quite unfit for use. Since the early part of the month 
carts have been sent round to the coast districts with drinking water, but though 
the carts have been at work daily they can do but little. The water is being distri- 
buted at the rate of four or five gallons per house every alternate day, but there is not 
nearly enough to go round. 


Three boats with tanks are employed, bringing water to Parit Buntar to supply 
the carts.

NO. 154.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for February. 


2. On the 1st March Go Wi Chew, a very well-to-do Chinaman living at 
Temerloh, applied for 500 acres of land for tapioca cultivation at that place. This 
makes 1,500 acres that have been appiied for, for this purpose, up to date. 


3. At my request a vaccinator was sent here on this day from Taiping, many 
people having expressed a desire to have their children vaccinated, in view of the 
outbreak of small-pox in Taiping. No vaccination was carried out in this district 
last year—why, I cannot say. 


4. On the 2nd March the Assistant Penghulu of Sapetang came to sce me. 
He stated that the padi crop in his district (Selinsing) is not a good one, owing to the 
want of rain, and he strongly recommends that the new road from Putus to Sungei 
Penang be commenced at once, whilst the ground is dry, it being very deep swamp 
in wet weather, and he says that no land will be hurt by it being put in hand now. 

Ihave twice asked the Acting State Engineer to commence this road, as well 
as the path from Innes Road to Kelumpang, and the bridle-path from Matang Road 
station to Selinsing, all to open up rich padi land, but he gives reasons for delaying 
it, which will probably lose us the dry weather and prevent these roads from being 
opened up in time for next padi planting season. 

5. Of course, if this district had an Engineer of its own (and I have several times 
pointed out that there is plenty of work for such an officer) these vexatious delays, 
so fatal to the progress of an agricultural district, could not occur, and these roads 
would have been half completed by this time. 

6. On the 5th March | sent a party of towkays to Trong in the launch to 
examine tin land which they wish to take up. I have great hopes of this industry 
becoming a success in my district. 

7. On the roth March the repairs which have been going on at Tanjong Krang 
lighthouse since last December were completed, and the tongkang was towed back. 

8. On the 15th the school here, formerly-Anglo-Tamil, and which was closed at 
the end of the year, was re-opened as a Malay school, and no doubt will be of much 
more use that it was formerly. 

g. On the 25th March, at 1.30 a.m., the greater part of what is known as Nacoda 
Teruna’s village at Port Weld, on the further side of the Sapetang Kechil river, was 
destroyed by fire. About 30 houses were burnt, and the damage is estimated at 
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$13,000. The whole of the two blocks occupied by the Chinese shopkeepers, Spirit 
Farm, etc., were destroyed. ‘The cause of the fire is unknown, but it is supposed to 
have been an act of incendiarism.

No. 155.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of February. 

2. Larrived at Tapah on the 1st from Teluk Anson v/a Changkat Jong, staying 
the night of the 31st at Kuala Bikum. Mr. Mowbray Jones, who came from Ceylon to 
look for coffee land, accompanied me. 

3. There are old mines at Kursei and Bikum, and this part of the district is said 
by the natives to contain a lot of tin. 

. Four cases of small-pox occurred at Slim on the 27th January. I sent the 
Medical Officer, a non-commissioned officer and a constable to establish quarantine, 
and a dresser was stationed at Slim. Up to the 23rd February ten cases had occurred, 
of which four proved fatal. The remainder are in a fair way to recovery, and no fresh 
cases have been reported, so that the disease appears to have died out. 

5. The Secretary to Ggvernment arrived on the roth and left for Kinta on the 12th. 

6. I went to Bidor on the 24th with Mr. Just, and the next day gave out a number 
ot blocks of mining land between Kuala Lipis and the hills. A lot of land is being 
taken up in this part of the district. 

7. The District Engineer and Mr. C. C. Scott, Inspector of Mines, went to 
Tanjong Malim on the 28th to inspect and report on the trace of the main trunk road 
to Tanjong Malim. 

8. The demand for mining land, both amongst Europeans and natives, has in- 
creased considerably during the last three months, a good deal of prospecting is being 
done, and there is every chance of good progress in the district during the next few 
months.

If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be

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MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 166.—KvuaALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of February. 

2. The Senior Magistrate held Court here on the roth, and sentenced three 
Chinese to ten years’ rigorous imprisonment each for gang-robbery at Salak. 

3. The Commandant Perak Sikhs and the Colonial Surgeon (Dr. Kerr) visited 
this station on the gth, and returned to Taiping the following day. Whilst here they 
called on His Highness the Sultan, and inspected the hospital. 

4. The Secretary to Government arrived here from Kinta on the night of the 
15th, and early the following morning inspected the new Istana, and called on the 
Sultan. He afterwards inspected all the Government offices, the gaol, police station, 
barracks and hospital, and left for Taiping in the afternoon. 

5. The Resident arrived from Taiping on the evening of the 2oth and proceeded 
to Kinta the following morning. 

6. On the 23rd the Government Collecting Krani of Blanja was tried for 
criminal breach of trust, and acquitted. 

7. The Resident returned from Kinta at 4 p.m. on the 23rd, and remained 
here until the 28th, when he returned to Taiping. 

8. The Datoh Sri Adika Raja has completed a ¢a/i ayer at Troso, 500 fathoms 
in length, 3 feet broad, and varying in depth from 2 to 18 feet, at a total cost of $250. 
It will irrigate over 200 acres of land. 

The Datoh has lately taken over the upkeep of the Kuala Kangsar-Petani 
bridle-path as far as his house at Kuala Plus, and it is now practicable for horses up 
to that point. The distance from Enggor is about nine miles. 

10. Several families have lately come up from Johor to take up land and scttle 
at Kuala Plus. 

11. All the Penghulus of this district are anxious to have rules drawn up for padi 
planting during next season. Last year several of them did a great deal to encourage 
the cultivation of bendang land, and, compared with former years, there was a far 
larger area of land planted up. Some very good crops were obtained, the weather 
having been everything that could be desired, and the rats not so numerous as usual. 

12. No fresh cases of small-pox occurred during the month.

PROGRESS REPORT. 


No. 167.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for February. 

KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—6,378 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed during the 
month. 

Bridges and Culverts.—The south abutment for the 80-feet bridge at the ninth 
mile was nearly completed, and piling was commenced for the north abutment, the 
cylinders having been sunk to the proper depth and concreted. One abutment for the 
20-feet bridge at peg 542 was completed.

Permanent Way.—3,673 lineal yards of rails were laid, the rail head being at 
114 miles at the end of the month; ballasting was in hand during the month between 
94 miles and 114 miles. 

Buildings —Ash-piis for the locomotive running-shed were completed, and one 
set of quarters erected. 

IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—36,933 cubic yards of earthworks in banks and cuttings were com- 
pleted during the month. 

Bridges and Culverts.—Little work has been done under this heading during the 
month, only 215 cubic yards of brickwork and 288 cubic yards of concrete appearing 
in the certificate. On all the large bridges, except that over the Sungei Pari, work has 
been at a standstill since my last report. 

The iron superstruction for the Pari and Kinta bridges has arrived, and has been 
transported up the river. 

Permanent Way.—366 lineal yards of rails have been laid with the full number 
of sleepers, and 3,766 lineal yards with five sleepers to the length of rails. 3,547 sleepers 
have been delivered. 

Buildings —The foundations for the Ipoh goods-shed have been completed and 
part of the framing erected. Some materials have been collected for the Kota Bahru 
and the Tapah Road station buildings. 


LAHAT BRANCH. 


The earthworks and platelaying of this branch have been completed, and 

ballasting has been commenced. 
GENERAL. 

On the 2nd February the British Resident inspected the extension of the Larut 
line recently completed to Ulu Sa’petang. 

On the 21st and 22nd February the Resident inspected the station yards at Ipoh 
and Batu Gajah, the Pari bridge, and the line between Batu Gajah and Lahat. 

The following are enclosed :—Statement of expenditure to end of January; list 
of culverts and bridges completed and in hand, Tapah section; list of culverts and 
bridges completed and in hand, Ipoh section.*

Nowce to Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been tuken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres.

Notes. 


His Excennency THE Governor has succeeded in obtaining the following 
translation of some laws of Chinese inheritance, which are here published 
for the assistance of Magistrates and others. 


THE LAWS OF THE GREAT TSING DYNASTY. 
FAMILY LAWS AND- FAMILY SERVICB. 


__ When a division of a family estate takes place between the sons of the 
wife and of the concubines—except where there is official honour inherited, 
when preference must be given to the eldest son of the wife and his eldest 
son—each son is to have an equal share, no matter whether he is a son by 
the wife or by a concubine or by a maid. A son hy adultery shall be given 
one half of a share received by the sons. 


If there is no other son (than one by adultery) and a proper successor 
has been appointed, he divides the estate equally with the son by adultery. 
It is when there is not even a person who ought to be appointed as heir 
that the sons by adultery are allowed to inherit the whole of the property. 
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When a person has no sons, he is allowed to choose as his heir a young 
relative (nephew) of the same stock and of the proper generation (i.r., the 
man in question must choose a son of a brother). Preference must be given 
to the descendants of his father, then to those of the relations who have to 
wear mourning for his death for nine months, then to those who have to 
wear mourning for five months, and then to those who have to wear mourn- 
ing for three months. If there are none of these relations, he is allowed to 
choose and appoint an heir from a distant branch of the clan, or select a 
person bearing the same surname. But if after an heir is appointed a son 
is born to him, then the family property must be equally divided between 
the son and the appointed heir. 


A widow, having no son and not marrying, shall remain in possession 
of her deceased husband’s property, and shall, through the elders of the clan, 
choose a person descended from the same ancestors as her husband (i.e., a son 
of the husband’s brother) to be heir. As to a widow who re-marries, the 
property of her deceased husband and her original dowry shall be disposed 
of as his family likes. 


A sonless man, having adopted a son, except where the law prevents, 
if the adopted son displeases his adopting parents, may report to the autho- 
rities and adopt another as his son. In such a case, he may choose and 
appoint some one whom he esteems for his virtues or for his abilities, or 
whom he loves the most, and, so long as the appointed heir is descended 
from the same ancestors and is of the right generation, the other clansmen 
are not allowed to dispute the appointment in Court by pointing out the 
person who is in the proper order of succession. Even the authorities are 
not allowed to interfere in such cases. In the case of a man being fond of 
boys (he has brought up) or of his sons-in-law, he is at liberty to live with 
them; and his appointed heir and his (the appointed heir’s) p¥rents are not 
allowed to use any schemes to force them to leave or turn them out. They 
are also to be given a reasonable share of the property. A poor man who 
has no sons is at liberty to sell his property for his own maintenance. 


In the case of a son of a different surname, bought or brought up (eg., 
a foster-son), being desirous of going back to his own clan, he is not 
allowed to take away with him the share of property which he has received 
from his foster-father (or patron). Any one who picks up and nourishes a 
foundling under three years of age is allowed, according to law, to bestow 
his surname on the child, but he must not appoint him as his heir for the 
reason that he has noson. Such child is, however, to be given a reasonable 
portion of the property, and need not be compelled to go back to his own 
family. If such a foster-son, in the expectation of obtaining property, 
wrongly pretends to be going back to his own family, he shall be punished 
according to law. 


GENERAL LAWS, 
When a person’s age is to be mentioned,* the register should he relied 


upon (i.e., when a person’s age is to be mentioned the age recorded in the 
Register of Ages is to be the true one). 


Tsze (-F-) in the Chinese text cannot be considered as meaning more 
than son.

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ADDITIONS TO VEHICLE REGULATIONS. 


No. 210.—The following additional regulations for the registration and 
control of carriages and carts, and for the collection of taxes thereon, are 
issued by the British Resident under Order in Council No. 21 of 1889, and 
shall come into force on the date of the publication of the same in the 
Government Gazette. 


1. _ All vehicles leaving one district with the object of plying for hire 
in another will be allowed to do so without surrendering their number, 
provided that they have paid in advance the full taxes for the half-year in 
which the transfer takes place. A certificate stating that they have paid 
their taxes should be given to them prior to their removing to another 
district. 


2. No vehicle will be allowed to ply for hire in a district other than 
that in which it was registered without producing this certificate. 


3. All taxes due on vehicles for the whole or any portion of the year 
must be paid in the original office of registration. 


4, Proportionate taxes will only be charged in the case of new 
vehicles. All vehicles which have plied for hire during a previous half- 
year become liable for a full half-year’s taxes immediately after the com- 
mencement of the subsequent half-year, and must pay the full amount, 
whether they surrender their licenses or not during the half-year. 


5. The foregoing rule also applies to all cases where, owing to the 
neglect of the owner, the vehicle falls into disrepair and is not passed as fit 
to ply for hire. Although, owing to delays in effecting the necessary repairs, 
the vehicle may not be passed until some considerable period after the com- 
mencement of the half-year, the owner is responsible for the full half-year’s 
taxes, payable within one week of the commencement of the half-year.

No. 221.—REPORT ON GUNNERY PRACTICE 1ST PERAK SIKHS. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
ik Sir,—I have the honour to inform you, for the information of the British Resident, 
pat the gunners attached to this Force completed their annual course of gunnery at 
‘asir Itam on the 25th ultimo. 
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2. Tenclose (a). Copy of Inspector McKeon’s report, who conducted the practice; 
(4). Return shewing number of points gained per man, both in practice and viva voce 
examination ; (c). Battery Practice report, shewing effect of each shot fired.* 

3. Twenty-six men were exercised, being the total number available at Head- 
quarters. 

4. The result of the practice was most satisfactory, all but two qualifying for 
the badge. The practice on the range was excellent, and in filling the shells and 
boring the fuzes, and at the v/va voce examination, the men shewed a practical know- 
ledge of their work. 

5. The defects in the Nordenfeldt 24-pounder shell machine-gun were limited to 
mis-fires ; it did not once jam. 

6. The conduct of the men while in camp at Pasir Itam was, as usual, exemplary, 
and credit is due to Inspector McKeon for the way he conducted the course and the 
efficiency of this branch of the Force.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward this my report, together with the following 
returns, in connection with the annual gunnery course for the year 1893. (1) Battery 
practice report ; (2) Range report ; (3) Abstract of the record of practice ; (4) Ques- 
tions, viva voce examination; (5) Result of wva voce examination; (6) Result of 
practice and viva voce examination ; (7) Order of merit. 

2. I left Taiping by train at 6 a.m. on the 2oth instant, in command of the detach- 
ment, which consisted of the following :—Jemadar Alla Singh, 1 Sergeant, 3 Corporals, 
3 Lance-Corporals, 19 Gunners, 1 Bugler, 2 Orderlies, 1 Cook; total 32. 

3. On arrival at Port Weld Inspector Hughes met me and accompanied me in 
No. 2 pinnace. Having taken a large tongkang with stores and men in tow of the 
pinnace, we arrived at Pasir Itam at 1 p.m. 

4. Onarrival at Pasir Itam pitched camp, disembarked guns and stores, prepared 
and moored target at an estimated range of 1,000 yards. 

5. I commenced firing on the 21st and finished on the night of 24th instant. 
Each non-commissioned officer and man fired three rounds as follows : 

One round of shrapnel shell with time fuze, range 1,000 yards, 12 oz. charge ; one 
round of double shell with time fuze, range 1,000 yards, 4 oz. charge; one round of 
common shell plugged, range 1,600 yards, 12 oz. charge. 

6. The non-commissioned officers and men filled their own shells and bored 
their own fuzes without any assistance from me, except firing a trial shot and telling 
them the length of fuze. They did their work well and deserve credit for being so 
smart and intelligent. 

The usual miscellaneous firing of case shot, rockets and star shell was carried 
-on by day and night, which was very good practice for all concerned. 

8. Twenty-four rounds practice projectiles were fired from the 24-pounder 
Nordenfeldt gun without a jam, which was satisfactory. However, the trigger failed a 
few times; the only reason I can give for this is that the main spring may be weak. 

9. The 2$-pounder Nordenfeldt was mounted on No. 2 pinnace and 16 rounds of 
chilled projectiles were fired at a shore battery containing dummies. Practice was 
poor, owing, I think, to the men not having much practice afloat ; the movement of the 
pinnace at the time of firing appears to alter the elevation considerably. The deck of 
No. 2 pinnace does not appear strong enough to resist the strain of the Nordenfeldt gun 
when fired. Some of the deck planks sprung on this occasion. 

10. Two hundred and sixty rounds of Martini-Henry were fired from the pinnace 
at a shore battery for the first time, at various elevations. The men require more 
practice at this work, and I strongly recommend that fixed sights be used during such 
practice. 

11. Struck camp and embarked men, stores and guns at 6 a.m. on the 25th, 
arriving at Port Weld at 1 p.m. 

12. Inspector Hughes and Jemadar Alla Singh rendered most valuable assistance ; 
the former was in charge of the range party and did his work well.

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13. The non-commissioned officers and men’s conduct was exemplary during the 
period, and they worked cheerfully all through the period. 
14. The fuzes, friction tubes and gunpowder were of excellent quality.

No. 222,—KuUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of March. 

2. I proceeded to Kuala Plus, by river, on the night of the 4th, and arrived there 
early the following morning. The house of the Sri Adika Raja is nearly completed. 
A dalei is now to be built there, also stables with stalls for two horses. The Datoh 
accompanied me up river as far as Trosoh, where the new fal? ayer has been made. 
We walked down the whole length of the latter. It has been well made and at a very 
small cost, considering the depth of some of the cuttings. I returned to Kuala 
Kangsar in the evening, calling in at Chegar Galah on the way to attend a Government 
sale of cattle formerly the.properta of Syed Abdulrahman. The river was so low that 
In many places I had to get out,and help to shove the boat, and we were three hours 
getting from Enggor to Kuala Kangsar, a journey which asa rule can be accomplished 
in one hour. 

3. On the 4th Mr. Rogers, Apothecary, took over charge of the hospital, relieving 
Mr. Nicholas, who has been transferred to Ipoh. 

4- Small-pox. still prevails in the district, five cases having occurred during the 
month. The disease in some cases has been of a most severe type, but the Apothecary 
reports that these have recovered, and will be discharged shortly. 
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5. Great trouble has been experienced here in obtaining the services of good 
reliable men for the posts of warders in the gaol. The present warders are most 
unsatisfactory, and there are complaints almost daily of their misconduct and careless- 
ness. 


6. The Secretary to Government arrived here at 1 p.m. on the gth March, having 
inspected the Cicely Tea Estate, with the Acting Superintendent of Government 
Plantations, on the way up from Taiping. In the afternoon he held a surprise survey 
of the Treasury. 

7. The next morning the Secretary to Government called on the Sultan and 
handed over to His Highness the diamonds belonging to the estate of the late Sultan, 
which were taken to Europe for sale, but were returned, by request of the Sultan, who 
did not care to accept the price offered for them. 

8. The Secretary to Government was engaged for the rest of the morning in the 
Treasury and Land Office, and left for Taiping early in the afternoon. 


g. The Sri Adika Raja reports that there is a large herd of elephants in the 
Plus district, and suggests that the Government should have a 4vdu constructed. The 
value of elephants will go up now that the Ulu Plus and Korbu districts are being 
mined, as there are no roads or paths of any description, and the Chinese wheelbarrows 
cannot therefore be used. 

to. Rules for padi planting during the next season have been drawn up by request 
of the Penghulus of the district, and submitted for the British Resident’s approval. 

11. On the 18th, from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m., I collected rents at the Penghulu’s house 
at Padang Rengas. This is the first time the rents there have been collected in this 
manner and the attendance was larger than I expected, though many of those present 
asked to be allowed to pay their rent after the dudan puasa. 

12. Mr. Norris, Acting Financial Assistant, left for Krian on the 18th, having been 
relieved by Mr. Hose, who will continue to act until the return of the Financial Assistant 
(Mr. Mahoney) from leave. 

13. The State Surgeon and the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent visited the 
Kamuning Estate on the 2st, and inspected the coolies and lines there. 

14. Mr. Harper, Assistant Surveyor, reported his arrival on the 21st. He has 
commenced a survey of the mukim boundaries. 


15. The following is the weight of pepper exported from Chegar Galah during 
the month:

The pepper was sold in Penang, and fetched a very good price. 

16. The State Surgeon inspected the hospital on the 22nd, and found everything 
satisfactory. A meteorological shed is being erected in the grounds. 

17. The British Resident and Secretary to Government arrived from Taiping 
on the evening of the 26th. They attended a meeting of the State Council the following 
day, and returned to Taiping at night. 

18. Mr. Maxwell, Assistant to the District Magistrate, left for Tronoh on the 31st, 
and has now taken over charge there, and of the mukims of Blanja, Bota, Lambor 
Kanan and Lambor Kiri. Court will now be held at Tronoh every Tuesday.

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No. 223.—MONTHLY REPORT OF MINING PROSPECTOR, KUALA KANGSAR. 


To THE COLLECTOR AND MAGISTRATE, 
KUALA KANGSAR. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of March. 

The borers commenced work on the 1st of the month at Pulai, near Kuala Plang. 
Eleven bores were made without success, and I then altered the direction towards 
Kuala Plang. The first bore struck tin-ore. The result of the bores was fairly good, 
the average depth of overburden being 10 feet and the wash-dirt 6 feet. Twenty-four 
bores were put down. Applications have already been made for land. This mining 
land commences about a quarter of a mile from the back of the Plang Rest-house 
towards Sungei Krodak, which is called Rimba Panjang. Here I noticed a large 
area of flat land. Towards Krodak I believe the tin-ore will improve. 

The prospecting men started on the 7th at Tanah Merah and Changkat Jambu, 
sinking pits, the overburden being 7 feet and the wash-dirt 9 inches. The tin-ore was 
very good, but very little of it. 

Kota Tampan Road.—The mines still improving. Ah Kai's men are opening up 
on the north towards one of their prospecting pits, which was good, and on the east 
towards the bores which were made by myself and Ah Kai. I do not doubt that in a 
few days Ah Kai will be doing very much better. 

Tye Lee & Co. are doing well; they started smelting during the month and have 
already sent in a number of slabs, and will continue to do so about every fortnight. At 
Lota they are now cutting water-courses and erecting a water-wheel. A few days ago 
150 coolies arrived at the kongsi; this will be a large mine. 

Koh Chin Swee are also coming on good land; they will start smelting this month. 

Ong Kye Pang have started to open a mine on their land, with between 60 and 70 
coolies. This land I believe to be very good. Mr. Mathews has opened a paddock on 
his land at Ulu Chia, and come upon very good wash-dirt. Applications have been 
made for land at Kalong, near Kati. 

Kuala Trap village: 57 houses have been built and 40 shops opened, and build- 
ing is still going on. This village seems to be thriving. 

On the Kota Tampan Road great improvement has been made during the month 
between the fifth and eighth miles. By the end of April this portion of the road will be 
finished. 

Mining at Salak and Siputeh is still going on well. Lum Yek intends putting an 
engine down on his mine at Salak. 

Vong Keong is doing well at Plang, working on Ah Kai & Co.’s land. An appli- 
cation has been made by him for 25 acres of land adjoining Ah Kai's block. 

I have also applications for land at Kamuning, Sungei Sejuk and Lawit. Chan 
Kang Chong & Co. have been granted permission to start work on their land at Parit, 
Kubu Plus. y 

Six prospecting licenses have been granted during the month for different parts of 
the district.

No. 224.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you my letter for the month of March. 

2. Ihave nothing particular to bring forward; the dx/an puasa, or Malay fasting 
month, having commenced there has been very little doing amongst the Malays. 

3. At the commencement of the month I received a visit from Raja Mansur, and 
I accompanied him, shewing him everything there was to be seen in the vicinity of 
ae Anson, and I sent him afterwards to S’tiawan, v/d Pasir Tanjong, with the Land 

cer. 

4. On the r1th I visited the Bernam river and inspected the canal. I was 
accompanied by Inspector Symes, who has been suffering from fever. 

5. The people with land on both sides of the canal complained that their gardens 
are flooded, the outlets falling into the canal being totally insufficient. I inquired 


300 PERAK GOVERNMENT GAZETTE [Arai 28 


into this and find that the drainage of about two square miles of cultivated land finds 
its way into the canal, and the Assistant Engineer is of opinion that another three sets 
of stoneware pipes are required to carry off the water, and this will have to be done. 

6. On the 12th of March I ascended the Bernam river to Saba, and met the 
British Resident of Selangor and consulted with him regarding some matters of interest 
to both States in this part of the district. “he Resident left at 4 p.m., and I proceeded 
to S’tiawan, which I reached on the 13th March, where I met Raja Mansur and Mr. 
Rathborne, who is constructing the cart-road here. I went over the road and showed 
the Raja what there was to see, and he left the next day very much pleased with his 
visit. 

I remained at S’tiawan until the 18th March. I have been assisting Haji 
Hassan with buffaloes for ploughing up his land; he has now three at work on the 
land he is clearing for pepper. I had one or two cases to try here, and when I left 
S’tiawan it was wd Pasir Tanjong, an eight mile walk, but, I wished to see the line 
of trace of the cart-road which will connect S’tiawan with Pasir Tanjong. 

8. The Lumut bendang is doing well, and a good deal of new felling is going on 
to the eastward of the present padi land. I have arranged for more settlers to take up 
land here after the dudan puasa. 

g. From Pasir Tanjong I proceeded to Bagan Datoh, where I landed to see what 
was being done with the new embankment which is to be carried on to Runkup, but 
found very little doing, as during the fasting season the natives are disinclined to do 
much work. 

to. I then proceeded on the 19th to Kota Stia, where I landed and transacted 
some business with the Penghulu; later on I proceeded to Teluk Bharu, finally reaching 

* Teluk Anson in the evening. 

11, On the 20th March the Acting State Engineer arrived, and I transacted some 
business with him. 

12. Received a report that the road at Bander, which I originally made, is very 
much overgrown. I am very sorry, for it was very useful. 

13. I visited the Changkat Jong cart-road; it is very greatly to be regretted that 
this road is not completed—in its present condition it 1s practically useless. At 
Changkat Jong itself the Land Officer has given out land for some 25 building lots, 
and brick-making and quarrying is also being carried out. The water-supply work is 
being pushed on very vigorously. It is a great pity the cart-road, which is only eight 
miles in length, is not finished, for if Changkat Jong were properly connected with 
Teluk Anson a great impetus would be given to this village. Sooner or later there 
must be a tramway from Changkat Jong to Sungei Songkei Mati, two miles from the 
hill, where large tongkangs can come in and load ballast and metal for the Railway 
and Public Works authorities. 

14. The s.y. Afena came in on the 21st March and left for S’tiawan with the 
Acting State Engineer and Mr. Wray. I was engaged during the day in Court, and 
on the following day the District Engineer from Tapah was with me and inspected 
the town and the laving out of the new brick drains. 

15. On the 24th the s.y. AZena again arrived and left. I was engaged with the 
Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs, fixing on the site for the new office of his 
department. I sent off a very heavy imprest in the s.y. Mena to Taiping. 

16. On the 27th I was engaged with some Malay headmen, who wish me to cut 
a plain trace from Teluk Anson across to the Bernam river, and they will proceed 
to allot out the land on both sides if this track or trace is made. Without this they 
say the land cannot be taken up; there must be a line or path to work from.  Irriga- 
tion is another matter we discussed ; with a low-lying country like this, a few bunds, 
water-gates and drains would be of incalculable value. 

17. On the 30th March I took over charge from Mr. Brewster, who left me the 
following day to take up his new appointment at Ipoh. He left in the s.y. d/ena, on 
which day the Selangor Government steamer Esmeradda arrived, with Mr. Welman, 
the Government Secretary, and numerous visitors for Taiping. These latter were 
transferred to the s.y. Mena, which steamer left at 10 a.m., leaving Mr. Welman here, 
several residents of Lower Perak and Tapah going in her. 

18. During the past month the steamers from Penang have been running most 
irregularly; on many occasions we have been without any communication with 
Penang. 

19. The trade returns show well; the revenue for the first quarter for Lower 
Perak was $9,280.23, as against $8,384.11 estimated and $7,669.50 collected in 1892; 
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51,202°36 pikuls of tin were exported during the first three months of the year, as 
against 45,206'19 pikuls for the corresponding period in 1892. 

20. The total value of imports for the first quarter of 1893 was $999, 322.69, as 
against $731,236.54 in 1892, or an increase of $268,086.15, while the exports, in like 
manner, aggregated in 1893 $2,018,048.22, as against $1,576,145.3 in 1892, or an 


increase of $441,903.19.

No. 225.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
‘TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for March. 

During the month the new Sanitary Board, appointed to take charge of the Ipoh. 
Lahat and Tekah tow nships, commenced work, and have already done a good deal 
for the drainage and general cleanliness of these towns. There is still, however, a 
great deal to be done. 

On the 4th I visited Membang-di-awan, which is steadily increasing in size. The 
site is a very good one, but the village is at present far from healthy, owing to the 
large quantity of stagnant water in the drains and worked-out mines in the neighbour- 
hood. I find, however, that it will not be difficult to drain this stagnant water off, 
as by cutting a large drain some 800 yards long the whole village could be made 
perfectly dry. 

Little can be done, however, for the improvement of this village till the metal- 
ling of the Kuala Dipang road is finished, and this will probably take two months 
more. 

On the 7th there was a fire at Pusing Bharu, the small village at the fork of the 
Tronoh road, near Batu Gajah; 22 attap houses were destroyed. ‘The loss is estimated 
at about $3,000 

On the 11th I went to Lahat with Mr. Cook, Railway Traffic Manager, and 
arranged with the Chinese that they should in future bring all their stores to Lahat 
from the river at Pengkalen Pegu by the branch railway line, on trollies, instead of in 
bullock-carts by the old road as heretofore. There will, however, be little traffic on 
this line while the river continues in its present low state, very few of the boats now 
being able to get above Batu Gajah. 

On the same day I visited the mining village at Ampang, which was lately burnt 
down, with a view to moving the village to Tambun, but the distance proved to be too 
great, and Ampang must remain where it is. 

The rifle range at Batu Gajah having become unsafe owing to the settlement of 
the land at the back of the butts, has had to be shut up, and a new range is now being 
marked off at Ipoh, where there is a good and safe site. 

On the 15th Mr. H. Millar, an employé in the Lee Chin Mining Company, died of 
typhoid fever at Batu Gajah. 

Owing to the great increase in the value of kampong land in the neighbourhood 
of Ipoh it is proposed to raise the rent from agricultural to suburban rates. I have 
therefore arranged to have all lands within a mile radius of the town properly demar- 
cated and surveyed, and work was commenced on the 22nd. 

A curious case of a man living for several days with his spleen ruptured occurred 
in the Batu Gajah hospital during the month. 

At the end of the month | held meetings of Chinese in the various villages to 
ascertain their views on the proposal to adopt the Straits standard weights and 
measures instead of the Perak standard now in use. The general feeling was in favour 
of the change. 

On the 28th the body of a Chinaman was found in an old mine near Gopeng. He 
had evidently been murdered, as his skull was smashed in and there were several stabs 
in his body. No clue has yet been obtained to the murderers. 
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‘The tin duty for the month was $70,113.89, a remarkably good return so soon 
after the Chinese New Year.

No. 226.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for March. 


The Medical Officer reports that there are still a few cases of small-pox at Sungei 
Megat Aris, Bagan Tebu, and Parit Buntar, but there have been no fresh cases lately. 

On the 2nd I went to Kuala Kurau to hold Court. The metalling of the Jalan 
Bharu is approaching completion, and I have no doubt but that it will make a great 
difference to the village at Kuala Kurau when finished, as it will be only a little more 
than an hour's drive from Parit Buntar. 


On the 7th I went with the Chief Land Office Clerk to enquire into a com- 
plaint made by some Malays at Kampong Kedah that certain Klings were using a 
kampong there as a burying ground. 

I found that several interments had taken place there. The land adjoins the 
school, and is surrounded by houses. I gave orders to stop any further burials. The 
Tamils have a cemetery only about two miles off, at Simpang Lima, where four acres 
of land was set apart for their use. 


On the oth the Medical Officer reported that Parit Buntar was free from small- 
pox. In the afternoon I went to Penang on duty, returning the next day. 


I went to Kurau on the 16th, and after Court, accompanied by the Inspector of 
Police, went on to Gula and held two inquests, one on the body of a Tamil cooly who 
was found drowned in one of the canals, and the other on the body of a Tamil child 
who fell into a well. We returned the next morning. 

Mr. Hulbert arrived on the 18th to take up his appointment as Assistant to 
the Collector and Magistrate, and Messrs. Kemplen and Norris also came—the former 
returning to his post of Assistant Surveyor and the latter to act for Mr. E. M. Baker 
as District Treasurer. : 

Mr. Voules, Junior Officer, came on the 6th and remained till the 21st, to assist 
during the absence of the Assistant Magistrate. 

From the 14th to the 22nd the Assistant Auditor was engaged in the Land Office 
examining the rent-rolls, etc.

Sik.—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for March. 

2. On the rst I was engaged with the Assistant Kathi and Penghulu of Simpang, 
who came to consult me on various matters within their respective jurisdictions. The 
Inspector of Mines and Mining Surveyor went to Trong to meet the Assistant Magis- 
trate re mining land, and then to accompany him to Toh Allang Lenggoh, under 
instructions to report fully on the tin deposits of this district and on the mining land, 
of which several hundred acres have recently been taken up. In the evening I went 
down the road as far as Simpang Railway Station. 

3. On the 2nd a man reported to me that tin had been found within a mile or so 
of Permatang Glugor, and another man subsequently confirmed this statement. This 
is only about three miles south-west of Matang. I told them to prospect the place, and 
if the land really seemed promising I would grant leases to them for some blocks. 
In the evening I visited Changkat Jering. 

4. On the 5th I visited Permatang Brangan and Sungei Jambu. The former 
place, which contains much good land, was abandoned some years ago, owing to the 
want of drainage, which caused it to be badly flooded during the rains. When a 
District Engineer is appointed here, I shall have this and some other similar cases 
reported on. 

5. On the 6th the officers mentioned in paragraph 2 returned from Sungei Tinggi. 
The Assistant to the District Magistrate (Mr. Rowley), the Mining Surveyor (Mr. Shaw) 
and some Malays of his party were fortunate enough to shoot a cow rhinoceros at 
Sungei Rotan. 

6. On the 8th I was at Port Weld and inspected the Afena, and had a long con- 
versation with the master of the Lady Weld re his proposal to start a launch to run 
along my coast. 

7. On the 13th the Superintendent Posts and Telegraphs and the Land Office 
Surveyor from Taiping came to see me about various matters connected with their 
departments. 

8. On the 18th Monsieur Challancier called at my office and applied for 160 acres 
of land for padi and castor-oil plant cultivation. 

g. On the 2rst I proceeded to Teluk Anson, inspecting ex route the Pulau Kata 
and Denison lighthouses, and the next day was engaged with the Harbour Master. I 
inspected trade returns, etc. I returned on the evening of the 24th. 

to. On the 26th I met Mr. Kennedy, who informed me that he was about to 
apply for several thousands of acres of land for sugar cultivation near Kalumpang, in 
my district. He had seen the land, and expressed himself as much pleased with it. 

tr, On the 28th March the Coast Farm Agent came to see me and urged that 
Malays be excluded from entering a Gambling Farm at all. They are not allowed to 
gamble, but in a crowd put money on, and then the police come down on the unfortu- 
nate Farm Agent for allowing them to gamble. I have addressed Government on the 
subject. 

12. On the 2oth the Penghulu of Jibong brought me a petition from some of his 
people, asking me to urge Government to make a dam and irrigation canal at Jibong, 
and thus bring a large tract of country under cultivation. | have asked Government to 
send an Engincer to report on this scheme.

No. 228.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1R,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of March. 

2. On the 2nd | accompanied Mr. A. B. Rathborne to Bersih, Tuah Tinggi and 
Tuah Rendah, Malay /er’s workings near Bidor, which he has purchased from the sons 
of the late Anjang Prang. These mines, which have been worked for many years, 
are very rich, and with a better water supply, for which arrangements are being made, 


the monthly output of tin should be more than doubled. 
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3. Mr. H. T. K. Osborne, Assistant Magistrate, took up his appointment on the 
3rd. This enables me to spend more time in travelling about the district, which has 
been necessarily neglected owing to having no Assistant to leave in charge during my 
absence. 

4. Mr. Douglas Osborne, of Ipoh, has purchased some land lat-:ly taken up near 
the Bidor road, about a mile from Tapah, in which a rich deposit of gold was found, 
occurring in a leader of decomposed quartz. The land has not yct been thoroughly 
prospected, but there is every sign of it proving a valuable mine. ‘The adjoining hill 
land, like most of that in the vicinity, is rich in tin, though scarcely any tin occurs 
with the gold. 

On the 6th I visited Sungei Suloh, where Mahomed Zin, a Témusai Malay 
from Teluk Anson, has been working for five months. About 100 Malays were there 
two months ago, but the number has now been reduced to thirty, and six Chinese. 
There is so much wolfram in this valley that I fear there is little chance of suc- 
cess, though I do not think the land, which is a long way from the hills, has been 
thoroughly proved, and better results may be obtained deeper down. The Malays 
ascribe their want of success to the evil spirits, which tradition says are specially 
troublesome in this place, all the tin-sand raised being turned into wolfram before 
it reaches the furnace. 

6. On the oth I met Mr. Hill at Blangah, to enquire into a water dispute between 
Fu Hap and Chye Seong, of Gopeng, who have opened mines at Blangah, and the 
miners at Talam, who have been using the water from the Blangah watershed, the 
mines in the latter place being flooded in consequence. 1 am in communication with 
the Magistrate of Kinta on the subject. 

7. Two kongsis have been started at Blangah, and 80 Chinese are at work. 
Thirty coolies left at the Chinese New Year, owing to their mine being flooded. 
About 200 pikuls of tin have already been exported, and more land is being opened 
in the vicinity by Chinese from Kinta. 

8. Mr. Towers, the Registration Officer Chinese Protectorate, handed over the 
Treasury, of which he has been temporarily in charge, to the Assistant Magistrate on 
the roth, and the branch of the Chinese Department in Tapah has been abolished, the 
duties connected with the issue of discharge tickets being transferred to the police. 

g. Mr. Cologan, the manager of the Société des Etains de Kinta, came here on 
the 13th to see me about the three concessions which his company is taking up in 
this district. He is starting work at Temoh, at the sixth mile on the Bamban road 
from Tapah. 

1o. [left Tapah on the 17th, with Mr. C. C. Scott, Inspector of Mines, Gopeng, 
staying at Sungkei till the rgth. 
11. On the 18th I gave out some mining land to Malays at Sungei To Alang, and 


Sungei Bangloh, small streams running in the right bank of the Sungkei about a mile | 


above the bridle-path. 

12. I joined Mr. Scott at Remai, one of the Datoh Laksamana’s mines, where the 
Malays are working /er/s, and from there we went to see Laut, also part of the Datoh’s 
concession. ‘There were a few Malays at work in the former place, where the tin is 
of very good quality and near the surface. Si Laut was formerly worked by Malays 
and Chinese, who are said to have abandoned it owing to the dam bursting and their 
mine being flooded. There is also a deserted Malay /erzs working close by at Sungei 
Likir. 

13. On the rgth we went to Petai, on the bridle-path about a mile from Sungkei, 
towards Bidor, where I gave out some land to a Malay, and on to Blahan Kling, a 
mile and a half from the road, another mine belonging to the Datoh Laksamana. 
There are six Chinese and about 25 Malays there, the latter having stopped work 
for the du/an puasa. We were informed that 18 Chinese left a month ago because 
they did not receive sufficient advances. The Datoh has been granted 50 acres of 
land here and 10 acres at Si Sudin, a smaller valley adjoining Blahan Kling. These 
streams run into the Belér, a branch of the Bikum. 

14. We returned to Sungkei and went on to the Rest-house at Trolah, where we 
stayed the night. 

15. The next day I left Mr. Scott at Trolah, as he wished to prospect there and 
at Slim, and went by the trace of the proposed cart-road to Kuala Trolah, just below 
which the trace crosses the Slim river. There we were met by Penghulu Mat Saleh’s 
men from Slim, and built a hut for the night. 
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16. We crossed the river, which was much swollen, in a raft, and followed the 
trace as far as Kuala Bérang, staying the night there and getting into Tanjong Malim 
the following morning. 

17. There is no one living along the whole line of the trace, and, for reasons 
already given in a separate report. | trust that the Government will decide to abandon 
this route and make the cart-road along the line of the present bridle-path. 

18. Seven or eight shops have been built on the site of the new village at Tan- 
jong Malim, which was laid out last December. If Mr. Hardouin's concession at 
Sungei Salak turns out a success it will give a great stimulus to mining in this part of 
the district. Mr. Hardouin has been ill and has not yet commenced work. 

1g. Several Malays, on hearing that arrangements had been made by which tin 
could be exported from Pahang vid Slim and Tanjong Malim, expressed their inten- 
tion of applying for land over the boundary, which they say cannot be worked from 
the Pahang side owing to the difficulties of transport. 

20. On the 24th [ went to Sungei Jeher and Sungei Salak, and gave out mining 
land to ten applicants, of whom four are Chinese and six Malays. 

21. At Ulu Sungei Salak, Uda Drahman has 20 Chinese and 50 Malays at work. 
Some 70 bharas of smelted tin and 30 bharas of tin-sand were on the mine ready for 
export. 

We met a number of Malays on the way, carrying the tin to Tanjong Malim on 
their backs, each man with a slab of 60 catties weight. For carrying these for five 
miles over a rough muddy path they are paid 80 cents per slab. I have promised to 
repair the path for them. 

22. At the present rate of transport it costs, roughly, $1.70 for the transport of a 
pikul of rice from Teluk Anson to Ulu Salak, and §1.30 for a pikul of tin from the 
mine to the port. ' 

23. I stayed the night at Bérang, where there are now some 20 families of Malays, 
of whom 12 have come in recently. The soil in this place is very fertile and grows 
good crops of padi. The natives are making a bendang close to the bridle-road and 
hope to bring it under cultivation next season. 

24. At Sungei Serkul, a stream crossing the road a mile on the Slim side of Bérang, 
some Malays are opening a mine; the tin is about seven fcet from the surface and of 
excellent quality. 

25. For some two miles along the road on either side of Bérang the hills recede 
from the bridle-path, forming a wide basin in which the Sungei Bérang and its tribu- 
taries lie. Very little prospecting has been done here by the Malays, but the appear- 
ance of the valley is promising and the Sungei Salak mentioned above winds across 
the bridle-path several times and flows into the Bérang just below the kampong. Good - 
sized savors can ascend the Bérang from the Bernam river, but the former stream, 
though fairly deep, is narrow. and wants clearing to be of much use for transport. 

26. [went on to Slim, where I met Mr. Scott the next day, and on the 26th visited 
a mine opened up by the Penghulu in Ulu Slim, where some 20 or 30 Malays were at 
work. The wash-dirt is about eight feet from the surface and of fairly good quality. 
There is a small Chinese working adjoining the Penghulu’s land, and I gave out a 
third piece of land further up the valley. The Penghulu pointed out a large extent of 
land which he assures me is rich in tin, on our way to the Ulu. 

27. I walked on to Sungkei the next morning, and rode to Tapah from there. 

28. At present most of the mines between Bidor and Tanjong Malim are shallow 
Zerrs workings near the hills, where the tin is easily worked by men of small capital, 
but there is little doubt that before long mining will be carried on more extensively 
if the means of transport are improved. Generally speaking, with the exception of 
the district round Trolah, there is tin everywhere along the bridle-road, but want of 
communication renders the cost of transport almost prohibitive. 

29.- During the last three months [ have received 114 applications for mining land, 
covering an area of 2,400 odd acres, and fresh applications are coming in daily.

No. 229.—INSPECTOR OF SCHOOLS’ REPORT ON EDUCATION FOR 1892. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, : 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit my report on Education for the year 1892. 
In accordance with the Resident’s instructions | have made the report as short as 
possible. 

2. The total number of schools on the list for inspection at the close of the year 
was 70, consisting of g English, 59 Malay and 2 Tamil schools, with an aggregate 
enrolment of 3,110, the average age of the scholars being about nine years, and their 
nationalities being as follows :—

3. There are 64 schools for bovs—8 English, 55 Malay and 1 Tamil—and six 
schools for girls—viz., 1 English, 4 Malay and 1 Tamil. Of the 3,110 scholars in 
general enrolment the girls’ schools claim only 177, or an average of about 30 at each 
school. 

4. The new schools established during the year are, (1) an English school for . 
boys at Parit Buntar; (2\ a Tamil boys’ school at Gula, (3) Malay boys’ schools at 
Matang Glugor, Sungei Tinggi, Sungei Kepar, Blanja, Kampong Changkat, Slim, 
Teluk Bharu and Bagan Datoh. 

At the end of December the registers of these ten schools shewed a total enrol- 
ment of 375. 

5. The number of schools and the enrolment in each district will be seen from 
the following statement :—

The 60 schools of 1891 were attended by 2,780 scholars. 


ANNUAL INSPECTION. 

6. The work of inspection was begun in October, and completed in the present 
month (March). Present on the day of inspection were 2,652 scholars, or 85 per cent 
of the numbers in enrolment, as against 2,452 scholars, or &8 per cent, present at 
the 1891 inspection. The various schools presented 1,142 scholars for examination, 
or 200 more than were presented in the previous year. As in former years, the Code 
requirements obtaining in the Colony were followed at the inspection. The passes 
obtained average 85 per cent of those possible—a very satisfactory result indeed when 
compared with the 7o per cent of passes obtained in 1891. Appendix A gives the 
general results obtained by each school.* 

7. The following statement shews the average percentage of passes obtained in 
reading, writing and arithmetic by the three classes of schools :—

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The English and the Malay schools have done very much better than last year in 
each of the three subjects, and there is a slight improvement in writing and arithmetic 
at the ‘l'amil schools, which obtained the same number of marks in reading. It will 
be seen, however, that arithmetic at the famil schools is still most unsatisfactorily 
taught. 

8. During the year under review the attendance at the English, Malay and Tamil 
schools averaged 80, 69 and 85 per cent respectively of the numbers in average 
monthly enrolment. For 1891 the respective percentages were 78, 71 and 76; so that, 
whilst an improvement has taken place at the English and Tamil schools, there is a 
slight falling off at the Malay schools, attributable mainly to the poorness of the attend- 
ance in Krian, caused by the work in the padi fields. There was an unusual amount 
of sickness in this and other country districts during the year, and the attendance 
was affected by it to some extent. We lost some ten Malay children by death in 1&g2, 
and an English boy attending the Central School. As a whole, the attendance may be 
taken as fairly satisfactory. 

g. The results, in detail, of the examination of the various schools will be found 
in Appendices B, C and D. 

ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

10. These were attended in December by 477 scholars, consisting of the follow- 

ing nationalities :—

11. On the day of inspection there were present 412 scholars, or 86 per cent 
of those in enrolment, as against 404 scholars, or go per cent present at the 18g1 in- 
spection. 

One hundred and seventy-two scholars were presented for examination in 
Standards I. to VI., as against 183 presented in 1891 in Standards I. to V., and the 
passes obtained amount to 503, or 8o per cent of those posssible—a very satisfac- 
tory result as compared with the 72 per cent of passes obtained in 1891, when there 
were no presentations in Standard VI. 

12. It is gratifying to note the progress made in reading, though, as may easily 
be conceived, there is still much room for improvement. At the recent inspection the 
passes obtained in this important subject averaged 77 per cent of those possible, 
as against a percentage of only 60 obtained in the previous year. 

In the higher standards the results obtained in Grammar, Geography, and English 
composition were very good, 87 per cent of the passes possible in these three subjects 
having been obtained. 

Central School. 

13. Seventy-four boys were examined in Standards I. to VL, obtaining 83 per 
cent of the passes possible, as against 63 boys examined in Standards I. to V. in 1891, 
when a percentage of 85 was obtained. The failures were chiefly in dictation in the 
third, reading in the fourth, and arithmetic in the fifth standard. The percentage ot 
passes obtained by each standard is as follows :—

The attendance during the year has been regular, averaging 87 per cent of the 
average enrolment, a slight improvement on the 1891 attendance. The school met 
203 days during the year. 

A number of changes in the teaching staff took place during the year, and the good 
results obtained at the inspection are all the more creditable to the Headmaster. The 
number of pupils is rapidly increasing, and it is very desirable that a European 
assistant master should be appointed as soon as possible. 


Taiping Girls’ School. 
14. At the recent inspection 15 children were examined in Standards I. to V., 
obtaining 96 per cent of the pussible passes, as against 10 children examined in 
Standards I. to IV. in the previous year, when a percentage of only 68 was obtained. 
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The only failures were in reading and in grammar—one in each subject. The work 
in the fifth standard was particularly well done. 

The examination in needlework was very kindly undertaken by Mrs. Treacher 
and Mrs. Leech, who reported the work done as excellent. 

The school met 204 days during the year, and considering the frequent absences 
of children through sickness, the daily attendance was fairly good, averaging 76 per 
cent of the number in average enrolment. 

The school is now in a very satisfactory condition, and the excellent results just 
obtained reflect great credit on Mrs. Hounslow, whose task was not an easy one. 

Towards the close of the year an assistant teacher was put in charge of the lower 
classes—a very necessary appointment. 

Taiping Anglo-Tamil School. 

15. There were four standards for examination here, and the 22 boys presented 
obtained 43 passes, or 57 per cent of those possible—not so good a result as was 
obtained in 1891, when the school got a percentage of 74; but in that year there 
were only three standards. 

During the year there was an average daily attendance of 50, or 76 per cent of 
the average enrolment. ‘The school met 227 days. 


Kamunting School. 
16. The attendance at this school has been regular, averaging 86 per cent of 
the enrolment. 
Sixteen boys were examined in Standards I. to IV., obtaining 85 per cent of the 
passes possible—a very creditable result. 
A great improvement has taken place in order and discipline at this school. 


Matang School. 

17. Nine boys were examined in Standards I. to III., the passes obtained amount- 
ing to 23, or 82 per cent of those possible, a very much better result than the 37 per 
cent obtained in 1891. : 

The attendance during the year has not been at all regular, averaging only 68 
per cent of the monthly average on the register. 

Of the 47 scholars in enrolment on the day of my visit, 32 were Tamil children 
(six of them girls), g Malays and 7 Chinese. I referred in my last annual report 
to this peculiar feature, and my subsequent representations have led to the closing of 
the school, I am glad to say, as an English-teaching institution. The building has been 
given over for a Malay school, which is very well attended. 


Kuala Kangsar School. : 

18. This school met just the requisite number of days during the year—viz., 200. 
The average enrolment was 19, and the average daily attendance 14, or roughly, 47 
per cent, which is by no means regular for a school of this kind. 

Nine boys were presented for examination in Standards I. to IIIL., obtaining 80 per 
cent of passes, as against a percentage of 48 obtained by 10 boys in the same 
standards in 1891. ‘The results obtained are satisfactory, although, as at the previous 
inspection, the reading throughout the standards was bad. 

A separate school building is badly needed. 


Teluk Anson School. 

19. The enrolment in the month of examination was 48, consisting of 20 Tamil, 
21 Chinese and 7 Malay children. During the year the attendance has been fairly 
regular, averaging 80 per cent of those enrolled, as against an attendance of 71 per 
cent in the previous year. The school met 225 days. 

Twelve boys were examined in Standards I. to III., obtaining 59 per cent of passes, 
an improvement on the 26 per cent of 1891, but, all the same, very unsatisfactory. 
The school might be tried for another year, and if, at the end of that time, it should 
not have achieved any greater success, [| am inclined to think it had better cease to 
exist as an English-teaching school. 


Parit Buntar School. 

20. The Chinese towkays of Krian having petitioned the Government for an 
English school at Parit Buntar, this school was opened last year. The enrolment in 
December was 43. I examined 7 boys in Standards I. and I., and they obtained 95 
per cent of passes—a very good result. It should be mentioned that these boys 
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formerly belonged to a private school conducted by the master who is now in charge 
of the new school. Since its establishment the school has had a fairly good daily 
attendance of scholars; on an average 83 per cent of those on the register. “The school 
premises are rented for $4 a month. 


Bagan Serai Boys’ School. 

21. This is a Mission school, attended by Tamil children. There were 62 
scholars present on the day of my visit, and, of these, 18 were examined in Stan- 
dards I. and II., the passes obtained amounting to 86 per cent of those possible—a 
satisfactory result, which is due, no doubt, to the change that was made in the 
teaching staff during the year. 


The attendance in 1892 was not regular, averaging only 76 per cent of those 
enrolled. Better discipline is now maintained, and on the whole the school is in a 
satisfactory condition. 

MALAY SCHOOLS. 

22. In paragraph 8 of this report I have referred to the attendance at these 
schools during the year. In December there was a total enrolment of 2,527, and at 
the annual inspection there were present 2,130 scholars, of whom 8go were presented 
for examination in all standards, the passes obtained amounting to 85 per cent of 
those possible—a decided improvement on the 73 per cent of 1891. The work in the 
two higher standards was very satisfactory, and some twelve boys passed a very good 
examination in Romanised Malay, which is particularly well taught at the school 
at Teluk Anson. The results as shewn on the examination schedule of each school 
are given in Appendix D. 

23. During the past year the number of children reading the Korn in our schools 
was 979, as against 560 in the year 1891, this increase being due to the existence of a 
larger number of Kordn classes, which stil! continue to do good. The classes meet 
in the afternoon, and the ordinary work of the schools is not, therefore, interfered 
with. In each instance the teacher is very carefully selected. He helps to keep the 
attendance together at the morning classes, and is altogether a very valuable and 
necessary auxiliary ; and if the attendance at the Malay schools is, as a whole, unsatis- 
factory, it should be borne in mind that this is owing to the bad attendance in a few 
places where irregularity is a chronic complaint, brought about by circumstances over 
which there cannot possibly be any control ; and it may also be mentioned that some 
20 or more of our schools are without the services of Kordn teachers. At the vast 
majority of schools, however, the attendance is regular. 


24. For various reasons, but chiefly on account of the poverty of parents or others 
in charge of the children, some 933 scholars—including nearly all those in the higher 
and most of those in the lower standards of the previous year—left the Malay schools 
during the course of 1892, as against 1,128 scholars admitted in that year. Thus 
between January and December no fewer than 3,460 children were undergoing 
instruction in these schools, and it is something attained that at least one half the 
number should have learned both to read and to write with a fair degree of intelligence. 


25. With the exception of the school at Sungei Siakap (Krian) the girls’ schools 
are doing very well. At the recent inspection the girls’ school at Kuala Selama had 
presentations in Standards I. and II., and obtained go per cent of passes, whilst the 
schools at Jalan Bharu and Tanjong Piandang (Krian) presented children for the first 
time in Standard I., and obtained 100 and g5 per cent of passes respectively. The 
specimens of needlework submitted for inspection were very good, particularly those 
done by the Kuala Selama children. 

26. At the beginning of 1892 two Assistant Visiting Teachers were appointed, 
one for the schools in Kinta and Batang Padang, and the other for those in Lower 
Perak ; and about the middle of the year one was appointed for the schools in Kuala 
Kangsar and Upper Perak. With this increase in the staff of the department it is 
now possible for each school in the State to be visited once a month at the least, and 
I fu'ly expect that the current year will be one of marked progress in our Malay 
schools in consequence. 


27. During the year the department lost the valuable services of Mahomed 
Ibrahim, who was promoted from the post of Visiting Teacher to that-of Postmaster, 
Kuala Kangsar. The new Visiting Teacher, Sheikh Nasir, is doing excellent work, 
and he is very ably assisted by the four Assistant Visiting Teachers under him. 
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TAMIL SCHOOLS. 

28. Tamil is taught at six schools, four of which are also examined in English. 
The two schools at which Tamil alone is taught are the girls’ school belonging to the 
Tamil Mission at Bagan Serai, and the mixed school on Gula Estate, and they should, 
strictly speaking, be grant-in-aid schools, receiving payments for results. At present 
the Mission school is allowed a fixed grant cf $360 per annum—the amount of the 
teachers’ salaries—and the Estate school (a Government institution) is maintained in 
the same way as are our Malay vernacular schools, though at about one-half the cost. 
I cannot recommend any change in the present system as regards these two schools, 
which cannot be expected to teach English, and which would certainly cease to exist 
under the grants-for-results system. 

29. Of the 258 Tamil children in our schools, 80 were presented for examination 
in Standards I. to V., and of the passes possible a percentage of 81 was obtained—a 
result which compares favourably with the 72 per cent of passes obtained at the 
1891 inspection. 

The attendance during the year was on the whole very satisfactory, averaging 85 
per cent of the numbers in enrolment. 

Detailed information concerning these schools is given in Appendix C. 

30. The results of the examination of the Mission Girls’ School at Bagan Serai 
are particularly deserving of notice. The passes obtained amount to 86 per cent of 
those possible—the best obtained at the inspection of Tamil schools—as against 76 
per cent obtained in the previous year. The attendance has also been much more 
satisfactory, averaging $1 per cent of the enrolment, as against 74 per cent in 1891. 
More attention is being paid to needlework, better order seems to be maintained, and 
the school may now be said to be in a satisfactory condition. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

31. A sum of $1,135.42, derived from school fees and the sale of books, was 
paid into the Treasury under Reimbursements during the year. 

The estimated expenditure of the department for 1892, including new school 
buildings, was $47,809 (revised Estimates). A saving of $8,510.75 on the different 
votes, however, was effected. The cost of printing came to $142.59. 

By deducting revenue and savings from the amount voted for educational pur- 
poses it will be secn that the sum actually spent on education in the past year 
represents only a little more than onc dollar of every hundred of the estimated revenue 
of the State, a very moderate expenditure indeed. 


GENERAL. 

32. I[t will be gathered from what has already been said that satisfactory progress 
has been made during the past year. The subjects of examination were better known 
at all schools, and there was a decided improvement at both the English and the Tamil 
schools in the matter of attendance. The only unwelcome feature is the general 
average attendance at the Malay schools, which I hope, however, has been satis- 
factorily explained. 

33. The reading at the English schools, which each year has been specially referred 
to, was of a more satisfactory nature, but I have again to say there is still much room 
for improvement. At the two principal schools in Taiping—both under European 
teachers—reading is as well taught, I venture to think, as in any of the schools of the 
Colony, but this is far from being the case at our other English-teaching establish- 
ments, under native teachers. At the latter class of schools the want of good 
elementary reading books, of the kind referred to in my last annual report, is more 
especially felt, and without them I am afraid no real progress can be made. The un- 
familiar subjects treated of in the books now used, which are the best to be had, only 
bewilder the teacher and his pupil, and it is not surprising if the meaning of the 
passages read is not understood. No interest is taken in the lessons, and the learner 
goes over words and sentences in a most mechanical fashion, with no good result. 
He might turn to these books with advantage after his interest has been aroused and 
his intelligence developed by a course of more natural reading, but to start by putting 
them in his hands is, as my predecessor observed, “like setting an Englishman to 
learn Chinese out of a Chinese treatise on metaphysics.” 

34. The’sum voted for the establishment of new schools in 1892 was only one- 
half of the previous year's vote, and this will explain why so few new schools were 
opened during the past year; but it is some satisfaction to have added ten more to 
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the list. With the funds provided it will be possible to establish ten more in the 
current year. J do not think it would be advisable to proceed more rapidly than that 
in future. 

I take this opportunity of again mentioning that in every case before a school is 
established a written guarantee is obtained from parents and others that the school 
will be sufficiently well attended to justify its establishment. 

35. The last census returns shew there are 23,974 Malay children of a school- 
going age in the State of Perak—viz., 13,608 males and 10,366 females. Instruction is 
provided for only about one-ninth of this number—a very small proportion of the Malay 
population—and it is clear that a great deal has still to be done to make education 
more general. 

To establish boys’ schools presents little or no difficulty, as such schools are in 
great demand, and teachers more or less qualified can, without very much trouble, be 
obtained to take charge ; but in respect of girls’ schools this is not so, as the vast 
majority of parents do not like the idea of sending their girls to school, and, where 
there is not this objection on the part of parents, there is the difficulty of meeting 
with suitable schoolmistresses—at present an insuperable difficulty. No assistance 
can be hoped for from outside. Female education is therefore not likely to progress 
much in the State, however much it may be desired to extend it. 

36. ‘There are only 12 certificated teachers in the Malay boys’ schools, untrained 
men being in charge at 43 places. Failing a normal school, the monitor system 
seems our only resource, but I regret to say the proposal to introduce the system here 
has not yet found favour. 

37. As in the Colony, a free English education at our principal English school 
is offered to every boy who has passed in the fourth (highest) standard at a Malay 
school. 

.It seems to me the time is also ripe for the institution of Industrial Scholarships 
for Malay boys, who might become apprentices in different departments of the public 
service, say those of Public Works, Lands, Surveys, Printing and Engincering. 

38. There is difficulty in keeping good assistant teachers at the Central School, 
and | think it would be advisable to introduce the Straits system of small annual 
increments to salary, up to acertain maximum. The work is not attractive, and there 
is but little chance of promotion for such teachers. I hope to be able to address the 
Government shortly on this subject. 

39. It may be well here to state that the actual cost to Government of each pupil 
in average enrolment at all schools during the past year was only $12.39, and I think 
it is a matter for congratulation to the Government that such good results are obtained 
at such a very moderate cost. It would be lower than elsewhere with a considerable 
sum added. 

40. With the appointment of an Assistant Inspector of Schools, which has been 
kindly sanctioned, the staff of the department will be quite adequate to cope with the 
work before it. The sympathy of the Resident is never wanting, and with a continu- 
ance of the valuable help afforded by District Officers and others, for which I am very 
grateful, I think our schools will be no less successful in the future than they have 
been during the year just reviewed.

No. 230.—REPORT ON INDIAN IMMIGRATION FOR 1892. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to submit my annual report for 1892. 

The number of arrivals of Indian Immigrants during the year was 269, a great 
falling off from 1891, when there were 614. 

The number of coolies employed under the Order in Council during the year was 
1,216, 

The number of deaths was, I am pleased to say, only 31, or 2°34 per cent, 
against 7°97 per cent in 1891, 4°80 per cent in 1890, 4°12 per cent in 1889. This, of 
course, is exceedingly satisfactory, and I can only hope it may continue. Gula Estate 
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specially shews to the front, with a percentage of only 1°83, Sungei Bogah being about 
its usual average with 3°53, and Kamuning being the worst with 10 per cent, every 
one of the deaths there being from bowel complaints. 

The number of desertions is exceptionally small, being only 114, against 348 the 
previous year,and of these 53 were arrested, the loss, therefore, being 61, or only 
5 per cent. 

There were 313 coolies discharged on the expiration of their contracts, or by 
redemption or mutual consent. 

There were seven coolies in gaol on 31st December, 1892. 

There were 674 free men and women on different estates, 365 of whom were 
formerly Immigrants. 

The coolies from Krian Road and Waterloo were discharged early in the year, so 
I have not included them in the averages sent regarding deaths and desertions, as it 
would lower the returns still further and would not shew reliable information. 

Of course this is an exceptionally favourable report, but it only shews planters 
that there is little to fear or complain of with Immigrant coolies when the loss by 
desertion and death is only 7°34 per cent, which merely puts the price of labour up from 
an average of about 15 cents per day’s work to 16 cents per diem. Of course I do not 
include medical comforts, etc., as those are necessary for all labourers.

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No. 231.—APPENDIX TO CHIEF SURVEYOR’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1892.— 
NOTES ON A VISIT TO ULU KINTA AND ASCENT OF GUNONG KERBAU, May 27TH TO 
JUNE IST, 1892. 


On May roth I received a telegram notifying that Mr. J. A. A. Williams had died 
on the Gunong Kerbau range on May 17th, at a place called Batu Shallek, about 
3:395 feet above sea level, his remains having been found on the 18th May by Mr. 
W. P. Hume, of the land Department, Kinta. 


Mr Williams had then been absent from civilization since the 8th March, observ- 
ing angles at the top of Gunong Kerbau (7,127 feet), which is about the highest point 
in Perak territory. It was therefore desirable that means should at once be taken for 
securing the records collected by him and to ascertain in the field what he had done. 


This necessitated a visit to Gunong Kerbau, the site of his principal labours. 
Having no officer to depute, | had to undertake the duty myself, being fortunate in 
procuring Mr. V. Hill, of the Land Office, Kinta, as a travelling companion. 


The expedition left Ipoh on foot at 8.30 a.m. on May 27th, with five days’ 
provisions, and walked as far as Rotan Sega, where three elephants were procured 
after much delay, the final start from Rotan Sega being made at 12.30 p.m. The 
bridle-track was followed as far as Tanjong Rambutan, a flourishing mining village, 
to which a cart-road is now proposed} ,Here we left the bridle-track and struck off to 
the eastward, following up the bed df fhe Sungei Choh, passing several small mining 
kongsis on our way, and finally reached Ulu Sungei Suntu at 5.30 p.m. Here was a 
small mining settlement of Malays and Chinese, who seemed to be working together 
amicably, though with different methods, the Chinese working with open paddocks of 
considerable size, as usual, and the Malays contenting themselves with putting down 
a hole here and there, to extract the richest patches. The valley is a narrow one and 
the area very limited, and only suited for miners in a small way. 

” 


A hot spring, or “seru,” in the neighbourhood of Sungei Suntu, was shewn to 
the party. There were at least two distinct springs, which overflowed through clefts 
in a dyke of an intrusive granitoid rock, which apparently dipped to the south-east. 
No means were at hand for determining the temperature of the water ; but it certainly 
was not less than 95° Fah., with little taste or smell, but caustic to the skin, probably 
due to the presence of soda and potash salts in considerable quantities. The rock is 
very similar in appearance and constitution to that containing the thermal medicinal 
springs of Carlsbad, which are held in such high repute in Europe as antidotes for 
malarial and liver diseases. It is possible that a careful analysis of the water of these 
springs, and indeed many in other parts of the State, would point to their having a 
commercial value if properly dealt with. 


Accommodation for the night was obtained in a house specially vacated for our 
particular benefit by a couple of Malays who were suffering badly from Aurap. The 
knowledge of this, combined with the activity of the sand-flies and other small insects, 
which had a common habitat, made it difficult to obtain rest. 


May 28th. The next morning opened with a clear sky, and the top of Gunong 
Kerbau could be distinctly seen bearing about N.E. x E.}E. magnetic. By the time 
the elephants were collected and loaded it was 8.10 a.m., and the caravan started on 
a N.N.E. course, passing through two Sakei clearings and arriving at the Kinta river 
about 11 a.m. The river being low, a ford practicable for elephants was easily found, 
and a passage effected, the width of the river at this point being perhaps 60 yards 
across the rapid. The main river was followed up to the Kuala Chermin, from which 
the ascent of Kerbau is made, the camp being reached at 12 (noon). The bed of the 
Kinta river is here about 1,029 feet above sea level by aneroid barometer. It took 
four hours to make habitable the camp we found, and the sand-flies beggar descrip- 
tion, they were so ferocious and plentiful. Here the night was spent. 


May 2gth. The next morning packs had to be reduced to a minimum, because 
there were only four bearers, and the elephants could not procecd any further in the 
direction of Kerbau. Three days’ provisions, and a blanket and waterproof only for 
each of the Europeans, could be taken and a final start was made up the spur at 8.20 
am. At 10 a.m.a large Sakei clearing, recently felled, was crossed, at an elevation of 
about 2,300 feet. The Sakei house was found to have been deserted. Here a Malay 
was sent down into the valley to call the Sakeis who had been on the top of Kerbau 
with Mr. Williams, but their huts were found deserted also, and I afterwards learnt 
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that it was on account of a superstitious dread of the neighbourhood, due to Mr. 
Williams’ death, a little higher up the spur. Mr. Hill and myself got separated from 
the Malays, and, taking a wrong path, descended into the valley of the Sungei Liang 
and had great difficulty in regaining our party, after an unnecessary descent and 
ascent of more than 1,200 feet. This detour was most fatiguing and the cause of 
great delay. The Malay bearers were quite done up and did not arrive at our camp 
till alter 5 pm., when, owing to the dense jungle, daylight had apparently passed. 
Our camping ground for the night was Batu Shallek, a spot about 3,395 feet above 
sea level, where Mr. Hume had found Mr. Williams’ remains. It appears to have 
been long a camping place, at intervals, of the Sakeis, and the large stone from which 
it is named overhangs sufficiently to afford fair protection to, say, 30 men. Being in 
a small valley at the side of the spur, much overgrown with rank vegetation, it was a 
particularly uncanny, and probably unhealthy place to make a camp, and I was much 
surprised that any one of Mr. Williams’ jungle experience should have pitched on 
such a spot. Mr. Hill and myself had to sleep in the daxgor in which Mr. Williams 
died, and as it was covered everywhere with mildew and other evidences of damp, it 
was somewhat gruesome, and we found bare sticks to lie upon, with only a blanket for 
protection against them and the cold, very trying. So far the soil, though stcep, 
appeared to be good, and there were many evidences of large Sakei encampments in 
every direction. 


May 30th. The next morning we left the camp at Batu Shallek at 9 a.m., and 
after half an hour’s walk came to a spur up which the ascent to Gunong Riam (about 
5,600 feet) has to be made. It was so very steep that it had been found necessary to 
make a sort of staircase of sticks and rattans, with occasional life-lines of rattans. to 
enable the ascent to be made with any degree of safety, and I may say that this laddering 
had to be utilised for considerably more than half the remaining distance to the top of 
Kerbau—say an actual height of 2,000 feet had to be a negotiated in this way. At 
11.30 a.m. the foot of Riam was reached, at an altitude of about 5,393 fect, and a halt 
for half an hour was made for rest and a little refreshment. We were soon on 
the ridge connecting Riam and Kerbau, which is a bed of vegetable humus balanced 
on a knife-edge of rock. In many places the ridge is not more than six feet wide, and 
by holding a stick to the right or left of you it is in the valley of the Plus or Kinta as 
the case may be. The last 1,000 feet had to be made by pulling oneself up from 
shrub to shrub, or by vertical ladders of rattan, etc., and it certainly was as stiff a 
piece of climbing as could be desired. The top was reached at 4.20 p.m. and we 
found a strong wind blowing, from which we had been previously sheltered, in which 
it was unpleasantly cold to stand. 


The trig station is on the highest point, and may be taken as being 7,120 feet 
above sea level, and from it a very fine panoramic view of Perak can be obtained. 
Very high hills to the east and south-east could be discerned in Ulu Pahang. Many of 
them appeared to be quite independent of the main range of the Peninsula, and sur- 
rounded by low-lying country. There was a heavy mist hanging over the Pahang 
valleys, which of course accentuated the appearance of isolation, and there must 
certainly be a large river valley to the east and north-east of the Kerbau range on the 
Pahang side. It was impossible to estimate the distance of the backbone range to 
the eastward with any niccty, but [ think it may safely be put at less than 16 miles. 


To the south-east and south a good view of what has been commonly called 
Cameron’s Plateau was obtained. 


This view, together with the evidences gathered by the Messrs. Wray from the 
Batang Padang side, | think proves that no plateau worthy the name exists where 
Mr. Cameron reported having discovered his. On the other hand, the valleys of the 
southern tributaries of the Kinta river run back very far, and the dividing spurs are 
heavily covered with timber, and appear to have gentle slopes, to north-west, north 
and north-east, and have every appearance of being suitable for planting-settlements. 


In fact, the general slope of the valley of the Kinta and its southern tributaries is 
such that there would not, I believe, be the slightest difficulty in running a road, at a 
grade of 1 in 25, from Kinding or Tanjong Rambutan up to the watershed of the 
Pahang river. 


If a bridle-track were laid out on this route it would form a far better approach 
to Pahang from Perak than that made from Tapah, as it would bring the Ulu Jellei 
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within two days journey of the most populous centre in this State, and in the short«-st 
line with Penang. 

The valley of the Kinta has a great tendency to erode away on its right bank, 
hence the slopes on the Kerbau or north side are simply precipitous in the extreme, 
while those on the south are long and gentle in comparison. The jungle growth, as 
viewed through binoculars, would point to a very rich soil, and it is in this direction 
that the Kinta district would appear to be suitable for planting purposes. A trace 
for a road up the Kinta valley would probably follow the dotted line shewn from the 
river bank at Kinding on accompanying map.* 


Our survey of the surrounding country completed, we set to work to fix our 
quarters for the night. The few days that had intervened since Mr. Williams left his 
huts had been sufficient to allow the strong winds to blow them to picces. We found 
the one which he had occupied to be about 7 feet long, 4 feet wide and 5 feet high, 
full of holes for the wind to blow through; about 2 feet 6 inches of the width was 
occupied by a bed of sticks, with no covering of grass, nor was it possible to get any. 
Our towels had to be used to keep the cold and wind out, which, after sundown, 
became intense, and the temperature fell to somewhere about 50° Fah. during the 
night, which was anything but pleasant, with nothing but a thin blanket laid on the 
before-mentioned jungle sticks for a bed. Night was made hideous by the groans of 
the coolies, and sleep was simply impossible, and we were glad to welcome the break 
of day. : 

May 31st. The morning broke dull and cloudy with a flying mist, and nothing to 
the north or eastward was visible. As nothing was likely to be gained by a delay, 
we put our things together and began our descent at 8.20 a.m. 


Reached Batu Shallek about noon, and after a rest of an hour we made the Kinta 
river at 5.15 p.m., and having made a descent of over 6,000 feet in that time, were 
thoroughly knocked up and tired, and the warmth of our camp by the river, with 
plenty to eat, for a moment seemed an earthly paradise. 


June 21st. Having collected our elephants we left the Sungei Chermin at 8.45 
a.m., made Tanjong Rambutan at 3.15 p.m., and Ipoh, which had been the scene of 
a great fire that day, at 6.15 p.m. 


Notes on the Geology, etc., of Kerbau Range. 


Kerbau to a height of about 5,000 feet is composed of grey granite rocks 7 situ 
and boulders with a shallow soil driven from the decomposition of the granite. The 
sides are so steep that, except in a few small patches, it would be impossible to 
prevent the scant soil being carried away by the rains if the surface were once 
denuded of vegetation; it is therefore unsuited for European planting. Above 5,000 
feet the granite is overlaid by a schistose formation which is being rapidly removed 
by denudation, and the evidences of numerous landslips in the neighbourhood would 
point to the fact that the crest of Kerbau has been much higher in past ages (possibly 
several thousand feet) than it is now, and the crest is the remains of a secondary for- 
mation which probably covered the whole of the Perak central ranges and has now 
disappeared except on the tops of the higher mountains and some isolated hills in the 
low country in Larut. This formation is traversed by several quartz veins, the 
principal of which appear to run in a north-west and south-east direction, with a dip 
of 45° to the eastward. In appearance the quartz is very similar to gold-bearing 
quartz I have seen from Pahang, and is possibly the source of the gold which has been 
lately reported from Sungei Kerbau in the Plus valley, which takes its rise on the 
eastern side of this mountain. 


It is worthy of note that the change in the geological formation at 5,000 feet is 
plainly marked by the characteristics of the flora, which here becomes very stunted. 
There is a marked paucity of pines in the vegetation succeeding, and I do not think 
there is anywhere else such a complete cutting off of large jungle plants at 5,000 feet 
elevation—in fact, on the Bintang range large jungle climbs to an elevation of nearly 
6,000 feet before giving way to stunted growths, and then is succeeded by a perfect 
forest, in some places, of pines, but the transition is a gradual one.

Nouce To Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2$ 
per cent ad ralorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; Lond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

HINTS ON RECONNAISSANCE MAPPING FOR EXPLORERS IN 
UNSURVEYED COUNTRIES. 

During the last few years so much has been done in the way of 
exploration, both in Africa and Asia, that it may be safely said that there 
is now no large portion of either continent regarding the configuration of 
which we have not some information. 

Travellers in Africa, and still more in Asia, can no longer hope to ex- 
plore thousands of miles of country never before visited by the white man, 
nor to discover huge mountain ranges or gigantic lake systems hitherto 
unknown. There still remains, however, plenty of room for geographical, 
or perhaps, to speak more correctly, for topographical enterprise. 

Although we now possess a knowledge of the main features of the 
unsurveyed portions of the globe, sufficient work remains, in the way of 
filling in detail, to occupy the energies of our explorers for many years to 
come. 

Owing partly to ignorance of the compiler’s wants, and partly to a 
want of appreciation of the manner in which our improved knowledge of 
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geography has affected the class of mapping required, the sketches brought 
back by explorers are often disappointing. It has been found that, in very 
many cases, work over which the very greatest possible pains have evi- 
dently been taken, is robbed of half or more than half of its value, owing 
to the traveller having neglected some precaution which would have added 
little, if at all, to his labour. It is thought, therefore, that a few hints, 
most of them suggested by actual caxes, may prove of use to intending 
explorers, and tend to ensure their work attaining its full value. 


Seale to be Adopted. 


(I.)—Intending travellers are often at a loss what scale to adopt, so a 
few remarks on the subject may not be out of place. 


The size of the scale is, of course, affected by the object in view, but 
there are some considerations that apply generally to all cases. 


The rapidity with which a traveller moves, and the amount of time 
that he can afford to devote to topography, place a limit to the amount of 
detail that he can hope to map. The proper scale for him to use, then, is 
the smallest that will permit of his showing that amount of detail. 


The advantage of using the smallest possible scale is that the explorer 
is thereby enabled to sketch more widely on each side of his route, and the 
larger the area that he has on one sheet of paper, the easier it will be 
for him to grasp the configuration of the country. 


On the other hand, there are cases, for instance, when the traveller 
moves along the winding bed of a river enclosed between steep hills, or 
through thick bush, in which it is difficult to plot on a small scale the 
necessarily very short bearings. In such cases it is advisable to plot the 
route on a conveniently large scale, and transfer it by reduction to the 
general map. 

As a general rule, for sketches not of a purely military character, it 
may be said that } or ; inch to a mile is the largest that the traveller is 
likely to be able to work up to (except in the cases mentioned above), while 
3 or 7, inch to a mile will be more suitable for any one who is not devoting 
his time exclusively to topography. 

On the latter scales a large extent of country can be embraced in one 
sheet, while the smallness of the area of paper covered by the traveller’s 
route and what he can see from it, has a wholesome effect in urging him to 
make excursions on either side. 

It may be said, therefore, that the outside limits between which 
travellers should select the scale of their general map are } to , inch toa 
mile. 

Starting and Closing Points. 

(1I.)—On receipt of any new work, the compiler begins by locating it. 
The work should therefore commence from some well known, and if 
possible, well-fixed place shown on some published map. The actual start- 
ing point should be described in the report or delineated on the sketch in 
such a manner, with reference to the surrounding objects, that there may 
be no difficulty in recognizing it on the published map or on the ground. 


It is essential that the route should be continuous, and that it should 
close either on itself, or on some point that has been well and independently 
fixed. 


In closing, the same accuracy of description is required as at starting. 
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Information as to the method employed and circumstances under which the 
work has been erected to be always furnished. 

(IIL.)—As the compiler has to fit together routes executed by different 
men under different circumstances, but all alike in the one respect that 
they have been mapped under conditions precluding absolute accuracy, it is 
of the greatest importance to him to have the fullest information as to how 
the work has been done, in order that he may weigh the evidence properly. 


The explorer should, therefore, attach to his map a clear statement as 
to the following points :— 

1. How he has measured his distances ; if he has used a base line, he 
should indicate the position, and state the length and how it was 
measured. 

2. How he took his directions ; if a compass was used, what sort of 
compass it was. 3 

It would also be an advantage if the traveller would dccasionally take 
observation for the variation of the compass. By doing this, he will dis- 
cover if his bearings are being affected by any local magnetic attraction. 

Should he take such observations, he should state where and how they 
were taken, and with what result. 

8. If he has reason to think that the compass necdle may have been 
deflected by local magnetic attraction during any portion of his 
route, he should state the limits of such possibly disturbed areas. 

4. He should also give information as to any portions of his route that 
differ from the rest in having been mapped with more or with 
less care or under more favourable or less favourable circum- 
stances. 

Use of Published Maps by Evplorers. 

(IV.)—It is not uncommon for explorers to take a published map and 
to fill in from their own observations portions of it that have been left blank 
or that have been incorrectly shown. 

In such a case the explorer should state clearly what map has been used, 
and what points on it have been assumed to be correct. 

As it is the compiler’s business to study the evolution of maps, he may 
possibly know that some or all of these points are not so well fixed as the 
explorer supposes, or he may afterwards receive information of undoubted 
value, which alters the positions assigned to some of them. 

In view of such a contingency, is is very necessary that the explorer 
should state whether his work fitted correctly into the points as shown in 
the map used or not If it did not fit, and if he has altered it to make it 
fit, he should state what alterations he has made, and how the route would 
have worked out of it had not been altered. Cases have been known where 
explorers have distorted their really accurate work, under the impression 
that they were improving it. 

Where, on the other hand, the explorer finds reason to alter hitherto 
accepted ideas as to the configuration of the ground, he should state clearly 
that he considers his delineation more nearly correct that the old version. 

Where he is at all doubtful as to the truth, but inclined to prefer his 
own work, he should explain how he would adjust it to the old, should 
adjustment prove necessary. 


Astronomical Observations. 
(V.)—The places where astronomical observations are taken should be 
carefully marked on the sketch, and a description should be given sufficiently 
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detailed to enable any subsequent visitor to identify the spot within very 
narrow limits. 


It is not uncommon to see observations for latitude taken over and over 
again with the greatest possible industry, so as to obtain a value within very 
few hundred feet of the truth, while the place of observation is described so 
loosely, with regard to surrounding objects, that the door is opened to an 
error to be measured in miles. ‘These remarks apply particularly to cases 
where no map is made on the ground, and only notes taken to be afterwards 
used for the compilation of the route. Many of the important towns in 
unsurveyed countries are ill-defined straggling places that extend over a 
considerable area, and are surrounded by outlying villages and gardens. 
Now, suppose one traveller pitches his camp in a garden to the north of the 
town, observes a latitude, and gives his result as the latitude of the town, 
while another traveller does the same south of the town, it is obvious 
that the two values will differ considerably. 

As a matter of fact, in some cases the latitudes given for the same 
place by compctent observers have been found to differ by as much as two 
to three miles. The explanation is, of course, simple—the observations were 
no doubt taken at different places; but, all the same, the compiler is at a 
loss which to adopt. 

If, however, each traveller were to state how far and on what bearing 
his place of observation lay from the centre of the town, or, better still, 
from the most conspicuous object in the town, the position of which with 
regard to the town should be described, the discrepancy would be at once 
cleared up, and the observations of both travellers would be strictly com- 
parable. 

It is essential that all the original observations should be carefully 
recorded in ink and sent home to the compiler, so that he may check the 
working and form a sound opinion as to their reliability. 

Importance of identifying and fixing Places visited by former Travellers. 

(VI.)—Travellers should remember that a well-executed route recon- 
naissance is valuable not only for itself, but also for the light it throws on 
the work of previous explorers, and for the use that can be made of it 
as an anchorage on which to tie the work of subsequent explorers. They 
should therefore take every opportunity of cutting routes that have heen 
previously traversed, and of fixing on their sketch points that have been 
shown already on other travellers’ routes. 


The difficulty that they will experience in recognising the routes of other 
travellers will teach them better than anything else the precautions they 
should take to render their own route easy of identification. 


The importance of sketching as broad an area as possible. 

(VII.)—The various methods of mapping ground are treated so fully in 
many handbooks, that it is necessary here to touch only one or two points 
that have a special bearing on the case, or that have not received adequate 
attention. 

It has been stated above that our improved geographical knowledge has 
caused a change in the class of mapping required. 

Not very long ago, any information brought back by an African explorer 
was compiled into very small scale maps. If the work was to be put to such 
use it was obviously unnecessary for the explorer to expend his time in 
mapping details which could not be shown on the scale. Ali that he required 
to do was to show the positions of important places, and to delineate generally 
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the larger physical features that he came across. Now, however, an ex- 
plorer’s route in the same country would, perhaps, be compiled into a map 
of 20 miles, or, possilly, 8 or 10 miles to the inch. The difference in the 
class of work required 1s obvious. What is now wanted is topography, and 
as much of it as possible. It cannot be insisted on too much that, to meet 
our requirements, the traveller should sketch in all he can see. Much of it, 
no doubt, will be more or less incorrect, but it need not necessarily be mis- 
leading. If it is properly distinguished from the rest of the work, any one 
using the map will know the class to which each portion belongs, and esti- 
mate its value accordingly. 

Further than that, he should sketch or record all the topographical 
information that he can obtain from the natives. 

His topography will then consist of three classes, which, being of 
different values, must be drawn in different styles, so as to be clearly dis- 
tinguished the one from the other. 


Different classes of Topography, and method of distinguishing between them. 

(1.) What he has actually traversed himself and seen sufficiently well to 

sketch with tolerable accuracy. 

This should be drawn in firm lines, that is to say, streams, roads, and 
contours or form lines should be shown in continuous lines, as in any ordi- 
nary map. If the hills are represented by hachures or stumping, they will 
naturally be shown in as great detail as possible under the circumstances. 

(2.) What he has seen from a distance. 


He knows that this exists, but canuot be sure of its exact position. 
This should be drawn in dotted lines, with the hills, where they exist, shown 
in a rough conventional style. 


(3.) What he has obtained from native information. 


This should be clearly distinguished from the other work, both by the 
style of drawing, and by a note. on the map, “ Obtained from hearsay.” 
Unless the explorer is very careful, there will always be a chance of ‘its 
being mistaken for the representation of ground that he has himself seen. 
So much is this the case, that some compilers would prefer to have this 
information recorded in a report, and not shown on the map at all. 

On the other hand, a native guide can often point out the general 
direction of a place, that is not visible at the time, and its approximate 
position with reference to surrounding objects, which have, perhaps, 
been located on the explorer’s map. It is easier, then, to draw its position 
on the map than to describe it in words. 

Again, the moment a man tries to draw on paper hearsay topography, 
a host of questions suggest themselves that would probably never have 
occurred to him if he had contented himself with recording the information 
in a note-book. 

If such topography is drawn in a different colour to the rest of the 
work, or cut off from it by a chain dotted line, there ought to be little 
chance of mistake. 

In any case a record should be kept of the source from which the 
information is obtained, and of the traveller’s opinion as to its probable 
accuracy. 

While dwelling upon the importance of mapping areas and not mere 
lines, and of getting in all the country right or left of the route that time 
and opportunity permit, it cannot be too strongly impressed upon the ex- 
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plorer that it is absolutely necessary for the proper utilisation of his work 
and for his reputation as a reliable observer, that this marked distinction 
should be made between topography of different degrees of accuracy. 


While it is most depressing to receive from an explorer a sketch of his 
absolute track and nothing more, as if he had never looked to his right or 
his left, it is perhaps more fatal to the interests of geographical knowledge 
when the traveller’s work of all descriptions is beautifully finished up, as if 
it was all of uniform quality, and that the very best possible. Such a map 
is one of the compiler’s greatest difficulties. 


If in the first case he laments a lost opportunity, ke knows, at any rate, 
the value of the little he has got; while in the second case he is tantalised 
by the possession of an apparent wealth of topographical information, the 
accuracy of which it is morally impossible for him to gauge. Consequently, 
he cannot tell what to accept and what to reject. If he is too cautious he 
may reject valuable information; if he is too trusting he may introduce into 
his work some gross error. 

As an additional precaution against a misunderstanding it is most 
essential that explorers should always show the actual route they followed, 
and that they should mark with small circles, or in some other way, all 
points of the route from which they have taken bearings of any importance. 

It would then be always possible for the compiler to form some sort of 
estimate as to what portions of the ground could have been adequately sven. 


Importance of taking Bearings to Distant Points. 

(VIII.)—Closely allied to the above considerations is the question of 
recording bearings to different points. Such bearings afford a most useful 
means of checking the accuracy of the route and of connecting it to other 
work where the points have been already fixed. These bearings should be 
separately recorded in a note-book in ink, with a note to say whether they 
have or have not been corrected for the error of the compass. 

The best plan is always to record the magnetic bearings exactly as 
read, and to state that this has been done. 


Even though it may be obvious to the explorer that the direction of his 
route will not enable him to obtain a second suitable bearing to the distant 
point, he shouid not omit take an observation on that account. Cases have 
occurred where single bearings taken independently by each of two travel- 
lers, from points some 50 or 60 miles apart, have sufficed to fix the position 
of an important hill with considerable accuracy. 

A commanding point, well fixed in the early part of the route, may 
afford most valuable assistance in checking the work further on. 

The difficulty, however, of identifying a peak on a range of mountains 
from different points of view, is very great, aud considerable care and atten- 
tion is required to turn such a feature to good account. 

Altitudes. 

(1X.)—With regard to altitudes, much the same considerations apply 
as in the case of the traveller’s route. If possible, some place of known 
height should be sclected to start from; the series of observations should 
be unbroken, and should close on some other place of known height. 

It is very desirable that the original observations should be sent home 
to be worked out afresh. 

In any case the traveller should explain what datum point he has taken, 
what height he has assigned to it, and on what authority, what instruments 
he used, and how he took his observations. 
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If any heights are entered on the sketch of his route, he should append 

a note to say whether they denote relative heights or heights above sea level. 
Importance of Mapping the Drainage Systems met with. 

(X.)—Every effurz should be made to delineate the drainage system of 
the country. Even now it is not unusual to see sketches of routes crossing 
rivers with nothing to show which way the water flows. Whenever possible, 
the traveller should state where the rivers rise and where they flowto. If it 
is impossible for him to work this out himself, he may do much from native 
information, while any notes he may make as to the width and depth at 
various seasons will assist the identification. 


In many countries rivers have different names at various points of their 
course, and it occasionally happens that the traveller hits upon a river which 
he assumes, wrongly, to be some well-known one, and which he, consequently, 
calls by that name. To guard against confusion of this sort, he should always 
insert the local native name, and if he identifies it with any other river, he 
should state his reasons for doing so. 


Record of Character of Country. 

(Xf.)—The traveller would naturally record in his report, when passing 
through new ground, everything that he could observe as to the nature of 
the physical features of the country; the extent and character of the 
forests; particulars about rivers, both at the time of his visit and at other 
seasons, etc., etc. 


Much of this should be entered on the map, as it is much easier to 
’ indicate there the extent and shape of a forest or marsh than it is to de- 
scribe the same in a report. 


The points of chief importance are enumerated in any work on 
reconnaissance. Tn some countries special points have to be noticed, which 
might not occur to ordinary travellers. 


It is particularly desirable that travellers should note on their maps 
the boundaries of the different tribes, carefully distinguishing between those 
boundaries or portions of boundaries that are well determined and those 
that are only approximately represented. They should also state the name 
of the paramount chief, if any, to which the tribe is subject. 


All boundary negotiations in Africa turn upon this point, and it is 
always a fruitful source of trouble; boundary lines are sometimes drawn 
cutting off tributary tribes from their paramount chief, the result being 
invariably discontent and often bloodshed. 


Names of Mountains and Villages. 

(XIL.)—In all countries that do not possess a written language, names 
are a great difficulty. Even where there is a written language, it is fre- 
quently impossible to get one generally accepted name for a mountain, 
however conspicuous it may be, as it often happens that a peak or range 
is known by several different names in the different districts around. 


It is necessary, therefore, that the traveller should satisfy himself as to 
whether the important places that he locates are generally known under one 
name or not, and should state his authority in his report. If he hears of 
more than one name for a mountain or range of mountains, he should, of 
course, state both, with the source from which they were obtained. 


A difficulty occurs in the nomenclature of villages also, from the fact 
that they are so often named after the ruling chief, and take, on his death, 
the name of his successor. At the same time the villages often have, in 
addition, another name that does not change with the chief. In such cases 
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it is advisable that the traveller should insert the permanent name with the 
name of the chief in brackets. 

Again, it sometimes happens that even after the death of some pecu- 
liarly famous chief, his village continues to be called by his name. Or, on 
the other hand, a chief may move his residence to a new place, which at 
once takes on his name. 

It also frequently occurs that, owing to intestine wars, towns and 
villages which were once well-known and have appeared on travellers’ routes, 
are found by later travellers to have been entirely wiped off the face of the 
earth without leaving a trace of their having existed ; others with new names 
may have sprang up on or near the original sites. The result is that, 
when two reliable explorers have gone over the same route at a few years’ 
interval, it sometimes happens that their itineraries contain hardly a single 
name in common. 

It is obvious, therefore, that no general rule can be given about such 
names ; and the value of the traveller’s map or report will mach depend on 
the trouble that he expends in investigating and clearly explaining such points. 


All names that occur in the report, or map, should be printed, in at 
least one place, in block printing, so that there may be no possibility of any 
mistake occurring in the spelling. 

Method of showing the Relative Importance of Different Localities. 

(XIUI.) In drawing fair maps it is customary to employ different type 
for different classes of names, such as countries, provinces, capitals of 
countries, large towns and capitals of small provinces, small towns, villages, 
tribal districts, chiefs’ names, native kraals, rivers, wells and springs, moun- 
tains and hills, and descriptive names. 

Naturally, the explorer cannot be expected to print in a different 
manner each of the above classes of names; but any indications will be of 
value that he can give, to show to which class each of his names belongs. 

In order to ensure the importance of the different localities being 
shown clearly on the map, it is necessary for the traveller cither to print them 
on his map in letters proportionate to their relative importance, or to give 
a list of their names in classes of the various degrees of importance. The 
identification of names and their proper recording in maps would be much 
facilitated if all travellers would spell them phonetically, in accordance with 
the system promulgated by the R.G.S., and officially adopted by the 
Government Departments and by the Intelligence Division, War Office. 

Any Traveller can do useful Work, whether he can draw or not. 

(XIV.)—In conclusion, it must be pointed out that much as detailed 
reconnaissances of large areas are wanted, it by no means follows that useful 
work cannot be done by any intelligent traveller, who carefully records the 
distances and general direction of his marches, and all that he can see or 
learn as to the physical features of the country. Routes, of which the 
traveller has made no sketch at all, are sometimes, in the absence of other 
information, made the basis of important negotiations ; so that no one need 
be deterred from contributing to the advancement of geographical know- 
ledge because he has little confidence in his powers as a draughtsman. But 
under all circumstances it is essential that the traveller should not trust to 
his memory, nor to the chance that he will be able to assist in the compila- 
tion of his work. Everything should be noted down in such a way that it 
would be intelligible to a person absolutely ignorant of the country. 

It is only by doing this that the explorer can ensure his work obtaining 
full justice.

Tue following Regulations are published for general information. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE OCCUPATION OF THE GOVERNMENT 
BUNGALOWS ON PENANG HILL. 


1. The Convalescent Bungalow and “ Bellevue,” which are available 


for occupation for three weeks at a time by approved persons, are in the 
charge of the Deputy Colonial Engineer, to whom all applications for 
occupancy must be made. 

2. Applications—Kvery application must be in writing, and must be 
made not more than 28 days before the date at which it is desired that the 
oceupancy shall commence. Subject to the requirements of invalids of the 
Civil Service or Garrison, occupation will in general be granted in accord- 
ance with order of date of receipt of application. 

8. Deposit.—Every application shall be accompanied by a deposit of 
$15 (which shall be held by the Deputy Colonial Engineer) for the purposes 
hereinafter mentioned. 

4. Precedence-—If more than one application be received on the same 
day for the same period, priority shall be given in the following order :— 

I.— Officers in the Government Service. 
{I.—Military Officers belonging to the Garrison. 
III.—Private residents or visitors. 

5. Where, in such a case, the applicants both, or all, belong to one of 
the two classes I. and II., above, precedence will in general be given accord- 
ing to seniority. 

6. The application of a person who has already had the use of a 
bungalow once in the six months next preceding the date of such applica- 
tion shall not be considered to the exclusion of other applicants. 

7. Permit.—An applicant whose application is finally entertained shall 
be called upon by the Deputy Colonial Engineer, at least seven clear days 
before the date fixed for entry, to take out the permit required and to pay 
in advance any rent that may be chargeable. If the applicant fails to take 
out the permit when so called on to do so, it shall be assumed that his ap- 
plication has been abandoned, and his deposit will be returned. If he takes 
out the permit but fails to enter into occupation, he shall forfeit the rent 
paid (if any). 

8. Liability for Breakages.—The occupant is liable for all deficiencies 
or damages occurring during his tenancy, and should therefore check the fur- 
niture, etc., with the inventory, both on entry and leaving. Th2 assessment of 
damages by the Public Works Department shall be final, and the amount of 
such assessment, together with the cost of washing soiled linen, will be de- 
ducted from the deposit of $15. Should this be insufficient a further claim 
will be made. 

9. Scale of Charges——The following will be the scale of charges for 
Government and Military Officers :—

Any odd time over an even week or weeks will be charged at the rate 
of $1.50 a day. : 
The rates for private residents or visitors will be 50 per cent in excess 


~ of the above. 
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10. Hxemption from Charges.—Any occupant included within Classes 
I. and II. above mentioned shall be entitled to be exempted for twenty-one 
days in twelve months from the above charges. 


11. Priority in case of Illness—The occupant of a bungalow may at 
any time, by the order of the Resident Councillor, be required to vacate it 
in favour of any officer of the Public Service certified by a Government 
Medical Officer to be in urgent need of change on account of illness. 


12. In the discretion of the Resident Councillor, serious illness may be 
considered to be sufficient grounds for granting special priority to any ap- 
plicant, notwithstanding Rule 4 above. 


13. Joint Occupation by several persons.—Every applicant shall be re- 
quired to give the name of every person who shares with him the occupancy 
of a bungalow, and every such person shall be held to have the use of the 
bungalow, and therefore to come within Rule 6. 


14. The object of these rules is to give to as many persons as possible 
the bencfits of the Hill Bungalows, and any attempt to evade their spirit, or 
to obtain a prolongation of tenancy or other privilege, under cover of a fic- 
titious or non-resident applicant, will be discountenanced. Where, for ex- 
ample, it is ascertained that in the case of joint occupation one of the occu- 
pants is a person subject to the disability mentioned in Rule 6, the Resident 
Councillor may, in his discretion, require the whole of the occupants to 
immediately vacate the bungalow in favour of the next or any applicant. 


15. General.—lIt is not considered necessary to specify particularly to 
what grades cf Public Officers or to what classes of private persons the use 
of these bungalows will be permitted under the foregoing rules, but it may 
be laid down generally that they are intended for the use of persons whose 
own residences are equal to them in all substantial particulars. The Gov- 
ernment reserves the right of refusing any application without assigning 
any cause, and any person who has caused undue damage during occupation, 
or who has failed to settle with the Public Works Department as required 
in Rule 8, will be altogether excluded.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 246.—KUALA KANGSAR DISTRICT: PROSPECTOR OF MINES’ REPORT. 


To THE COLLECTOR AND MAGISTRATE, 
KUALA KANGSAR. 


Sir,—I have the honour to hand you a report of my work during part of the 
month of April. 


In accordance with instructions, I left Kinta on the rath April and reported 
myself at Kuala Kangsar on the 13th. I have visited all the mines in the district 
looking thoroughly over them and examining the land round about. The three chief 
mining centres are at present Salak, Plang, and Kuala Trap Kati on the Kota Tampan 
road. At Plang a big mine has been opened up by Von Tiong, and here they have 
struck upon a very rich deposit, which seems to be winding about the land like a 
stream, at a depth of about eighteen feet. At Kuala Trap, Ah Kai and Tai Lee have 
opened up mines on a large scale, and from what I heard and saw the land seems 
very promising. 

During the thirteen working days, I have travelled over a distance of 160 miles. 
I have given out 415 acres of mining land. 


So far I have done no prospecting work, and now only await orders to proceed 
to Ulu Plus to begin. I have taken over one set of boring tools (No. 2 set); No. 1 set 
is very much injured and at present quite useless. 


On the 13th April the balance of the prospecting vote stood at $1,014.35.

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No. 247.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR MARCH. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for March. 


2. On the rst the District Engineer, accompanied by Mr. Acton and Mr. Scott, 
arrived here. 


3. I proceeded to Ulu Selama on the 3rd, with the District Engineer, who wished 
to inspect the bridle-paths, etc. The following morning at 6 a.m. we left Ulu Selama, 
and passed over the elephant track to Ijok, arriving there at 4 p.m., after a very rough 
walk. ‘The track was in an extremely bad condition owing to the ‘recent heavy rains 
We returned here on the 5th. 


4. The District Engineer left for Taiping on the 6th. 


5. On the 12th I proceeded to Ijok, accompanied by Mr. Francké, returning on 
the 14th for the purpose of issuing Agreements tor Leases. The Penghulu had all the 
people collected together, so that the work was soon got through, and I did not there- 
fore experience the usual delay while the people were being found. 


6. I went with Mr. Francké on the 17th to find a better track than the one in use 
to the mines at Sungei Lampong, but decided on still following the old one. 


. During the month there have been 43 cases of small-pox, one case ending 
fatally. The house that was first set apart for the use of the patients not affording 
sufficient accommodation, I erected a new building. So far, cases have only occurred 
in Kuala Selama, and I have taken every precaution to prevent it spreading to the 
Ulu, by stopping all communication, etc. A large tiger was shot at Ijok by means of 
a spring-gun set over the body of a cow which it had killed.

No. 248.—SENIOR DISTRICT SURGEON’S REPORT ON THE KINTA DISTRICT FOR 
1892. 
To THE STATE SURGEON, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—There are five Hospitals in Kinta—three District Hospitals (one each at 
Batu Gajah, Gopeng and Ipoh) and the Gaol and Police Hospitals at Batu Gajah. 
Since the Dresser, Police Hospital, was ordered to Pahang in April for duty, a Dresser 
belonging to the Medical Department was detailed to attend to the constables. | have 
no part in the administration of the Sikh Hospital, and the returns do not come 
through me, so I am not in a position to make any reference in this report to the 
working of that institution, further than to mention that in all serious cases I gave 
medical assistance and advice. 


DISTRICT HOSPITALS OF BATU GAJAH, GOPENG AND IPOH. 
Indoor Patients. 

2. Three hundred and eighty-three patients remained under treatment in these 
hospitals at the end of 1891, and during the next twelve months 6,364 were admitted, 
making a total treated during the year of 6,747. This represents the large increase 
of 2,099 patients when compared with the results for a similar period in 1891. The 
rise in numbers occurs in all three hospitals, but is greatest at Ipoh, and the figures 
in detail are as follow :—Batu Gajah, 625 ; Gopeng, 411; and Ipoh, 1,063. 
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3. Kinta has been making rapid progress. Jungle is being felled over large 
tracts of new land, and the soil, freshly denuded of vegetation, is being turned over 
in the course of mining ; for all races this is known to be an occupation of an unhealthy 
nature, and exciting disease. The success in mining has attracted more coolies, the 
construction of the railway, too, has had its share, and altogether the population of 
the district has been markedly added to by new arrivals during 1892. In keeping 
with this, the hospitals have had greater demands made on their accommodation by a 
larger number of sick. The increase in patients was due to the fact that there were 
a greater number of people in the district to get ill by exposure to the bad influences 
usually attending the residence on, and the working of, newly-cleared land, and was 
not caused chiefly, as in previous years, by the prevalence of any one special disease, 
as beri-beri. When Larut was in the height of its prosperity there was a corresponding 
rise in the number of the inmates of the Yeng Wah, and the overcrowding of the local 
hospitals of late may, I think, be taken as a fair measure of the enterprise and success 
within the district, and its advance. And this success has, it is satisfactory to note, 
amongst other things, improved the conditions under which the miners live. There 
are available a greater variety and better quality of food products used by natives, 
and the coolies are better able to afford to purchase a sufficient quantity. 

4. Out of the total of 6,747 treated, go8 died—13°45 per cent—against 618 deaths 
and a percentage of 13°29 in 1891, that is, considering all three hospitals together ; 
but taken separately the results are as in the following table:

Two hundred and thirteen, or 23°45 per cent, out of the go8 deaths occurred 
within 48 hours of the patients being admitted. Deducting these 213, for no treat- 
ment could have effect when disease is in such an advanced stage, then the death rate 
comes down to 10°63. Taking the death rate either at 13°45—that is, inclusive of all 
cases—or at 10°63—exclusive of the 213 deaths within 48 hours of admission—it may 
be considered satisfactory, when all the conditions influencing the rate of mortality 
are taken into account. I believe it would compare favourably with what obtains in 
the older-established hospitals in the Colonies. 

5. The instructions in Government Circular C.S. 2557/92, of the 16th May, 
specified that in forwarding hospital returns, if the death rate exceeded six per cent 
an explanation should be given. In all the District Hospital returns on which this 
report is based that limit has been excceded, and, under existing circumstances, in 
returns for periods of one month and over it would be the rule rather than the excep- 
tion to have cause to offer explanations. 

6. There are conditions both within and without the hospitals which have a 
more or less direct bearing on and control the death rate, some of which may be 
removed, others modified and improved. There are many difficulties in the way, and 
unless changes could be effected there is little prospect of making a reduction, and the 
rates would continue. 

7. Within the hospitals the chief points to be noted are the following :— 


(a). Overcrowding of wards. A condition to be guarded against, but which, 
unfortunately, was common throughout the year. Representations as regards this 
were made, and, by certain alterations, room for a few additional beds was pro- 
vided at Batu Gajah and a new ward at Ipoh commenced. These, however, will not, 
I apprehend, suffice to provide for the wants, which are steadily on the increase. 
The hospitals are principally used by miners. There is always such a fluctuation in 
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the population concerned in mining that it is not an easy matter to anticipate and 
provide the requisite space for their sick. The progress of Kinta, however, pro- 
mises to be sustained for a good many years, and it would be advisable to make 
additions to the hospitals, so that it may be possible for each patient to be allowed a 
greater cubic and floor space than in the past. 


(b). The type of ward is not suitable. They have been constructed for four 
rows of beds instead of two. The buildings are consequently too wide for easy venti- 
lation and rapid change of the foul air within; the stuffiness and closeness inside 
point to this. The wards are too low at the wall plates: twelve feet should be the 
lowest limit. The patients next the wooden walls, which are not protected from the 
direct rays of the sun, suffer much from the heat, and have good reason for their com- 
plaints. In all new buildings I trust the new plan I suggested, and which has been 
adopted at Ipoh, will be adhered to. That is long narrow wards for two rows of beds, 
and protected all round by a verandah. Ample provision should be made for venti- 
lation, so that the expired and heated air could find an easy exit above, and a constant 
fresh current of air be admitted from below. 

(c). Defictency in the qualifications and actual strength of staff. For the 
medical treatment of sick, and administration of three District Hospitals, in which 
alone 6,747 indoor patients received aid, there is only one qualified surgeon, who has, 
besides the professional care of a large body of Europeans residing at distant points 
at the different stations in this big district, the duties of Health Officer and Assistant 
Superintendent of Vaccination to attend to, and also to do the correspondence con- 
nected with the Medical Department in Kinta. The attention of the District Surgeon 
cannot be given to each individual patient in the hospitals, and his work as regards 
this actually consists in giving general directions as to treatment and management 
of diseases and in attending specially to severe cases as much as possible. The treat- 
ment of the hospital sick practically devolves on the subordinate staff, whose medical 
education is not sufficient to fit them for the duties they are expected to perform ; and 
what experience they have is not based on sound principles, which are only to be 
gained by education at a Medical School, but consists of a sort of rule of thumb 
knowledge of medicines and diseases, picked up in the wards. They therefore cannot 
fully appreciate the action of medicines, the nature of diseases, and the value of 
instruction given them. The actual numerical strength also of the subordinate staff 
has been weak. It would perhaps not be considered out of place, and the facts 
justify it, to ask for a comparison to be made between the strength and qualifications 
of the subordinate staff provided for the Larut hospitals and the work to be done, with 
that in Kinta, and that they be put on an equal footing. With a better qualified and 
larger staff the sick could receive that individual attention and careful nursing the 
importance of which cannot be over-estimated. Both the size of the district and the 
increased amount of work require another qualified man to be appointed for the post 
of Assistant District Surgeon. This would be more satisfactory than a division under 
two District Surgeons. 


(d). The supply of medicines has been ample, and the only change to be sug- 
gested as regards this is that smaller supplies and at shorter intervals be obtained 
from the Crown Agents, for in a trying climate such as this they do not keep well 
without deteriorating and becoming less efficacious in thcir action. 


(ce). The insufficient accommodation, necessitating the restriction of admissions 
and preference being given to those who are badly ill. \t could therefore be easily 
understood if, say, a hundred selected bad cases are taken, in that there would be 
many deaths, and without the ordinary run of diseases taken into hospital which do 

* not terminate fatally there is no dilution down, so to put it, and the percentage of 
deaths is high. 

8. The conditions without the hospitals act chiefly by causing a delay in the 
patients applying for hospital treatment, allowing their diseases to proceed to an 
advanced stage and leaving permanent organic changes in the tissues. The following 
are the most important points which have come under notice. 

(2). The prejudice of the natives against European medicines and treatment and 
the restrictions and discipline in hospitals, and in favour of their own medicine-men 
in slight ailments, and at the commencement of more severe complaints. Later on, 
when the symptoms are more pronounced, and they become more helpless, greater 
faith is shown in the hospitals. Then there are both the effects of disease and mal- 
treatment to overcome before obtaining a cure. It is, however, satisfactory to observe 
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that these prejudices are gradually being lost, especially by the older residents in 
the State, and time and increased popularity of the hospitals will, it is to be hoped, 
bring about a change. 

(4). The desire of the coolies themselves, when sick, to work as long as possible 
and earn money, or, on the part of the employers, to exact as much work as possible 
from the men. The reluctance of the employers to let their coolies leave the kongsis 
and come to hospital, especially Sin-kehs, as many abscond after regaining health. 
Instances of ill-treatment by the employers have been met with, and cases instituted 
and fines imposed. 

(c). The situation of the mines, which are steadily working away from the hos- 
pital centres, increasing the difficulty and cost in the transport of the sick. The 
rough methods of transport, besides subjecting them to much suffering, and not unfre- 
quently causing actual injury. A suggestion has been made to the employers of 
labour, as I have reported, and a large sum of money has already been subscribed, to 
provide ambulance carts, which are to ply regularly between the various hospitals and 
centres where groups of mines are located, to convey the sick to the former. 

g. The purposes the local hospitals serve must not be lost sight of. They 
are essentially pauper institutions. In more advanced countries the various classes 
of patients here mixed up in one place would be divided up amongst at least three 
different institutions :—(i). Ordinary hospitals, for treatment of acute curable cases ; 
(ii). Incurable Hospitals; (iii). and lastly, others would go into the Homes for the 
Dying, which, as a new idea, the papers lately intimated have been started in 
London, etc. The Chinese have superstitions about deaths occurring in their houses, 
and more so in kongsi-houses occupied by large bodies of coolies, and for this reason, 
and to avoid the cost of a funeral, they send those not expected to recover to hospital 
to end their days there and be buried at Government expense. I have already stated 
that 23°45 per cent of the deaths occurred within 48 houses of admission; this will 
convey an idea as to what extent the hospitals are utilised as reception houses for 
those in a dying state. 


Diseases. 


10. Only those which have been prominent, either as regards numbers treated or 
have produced a high death rate, are noticed, and they are tabulated below.

These eight diseases alone account for 5,576 patients out of the 6,747 treated, 
and for 785 out of the go8 deaths during the year 1892, and on comparison with the 
figures of 1891 it would be observed that, with the exception of beri-beri, which shows 
a decrease of 220, all the others have had a rise. In paragraph 3 I made the state- 
ment that the larger number in the hospitals was due to the fact that a bigger 
number of men were working, exposed to the bad influences of newly-cleared 
land. On reference to above table it will be noticed that under dysentery, malarial 
fevers and diarrhoea, diseases directly resulting from living under such conditions, 
the increase is great. Then, again, most of those admitted under debility actually 
have their systems debilitated from having had previous attacks of bowel disease 
or fever. The ulcers, too, chiefly of the leg, result from injuries received in the 
mines and subsequent irritation of the wounds by working in foul and muddy 
water. The death rate under every head in the table shows a reduction in 1892. The 
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remarks in paragraph 8 regarding the delay in patients coming for hospital treatment 
apply most to bowel complaints and fevers, and one could only hope to lessen the rate 
of mortality by being placed in a position to direct attention to these diseases at their 
onset. 

Outdoor Patients. 

11. There were 1,349 more patients than in 1891, and this although the mines 
are getting further removed from the hospitals. It is under the same diseases I have 
already made mention of under the indoor patients that the largest number were 
treated. 

GAOL HOSPITAL. 

12. This year proper records were kept and returns forwarded to Government as 
in the other hospitals. /x-door Patients.—A total of 285 were treated, with 7 deaths; 
2°45 per cent. Four of the deaths were due to phthisis, 2 diarrhoea, and 1 debility; 
three of the prisoners who died were men under sentence for vagrancy. In all 223 
vagrants were committed to gaol, and out of them 67 had to be taken into hospital. 
The majority were subjects of chronic disease, and were more fit to be sent to a hos- 
pital than to work in a gaol. The Prison throughout was kept clean and in good 
order by the Gaoler, Mr. Newman, and the health of the convicts generally was satis- 
factory. There was a daily average of 8°51 in the hospital, out of a daily average of 
122'04 convicts. The Dresser in charge, however, had a deal of work to attend to in 
connection with the outdoor patients. 


QUARANTINE HOSPITAL. 

13. The district was remarkably free from contagious diseases. No cases of 
cholera were reported, and only seven of small-pox, with no deaths. Some of these cases 
of small-pox occurred in crowded centres, and yet the disease did not, as in previous 
years take an epidemic form. This appears to be a satisfactory test of the protection 
the natives have received from vaccination. 


VACCINATION. 

14. A total of 2,946 subjects were vaccinated, against 376 the year before. The 
perfect cases numbered 2,444, and 28 were modified, 192 failed, and 282 were not 
seen, the failures amounted to 6'51 per cent only. Not only was vaccination per- 
formed in all the three chief divisions of the Kinta district, but it was extended into 
Kuala Kangsar district, also over a large tract of country down the river from Blanja 
to Bota. The work altogether was carried over a large area, and the results are credit- 
able to the vaccinator.

The rainfall has been much smaller than in former years. The total for Batw Gajah 
was only 79°35 inches ; Gopeng; 102°53; Ipoh, 96:79. At Batu Gajah in 1891, with a 
total of 11520 inches, there were 132 rainy days, but in 1892, with only 79°35 inches, 
there were 162 rainy days.

No. 249.—DISTRICT SURGEON'S REPORT ON YENG WAH HospiTAat, TAIPING, 
FOR 1892. 

To THE STATE SURGEON, TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my annual report for 1892. 

2. The admissions into hospital shew an increase when compared with 1891; the 
numbers are as follow :—2,732 in 1891, and 3,544 for 1892. ; 

3. This increase can partly be accounted for by the fact that Chinese come from 
longer distances for treatment than they formerly did; many have come from Selama, 
Kuala Kangsar, the Plus, Waterloo and Matang. This, no doubt, is due to the easier 
method of transport, and also, I think, to the Chinese appreciating more and more the 
European method of treatment. 

4. From Waterloo Estate, where large numbers of coolies are employed, we had 
many patients. Hitherto only Tamils have been engaged there, but now Chinese are 
worked, and this is another source of patients which did not exist in 1891. 
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5. The Hospital is now surrounded by a high fence, and almost complete control 
can be exercised over the patients. Their friends are now prevented bringing in 
food, etc., from outside, and this, in my opinion, has had a great deal to do with 
reducing the mortality in diarrhoea and dysentery cases. 

6. The death-rate at the Yeng Wah again shews a decrease, and it is now as low 
as a pauper hospital may be permitted to hope to reach.

The steady eels a tie eral for the last three years is very satisfactory, 
and its gradval reduction year by year would show that the low percentage of deaths 
for 1892 1 is not an accident. 

7. There were 715 admissions for ulcers—a very large number—but this is always 
so in a pauper hospital. For bowel complaints (diarrhawa and dysentery) 532 sought 
admission. The percentage of deaths to numbers treated is 13°96; the previous year 
the figures were 12°12. The death-rate is still high. Arsenite of copper treatment 
in some chronic cases was found to be successful; in very severe cases an enema of 
pulo ipecac., plumbi acet. and extract opium gave excellent results; a powder of salol, 
red gum and opium was also found to be useful. 

8. If the Chinese would only seek admission when they were first attacked 
with diarrhoea and dysentery, much more could be done for them. 

g. The admissions for beri-beri are nearly the same as for 1891, but the type 
was of a very severe kind. Many cases of the acute form were admitted, and usually 
proved fatal. This acute variety of beri-beri has been gradually becoming less and 
less, but during 1892 it has increased very considerably among the Chinese, and, this 
is why the death rate of beri-beri is so much higher than it has been for years.

to. In a minute paper (C.. s. 3464/92) iodine was Saeed as a cure for beri-beri. 
Dr. Ridley, Director of Gardens and Forests, Singapore, states as follows :— We 


administered iodine, 3 drops first day, 4 second day, and 5 third, and rubbed it on the 
legs. In three davs there was no more lowness, and the swelling and puffiness dis- 
appeared.” It is just quite possible that the swelling and puffiness were due to 
excessive walking, and that the rest that was given to men when under the iodine 
treatment did them more good than anything. ‘Two cases of acute beri-beri were put 
on the iodine treatment as directed by Dr. Ridley: one died and the other recovered. 

11, The pathology of beri-beri is now being worked at by a large number of 
investigators, and the conclusions arrived at are remarkable for their want of unan- 
imity. Thus, Lacerda considers the blood to be at fault ; he states that an ascomycetes 
which exists in the soil, or may be connected with the food (rice or fish), is the real 
cause of the disease. 

12. Pekelharing attributes the disease to a diplococcus, Ogata to a bacillus, and 
Taylor to a spirillum. Dr. Rowell and Surgeon-General Takaki put the causation of 
this disease to the rice dict, which is deficient as a nitrogenous diet. Gripke and 
Mura trace the disease to bad fish, Simmons and Scheube attribute the disease to a 
miasma, while Weintraub traces it to a noxa which enters the body through the 
respiratory system. 

13. I have mentioned all these different causes just to shew how very uncertain 
the knowledge of the real cause of beri-beri is. Dr. Scott, who was for some years 
District Surgeon of Kinta, where he had considerable opportunities of seeing beri-beri 
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in its different stages, considers that the nervous system is affected by the rays of the 
sun attacking the skin and the deeper nervous structures when the men are at work 
at the bottom of a tin mine. 

14. From my experience of beri-beri I think there is a great deal in what 
Dr. Scott says. J have often seen Chinese come into hospital with large blebs on 
their skin, caused by the sun. This theory would also account for the fact that 
women and children are not attacked, although they have the same food and live in 
the same surroundings. The Tamil coolies are usually exposed to the sun quite as 
much as Chinese, but their skin contains more pigment, and they are therefore not 
so susceptible to the rays of the sun. 

15. In my report last year I made some statements about the prevalence of the 
opium habit among the Chinese, and with a view of getting at the actual facts of the 
case as they shew themselves among the patients of the Yeng Wah, I made certain 
enquiries as to the proportion of opium smokers to non-opium smokers, their relative 
death rates, and the quantity each man was in the habit of smoking. 

16. Out of a total number of 2,562 patients who sought admission into hospital, 
1,502—a little more than half—were, on their own testimony, opium smokers. ‘The 
death rates of the two are as follow :—Opium smokers, 18°64 ; Non-opiumsmokers, 10°84. 

17. The average daily quantity of chandu smoked by each man came to 8 hoons, 
although there were two patients who consumed 40 hoons each, and several 20 to 30 
hoons. 

18. Returning to the question of the mortality of the opium habit versus the 
non-opium habit, it would at first sight appear that the mortality among opium 
smokers was very high and was no doubt due to their pernicious custom. 

1g. It should, however, be remembered that many Chinamen take to excessive 
opium smoking only when they are suffering from some incurable or painful disease, 
such as phthisis (consumption) or chronic diarrhoea and dysentery. In support of 
this I may mention that out of a total number of 280 deaths among opium-smokers, 
75 were due to bowel complaints and 57 to phthisis, while among the non-opium 
smokers, bowel complaints caused 55 deaths and phthisis only 11. 1 am therefore 
still of the same opinion as I was last year, that moderate opium smoking is not such 
a deadly practice as many say it is.—by moderate opium smoking I mean those who 
consume five to seven hoons a day. 

20. Mr. Wray, Curator of the Perak Museum and State Geologist, has been good 
enough to find out the relative amount of extract opium (B.P.) in one hoon of chandu, 
and he makes it come to 3.66 grains of the extract opium of the British Pharmacopeeia, 
so that a man who smokes 40 hoons of chandu inhales 120 grains of opium a day; the 
the average man of 8 hoons would take 24 grains. This amount appears to be rather 
appalling when it is remembered that four grains of extract opium would cause death 
if swallowed. : 

21. The chandu smoked by the Chinese loses much of its strength in its method 
of preparation. I gave a Chinaman who was in the habit of taking 10 hoons of 
chandu daily, 20 grains of extract of opium of the British ‘Pharmacopcia. He 
smoked it all, and stated it was very strong, but it did not prevent him going about his 
duties, nor did he sleep after the smoke, although his pupils were slightly contracted. 
When asked to smoke 30 grains next time, he refused to do so, stating that the effect 
of the extract of opium smoking was much longer than chandu, lasting many hours 
(seven or eight), whereas the effect of chandu passes off very quickly. 

22. These experiments all tend to show how very little morphia must be in the 
chandu, and how slight an amount enters the system through the lungs. 

23. Venereal Disease—A table comparing the last three years is appended.

The steady increase of venereal diseases is very marked, and the figures speak 
for themselves.

25. The type of intermittent and remittent fever was, gencrally speaking, not a 
very fatal one. The worst cases admitted came from Waterloo Estate, but it is only 
fair to mention that many who were employed on this estate were coolies whose 
health had already been ruined elsewhere. 

26. Surgical Operations.—The following are the major operations performed 
during the year :—Cataract—Double, 4. Single, 3. otal, 7. Five were successful 
and two partially so. 

27. Amputation. (i)—A Chinaman from Port Weld, admitted 3oth May, with 
a compound comminuted fracture of the left femur into the knee-joint, caused by a 
railway accident at Port Weld. The soft parts were terribly lacerated from the knee 
to the ankle; the muscles of the right leg from the knee to the foot were also exten- 
sively injured. The patient at the time of admission was very blanched from great 
loss of blood, and was suffering from severe shock. Amputation above the knee-joint 
on the left side was performed. Patient died ten hours after, from shock. 

28. (ii). —A Chinaman, admitted from Tupai for compound comminuted fracture 
of both legs, caused by a heavy block of stone falling on him. Patient had lost much 
blood before admission, and was in a very feeble condition. Amputation performed 
from the lower third of the right leg. The patient never rallied, and died four hours 
after admission. 

2g. (iti). A Chinaman, admitted roth March for compound comminuted fracture 
of right fore-arm. Amputation performed at the bend of the elbow. Discharged 
cured, roth May. 

30. (iv).—A man admitted for circumscribed pulsating swelling about the size of 
a walnut, situated in the left groin, and in the line of the femoral artery. The tumour 
was easily compressible; by pressing the artery above the swelling, the tumour became 
much smaller ; digital compression of the common iliac artery caused the patient great 
pain. As the case was diagnosed as one of aneurism of the upper portion of the 
femoral artery, it was decided to ligature the external iliac artery. This was done on 
the 12th October ; the operation lasted half an hour. Some difficulty was experienced 
in passing the needle under the artery, owing to its great depth; it was, however, 
eventually accomplished, and the tumour at once lost its pulsation ; pulsation in the 
popliteal and tibial arteries was also stopped. Five hours after the operation the limb 
was feeling colder than its fellow, but this only lasted a short time. Patient's tem- 
perature on the night of the operation was 101 ; next morning it was normal. Patient 
never had another bad symptom, and was discharged on 3rd November, the original 
tumour in the groin having become much harder and considerably reduced in size, and 
was practically cured. 

31. (v).—A Chinaman, admitted May 31st, for three well-defined tumours on 
both shoulders. The one on the left shoulder was about the size of a large man’s 
fist; it was removed, but it required deep dissection to accomplish this. The man 
refused to have the others cut out, and went out of the Hospital at his own request, 
being afraid to take chloroform again. 

32. (vi).—A tumour of a fibroid nature, situated at the angle of the jaw, it was 
connected with the parotid gland. Healed up by first intention. Size of tumour, 
about the size of large orange. 

33. I quote these cases from the Hospital records, to show the kind of work we 
are occasionally called upon to perform. 

34. The operation of ligature of the external iliac is rather a rare one, and I 
venture to remark that, as far as I am aware, it is the first time that this artery has 
been tied successfully in Perak or in the Native States. 
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OUT-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


35. This department still continues to be most fully attended, and the crowds of 
men that are to be seen in the waiting room of the Yeang Wah Hospital at 3-30 p.m., 
every day distinctly points to the popularity of this system of treatment; 4,987 
patients were treated during the year. 

36. At Kamunting the patients are seen daily by a Dresser. There, too, large 
numbers flock; 1,894 were attended to, and received advice and medicines. 


LEPERS. 
37. One hundred and ten lepers were transferred from the Yeang Wah to Pulau 
Jerejak Hospital during the year. 


THE HOME FOR DECREPIT CHINESE. 

38. On the roth February last year a spacious brick ward, capable of holding 50 
male patients, who from old age, blindness, or other physica! infirmity are unable to 
earn their own living, are admitted, and treated with a few comforts, such as tobacco 
and a little chandu. 

39. This building supplies a much-felt want, and is greatly appreciated by the 
Chinese.

41. Gardening is the only occupation the inmates are able to have at present, 
but I hope during the year to introduce some kind of work suitable for this class of 
patient, more especially for the blind, of whom there are fourteen. 

42. Another ward has also been built at the back of the Yeang Wah Hospital. 
It was intended to be a sort of Lock Hospital, but, owing to certain objections that 
have recently been raised, the ward has remained practically unoccupied. 


THE LUNATIC WARD. 


43. During the year under review 110 lunatics have been under treatment. This 
Ward has always been overcrowded, and the death-rate has in consequence been 
higher than it would otherwise have been.

44. During the year two large buildings have been constructed—one to hold 
male lunatics and the other for females. Owing to the insufficiency of the vote, 
the buildings could not be completed in 1892, and therefore could not be occupied. 
There appears to be, however, good reason to suppose that the lunatics will be able 
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to occupy these buildings by May, 1893. The lunatics have, as usual, done a consider- 
able amount of gardening, and during the year earned $397.70 by the sale of tapioca, 
flour, etc. 

45. The general type of lunatic we have to deal with is not a very dangerous 
one; he usually is of the imbecile variety, and is quiet and amenable to discipline. 

46. Dresser Hong Chan has looked after the inmates most carefully. He is very 
successful in dealing with this class of patient, and great credit is due to him for the 
able way he makes the attendants look after the lunatics; this is testified to by the 
fact that there was not a single case of suicide during the year. 

47. Towards the end of 1892 one of the lunatics developed small-pox. He was 
promptly isolated, and I am glad to say no other case occurred. 


HOSPITAL BUILDINGS. 

48. Very little was done during the year. The. floors of two wards were re- 
cemented. ‘ 
STAFF. 

49. Mr. De Cruz has been Acting Apothecary during the year, and he has per- 
formed his duties satisfactorily. He has been ably assisted by Mr. Dutton, and 
much of the successful treatment of the patients is due to these two. : 

50. Dresser Saw Ah Choy has done his work well. He has often been called 
upon to do cattle inspection, besides his ward work. Whatever he undertakes he 
performs well. 

51. Mr. Moreira, Hospital Steward and Store-keeper, has, as usual, been very 
attentive to his duties. The care he takes about the grounds is unceasing, and the 
picturesque state of the gardens is greatly due to his great care and attention. 

52. Dressers Thamboo and Supramanian have tried to do their duties well. 

53. Mr. Khuan Thye, Clerk and Interpreter, has now learnt his duties, which were 
quite new to him when he was first appointed, and gives satisfaction. 

GENERAL. 

54. During the year the Assistant Magistrate at Tapah was brought into Taiping 
suffering with a bad type of typhoid fever. The only possible source of this disease must 
have been from the water, which in Tapah is defective. The inhabitants there depend 
on the river for their supply. The bath and kitchen tubs belonging to Government 
officers are filled by the prisoners, who ought to get the water from the top of the 
river before it passes through the town, but this means going a considerable distance. 
If the water is taken below the town—that is, after all the sewerage of Tapah has drained 
into the river—the distance is comparatively near, and no doubt occasionally this is 
done, when opportunity shews itself. Here, then, is one of the possible sources of 
infection. Another possible cause is the filter. Conspicuous among the furniture 
allowed to a Junior Officer on his first appointment is a filter. Armed with this, he 
imagines that he will be able to drink any water after it has passed through it; unfortu- 
nately, the filter with which Government supplies him appears to have been con- 
structed as if cleaning it was quite unnecessary; so, after a time, the water which 
passes through it is really worse than it ever was before. I know perfectly well that 
the filter owned by the late Assistant Magistrate at Tapah had not been cleaned for 
two years. I am of opinion that it would be much better if Government supplied a 
different sort of filter—one that could be taken to pieces and cleaned at least monthly, 

55. In the treatment of Government officers and their families when ill, much 
benefit has been derived by their removing to the different hill bungalows, which are 
placed as their disposal by the Government. A much-felt want is a house situated on 
the sea-shore, where sea bathing could be indulged in. With a sea-coast as we have 
in Perak, this should be accomplished without much difficulty, and I beg to commend 
this suggestion as being one worthy of the favourable consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. - 

56. During the year the Hospital has been visited by Dr. Graham, of Sumatra; 
Rev. F. W. Haines, Chaplain of Selangor; Mr. Frederick Verney; Mr. W. H. 
Treacher, Acting British Resident; Mr. W. Dick, Surgeon-Captain, and Sir Charles 
Warren. They all expressed themselves pleased with what they had seen.

1. The Council meets at 11 a.m. pursuant to notice. 


2. The application of Penghulu Che Ngah Mahamin, of Temelong, 
for an increase of salary is considered by the Council. It is ordered that 
the salary of Penghulu Che Ngah Mahamin of Temelong be increased to 
$240 per annum without chabut, with effect from the Ist February, 1893. 


3. The resignation of Alang Abdullah, Penghulu of Senggang, Kuala 
Kangsar, is accepted by the Council, with effect from the 1st April, 1893. 


The Council approves of the appointment of Raja Alang Jafar, Malay 
Writer, Kuala Kangsar Court, as his successor on a salary of $360 per 
annum without chabut, with effect from the Ist April, 1893. 


4. The Council considers the appeal to the Sultan in Council by 
Mr. A. B. Rathborne against the decision of the Residency Court given on 
the 30th August, 1892, in the case of W. H. Tate v. A. B. Rathborne, 
whereby an injunction was issued against Mr. A. B. Rathborne restraining 
him from undertaking contracts in any part of Perak other than the 
districts of Lower Perak and Batang Padang. Messrs. A. B. Rathborne, 
the appellant, and W. H. Tate, the respondent, are both present, and state 
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that they have nothing to add to the proceedings in the Residency Court and 
their written statements since submitted to the Council. 


The British Resident states that the Council has fully considered the 
evidence adduced by both parties to the suit and their subsequent argu- 
ments. He then reads the decision of the Council reversin: the decision of 
the Residency Court, removing the injunction against tle appellant and 
ordering that judgment be entered up for the appellant with costs, both as 
in this case and in the Residency Court. 


5. The Council confirms the sentence of death passed by the Senior 
Magistrate’s Court on Alang Mahman and Ngah Prang on the 22nd Feb- 
ruary, 1893, for the murder of Si Dengang, a river hawker, on or about 
the 7th April, 1892, on the Perak river, and orders that the sentence be 
carried out at Taiping on Tuesday the 4th April, 1893. 


6. The sentence of death passed on a Malay named Ali Mat by the 
Senior Magistrate’s Court on the 23rd day of February, 1893, for the 
murder of Lebai Marasah at Tebing Rebah, Lower Perak, on or about the 
29th November, 1892, is confirmed by the Council and ordered to be carried - 
out at Taiping on the 6th day of April, 1893. 


7. The application of Haji Muhammad, Penghulu of Lambor Kanan, 
Kuala Kangsar, for an increase of salary is discussed and postponed for 
further enquiry. 


8. The Council approves of the appointment of Che Mustapha bin 
Ngah Kamat as Katuah of Matang, on a salary of $120 per annum, with 
effect from the 1st April, 1893. 


9. A draft Order in Council to provide for the more effectual preven- 
tion of crime and for the supervision of habitual criminals is explained 
by the British Resident to the Council. 


After discussion, it is passed unanimously by the Council without 
amendment and is numbered No. 2 of 1893. 


10. <A draft Order in Council to facilitate succession to the estate of 
deceased persons in Perak and to lessen the cost of such cases where the 
value of the estate does not exceed $500, is submitted and explained to the 
Council. 


The Order is passed unanimously and is numbered No. 3 of 1893. 


11. A draft Order amending Order in Council No. 2 of 1892, intituled 
“Transmission of Chinese Letters,” is submitted to the Council, and is passed 
and numbered No. 4 of 1893. 


12. The Council approves of the salary of Abas, Penghulu of Bagan 
Datoh, Lower Perak, being increased to $240 per annum without chabut, 
with effect from the 1st April, 1893. 


13. The Council, after some discussion, agrees to a grant of $36 per 
annum to Haji Muhammad Noh bin Laksamana as a compassionate allowance, 
in addition to his present allowance. 


14. The Council orders that the pension of Raja Jaharah be cancelled.

POLICE SUPERVISION.

HEREAS it is expedient to make provision for the more 
effectual prevention of crime and for the supervision of 
habitual criminals, it is hereby ordered as follows :— 


1. When a person is convicted in the Court of a Magistrate 
of the First Class of a crime, and a previous conviction of a crime is 
proved against him, the Court may, in addition to any other punish- 
ment which it may award to him, direct that he is to be subject to 
the supervision of the Police for a period of three years, or such 
less period as the Court may direct, commencing immediately after 
the expiration of the sentence passed on him for the last of such 
crimes. 


2. Every person subject to the supervision of the Police who 
is at large in the State shall notify the place of his residence to the 
Chief Police Officer of the district in which his residence is situated, 
and shall, whenever he changes such residence within the same 
police district, notify such change to the Chief Police Officer of the 
district, and whenever he changes his residence from one police 
district to another, shall notify such change of residence to the 
Chief Police Officer of the district which he is leaving, and to the 
Chief Police Officer of the district into which he goes to reside. 
Moreover, every person subject to the supervision of the Police, if 
a male, shall once in each month report himself, at such time as 
may be prescribed by the Chief Police Officer of the district in 
which such person may be, either to such Chief Police Officer 
himself, or to such other person as that officer may direct. 


3. If any person subject to the supervision ot the Police who 
is at large in the State remains in any place for forty-eight hours 
without notifying the place of his residence to the Chief Police 
Officer of the district in which such place is situated, or fails to 
comply with the requisitions of Section 2 hereof on the occasion of 
any change of residence, or with the requisitions of Section 2 hereof 
as to reporting himself once in each month, he shall in every such 
case, unless he proves to the satisfaction of the Court before which 
he isried that he did his best to act in conformity with the law, 
be guilty of an offence against this Order in Council, and upon 
conviction thereof, he shall be subject to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding one year. 


Courts of Magistrates of the Second Class shall have jurisdiction 
to try offenders under this Section. 


4. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date 
of the publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

HEREAS it is expedient to facilitate succession to the estate 

of deceased persons in Perak and to lessen the cost of the 

same in cases where such estates are of small value, it is hereby 
enacted as follows :- ; 


1. The following words and expressions shall bear the mean- 
ings hereby assigned to them unless there be something in the 
subject or context. repugnant to such construction. 


District Magistrate means the officer for the time being in 
charge of the land revenue and administration of a district. 


Court means the Court of the Senior Magistrate of Perak. 


Small value includes real and personal effects not exceeding 
$500 in value, exclusive of what the deceased was possessed of or 
entitled to as trustee, and not beneficially. 


2. In all cases where an application is made for a grant of 
probate or letters of administration and the estate and effects are 
of small value, an uniform fee of two dollars shall be charged, which 
fee shall include and be in lieu of all Court and other fees, charges 
and expenses payable in respect of the application and grant. The 
said fee shall be paid in stamps, which shall be affixed to the 
petition before the same is received. 

3. No grant of probate or letters of administration shall be 
invalid by reason of the estate and effects of the deceased being 
subsequently discovered to be of a greater value than five hundred 
dollars, but in that case a sum equal to the aggregate amount of the 
stamp duty payable on an affidavit in respect of the true value of 
such estate and effects and of the Court fees which would have been 
payable in respect of the application for the grant shall be a debt 
due to His Highness the Sultan of Perak from the person acting in 
the administration of such estate and effects, and no allowance shall 
be made in respect of the fee of two dollars previously paid. 


4. Where the estate is of small value it shall not be necessary 
to require the grantee to give an administration bond, unless in any 
particular case the Magistrate who makes the grant thinks it desir- 
able that such bond should be given. 


Any person claiming to succeed to any proprietary right in 
land, whether by inheritance, gift, or otherwise, the value of which 
does not exceed five hundred dollars, may apply to the District 
Magistrate of the district in which the land is situated to make an 
order declaring that the applicant is so entitled, and the District 
Magistrate, if it appears to him after a notice of such application 
has been published for the period of one calendar month in the 
Government Gazette, and after such enquiry from the Penghulu of 
the district and from other persons as he may see fit ta make, that 
the applicant is so entitled, shall make an order to that effect, and 
enter the same in a register to be kept for that purpose, and furnish 
the applicant with a copy thereof, and shall cause the title to the 
land to be‘transferred to the applicant thereunder. 

6. No fees shall be chargeable in respect of any such applica- 
tion except the transfer fees in force for the time being in cases in 
which the land is transferred. 
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7. Should it be subsequently proved that the value of any such Provision in

His ExceLency THe GovERNoR, accompanied by his Private Secretary 
(Mr. Norton), Mr. F. G. Penney and the British Resident of Perak, left 
Penang at 9 a.m. on the 10th May, and proceeded by steam launch to 
Batu Kawan, where they were met by the Hon. J. M. B. Vermont. After 
lunching at Batu Kawan and inspecting the sugar mill, His Excellency 
continued his journey to Nibong Tebal, where Mr. Vermont and the 
Province Wellesley officers, who had so far accompanied His Excellency, 
remained, and the Governor continued his journey to Parit Buntar with the 
Resident of Perak and the District Magistrate, Krian (Mr. C. Wray). 


The Governor spent the night at Parit Buntar, and starting at 7.30 a.m. 
on the 11th, drove to Kuala Kurau (13 miles) by the Jalan Bharu, the road 
passing through padi fields in its entire length. Colonel Walker, c.u.c., 
(Commandant Perak Sikhs) and Mr. Bird (P.W.D.) were also of the party 
from Parit Buntar. His Excellency travelled from Kuala Kurau to 
Bagan Serai (14 miles) by steam launch. Both banks of the river are planted 
with sugar as far as the eye can reach. After luncheon at Bagan Serai 
His Excellency and party drove by the new road through Bukit Semanggol 
to Krian Road Railway Station (15 miles), where they were met by the 
Secretary to Government and the Resident Engineer for Railways. From 
this place a special train conveyed His Excellency and party to Taiping 
(6 miles), where they arrived shortly after 2 p.m. The Governor was received 
at the Taiping Railway Station by His Highness the Sultan of Perak, his sons 
and a number of Malay Rajas and chiefs, together with all the principal 
residents of Taiping, both European and Chinese. A Guard of Honour 
from the Perak Sikhs was drawn up outside the station, and His Excellency 
drove to the Residency with H.H. the Sultan, escorted by a troop of sowars 
under the command of Lieutenant Martin (Connaught Rangers), whilst a 
salute was fired from Fort Carnarvon. Lady and the Misses Clementi Smith, 
accompanied by Captain Talbot, a.p.c., arrived at 7.30 p.m. and were met 
by the Resident. H.H. the Sultan and a party dined at the Residency 
to meet His Excellency and Lady Clementi Smith. 


On the 12th His Excellency visited the Taiping Prison, the Museum, 
the new Chinese Protectorate and the Hospitals, accompanied on his inspec- 
tion by the Resident and Heads of Departments concerned. In the evening 
is Excellency and Lady Clementi held a reception at the Residency, which 
was attended by H.H. the Sultan and all the principal residents of Taiping. 


On the 13th His Excellency, accompanied by the Resident, proceeded to 
the Cottage, on Gunong Ijau, where they remained till the afternoon of the 
16th. 


At 8 a.m. on the 17th His Excellency inspected the Perak Sikhs on 
parade and complimented the Commandant and his officers on the satisfac- 
tory condition of the Force. At 10 a.m. the Governor, Lady Clementi and 
party, accompanied by His Highness the Sultan, the Resident and a number 
of Malay chiefs and European officers, proceeded by special train to Port 
Weld, where, having taken farewell of the Sultan, the Governor and party 
embarked on the Perak s.y. Mena and steamed to the Colonial s.s. Sea 
Belle, in which vessel His Excellency proceeded to the Dindings, the 
s.y. Mena accompanying. His Excellency reached Lumut at 5.45 p.m., 
and having landed and inspected the station, left for Teluk Anson at 2 a.m. 
on the 18th, arriving at that port at 9 a.m.

The Governor landed at Teluk Anson at 11 a.m., being received by the 
Superintendent of Lower Perak and his staff, the Datoh Laksamana and a 
number of Malays and Chinese, and after inspecting the Guard of Honour 
proceeded to a temporary platform close by the jetty, where a special train 
was in waiting. ‘The route from the jetty to the platform was covered by a 
canopy, with arches and artistic decorations of tropical foliage. Before 
entering the train and in the presence of the company who had received 
His Excellency, and a great crowd of natives of various nationalities, His 
Excellency addressed Sergeant Basok, who last year rescued the Governor 
from drowning in the Kinta river. At the close of his address His 
Excellency pinned on to Sergeant Basok’s coat the bronze medal which had 
been awarded to him by the Royal Humane Society for his courageous 
devotion. 


The train then started, and after stopping at the main station to take 
up a number of lady passengers, steamed to the Bidor Bridge, where Lady 
Clementi, at the invitation of Mr. Hanson, the Resident Engineer for 
Railways, performed the ceremony of driving the last rivet in the iron 
superstructure. The bridge was then crossed and the 16th mile reached 
without incident, the smoothness of the travelling being the cause of 
general remark. His Excellency and the invited guests, to the number 
of about 60, sat down to luncheon served in a shed erected for the 
occasion. The luncheon over, the Resident addressed the Governor, and by 
request of His Highness the Sultan, who was unable to attend, requested 
His Excellency to declare the first section of the Kinta Valley Railway 
open. The Governor having replied and duly opened the line, the general 
company returned by train to Teluk Anson, while His Excellency, ac- 
companied by the Resident and the District Magistrate, Batang Padang, 
proceeded by road to Tapah (6 miles) where the Government buildings 
were inspected. His Excellency returned by the same way to the railway 
and the sixteen miles to Teluk Anson was accomplished in 45 minutes. 


The Governor having taken leave of the Superintendent of Lower 
Perak (Mr. Noel Denison), at once proceeded on board the Sea Belle, and 
left for Kuala Bernam. 


On leaving Perak Sir Cecil Clementi Smith expressed his great satis- 
faction with all he had seen in the State, and desired the Resident to convey 
His Excellency’s thanks to all those concerned in his reception.

No. 266.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Str,—TI have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 


1. On the 12th I proceeded to Ijok to inspect the bridle-paths, etc. I returned 
to Selama on the 13th in a downpour of rain, and found the road flouded and many of 
the bridges under water. The Malays at Ijok say it was the highest flood they ever 
remember having seen. The river there rose ten feet, and the Rest-house, which is 
about two chains from the river bank, had the water on a level with the floor. The 
irrigation dam stood the strain wonderfully well, but the natives were very much 
afraid of it being carried away by the rush of the water. However, the prompt 
measures taken entirely averted the danger, and I have no fear but that it is quite 
strong enough to stand any strain. 


2. I inspected the pepper gardens on the 15th, and found the plants looking 
remarkably well. 


3. On the 18th f drove to Ijok Bridge to see some new land the Penghulu Wan 
Abu Bakar is taking up there. He intends to build a house and live there, leaving 
his son, the Assistant Penghulu, in charge of the village of Ijok. 


4. On the roth I proceeded to Krian to inspect the river-clearing work, and 
to see the tongkang which was undergoing repairs at Nebong Tebal. Work was 
commenced again on the 23rd. 


5. I went on the 22nd to Penang on leave. 


6. Professor Vaughan Svensen, who has been living at Ijok for some months 
past, left for Penang on the 28th, having completed his work there. 


7. Mr. Lapicque, accompanied by Captain Durand, of the yacht Sem/ramis, 
arrived here on the 26th on a scientific expedition. On the 28th I went with them to 
Ulu Selama to visit the Semang settlement there, and Mr. Lapicyue took numerous 
photographs and measurements of the people. We returned to Selama by river. The 
Medical Officer reports that there are still a few cases of small-pox; only four cases 
remained in hospital at the end of the month. The total revenue collected during the 
month was $583.79.

No. 267.—SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT'S VISIT TO THE KRIAN DISTRICT. 
To THE BRITISH RESIDENT, TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to report my return from an exceedingly interesting trip 
to the Krian district. 

As I was especially anxious to see as much of the district as possible, and to 
look into land matters, I took with me Mr. E. J. Brewster, the State Commissioner 
of Lands, whose intimate knowledge of, and keen interest in, Krian, enabled me to 
see and hear much that I might otherwise have missed. 

2. We left Taiping at 6.50 a.m. on Sunday, the 3oth April, and went by special 
train as far as Krian Road (6 miles). Thence we drove to Gunong Semanggol 
(12 miles). This was the only unpleasant part of the trip; the road was bad, and 
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was being re-metalled in anticipation of the visit of His Excellency the Governor. 
Orders were given a fortnight ago to stop all traffic on it, and it was very instruct ve 
to see the heaps of firew ood and timber, stacked all along the road, waiting till traffic 
recommenced. 

3. The quantity of wood cut on this road is enormous, and it is all brought to 
Taiping in carts, instead of coming over the railway from Krian Road, because two 
loadings and unloadings are saved thereby. 


. [was very much struck with the Gap (Putus) cut through Gunong Semanggol. 
The steep, dark brown sides of the cutting, with silver and other ferns growing on 
them and with water trickling through the slate soil, makes a beautiful picture. 
The labour involved in making this gap must have been very great. 


5. We changed into gharries when we had passed through the Gap, and a new 
country was opened out to view. On this side a swampy jungle with wood-cutters’ 
huts here and there ; on the other, broad padi fields as far as the eye can reach. The 
land on this side of the Kurau river has been brought into cultivation comparatively 
recently, but it promises to be fertile. 

6. It was exceedingly pleasant to see, as my eyes have been unaccustomed to 
the sight since I left Malacca a year ago; streams of Malays walking up and down 
this country road, and all through Krian they are to be seen working and walking 
about in the true Malay fashion. 


The road is made with a deep canal on one side and an ordinary drainage 
ditch on the other, and I was interested in this as my strong representations last year 
induced His Excellency the Governor to approve of a similar road being made from 
Kuala Selangor to Kapar. [Iam convinced that Kuala Selangor could easily be turned 
into a sécond Krian, and it would be a great boon to the State of Selangor if such a 
transformation were brought about. 


8. Along these canals, throughout Krian, there are water- -gates, and their pattern 
is exceedingly” good. Some gates are wanted just this side of the Kurau river, in the 
Matang district, to hold back the water that flows into the Kurau, and I have re- 
quested the District Magistrate at Matang to enquire and report upon the matter. I 
took care to find out what the practical value of these water-gates is, and it is generally 
said that for about three miles they are exceedingly useful, “but that beyond that their 
sphere of usefulness diminishes. The consequence is that good harvests cannot be 
depended upon. 

g. An irrigation scheme, both to supply and to drain off water, is much required. 
A very valuable report, which has been printed, and which reflects the greatest 
credit upon Mr. Caulfeild and his staff, who compiled it, has now been taken up, 
and though the scheme of irrigation therein proposed is costly, it is sure to prove 
remunerative. 

10. We crossed the Kurau river (17 miles) in a ferry, taking our gharries and 
horses over, and drove on through better country, because it has been longer occupied, 
and along a perfect road, shaded by roadside trees, to Bagan Serai, a bustling village 
of some 300 inhabitants (22 miles). We reached it at 9.40 a.m. The Kurau river 
flows by the village, and the police pinnace came up to take us on. We proceeded first 
to the Rest-house, which is quite one of the best in the State, and ordered breakfast, 
pending the arrival of the District Magistrate (Mr. Cecil Wray). Until he came 
we occupied ourselves by walking up the road as far as the turning from the main 
road to Kuala Kurau, which is eight miles distant by road. 


11, From that point I was shown the Tamil Mission, which Father Fee, assisted 
with $4,000 by the Government, created. It numbers 130 families, or 650 souls. 
They have brought into cultivation 715 acres, and | have given instructions that their 
holdings are to be now demarcated and certificates of title to be issued at a quit-rent 
of 40 cents per acre, as was promised when the agreement with Father Fee was 
entered into. There is a chapel in the village, and the community is reported to be 
happy and contented. Their padi crops are very good and are sufficient for their own 
wants. 


12. At 11.30 a.m. we left jin the launch for Kuala Kurau. The Kurau is a 
fine river, and we passed several sugar estates on both sides of the river. On the 
left bank going down we landed and inspected Jin Wee's estate, where there are 
1,300 acres under cane. It is kept in excellent order. It is about three miles from 
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here to Gula Estate. The canes were exceedingly fine, and I went to the mill to see 
them crushed. The small mill only was working, as the other is undergoing repairs. 
It will soon be in order again, and then they will work both mills night and day, 
and expect to have enough canes to feed them. New and expensive brick and 
tile buildings to provide vats for the extra boiling are being erected. Mr. Baird, 
an engineer, lives on the estate and was so good as to take us over the works. 
From his house the whole estate can be seen, and beyond it for miles back the 
stretches of sugar-cane and the chimneys of other estates. The system of canals and 
water-gates is very good, and it is exceedingly satisfactory to see this permanent form 
of cultivation being carried on so briskly and extensively. 

13. It appears to me that a great field for enterprise and capital is open to any 
one who would start a central factory and advance to, and buy from, small cultivators. 
The Perak Government for a small quit-rent would, I imagine, give away land in 
square blocks of say 10 acres or so to planters, and if there was a market near at 
hand to take the canes, paying for the juice by measurement, I feel sure that the 
same confidence in the minds of the sugar growers would be created as is the case 
with the tin miners who deal with the Straits Trading Company. 


14. Quite recently Messrs. Stewart and Kennedy have obtained a grant of 5,000 
acres of land for sugar planting in Krian, and they hope to form a company. I should 
have thought that a good central factory would have been a more attractive venture, 
because it would give quicker returns. Of course it must be certain that the supply 
of canes would be adequate, but it would not be difficult to import Chinese and to 
make arrangements with the Perak Government. By this means an assured acreage 
would be planted up by the time the factory was ready. The new canal and road 
which has been ordered to be made from Bagan Serai for six miles to Ayer Itam, near 
the Gula Estate, will bring a good deal of land into a state fit for cultivation. 


15. Atthe mouth of the Kurau river is a flourishing village where every kind of 
fish-curing is carried on and a good deal of money is being made. Alter steaming 
past it we returned up the river and landed at Bagan Siakap, a rising place. A 
sale of land in a back street had recently gone off very well. There should be a 
bund up and down the river for some way to keep out the tides, or it will never be 
a satisfactory site for a township. 


16. An enterprising Chinaman has started a padi husking and pounding estab- 
lishment and has profited considerably thereby. He pays the cultivators, if delivery 
is taken on their land, $5 for too gantangs of padi, and if they deliver it at his 
shop, $5.50, and as he can sell often at $8 his earnings may be easily gauged. I feel 
very strongly that the Perak Government would do well to get in a capitalist to start 
a good mill, and to pay the people a fair price for their padi. One, Leng Chiak, a 
very business-like Chinaman in Penang, did enter into negotiations with the Perak 
Government last year, but nothing came of it. He has arice mill in Kedah, and is not 
unlikely to come to Krian, if encouragement is given to him. At this moment he 
will not be able to do so, but he promised me in Penang, when I sent for him to see 
me, to think the matter over and sce whether he could not approach the Government 
early next year. He wants protection, and if he will give good prices for the grain, 
I think it would be well to give him the inducement he asks for. 


17. From Bagan Siakap to Parit Buntar (9 miles) one passes through kampongs 
and padi fields stretching miles on both sides of the road the whole way. An 
enormous quantity of pumpkins are grown here by the Malays, and heaps of them are 
stacked for sale and export all along the road, and in almost every shop and under 
almost every house. They are taken to Penang and largely used by the Chinese for 
cakes, andasa vegetable. The-road between these points is metalled with the laterite 
brought from Pulau Kra, and is in good order. _ It only cost §1,500 a mile to metal, and 
is very creditable to the Assistant Engineer, Mr. G. F. Bird. 


18. Pinang Tunggal, the first village after you leave the Kurau, is a busy little 
place, and Kampong Kedah, the last kampong before you reach Parit Buntar, pos- 
sesses some splendid orchards and kampong lands. We reached Parit Buntar at 
4.30 p.m., after having travelled some 31 miles by land and 18 by launch. The 
District Magistrate’s house is the best out-station house in the State, airy, roomy 
and full of comfort, and it is beautifully situated on the Krian river, with a row of 
magnificent senna trees, a very fine close-set bamboo hedge and well kept grounds. 
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19. On Monday morning early we visited the town. The market is too small 
and quite unsuitable ; the police station and lock-up are very good, the Public Works 
office is quite one of the best of the smaller buildings in the State; the clerks’ quarters 
are now all together‘in one part of the town, and in front of them an approach road is 
about to be made; the hospital has recently been brick drained and is in excellent 
order, its grounds have been carefully laid out. 


20. At 10 a.m. we started in the steam pinnace up the Krian river and passed 
some dozen sugar estates. The river is the boundary between Kedah and Perak. 
We left it at a point some miles up and followed the Sungei Briah up to Samagaga, 
where we landed on Tan Wing Cheng’s estate and climbed up to the tower in his 
bungalow, from which we got a splendid view of the surrounding country, planted on 
all sides as far as we could see with sugar-cane. There are about 23,000 acres under 
cane in this Krian district, and all the estates struck me as well-kept, and the coolics 
on them were a particularly healthy-looking lot. The accommodation provided for 
them in the lines is good and the sanitary conditions satisfactory. 


21. We returned to Parit Buntar at 1.30 p.m., and in the afternoon I drove 
over to Nibong Tebal in Province Wellesley to call on Mr. Broadrick, the District 
Officer, and to sce that district of the Colony. The pontoon bridge is in good order, 
and though not so large as the one over the Perak river at Enggor, is a fine structure. 


22. On 2nd May, Tuesday, I was engaged all the morning at paper work and in 
inspecting the Land Office. The principal work of the district is land work, which has 
been attempted to be carried on by an entirely insufficient staff, and it has suffered in 
consequence. As to the remedial measures necessary to be adopted without delay, 
I will address you separately, but | may here give an idea of what the work wiil be 
like by quoting some statistics. Krian is divided into five mukims, witha current rent- 
roll of over $20,000, the land being held under some 7,000 titles, covering an arva of 
about 52,000 acres. The actual land revenue in 1892 was $28,061, but the Land 
Office has, as I have said, been dealt with too sparingly, and I have no doubt that the 
revenue can be increased. 

23. There are many turnings on the Krian roads, and as all the roads are exactly 
alike, it is rather bewildering when you get to four and five cross-roads and have no 
idea which one should be followed. I suggest that finger-posts be put up in all such 
places. The district should be provided with a steam launch. The free public bath- 
houses erected on the river at Parit Buntar are very good. On the Krian river, just 
beyond the point at which the Briah meets it, we found an immense raft, estimated 
to be worth $2,000. Four or five of these floating masses of timber come down every 
year from Selama.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, 
the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns for the three months ending 31st 
March, 1893. The March returns of the three schools at Bagan Serai are wanting to 
complete the summary. 


2. As in the previous quarter, no new schools were opened during the three 
months just ended. 
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3. The following statement summarises the present summary :—

4. Allowing for sickness and certain other circumstances unfavourable to more 
regular attendance, I think the present returns are on the whole satisfactory. At 
Kota Lama, Blanja, Bota, Sungei S’tiawan, Pasir Panjang, Lékir and Ijok the attend- 
ance during the quarter was anything but good—the fault of the teacher, I am afraid, 
in one or two cases, though the Penghulu is blamed for it. 

It may be mentioned that, as a rule, the teacher’s monthly bonus of 83 is with- 
held any month in which the attendance averages less than 75 per cent of the number 
of scholars in enrolment, when the Visiting Teacher is satisfied that a more regular 
attendance might without difficulty have been maintained. 


5. The annual inspection was continued in January, in which month I visited 
and examined the schools on the river banks between Janing and Teluk Anson. I 
found over 80 children in attendance at the school in Upper Perak. An assistant 
teacher has already been appointed here, in accordance with the requirements of the 
Code. 

6. The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the English schools in 
Taiping took place on the 2nd and 8th of February, the British Resident presiding at 
the ceremony at the Boys’ School, and Mrs. Swettenham very kindly giving away the 
prizes to the girls. The schools were afterwards closed for the Chinese New Year 
holidays. 

7. Indisposition prevented me from finishing the work of inspection in this 
month, and only a few of the Larut schools were visited. 


8. The annual inspection was completed in March, on the 15th of which month 
I submitted my annual report, and afterwards paid an ordinary visit of inspection to 
the schools in Krian, and conferred with the District Engineer in regard to the new 
school buildings to be erected there. In this month the Malay schools were closed 
for the dudan puasa. : 

g. For some time I have not paid a visit to the school on the Gula Estate, as I 
was relying on getting the Government steam launch, which has always been either 
engaged or under repair when applied for. The school has been visited, however, 
by the Visiting Teacher, and it seems to be doing well, the last monthly return 
shewing an enrolment of 45. I hope to be able to pay the school a visit this month. 

10. During the quarter the Anglo-Tamil school at Matang was closed and given 
over for the purposes of a Malay boys’ school, which I have no doubt will be very well 
attended. Through the interest taken in the matter by the British Resident, I think 
it will be possible shortly to establish a Malay girls’ school also at Matang. 

11. A number of new school buildings, provided for in the current year’s Esti- 
mates, were put in hand during the quarter and will probably be ready for occupation 
in a month or two. 

12. A very desirable change was effected last month (March) in the removal of 
the Taiping Girls’ School from the old premises adjoining the Bank to a more suitable 
building in Barrack Road. There is now accommodation for some 50 children. 
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13. The railway passes which the Government is good enough to issue to school 
children are, I am able to state, made proper use of, and the children attend school 
regularly. 

14. During the quarter I addressed the Government on the subject of providing 
our Malay vernacular school teachers with quarters, and I purpose shortly submitting 
a scheme for making the Malay schools in the more out-of-the-way places centres for 
the distribution of medicines, as is done in the Colony. 

15. A number of copies of the map of Perak have been purchased and will be 
distributed amongst the schools during the current quarter. I am at present engaged 
on the compilation, in Malay, of a geography of the State, as also on a manual for 
the teaching of Romanised Malay. 

A teacher’s manual, or guide, has also been prepared, and will be printed and 
issued shortly.

No. 269.—REPORT OF INSPECTION OF INDIAN IMMIGRANTS BY STATE SURGEON 

AND ASSISTANT INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that I visited and inspected Kamuning 
Estate with the Acting Assistant Indian Immigration Agent on the 21st March. 

2. There were 51 coolies on the estate—24 males and 27 females—of whom 47 
were at muster, and were a very good average lot. No new coolies had been engaged 
since the last inspection. There were three in the estate hospital, one in Kuala 
Kangsar hospital, and one in gaol. 

3. There had been very little illness during the present year. 

4. The lines were clean, but would be improved by more ventilation. 

5. Gula Estate was visited on the 27th. 

6. There were 846 Immigrant coolies here—616 males and 230 females. The 
general appearance of these coolies was good, and considering the number on the 
estate, there was a very small percentage in hospital—viz., 32—(27 males and 5 
females) the greater number suffering from ulcers of the leg. There were none in gaol, 
speaking well for the behaviour of the coolies, who appear perfectly contented and 
happy, and well cared for. 

7. The lines were clean but somewhat out of repair; the drainage is being 
attended to. 

8. Sungei Bogah was visited on the 28th ultimo. 

g. There were 83 coolies on this estate—63 males and 20 females. There were 
no coolies in hospital; one suffering from phthisis was ordered to be sent to Parit 
Buntar. The coolies were a very healthy lot, and, as on previous inspections, were 
quite contented. There were also none in gaol. 

10. The lines are all attap and are somewhat rudely made, and might be 
improved.

Sir,—I have the honour fo forward my inspection report for the first quarter of 
1893. 
On the 21st March, accompanied by the State Surgeon, I visited Kamuning 
Estate. Coolie lines were clean and in good order. We mustered the coolies, who 
looked well and had no complaints to make. One coolie was in Kuala Kangsar gaol. 
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Two women, very emaciated, were in the General Hospital at Kuala Kangsar. When 
they are sufficiently recovered, I propose discharging them, as it is their wish, and 
the manager wishes it also, provided, of course, that they can shew that they have 
friends who will be responsible for them. There were three free coolies in the estate 
hospital. 

On the 27th March we went to the Gula Estate and first visited the estate 
hospital, where we found 25 men and 5 women under treatment; also two children 
(free coolies’ children), most of the cases being light ones. We then inspected the 
coolie lines, which were in fair order and clean; later we mustered the coolies, who 
had no complaints to make, There are 616 men and 230 women Statute Immigrants, 
also 254 free men and 32 free women employed here in a kongsi, also 60 free men. 

The following day we visited Sungei Bogah. The coolies looked remarkably 
well and healthy ; they were every one at muster and had no complaints—63 men and 
20 women Statute Immigrants, and 17 free coolies. The coolie lines here were in a 
very dilapidated condition and the proprietor should be instructed to repair these.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for March. 


KINTA VALLEY LINE, TAPAH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—15,053 cubic yards of earthworks have been completed. 

Bridges and Culverts—The abutments for the 80-feet bridge at the ninth mile 
were completed and the ironwork erected; work was carried on at three 20-feet 
bridges. 

Permanent Way.—Platelaying was completed to peg 730, 14 miles from Teluk 
Anson. 

Buildings—The tin store was com pleted; staff quarters and other buildings at 
Teluk Anson are in progress. 


IPOH SECTION. 

Earthworks.—49,820 cubic yards of earthworks were completed during the month. 

Bridges and Culverts——Work has been at a standstill on all the principal 
bridges and culverts.. For the minor bridges and culverts 402 cubic yards of brick- 
work and 232 cubic yards of concrete have been put in; the iron superstructure for all 
the bridges between Ipoh and Kota Bharu, except one 80-feet and one 65-feet bridge, 
has arrived. 

Permanent Way.—1,000 lineal yards of rails have been laid with the full number 
of sleepers per length and 3,766 lineal yards with from 4 to 5 sleepers per length of 
rails. 

Buildings—Ipoh goods-shed is in hand and nearly completed. Preparations are 
being made for the erection of buildings at Tapah Road and Kota Bharu. 

Lahat Branch.—The ballasting of this line has been completed, and it was opened 
for the carriage of goods on the roth March. 

The following are enclosed :—Statement of expenditure to end of March. List 
of culverts and bridges completed and in hand, Tapah section. List of culverts 
and bridges completed and in hand, Ipoh section.* 

During March I was absent from headquarters nine days, visiting the works in 
Kinta, Batang Padang and Lower Perak.

ANNUAL REPORT 
BRITISH RESIDENT OF PERAK 


FOR THE YEAR 1892. 


1. The Revenue of Perak for the year 1892 amounted to 
$2,689,565, a sum $331,593 above the Estimates and $364,584 
more than was received in 1891. 


2. There are eight districts in Perak, and all of them except 
Selama share in the increase. The sources of Revenue are classi- 
fied under fifteen heads, and all except three have realised more 
than was expected. The principal increases are Customs $232,171, 
Interest $46,384 and Land Revenue $40,224. Licenses, Fees of 
Office, and Railway Receipts have failed to realise the Estimates 
by a sum amounting in all to only $35,517. 


‘The year’s Revenue exceeded the Expenditure by $640,075. 


3. Comparing the figures of 1892 with those of the previous 
year, there is an increase under every head of revenue except 
Interest, which gives $21,647 less than in 1891, Railway Receipts, 
which have fallen off by $8,397, and Miscellaneous Receipts by 
$2,558. On the other hand, there is an increase of $281,639 on 
Customs and $60,297 on Land Revenue. . 


4. The ordinary Expenditure for the year amounted to 
$2,049,490, a sum $145,846 less than was provided by the Esti- 
mates and $423,130 less than the corresponding Expenditure in 
1891. 

The principal saving against Estimates was in Establishments— 
viz., $86,574; while, comparing the Expenditure with that of the 
previous year, $344,700 less was spent on Roads and $98,543 less 


. on Buildings than in 1891. 


BALANCES. 


Besides the Ordinary Expenditure a sum of $1,045,365 was ex- 
pended from Surplus Balances, $739,523 of it on account of Railway 
Construction, $177,334 for Roads, and $105,301 for Works and 
Buildings. The total expenditure for the year was, therefore, 
$3,094,855, against a total expenditure of $3,146,000 in 1891.

Increase over value of trade in previous year—$3,446,386. 
These figures far exceed any previous record, and while it is 
satisfactory to see that the value of our exports is so much larger 
than that of the imports, a study of the returns that will be found 
at the end of this Report is both instructive and encouraging. The 
fact that the value of Chinese crackers imported has increased from 
$28,632 in 1891 to $42,514 in 1892 shews that the Chinese section 
of the population, on whom the advancement of the State chiefly 
depends, have had a prosperous year. It is interesting to see that 
. while we imported rice to the value of $1,807,098, the district of 
Krian alone exported nearly two and a half million gantangs* of 
padi during the year.

ADMINISTRA- The Secretary to Government, Mr. W. H. Treacher, C.M.G., 
TION. was aranioted to be Resident of Selangor, Mr. E. W. Birch, of the 


Straits Settlements Civil Service, succeeding him. As Mr. Treacher 
was acting for the Resident, absent on leave, he did not take up 
his appointment in Selangor till January last. 


The Commandant of the Perak Sikhs (Lieut. -Colonel Walker, 
C.M.G.) returned from leave during the year and shortly afterwards 
proceeded to Pahang to take command of the Perak Sikhs who had 
been lent to put down the disturbances in that State. 

The State Engineer (Mr. F. St. G. Caulfeild) was absent on 
leave for the greater part of the year. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Marples, retired on pension, and a number 
of promotions resulted. 


The Superintendent of Posts and Telegraphs was replaced by 
the appointment of Mr. Nelson from Penang. 


* One gantang equal to about 6} Ibs. 
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Two Junior Officers (Messrs. Just and Voules) were appvinted 
by His Excellency, and two Inspectors of Mines (Messrs. Scott and 
Dykes) who had received their training in the Royal Science School, 
South Kensington, were selected for appointments in Perak. 


‘to. The work of the Malay Officers is unequal, but the older 
men are gradually being replaced by others who have had a train- 
ing in the Land Office, and their work is more satisfactory. The 
principal value of the Native Officers is, however, their influence 
with the people. Many of them have a hereditary or customary 
claim to office, and the younger men recently appointed are those 
who have the best claim to the posts they hold. The Datoh 
Sri Adika Raja is a notable instance of an able, energetic and loyal 
officer who was trained in the Resident's office and had the best 
hereditary claim to the title which the Sultan has recently conferred 
upon him. 


11. The Land Revenue collected in 1891 amounted to $92,603, 
whilst last year it gave $152,900, an increase of $60,297 over the 
revenue of the previous year and $40,224 more than the estimate. 
The increase over 1891 is not actually so large as it appears here 
because some items of revenue, such as passes for collecting jungle 
produce and the money received for sale of boundary stones, were 
in that year not credited to Land Revenue, but the increase is 
sufficiently remarkable. 

Agricultural Land Rents realised $59,514 and Mining Land 
Rents $21,719. Premia on Leases gave $30,020, two-thirds of 
which were derived from the sale by auction of proved mining land 
in Kinta, over 130 acres being sold at $1oo an acre. 

The most satisfactory feature of the returns is, however, the 

22,752 received in Land Rents from the purely agricultural district 
of Krian, which produced a Land Revenue of $28,029 against an 
estimate of 817,115. As already mentioned, this district exported 
24 million gantangs of padi in 1892. While the value of rice 
imported was $88,545, the value exported amounted to $139,862. 

Within the last three years the areca of cultivated rice land has 
been largely increased, new land opened and old abandoned fields 
re-cultivated, but it must be remembered that imported rice is 
cheap, that our agricultural population is small and the people are 
naturally lazy, while the fact that mining runs alongside of and 
often into padi cultivation, and is itself a far more lucrative and 
attractive pursuit, tends rather to reduce than increase the area 
of rice fields. 

Of the old fields there is a far larger extent now under cultiva- 
tion than was the case when the Residential system was first 
instituted, and this ground is being cultivated, not by new arrivals 
but by Perak Malays who for years have neglected to work on it. 
The principal causes of this improvement are the increased activity 
of European and Native Officers, the construction of new roads and 
the issue of orders by Government in 1890 regulating the times for 
clearing the fields and commencing planting operations. 


In Krian and Lower Perak it is different. There large tracts of 
virgin forest have been converted into rice fields, plantations of 
sugar, pepper, coconuts and other tropical products, and even in 
the heart of Kinta, the principal mining district in the State, a good 
deal of successful planting has been done, mainly by foreign Malays. 


The Government may fairly take credit for the fact that in 
Krian there are now 37,000 acres of rice, 23,000 of sugar, and 
20,000 acres of fruit trees, indigo, nipah and other products, while 
the settlement of S’tiawan, in Lower Perak, alongside the Colony’s 
territory at the Dindings, promises in time to become an equally 
successful agricultural colony. Whenever the Government is pre- 
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pared to road and irrigate suitable land there will not be want- 
ing colonists to work it, and the cultivation of rice can by this 
means be greatly increased, but this does not concern the people 
already in the State, and it is hardly likely that colonists will be 
induced to come and settle in Perak unless the terms offered are 
attractive and unless there is a strong probability that they will be 
able to better themselves. 


People will give neither their labour nor their capital for the 
pleasure of living in a Malay State, however superior its adminis-. 
tration. The fact that the leading stations and the public buildings 
are well kept and pleasant to look at will not greatly influence the 
padi planters of the coast, who may not realise the difference 
between a Protected and an unprotected Malay State. Twenty 
years ago Perak was not a pleasant place to live in, but I never 
heard of any number of the Perak people leaving it for the neigh- 
bouring British settlements. 


The settlers we get now, whether from neighbouring States, 
from Sumatra, Borneo, Siam or other places, are only got with 
trouble and on the assurances of their friends that it is worth their 
while to emigrate to a place where they will be welcomed and 
where they are likely to live in greater comfort and make more 
money than in their native places. 


12. The pepper garden at Chigargala, in Kuaia Kangsar dis- 
trict, undertaken with Government assistance, is now an assured 
success and a valuable property. It will export 200 pikuls this year 
and probably double that quantity next year.* Many other pepper 
gardens have been started in different parts of the State and all 
those that are properly cared for will succeed. The Waterloo 
Estate (about 300 acres of Arabian coffee) and the Kamuning 
Estate, about the same quantity of Liberian coffee, both belonging 
to European owners and under European management, appear to 
be successful investments. 


Other Europeans have applied for and obtained blocks of land 
on very easy terms, but they have taken no steps to plant. Why, it 
is difficult to say : the soil is good, rainfall and water supply satis- 
factory, there are excellent roads in all directions, even into the 
hills—constructed purely as an inducement to planters—rice is 
cheap, and the price of labour, if high, is not prohibitive. This last 
is the only objection I know of, and I think the supply might be in- 
creased and the wage rate reduced if there were any extensive 
demand for Indian agricultural labour. I understand that at Water- 
loo both Chinese and Malays are employed and give satisfaction. 


It is interesting to know that the coffee planted about fifteen 
years ago at Slim by Messrs. Smith and Innes, and abandoned for 
ten years,—though surrounded by thick jungle and lalang grass, is 
still strong and healthy and bearing heavily ; cocoa trees planted at 
the same time and place appear to be also doing well. 


In 1891 the Government alienated 229 town lots and 4,192 
acres of agricultural land. In 1892 the figures were—town lots, 
470; agricultural land, 8,030 acres. 


13. The tin and tin-ore exported during the year amounted 
to 277,845 pikuls, or 16,538 tons, against 242,022 pikuls in 1891, 
which till now held the record. Of this quantity the Kinta district 
produced 192,671 pikuls, Larut coming next with 71,566 pikuls.

1645 pikuls=1 ton. 
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The estimated value of the tin exported is $9,432,552, and 
the duty paid to Government was $1,124,930, being $311,975 more 
than was received from that source in 1891. 

The output of tin from Larut has receded to the quantity 
exported in 1880, Kuala Kangsar has so far improved as to equal 
its production in 1885, Batang Padang made its record last year, as 
did also Kinta with an export equal to that of the whole State in 
any year prior to 1887. The production of tin in Selama last year 
was the smallest yet made. 

The export ef tin ore for the year was 72,244 pikuls, against 
54,871 pikuls in 1891. 

The average price of tin for the year was $37.57—that is, 
about £90 per ton. 

The duty was 811 per bhara of three pikuls (say 34 cwt.) for the 
first quarter of the year and $12.50 for the other nine months, the 
charcoal duty being abolished, or rather included in the duty on tin. 


14. Very little was done in lode mining or prospecting, and 
no satisfactory results were obtained. It is reported that a valu- 
able find of gold has been made in the Batang Padang district, 
while very rich specimens of tin have been brought from a moun- 
tain in the Plus country, the tin ore being mixed with a fair quan- 
tity of gold. 

What has been already said will shew the extraordinary results 
obtained from mining in Kinta, due mainly to the opening of that 
district by roads, to the prospect of railway communication being 
shortly obtained with the port of Teluk Anson, and especially to 
the high price of tin which we have gained from the fall in silver. 

This high price has induced miners to work in Larut a quantity 
of poor land that would otherwise be neglected. It is, of course, 
of much advantage to get this land worked now and that the richer 
lands should, at least to some extent, be kept for less favourable 
times. 

Mining in Kuala Kangsar shews a marked improvement. The 
cart-road being constructed from Kuala Dal to Kota Tampan 
(22 miles) is opening up an entirely new country, rich in mining 
land, and operations on a considerable scale have already been 
commenced at several places along it. There are also extensive 
workings at Tronok, to which place a cart-road has been constructed 
from the Ipoh-Batu Gajah road in Kinta. 


The area of mining land alienated in 1892 amounted to 5,603 
acres, against 2,894 acres in 1891, and at the end of the year there 
were still 950 applications to be dealt with in Kinta alone. 


15. The Commandant reports that the strength of the rst 
Perak Sikhs on the 31st December last was, besides himself, three 
Assistant Commissioncrs, the Adjutant, the Superintendent Intelli- 
gence Department, 19 European Inspectors, the Quartermaster, 
the Armourer, the Medical Officer, 680 Indian Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Men, 25 Indian Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Troopers, 247 Malay Non-Commissioned Officers and Men, 12 
Bandsmen and 42 Detectives, Charge-takers, etc. 


The high standard of discipline was maintained, and the con- 
duct of the Force was good. The Snider rifles have been replaced 
by Martinis. 


16. The usual gunnery and musketry practices could not be 
held, owing to the absence of so many officers and men on active 
service in Pahang, where they succeeded in suppressing the Malay 
rising and driving the ringleaders out of the country. On the 
return of the men from Pahang a majority of them were admitted 
into hospital suffering trom the effects of hard marching and short 
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rations. The European officers, one of whom was. severely 
wounded, have also suffered. On ist January, 1892, 24 non- 
commissioned officers and 198 men proceeded to Pahang, and 
returned in February. In April 35 non-commissioned officers 
and 284 men were despatched on the same service, and returned at 
intervals up to the end of October. Three men of the Force 
were killed and three wounded. Six non-commissioned officers 
and 79 men are still on service in Pahang.* 


17. The crime returns shew that 17,736 cases were reported 
during the year, and of these 70°43 per cent were discovered. The 
figures in the previous year were 17,071 cases with 71°87 discovered. 

The Commandant, after remarking on the difficulties with which 
the Force had to contend, so large a number of officers and men 
being absent on active service in Pahang, Lieutenant Duhan (who 
had returned wounded) being for some time the only Commissioned 
Officer in the State, the increased mileage of roads to patrol, the 
tush of miners to Ninta and the rapid growth of villages and town- 
ships in various parts of the State, writes as follows: “1 consider 
the police work done by the Force during the year satisfactory and 
the amount of crime to call for no special comment.” 

Steps have been taken this vear to redistribute the Force, 
increasing the number of men in Ninta and opening several new 
stations there. The result was an immediate diminution in crime. 


18. The cost of the Force is returned at $232,701, but that is 
because the pay of men employed in Pahang has been debited to 
that State though actually paid by Perak. The account against 
Pahang stands at present at $50,000 in round numbers. 

The revenue collected by the Force (chiefly for licensing 
vehicles) was $41,929, against $33,635 in 18g1. The increase is due 
to the opening of new roads and the great mining activity in Kinta. 

The amount paid in police pensions was $6,605, against $8,013 
in the previous year. 

Property valued at §150,000 is said to have been des- 
troyed by fire at three villages in Kinta and at Parit Buntar in 
Krian; the value is probably exaggerated. 


1g. Colonel Walker concludes his report by a tribute to the 
excellent qualifications and good work of the European and native 
officers of the Force, but he urges that as communications are 
extended, new mines are opencd, the population increases, and new 
towns and villages spring up in hitherto unopened and uninhabited 
places, it is necessary, if crime is to be efficiently checked, to 
increase the strength of the Force he commands. 


20. The prisoners remaining in confinement at all the prisons

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The health and conduct of the prisoners was generally good 
and the work performed in and out of the prisons was satisfactory. 
At the Central Prison, Larut, the proceeds of sales of dressed 
granite, road metal, rattan, and carpenters’ work realised $8,688, 
the material remaining in stock being valued at $1,523. The cost 
of material used was §2,816, and the prison labour employed is 
‘valued at $5,640. 

The value of the Larut prison labour employed in public 
work outside the gaol is estimated at 89,300. 


21. A new block of separate cells and a new hospital for the 
Larut prison were completed and occupied during the year. 


There is now separate cell accommodation at Taiping’for 374 
prisoners, hospital accommodation for 50 patients, a separate 
ward for females to hold 16, and five condemned cells. 

This prison is now ina very satisfactory state, while the district 
establishments at Kinta, Teluk Anson, Kuala Kangsar and Krian 
are creditable institutions, well disciplined and in excellent order. 


22. The Senior Magistrate has only been able to give ex- 
clusive attention to his judicial duties since the arrival, this year, 
of Mr. E. W. Birch to take up the post of Secretary to Government. 
Mr. Belfield has furnished a very full and interesting report with 
complete returns of the judicial work performed, and the more im- 
portant of these will be found in the appendix. Our Magistrates 
are not as thoroughly trained as I should wish, but | believe that 
substantial justice is done at small cost to the suitors, and they 
probably prefer cheap and speedy justice to the delays and expense 
of more elaborately constituted Courts. Eastern peoples have a 
very clear idea of justice, and if they do not, as they believe, obtain 
it in the Court of first instance, they never hesitate to appeal and 
petition until they have exhausted all the means open to them. 
It is a mistake to suppose that there are in the Native States no 
laws, and no Courts of Justice other than those presided over by 
inexperienced Magistrates. There are legal enactments to deal 
with most cases that are likely to come betore a Criminal or Civil 
Court, and they are added to from time to time as the necessity 
arises. The Courts of the State have been constituted by an Order 
in Council, No. 11 of 1890, regulating the jurisdiction of Magistrates 
of the various classes and of the Residency Court, and providing for 
the best system of appeal that the State can at present give. 


I should be glad if an arrangement could be made to strengthen 
the Bench, and give those who are not satisfied with existing 
tribunals an opportunity of appeal to a Court presided over by an 
English Judge, whose qualifications and experience would command 
the respect of Europeans. Unless, however, a means of appeal 
from his decisions to that of some other Court, and eventually to 
the Privy Council, were also provided, I question whether the 
arrangement would be considered entirely satisfactory. Had there 
ever been any strong expression of dissatisfaction from those who 
use the Perak Courts I would have urged this course, but in the 
State I do not think there is any desire for the expensive luxury of 
English Courts of Appeal. Of the 235,000 inhabitants in Perak, 
600 are Europeans and Eurasians, about five-sixths of those being 
Government officers. Their interests do not seem to take them often 
into Court. The other 234,400 include but a very small percentage 
of British subjects, and while it is certain that they know almost 
nothing of English law, that in many respects it does not possess 
their sympathies, and is opposed to their religious beliefs, to their 
ancient customs, and to their own laws, they all understand the 
principles of equity, and what I believe they desire when they seek, 
or are taken into, a court of justice is that their cases shall be 
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promptly decided on equitable principles and not on points of 
English law, points which are often so far from being clear that 
not only counsel but judges frequently disagree about them. 


Such laws, with persons trained to try and ascertain their exact 
meaning and true application, may be necessary in the high state 
of Western civilization, with its varied interests and intricate 
transactions, but it may be doubted whether, even supposing Perak 
were a British possession and not, as it is, a Malay State, Eng- 
lish law and English procedure would be either suited to or wel- 
comed by a population nine hundred and ninety-seven thousandths 
of which are composed of Malays and Chinese. 


23. The original Budget having been revised under the im- 
pression that the State might be involved in financial difficulty, 
a smaller sum was spent on Works and Roads than that at first 
provided. The actual expenditure on Works and Buildings was 
$258,389, and the most important were—at Taiping, a new block of 
separate cells completed for the Central Prison, a new Chinese 
Protectorate, and two new Lunatic Wards. In Kinta the new 
Government offices, a fine block of buildings, was completed 
and a sanatorium bungalow constructed on Gunong Kledang. The 
cost of a Leper Ward at Pulau Jér¢jak is also included. The 
extension of the Perak Museum, which when finished will be the 
handsomest building in the State, was commenced, and the new 
Astana for H.H. the Sultan at Kuala Kangsar was almost com- 
pleted. This building, which does great credit to the architect (Mr. 
Wilson) is as unique in design (the original sketch was furnished 
by the Sultan and the Malay type is preserved) as it is excel- 
lent in arrangement and striking in appearance. The site is the 
most beautiful in the State, ove rlooking the broad Perak River and 
surrounded by ranges of hills. The sharp peak of Gunong Bubu 
rises to a height of 5,420 feet and is distant, as the crow flies, 
about 13 miles to the westward. The of the house, road ap- 
proaches and out-buildings has been $55,506. During the year 
$63,726 was spent on providing a water upply for Teluk Anson, 
but most of this sum went in the cost of a g-inch main, nearly three 
miles of which was laid. The Government of Perak has, through 
the assistance of the Crown Agents for the Colonies, to whom we 
are already so much indebted, had the valuable advice of Mr. Osbert 
Chadwick, C.M.G., on this question, and I have now no doubt that 
the work, a considerable one, will be brought to a satisfactory 
conclusion. The water will be raised by turbines (which are being 
constructed in England) from the Songkei River, led thence by iron 
pipes to Teluk Anson, and distributed throughout the town from a 
Water-tower. The estimated cost of the scheme is $115,000. 


24. The total expenditure on Roads, Streets and Bridges was 
$527,192, for which the State obtained 51 miles of new metalled 
cart-roads, 1g miles of unmetalled cart-roads and 14 miles of bridle- 
roads, while all existing roads were well maintained. 


There were on 31st December last 260 miles of metalled cart- 
roads, 114 miles of unmetalled cart-roads, 279 miles of bridle-roads 
and 85 miles of bridle-paths, of which last, 55 miles were added 
during the year. The total road mileage now in existence is 
therefore 738 miles. Of this, 180 miles of metalled cart-roads have 
been constructed during the last five years at a cost of $1,511,780. 

The present annual cost of upkeep of all roads is about 
$214,000. 

The pontoon bridge at Enggor, on the main road, was completed 
and has proved a most successiul work. The bridge is a wooden 
roadway with protecting rails on 50 iron pontoons, the total length 
being 1,400 feet, by far the longest bridge for wheel traffic in the 
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Peninsula. It was designed by the State Engineer (Mr. F. St. G. 
Caulfeild)and wasconstructed by contract (Messrs. Riley, Hargreaves 
& Co., Singapore), the total cost, with approaches, being $58,681. 
The difficulties of the undertaking may be understood when it is 
stated that the river rose 15 feet in the course of twelve hours last 
December, and though the floating dééris carried away the protect- 
ing chain and came down on the bridge, the structure withstood the 
strain without any damage. Near the eastern bank of the river 
there is a swing pontoon that can be opened and closed again in 
two minutes. 


Under the superintendence of the Public Works Department a 
further sum of $53,219 was expended for lighting and water supply, 
upkeep of grounds, furniture, rest-houses, stores, and other similar 
services. 


25. The extension of the Larut Railway to Ulu Sa’petang was 
completed during the year. The total length of the line is now 17 
miles, and the capital account stands at $766,061. 

The line earned $83,732 during the year, against working 
expenses amounting to $59,961. ‘rhe net profit was therefore 
$23,771, or 3°1 per cent on the capital. 


Both receipts and expenditure are below those of the previous 
year, the former due to a decrease of mining and trade in the district 
and the latter to a reduction in the number of trains run. The 
gross receipts have increased from $1.81 to $1.95 per mile, and the 
working expenses from $1.21 to $1.40 per train mile, as compared 
with the results obtained in the previous year. 


The goods traffic shews an increase of 3,000 tons, principally, 
however, those carried at the lowest rates, while the passengers 
have fallen from 409,035 in 1891 to 292,008. A number of mines 
at Kamunting are worked out and many of the miners have 
migrated to Kinta. 


26. On railway construction in other districts a large sum 
was spent, the Tapah section of the Kinta Valley line taking 
$190,399, the Bidor bridge at Teluk Anson $10,129, and the Ipoh 
section $265,330. 

The Kinta Valley Railway is let out on contract in three sec- 
tions to two contractors, and the arrangement has not proved satis- 
factory. The Government has had to practically take over the 
Tapah section, which ought to have been opened last December, but 
will not be completed for regular traffic till the middle of this year. 


The Bidor bridge, constructed departmentally and finished last 
December, is a very satisfactory work. If the bridge be debited with 
25% of the plant and tools used in its construction, the cost has 
been $22,400 less than the lowest tender received for erection by 
contract. Including the total cost of tools, the expenditure on the 
bridge was $107,591. It is an iron lattice-girder bridge of four spans 
of 100 feet each and two shore spans of 25 feet each. The total 
length between abutments is 579 fect 3 inches. The first cylinder 
was pitched on 1st July, 1891, and the work was completed by the end 
of 1892. Mr. Law superintended the work in its earlier stages, and 
credit is due to him and the other officers of the department for the 
manner in which it has been carried out. 


Of the two upper sections of the line, that from Ipoh to Kota 
Bharu should, by the terms of the contract, be completed next 
month. This will not be done, but a promise has been given that 
the 9} miles from Ipoh to Batu Gajah shall be ready by May. The 
contractor has till August, 1894, for the completion of the inter- 
mediate section. I cannot say that I am satisfied with the progress 
already made. A small branch of 1} miles was partly constructed, 
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departmentally, at a cost of $4,546, to join Lahat with the main line. 
It has since been completed. 


27. The detailed survey of a line from Taiping to Kuala 
Kangsar was completed during the year at a cost of $5,067, and the 
total amount expended by the department during the year, $949,877, 
is divided as follows :—

28. The major triangulation of the Trigonometrical Survey 
was extended through Lower Perak and Kinta to include an area 
of about 4,700 square miles, 5.767 angles being observed. New 
stations were erected at 24 points, of which the following are the 
most important:—Gunong Kérbu, 7,217 feet; Gunong Chabang, 5,668 
feet; Bujang Malaka, 4,138 feet; Gunong Lémbah, 3,306 feet; Gunong 
Bésar or Ulu Ringat, 5,713 feet; Gunong Ulu Jérneh, 5,125 feet ; 
Gunong Bintang, 6,109 feet; and Gunong Rambong, 3,924 feet. 
Besides the above, 79 minor trigonometrical stations were estab- 
lished in the Kinta district. Only a sma!l amount of river work was 
done, but 41 miles of coast and 36 miles of road were surveyed. 


This department got out during last year the first map of the 
State ever issued with any claim to accuracy or completeness. It 
was published by Mr. E. Stanford, the Ordnance Cartographer, and, 
though it is only approximately correct, as a whole it includes the 
work of the Trigonometrical Survey, and as that is extended the 
map will be revised. 


Survey work is of an excessively trying nature, and the depart- 
ment as now constituted is not strong enough to push it on 
cheaply and expeditiously. It would be different if the whole staff 
was always available, but the exposure in this climate and the hard- 
ships of life in unexplored and uninhabited jungles are such that 
some of the officers are constantly absent on leave or on the sick 
list. 

Last year Mr. Williams, Assistant Surveyor, died on the slopes 
of Gunong Kérbu through devotion to his duty. He left Ipoh on 
the 8th March, and the difficulties of ascending the mountain were 
so great that he did not reach the summit (7,217 feet) till the 4th 
April. There he remained till the rath May endeavouring, in spite 
of the bad weather, to obtain all the observations necessary. The 
exposure and want of anything like proper food—indeed it is 
questionable whcther he had sufficient food of any sort—broke him 
down, and when he began the descent he could only get as far as 
the foot of Gunong Riam. From here he sent his Malays for 
assistance and on the 16th May, only some Sakais and one Malay 
then remaining with him, he was carried by the former a short 
distance further down to another camp, still 3,395 feet above the sea, 
where he died early on the 17th. Mr. W. P. Hume, Collector of 
Land Revenue, Kinta, who had heard of Mr. Williams’ state and at 
once went to his assistance, only arrived on the 18th in time to 
transport his body to Batu Gajah, where it was buried. The Govern- 
ment has lost in Mr. Williams a valued servant, who in the ten years 
he worked in Perak never spared himself. Apart from his pro- 
fessional qualifications, his knowledge of the Sakais and readiness 
in surmounting the difficulties of jungle travel will make it very 
difficult to replace him. 


After Mr. Williams’ death the Chief Surveyor visited Gunong 
Kérbu, and later made a journey to Gunong Bintang, on the Perak- 
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Kedah boundary, obtaining valuable observations. Mr. Lefroy has 
furnished interesting accounts of both these expeditions. 


29. The State Surgeon reports that general health in the 
State during 1892 was not good. A severe epidemic of small-pox, 
introduced from Penang, was felt in almost every district and 
carried off 54 victims, whilst fevers and bowel complaints were 
more than usually prevalent. Writing of the year 1890, I was able 
to say that not a single death from small-pox had been reported. 
It appears that during 1892 there was only one authenticated case 
of death from cholera. 


I regret to say that the Government lost three European 
officers by death during the year. Mr. Williams, whose death I 
have already mentioned, Mr. Murray, Assistant Magistrate, Tapah, of 
typhoid fever, and Mr. Dishman, the Government Printer, of cancer. 


The total number of cases treated in all the hospitals amounted 
to 17.353, with a death rate of 11°7 per cent, against 12,499 cases 
and a percentage of 12°97 in 1891. That is very satisfactory, 
especially when it is stated that every district in the State shews 
a decrease in the death rate. 

The list of most common diseases is headed by fever; the most 
fatal were pulmonary complaints. Beri-beri shows a remarkable 
reduction in numbers, while venereal discases show an equally re- 
markable increase. The State Surgeon says ‘‘ venereal disease is 
greatly on the increase, the large number of 1,164 cases having come 
under treatment as indoor patients, against 883 in 1891.” That 
hardly gives an idea of the situation, for I notice that while 411 
such patients were treated within the Yeng Wah Hospital, Taiping, 
there were 655 out-door patients for the same class of complaint 
treated at that hospital alone. At Kuala Kangsar one-tenth of the 
total patients treated were for venereal diseases. Writing in 1891 
I said “it is proposed to immediately take measures to prevent 
the further spread of venereal disease, which sent to hospital an 
increase of nearly 20 per cent of patients.” Dr. Fox (in charge of 
the Yeng Wah Hospital) gives the steps taken in the following 
paragraph: “ Another ward has been built at the back of the 
Yeng Wah Hospital, which was intended to be a lock hospital, but 
owing to certain objections that have recently been raised, the 
ward has remained practically unoccupied.” 


30. The total number of out-patients treated was 27.943, 
against 25,261 in the previous year. 

A compulsory vaccination order was issued owing to the out- 
break of small-pox, and 6,606 persons were vaccinated, against 2,049 
in 1891. Of passengers entering the State at Port Weld 43,836, 
and of cattle 2,200, were inspected. A similar inspection is made 
at Teluk Anson; 13 lepers and 15 paupers were not allowed to land. 


31. New wards for both male and female lunatics were com- 
menced and almost completed during the year; 110 male lunatics 
were treated, of whom 58 recovered, 13 died, and 39 remain. 


An excellent Home for Decrepit Paupers, capable of comfort- 
ably accommodating 50 inmates, was opened on roth February, 
1892, and supplies a much felt want. The funds from which this 
Home was to be supported are, by orders of the Right Hon. the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, no longer available, and as 
we cannot now turn these wretched people into the street, it was 
necessary to at once find other means to maintain the Home. A 
small fee for the weighing of tin has therefore been imposed, and it 
is hoped that this tax will afford a sufficient revenue for the pur- 
pose. 
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32. Two wards at Pulau Jéréjak have, with the consent of the 
; Colonial Government, been constructed at the expense of this 
State for the accommodation of lepers. The wards are everything 
that could be desired, and will hold over 70 patients. Already 110 
lepers have been sent from Perak, and of these 27 havedied. An 
enquiry was made last August. and 50 Malay lepers were dis- 
covered in the country north of Kuala Kangsar, where it is believed 
there are at least another 50 of these wretched people. Many of 
them are married and have families, and sometimes the husbands, 
sometimes the wives, and sometimes the children are not lepers. 
It is certainly most advisable that all lepers should be transferred 
to some spot where they will not be brought in contact with any 
except those similarly afflicted, but in such circumstances as I have 
mentioned there are serious difficulties, and the question is now 
engaging the attention of the Government. 


33. The state of the hospital buildings and grounds is, every- 
where except at Teluk Anson, satisfactory, and there the old dilapi- 
dated ward will shortly be replaced by a new building; otherwise 
the Government Hospitals are a credit to the department and to 
the State. 


Dr. Sheppard has forwarded the very interesting reports of the 
Senior District Surgeon (Dr. Wright) and the District Surgeon, 
Larut (Dr. Fox), the latter of which especially contains matter of 
more than local interest.* 

The total expenditure of the department for 1892 (exclusive 
of all buildings) was $147,403, and the total revenue collected was 
95,789.

“The pathology of beri-beri is now being worked at by a large number of 
investizators, and the conclusions arrived at are remarkable for their want of 
unanimity, Thus, Lacerda considers the blood to be at fault; he states that an 
ascomycetes which exists in the soil, or may be connected with the food (rice or tish), 
is the real cause of the disease, 

“ Pekelha 


attributes the discase to a diplococcus, Ogata to a bacillus, and 
Taylor to a spirillam. Dr. Rowell and Surgeon-General Takaki put the causation of 
this disease to the rice diet, which is deficient as a nitrogenous diet. Gripke and 
Mura trace the disease to bad fish, Simmons and Scheube attribute the disease to a 
miasma, while Weintraub traces it to a noxa which enters the body through the res- 
piratory system.

“LT have mentioned allthese different causes jusc to shew how very uncertain 
the knowledge of the real cause of beri-ber Dr, Scott, who was for some years 
District Surgeon of Kinta, where he had considerable opportunities of seeing beri- 
hori in its different stages, considers that the nervons system is affected by the rays 
of the sun attacking the skin and the deeper nervous structures when the men are 
at work at the bottom of a tin mine. 


“From my experience of beri-beri I think there is a great deal in what 
Dr. Scott says. I have often seen Chinese come into hospital with large blebs on 
their skin, caused by the sun. ‘This theory would also account for the fact that 
women and children are not attacked, although they have the same food and live in 
the same surroundings. The Tamil coolies are usually exposed to the sun quite as 
much as Chinese, but their skin contains more pigment, and they are therefore not 
sv susceptible to the rays of the sun. 


“In my report last year I made some statements about the prevalence of the 
opium habit among the Chinese, and with a view of getting at the actual facts of the 
case as they shew themselves among the patients of the Yeng Wah, I made certain 
enquiries as to the proportion vf opium smokers to non-opium smokers, their relative 
death rates, and the quantity each man was in the habit of smoking. 


“Out of a total number of 2,562 patients who sought admission into hospital, 
1,502—a little more than half—were, on their own testimony, opium smokers. The 
death rates of the two are as follow :—Opium smokers, 18°64; Non-opium smokers, 
1084, 


“The average daily quantity of chandu smoked by each man came to 8 hoons, 
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recorded was, as usual, at Kuala Kangsar, 97° F., on the 8th July, 
and the lowest 60°F., at Taiping, on the 31st December. ‘The 
greatest rainfall, also as usual, was at Taiping with 152°14 inches, 
and the lowest at Kuala Kangsar with 60°15 inches. 


I have remarked before, the highest temperature goes with the 
smallest rainfall, and vice versd. ‘The heaviest rainfall in one day 
was 7°30 inches, and in one month 22°81 inches, both at Taiping and 
both in the month of May. An examination of the records for 
several years shews that the most generally wet months in the year 
are April, May, September, October and November, that is practi- 
cally at the breaking of the south-west and north-east monsoons. 


35. Iam able to say that education continues to make very 
satisfactory progress, the result of zealous work on the part of the 
Inspector of Schools (Mr. H. B. Collinge). 


Ten new schools were opened during the year, making 70 
schools in the State on 31st December last, with an aggregate en- 
rolment of 3,110 scholars, divided as follows :

Included in the above are six schools for girls, with an enrolment 
of 177 scholars. 


In 1891 there were 60 schools, attended by 2,780 children. 


36. Whilst the numbers have increased, the standard of pro- 
ficiency has improved. At the annual inspection 2,652 scholars, 
or 85 per cent of the enrolment, were present, and of these 1,142 
were presented for examination and obtained 85 per cent of passes. 
In the previous year 942 were presented and the percentage of 
passes obtained was 70.

“Returning to the question of the mortality of the opium habit versus the 
hon-opium habit, it would at first sight appear that the mortality among opium. 
smokers was very high and was no doubt duc to their pernicious custom. 


“It should, however, be remembered that many Chinamen take to excessive 
opium smoking only when they are suffering from some incurable or painful disease, 
such as phthisis (consumption) or chronic diarrh:ea and dysentery. In support of 
this I may mention that out of a total number of 280 deaths among opium-smokers, 
75 were due to bowel complaints and 57 to phthisis, while among the non-opinm 
smokers, bowel complaints caused 55 deaths and phthisis only 11. Tam therefore 
still of the same opinion as L was last year, that moderate opium smoking is not such 
a deadly practice as many say it is,—by moderate opium smoking I mean those who 
consume tive to seven hoons a day, 


“Mr. Wray, Curator of the Perak Museum and State Geologist, has been 
good enough to find out the relative amonnt of extract opium (B.P.) in one hoon of 
chandu, and he makes it come to 3°66 grains of the extract opium of the British 
Pharmacopsia, so that a man who smokes 40 hoons of chandu inhales 120 grains 
of opium a day; the average man of 8 hoons would take 24 grains. This amount 
appears to be rather appalling when it is remembered that four grains of extract 
opium would canse death if swallowed. 


“The chandu smoked by the Chinese loses mnch of its strength in its method 
of preparation. I yave a Chinaman who was in the habit of taking 10 boons of 
chandu daily, 20 grains of extract of opium of the British Pharmacopeia. He smoked 
it all, and stated it was very strong, but it did not prevent him going about his . 
duties, nor did he sleep after the smoke, although his pupils were slightly contracted. 
When asked to smoke 3U grains next time, he refused to do so, as the effect of the 
extract of opium smoking was much longer than chandu, lasting many hours (seven 
or eight), whereas the effect of chandu passes off very quickly. 


“These expcriments all tend to show how very little morphia must be in tho 
chandu, and how slight an amount enters the system through the lungs.”

Speaking of the Koran classes which are attached to 39 
of the Malay schools, Mr. Collinge says: ‘‘ The classes meet in the 
afternoon, and the ordinary work of the schools is not therefore in- 
terfered with. In each instance the teacher is very carefully 
selected. He helps to keep up the attendance at the morning 
classes and is altogether a very valuable and necessary auxiliary.” 
The Inspector also remarks that 933 of the Malay scholars (includ- 
ing nearly all those in the higher standards of the previous year) 
having left school during the year, the total number actually receiv- 
ing instruction between January and December was 3,460, and at 
least half of them learned to read and write with a fair degree of 
intelligence. At one school (Teluk Anson) 12 boys passed a very 
good examination in Romanised Malay. 


38. The teaching staff has been improved, and provision has 
been made for the addition this year of an Assistant Inspector of 
Schools and an English Assistant Master at the Central School, 
Taiping. That will enable us to go on opening about ten new 
schools per annum, beyond which it is not intended to go at 
present. There is difficulty in obtaining qualified Malay teachers 
for advanced pupils and greater difficulty in securing mistresses for 
the girls’ vernacular schools. The English Girls’ School in Taiping 
shews a marked improvement over the results obtained last year. 


39. It is suggested that industrial scholarships might well 
be instituted, and the boys who obtain them be taken as appren- 
tices into different departments of the Government service, such as 
the Public Works, Survey, Railway, Printing and Lands. That is 
a proposal that may very well be adopted and has already, to some 
extent, been anticipated. 


40. The State spent about $40,000 on Education last year, not 
a large sum in comparison with the revenue, but it is only com- 
paratively recently, practically within the last three years, that any 
real attempt has been made to deal with education in Perak. I 
think His Excellency, to whom we owe the appointment of an 
Inspector of Schools, will be satisfied that the money now given to 
education is well spent, and that at last we are free from the just 
reproach of neglecting so important a function of Government as 
the provision of simple education for the people. 


41. The revenue collected by the Postal and Telegraph 
Department amounted to $19,425, and shewed an increase over the 
figures of the previous year on every item of revenue except British 
postal orders and Straits Settlements postage stamps. The prin- 
cipal and most satisfactory increase is on the fees for private 
telegrams. Hl 


All District Officers report an improvement both in the postal 
and telegraph service. The letters and parcels which passed through 
the offices of the State numbered 745,124, against 585,609 in 1891 
and 475,305 in 1890. The telegrams numbered 157,705, compared 
with 129,245 in the previous year and 94,052 in 1890. The money 
order business shews again a large increase. The total value of 
orders issued was $179,643; on local offices $30,622, on the 
Straits Settlements $39,519, on India $88,945 and on Ceylon 
$20,260. It is rather a large sum of money to have left the State 
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($149,021 after deducting the local orders), and against it there is 
to be placed only $4,302 received from abroad and cashed in the 
local offices. Owing to the constant variations in exchange the 
British postal orders, which have to be bought in Singapore for 
cash, were given up. 


42. The State has 396 miles of wire, with twelve public and 
four railway telegraph, and 22 telephone stations. In several 
cases river cables have been replaced by aerial lines, with the 
result that there have been fewer interruptions. 

The cost of the department for the year, including salaries, 
construction, upkeep and all other expenses, was $76,560. 


43- Returns of Arrivals and Departures are kept only at the 
two principal ports of the State, Port Weld and Teluk Anson, and 
they shew that the arrivals have exceeded the departures by 21,563, 
and the population of the State at the present time is probably 
not less than 235,000. The numbers and nationalities were as 
follows :—

45. Separate returns for Statute Indian Immigrants are kept, 
and shew, as regards their health for the past year, a great improve- 
ment. Only 269 Statute Indian Immigrants arrived during the 
year, making, with those already here, a total of 1,216, and amongst 
these people the percentage of deaths for the year was only 2°34, 
against 7°07 in 1891. On the Gula Estate, where 1,023 of the 
Statute Immigrants were employed, the death rate was 1°83. The 
Statute Immigrants on the Waterloo Estate and the Larut-Krian 
Road were freed from their contracts early in the year. 
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On different estates 674 free men and women were employed, 
in addition to the Statute Immigrants. 


46. This department, under Mr. R. G. Watson, of the Straits 
Civil Service, has done a great deal of useful work during the year. 
The contracts of 4,432 Sin-Khehs (new-comers) were registered, 
an increase of 1,568 over the previous year. 


The Labour Regulations have been strictly enforced and are 
now carefully observed in all districts. 


Eighteen Friendly Societies were registered in Larut, with 
37,118 members, and in Kinta six societies, with a membership of 
3,803. As regards Secret Societies, eighteen prosecutions were 
instituted under the Order in Council, and in seventeen of these 
convictions were obtained. : 


The number of brothels registered was 95, with a monthly 
average of 922 inmates, and of these g2 left the brothels to live 
with men who give security for them. This enables the depart- 
ment to keep an eye on the women and see that they are properly 
treated. The construction and sanitation of the brothels have been 
improved, and regulations will be introduced to.secure greater 
attention to these matters. 


The Protector strongly recommends the registration of all 
public women of Eastern nationality, simply for their own protection, 
and he calls attention to the danger that would almost certainly 
arise from the withdrawal of brothel watchmen, hitherto paid from 
fees that have now been abolished. These watchmen have, for the 
last five years, been disciplined by the Police Force, and under the 
control of the Chinese Protectorate. I am glad to say that the 
brothel-keepers have undertaken, for the present at all events, to pay 
their wages, while they will still be under the same control and 
discipline as before. 


47. The Museum, which has hitherto laboured under great 
difficulties from want of space to display the numerous and interest- 
ing exhibits collected by the Curator and State Geologist (Mr. 
L. Wray, Jr.), will shortly have a suitable building to do justice to 
the industry and ability of the officer in charge. His Excellency 
knows this institution so well and its value to the State that I need 
not again enlarge upon its usefulness or Mr. Wray’s services. 


Considerable additions were made last year to the mammals, 
the ethnographical exhibits, and especially to the herbarium, many 
interesting plants being obtained from the upper ranges of Gunong 
Inas. Most of the 222 plants collected were forwarded to Calcutta, 
and five new plants have been figured and described in Hooker's 
fcones Plantarum. A collection of medicinal plants and drugs 
was sent to the museum of the Pharmaceutical Society, London, and 
formed the subject of a paper read before that society. 


A paper on the Malay fish poison 4khar ¢uba, by the Curator, 
was published in the Fournal of the Pharmaceutical Society. 


The Perak Museum possesses probably the best collections 
known of Malay weapons, of stone implements found in the Penin- 
sula, of everything made, used and worn by the aboriginal tribes, 
and of the minerals found in Perak. 


It may be uscful to mention that Malays and Siamese preserve 
flowers by a simple and successful method. The flowers are placed 
in a bottle and a hot and moderately strong solution of alum is 
poured over them, the bottle being at once closed and sealed. 


At the end of 1891 Mr. Wray began some experiments, on the 
Pasteur system, to endeavour to eradicate pebrine from diseased 
silkworms. The Government of India has for the last six or seven 
years carried out extensive and costly experiments which demon- 
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strate that the European method of applying the Pasteur treatm-nt 
is a commercial impossibility in the tropics. Mr. Wray, writing 
on this subject, says: ‘It is believed, however, as a result of the ex- 
periments and obscrvations made at the Museum, that a practical 
modification of the Pasteur system has been discovered which 
will enable it to be applied to the multivoltine silkworms of the 
tropics, and do for them what the system, as carried out in Europe, 
has done for the silkworms of temperate climes.” A report on the 
subject is now being printed. 


As regards the search for minerals, no extensive work was 
undertaken, and the prospects of lode mining in Perak are not par- 
ticularly bright, but at two places in Kinta a discovery of ore was 
made differing in character from any previously found. The 
gangue of this deposit, although in limestone rock, is quartz, and 
seems to shew clearly a connection with the underlying silicious 
schistose beds and the continuance of the ore far down into the 
limestone. About fifteen tons of the ore were raised, and averaged, 
when undressed, 14°35 per cent of metallic tin. 


48. The Government Printing Office did last year an unusual 
amount of work in a very satisfactory manner. 


The cost of the staff and materials was $20,983, and the value 
of the printing turned out, exclusive of partly finished work and 
printed forms in stock, was $20,833. The amount received for 
private printing was $1,527. The Government Printer reports 
that while private printing involves a certain amount of expenditure 
it not only covers its cost but brings in a profit, and though it is 
not, and never has been, sought, this business helps to reduce 
the cost of the establishment and is a great convenience to the 
public. 


The Perak Handbook, a work of 270 pages, was first issued 
in 1892 and is a most useful publication. The Orders in Council 
from 1877 to 1888 (108 pages), compiled by Mr. W. H. Treacher, 
were also printed and issued last year. 


“49. On the 5th February, 1892, it was notified that Her 
Majesty the Queen and Empress had been graciously pleased to 
appoint His Highness the Sultan of Perak to be an Honorary 
Knight Commander of the Most Distinguished Order of St. Michael 
and St. George. On the rgth September His Excellency the 
Governor visited Kuala Kangsar and invested His Highness with 
the insignia. I regret to say that His Excellency, continuing his 
journey to Batu Gajah and down the Kinta river, met with an 
accident which might have had the most serious consequences. 
The steam launch in which the Governor and party were travelling 
was staked on a snag, turned over, and threw the party into the 
river. Mercifully, all the Europeans got safely to land, but two 
native servants were drowned. 


On the 8th February the Sultan opened the pontoon bridge 
across the Perak river at Enggor, naming it Gértak KhésAni Shah. 


50. Almost the whole of the balance which I found standing 
to the credit of the State when I came here in June, 1889, has been, 
or is being, spent on works which, while they are of the greatest 
utility, will prove remunerative both directly and indirectly. On 
the 1st June, 1889, the State possessed—

‘The longest continuous stretch of metalled cart-road in 1889 
was 34 miles, from Kuala Kangsar to Pondok Tanjong ; the longest 
continuous stretch now is 130 miles, from Bidor (Kuala Lipis), in 
Batang Padang, to Parit Buntar in Krian, joining at the Perak 
boundary with the road system of Province Wellesley. 


51. To the existing eight miles of railway in Larut have been 
added another nine miles, constructed at a cost of $308,965, while 
railway surveys have been carried north to Selama (another 18 
miles) and east to Kuala Kangsar and Ipoh, 55 miles. On the 
Kinta Valley Railway, from Ipoh to Teluk Anson (50 miles), a 
sum of §788,989 has been already spent (to 31st December, 1892,) 
and 30 miles will be opened to traffic by the middle of the current 
year. The whole line is due to be completed in August, 1894. 


This line will do for the Kinta district what the Selangor 
Railway did for Kuala Lumpor, and I shall be disappointed if it 
does not yield a revenue of a quarter million of dollars, or about 
12 per cent on the capital invested. 


52. The construction of this line, the fact that the Kinta 
Revenue Farms changed hands in 1891, but above all, the high price 
of tin that has obtained for the last eighteen months, has given a 
remarkable impetus to mining and trade in Kinta, and this district, 
on which for the last few years the surplus revenues of Larut have 
been spent, is now in turn paying for the works which I trust will 
shortly enable other districts to make, if not so large, at least a 
considerable contribution to the general revenues of the State. 
The endeavour has always been to develope the resources of all 
districts quite irrespective of the revenues they respectively yield, 
and though there is a certain amount of natural jealousy in such 
matters, the Government has sought less to push one part of the 
State at the expense of another, than to secure the general advance- 
ment and prosperity of the whole. For instance, of the sums spent 
on roads since 188g Larut and Kinta have had $412,000 and 
$417,000 respectively, Kuala Kangsar and Batang Padang $136,000 
and $163,000 respectively, while Krian, which did not possess a mile 
of metalled road, has had $102,000. In the same time the road mile- 
age of Lower Perak has been almost doubled, the headquarters of 
that district will furnish the terminus and port of the Kinta Valley 
Railway, and the Government is engaged on a scheme to supply 
Teluk Anson with water at an estimated cost of $115,000. 


53- The figures given in the first paragraphs of this report 
shew that the revenue of the past year exceeded the ordinary ex- 
penditure by $640,075, the quantity of tin exported far exceeded 
any previous record, the value of trade (imports and exports) was 
more than §3,000,000 beyond the best of other years, the 
arrivals of persons entering the State exceeded the departures by 
21,563 and the Revenue Farmers have admittedly made very large 
profits. These are signs of prosperity, and unless there is some 
great fall in the dollar price of tin—which seems unlikely in view 
of the depreciation of silver—I anticipate that, the Kinta Valley 
Railway being completed and the Revenue Farms re-let next year, 
the revenue of the State for 1895 will considerably exceed $3,000,000. 


54. I have already referred to the progress of agriculture, and 
mentioned the large increase yielded by the Land Revenue of 1892, 
a revenue which far more than covers the cost of collection, and 
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compares very favourably with that which was raised a few years 
ago. But Perak is essentially a mining country, and if we wish, as 
indeed we earnestly do wish, for the development of agriculture to 
any great extent, that end must be gained, not so much by the per- 
fection of minute details of registration and survey as by finding 
cheap labour for European planters and irrigation for native rice 
growers. I believe that recruiting and legislation, on the lines sug- 
gested by the Labour Commission of 18go-g1, with possibly some 
State assistance, will secure the former, while carefully directed 
expenditure will supply the latter 


55. I am very sensible that our land system is capable of 
improvement, and I trust that such amendments as are neces- 
sary may be introduced this year. Allotment surveys, as carried 
out by Government surveyors, have been far from satisfactory. I 
do not dispute their accuracy, they may even in the great majority 
of cases be more accurate than is necessary for our purpose, but 
they are slow and very expensive, and it is mainly the cost of these 
surveys that has for years made the collections of the Land Depart- 
ment appear out of proportion to its expenditure. For the last five 
years, however, the department has been able to shew an annual 
profit, and w hat is required for native holders in outlying districts 
where land has little market value, is simplicity and cheapness, and 
it is in these directions that the Government proposes to make 
amendments. 


56. In my report on the year 1890 I referred to an outbreak 
of rabies, and it is very satisfactory to be able now to state that the 
strong measures adopted have entirely stamped out this fatal dis- 
ease. There is in this State, as elsewhere in East and West, another 
perhaps more terrible scourge, for it does not confine its ravages to 
those first attacked and while destroying them leave others harm- 
less, but the insidious poison is communicated by contagion and 
heredity for generations, afflicting the innocent with some of the 
worst ills of humanity. 

I have already referred to this question: it is an unpleasant 
subject, but when the Medical Officers of the Government press on 
me the rapid increase of this disease in all its forms it is impossible 
to avoid the matter. If the Government neglected to do the utmost 
in its power to save its subjects from hydrophobia, if it scrupled to 
take, and take quickly, the most drastic measures to destroy the 
animals that communicate the poison, there could be but one 
opinion as to our blameworthiness. 


If, again, lepers are permitted to consort with those who are 
clean, to work for them, to intermarry with them and to assist by 
contagion or generation in the spread of that dire disease, while the 
Government, knowing the state of matters, neglected or declined 
to interfere, right-minded people would condemn the neglect with 
unanimity. If that be so in the case of leprosy, which, if contagious 
at all is not readily contagious, surely there must be some onus on 
those who can control and reduce a disease almost or quite as 
fata! and far-reaching in its results, but will not do so? I know 
what is the opinion of many excellent people in Europe, especially 
in Great Britain, on this subject, and they are entitled to hold it and 
apply it as they think best to their own countrypeople, who are 
eminently qualified to protect themselves and their interests. The 
circumstances in this State (with which alone I am concerned) are 
as different as they well can be, and though I am not going into 
the question here, because I have already thoroughly done that in 
another paper, I feel it is my duty to call attention to the rapid 
spread of all the forms of this baneful malady; my single purpose 
being to plead for leave to use the means we possess to check its 
further spread, and compel an ignorant people to accept from us 
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that assistance which they do not know how to get themselves, and 
thus add one benefit more to those they have received from an 
enlightened rule. It is also necessary to point out in this connection 
that the scourge I refer to is hardly one of native growth, and 
though no doubt it existed before British protection in Perak, it 
has grown and increased with the growth of population and the 
increase in nationalities foreign to Malay soil, and will continue 
to do so unless the necessary action be taken. 


57. I have within the last eight years several times strongly 
recommended the issue of Government Notes for use in the Native 
States, and the recent closing of two out of the four chartered 
banks doing business in the Straits has so pointed the arguments 
previously used that I earnestly trust advantage may be taken of 
the situation to introduce Government Notes. 


The Native States are now entirely dependent on the note 
issues of the Chartered and Hongkong Banks for any paper currency 
at all. The supply of notes is not sufficient for our needs, and as 
it does not include a one-dollar note it is in that respect especially 
defective. The circumstances of a large area like that covered by 
the Native States, where considerable sums of money must be carried 
great distances, over lonely roads, in river boats and along jungle 
paths, make it absolutely necessary that money should he carried in 
paper, and not in silver dollars. The supply of paper is not nearly 
equal to the demand; the profit that attaches to a Note issue belongs 
rightly to the Government, and those who use the notes will have 
more confidence in the value of a Government Note issue than they 
would in that of any chartered bank. There would, I believe, be no 
difficulty in arranging for the cashing and exchange of notes between 
the Native States and the Colonial banks, and the capital that would 
be placed at the disposal of the Native States could be usefully ex- 
pended in the extension of roads and railways and other works of 
profitable development. A Government Note issue in the Native 
States, while it would largely contribute to the advancement of the 
Native States, would benetit the Colony both directly and indirectly 
for by this means Colonial funds loaned to some of the Native States 
could be released, and the increased trading facilities given by a 
sufficient supply of notes of all denominations would be felt in the 
markets of the Colony. 


58. As regards the remarks of the Right Hon. the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies on the last series of Native 
States Administration Reports, I trust I may be permitted to ex- 
press, on behalf of the Government of this State, the great satis- 
faction caused by the Marquis of Ripon’s decision on the important 
questions of land taxation and the promotion of agriculture. There 
is no desire in Perak to do otherwise than assimilate our land 
system to any code of regulations that, after fair trial in circum- 
stances such as those which prevail in Perak, has proved to be 
successful. But the circumstances of Perak are somewhat peculiar, 
and, as I have before stated, what may answer elsewhere might not 
do so well here. Practical experience is the real test, and it is not 
advisable to introduce any elaborate system of Land Regulations 
and then immediately to begin to modify them, or to lay down an 
inflexible rule, and within a few months be compelled to amend and 
re-amend it. That, I think, is a course to be avoided if possible, 
and I would prefer to begin with a slight framework and fill it in 
on lines that actual practice shews to be best for our circumstances. 
As Perak has now the advantage of possessing, in the Secretary to 
Government, the officer who has had the largest experience of 
working the Malacca land system, I feel no doubt that with his 
assistance the Government of Perak willbe able to so far amend 
existing regulations as to produce a scheme that will be workable 
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and satisfactory at once to the landholders of all classes and to the 
Government. The danger of attempting to deal with such a 
question as this without very thorough local knowledge and prac- 
tical experience was shewn by the proposal made eighteen months 
ago to abolish all quit-rents and substitute a taxation by tithes 
instead, a scheme which the Sultan of Perak viewed with the 
deepest concern and at once condemned as incapable of practical 
realisation, and hkely, if ever put in force, to lead to forcible 
resistance and the most serious consequences. 


59. The Secretary of State’s view that ‘any measures which 
may be taken for the promotion of agriculture in these States 
deserve every encouragement” will also cause the utmost satisfac- 
tion, because great efforts have been made in Perak to encourage 
agriculture and those efforts have been successful. I have in a recent 
paper referred in detail to the question of agricultural colonies, and 
I will therefore now only say that at the two places where, in Perak, 
colonisation schemes have gone beyond the preliminary stage, and 
that is in Krian and S’tiawan, remarkable success has been obtained. 


The experimental stage has also been successfully passed in 
the case of a Tamil colony established some years ago in the 
Krian district by Roman Catholic Fathers, and yet again in a 
smaller and more recent settlement of Christian Chinese under the 
Roman Catholic missionary of Taiping, Father Gazeau. These 
were not, like Krian and S’tiawan, experiments under the direct 
control of Government officers, but, in both the Tamil and Chinese 
colonies, the Government advanced funds which were administered 
by the Reverend Fathers, and, in the case of the Chinese colony, in 
which I took a special personal interest, Father Gazeau has been 
able to return the entire sum lent by the Government to assist him 
in introducing the colonists, who are now permanently settled, and 
engaged principally in the cultivation of pepper. 


There are still two other colonies in the experimental stage, 
one a Siamese settlement at Pondok Tanjong, under Mr. Choomsai, 
and the other a Tamil colony at Teluk Anson which my prede- 
cessor began, but declined to carry out in view of the expense of 
introducing immigrants from India. 


60. As far as I am aware, Perak is the only State where any 
continued effort at colonisation has been made, but the success 
achieved is such that I do not hesitate to say that if the manage- 
ment of these colonies be placed in the hands of those who under- 
stand the work, who are zealous to make them succeed, and if the 
Government will give such assistance as has been given here, there 
is no reason why the future should not give even better results than 
those we have obtained. 


61. Attempts have been made in Larut and Kinta to carry out 
the recommendation of the Local Government Board for the collec- 
tion of lymph. Human lymph was collected at the General Hospital, 
Taiping, and sent to the out-stations, but, possibly owing to defec- 
tive closing of the tubes, the attempt proved a failure. A similar 
experiment in Kinta met with moré success. A few weeks ago a 
calf was inoculated with the same purpose, but here again the 
result was unsuccessful. A further attempt will be made to secure 
lymph from this source. 


62. After visiting the districts of Lower Perak and Kinta in 
January and February of this year, Sanitary Boards were established 
at Ipoh and Teluk Anson, and if their work proves successful, similar 
Boards will be appointed for other towns that may require them. 
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in Perak, and though I think it is hardly advisable to push it more 
rapidly than by the opening of ten new schools per annum, it would 
not be difficult to double the number of scholars now attending our 
schouls, provided we were prepared to double our expenditure. 
What we spend on education at present is too small a proportion of 
our revenue, but until the railways under construction are completed 
I fear we cannot greatly increase the expenditure on other services. 
After next year, however, there will be funds available, and educa- 
tion should have a first call upon them. 


64. In conclusion, I desire to record the obligations of this 
Government to Sir M. Ommanney, K.C.M.G., and Mr. Blake, the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies, for their assistance in obtaining all 
the materials of British manufacture required by the Government. 
I am personally aware of the pains taken in supplying our many, 
and often troublesome, requisitions, and need merely say that the 
impression of all those who use the stores is that it is only neces- 
sary to apply to the Crown Agents to obtain the best materials 
at the most moderate prices. 


The Perak Government is equally indebted to Sir Charles 
Hutton Gregory, K.C.M.G., and Mr. Eyles, the Consulting Engineers, 
for the interest they have always taken in the construction of 
Perak railways, and the trouble they give themselves to supply 
us with the most suitable rolling stock. 


My personal thanks are due to Mr. W. H. Treacher, the British 
Resident of Selangor, who so capably performed my duties during 
my recent absence on leave. 


65. If I may, without impropriety, and in view of the approach- 
ing termination of His Excellency’s service in the Straits, refer to 
the Governor's guidance of administration in Perak, I would say 
that there has been no important step taken, no post filled, no 
public work completed, but what is due to His Excellency’s in- 
fluence and assistance. The extension of the Larut Railway and 
the construction of the Kinta Valley line, the most important and 
valuable work the State has ever attempted, are undertakings for 
which the State has specially to thank Sir Cecil Clementi Smith.

Nowice to Pranrers, &¢.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500-acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees.

On the 24th May, in honour of the birthday of Her Majesty the 
Queen and Empress, a parade of the Perak Sikhs, under the Commandant, 
Lieutenant-Colonel R. S. F. Walker, C.MG., was held in the Barrack 
Square, Taiping. 

The British Resident rode on to the ground at 7 a.m., and was received 
with a general salute. The detachment of artillery fired 21 guns from the 
half battery of 7-pounder M.L.R. guns, the infantry fired a feu de joie, 
and the band played the National Anthem. The whole Force, after marching 
past, then advanced in review order, and the ceremony ended. 

A salute of 21 guns was fired at noon from Fort Carnarvon by a 
detachment of the Perak Sikhs Artillery. 


Mr. F. W. Brrwsrer, Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, was accidentally shot 
dead while out after deer on the morning of the 21st instant. By this 
distressing accident the Government has lost the services of a very zealous 
and capable officer, whose sad death is widely and deeply regretted.

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RULES MADE BY THE BRITISH RESIDENT UNDER THE 
PORTS AND HARBOURS ORDER IN COUNCIL, NO. 17 OF 1891. 


No. 280.—Whereas by the Ports and Harbours Order in Council, 
No. 17 of 1891, it is enacted, among other things, that the Resident may 
from time to time make such Port Rules as he may think necessary for the 
regulation and supervision of passenger and cargo boats, and for the use by 
vessels of steam whistles, steam sirens, and other like instruments, the 
following rules shall be incorporated with the Rules for the Port and 
Harbour of Teluk Anson, published in the Government Gazette dated the 24th 
day of June, 1892, and shall have effect from the date of their publication 
in the Government Gazette. 

1. All boats carrying cargo of any description to any vessel in the 
harbour shall be brought to the Custom House for examination after load- 
ing such cargo and before proceeding alongside such vessel. 

2. All boats bringing cargo of any description from any vessel in the 
harbour shall be brought to the Custom House for examination before 
landing such cargo or proceeding outside the limits of the Port. 

3. No sampan shall go alongside any vessel in the harbuur after 
6 p.m., unless the same shall have been previously examined at the Custom 
House. 

4, All vessels arriving at the Port shall sound one long blast on the 
steam whistles when opposite to the Custom House. 

Vessels leaving the Port may sound at intervals three short blasts on 
their whistles before leaving their anchorage, provided that no whistles 
shall be sounded by any vessel between the hours of 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

5. Except as provided by the preceding rule, no vessel shall blow its 
steam whistle within the limits of the Port, unless absolutely necessary as 
a warning to other craft. 

6. Any master, boatman, or other person who shall act contrary to, 
or fail to comply with, these regulations shall be liable on conviction to the 
penalty provided by Order in Council No. 17 of 1891, Section 10.

No. 283.—An Agri-horticultural Show will be held at Taiping on 
Saturday, the 24th June. It will be open from 10 a.m. to 12 noon and 
from 2 p.m. to 6 p.m., the hours between noon and 2 p.m. being reserved 
for native ladies. Admission free. Below will be found tke rules of the 
Show and a list of the prizes to be awarded for exhibits. 


RULES FOR THE PERAK AGRI-HORTICULTURAL SHOW. 


1. A Show will be held in Taiping, to be called the Perak Agri-horticultural Show, and 
will be only open to exhibits produced or owned by residents in Perak, its object being to 
encourage the importation and breeding of good live stock and the cultivation and use of 
flowers, fruit, vegetables and all agricultural produce and implements, especially amongst 
the natives. 

2. The organization of the Show will be in the hands of a Central Committee in 
Taiping, assisted by Sub-committees in the different Districts nominated by the District 
Magistrates. 

3. The Central Committee will consist of the following gentlemen :—F. A. Swettenham, 
Esq., c.m.c., Chairman, H. A. W. Aylesbury, H. C. Belfield, E. W. Birch, E. J. Brewster, 
F. St. G. Caulfeild, Sir Graeme Elphinstone, Bart., Dr. C. Leech, A. Lutyens, W. R. Scott, 
H. H. Sheppard, A. B. Stephens, W. H. Tate, R. G. Watson, C. Wagner, Lt.-Col. Walker, 
e.g. L. Wray. 

4. A prize list will be published in Malay, Tamil and Chinese. 


5. The prizes may be in money or in such other form as the Central Committee may 
decide. 

6. With each prize a certificate will be given. 

7. All winning exhibits other than live stock will be marked by the Judges before the 
opening of the Show. 


8. No exhibits can be admitted that have not been passed by the Central Committee 
or by the local Committee of the district from which they are sent. “Rare plants, even though 
not fine specimens, will be received. 

4 9. Local Honorary Secretaries must see that the labels, which will be forwarded to 
exhibitors, are attached to the exhibits before they are despatched, and in classes where lots 
of three or more exhibits compose one entry, each should have a label number written on it. 

10, Prizes awarded to exhibitors in out-stations will be distributed by the various district 
Honorary Secretaries, to whom the prizes will be forwarded by the Cent ral Committee. 

11. Allexpenses of carriage to the Show of native-owned exhibits other than live stock 
will be considered by a sub-committee, but perishable exhibits will not be returned, except at 
the express wish and cost of the exhibitors. 

12. A record will be kept by the Honorary Secretary of all proceedings connected with 
the Show, showing, amongst other matters, the names and addresses of exhibitors, the prizes 
awarded and the amounts of such prizes. The Honorary Secretary will likewise keep the 
accounts connected with the exhibition. 


RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF EXHIBITORS. 


1. Three weeks before the opening of the Show the entries should be sent to the Local 
Honorary Secretary representing the District in which the exhibit is produced or owned. 

2. No entrance fees will be charged for any exhibits. 

8. All reasonable care will be taken of exhibits and police protection afforded, but the 
Committee cannot hold themselves responsible for any loss or damage. 

4. Allexhibits must be in the Show yard by 6 p.m. on the day before the Show. A 
member of the Committee will receive the same, and see that they are placed in their proper 
places; live stock and cut flowers, however, will be received up to 8 a.m. on the morning of 
the Show, after which hour no exhibits will be admitted. 

5. The Show will be open from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., the hours between noon and 2 p.m. 
being reserved for native ladies. 

6. When two exhibits in a class are awarded equal firsts, the first and second prize 
money shall be divided between them, the next receiving the third prize; or an extra prize 
may be given on the recommendation of the Judges. 

7. In any case where a prize is offered for a group of two or more plants or articles, 
and an exhibitor of a single fine specimen of the same kind of plant or article is thereby ex- 
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cluded from receiving the award, the Central Committee may, at their discretion, sanction a 
special extra prize. 


8. Exhibitors who may desire to sell specimens should, in forwarding their lists, notify 
their desire to the Honorary Secretary and inform him of the value put upon the exhibit. 
Such price shall be shewn with the specimen, and for any sale that may be effected the prive 
shall be recovered by the Honorary Secretary of the Central Committee for the exhibitor and 
forwarded by him to the Honorary Secretary of the Local Committee of the District of the 
exhibitor for payment to him. 


9. Exhibits must be cleared within 24 hours after the closing of the Show, after which 


the Committee have the power to sell all uncleared exhibits. No person will be permitted to 
remove any specimen before the termination of the exhibition. 


10, The Judges may withhold prizes in cases where the exhibits are of an inferior 
character, or for other reasons that they may consider justify such a course, and extra prizes, 
on the recommendation of the Judges, may be given for fine specimens for which no special 
provision has been made in the prize list.

No. 294.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 

2. Mr. Irving reported his arrival and assumed the duties of English Secretary 
to His Highness the Sultan and Assistant to the District Magistrate on the 4th. 

3. Mr. Dykes reported his arrival and assumed the duties of Mining Prospector 
on the 13th. 

4. Mr. Mahoney took over charge of the Treasury from Mr. Hose on the 15th. 

5. The first eight miles of the road to Kota Tampan were completed and taken 
over by Government on the 17th. Another two miles will be taken over this month. 

6. The Superintendent of Prisons inspected the gaol on the 2ist. 

7. I proceeded up to river Kuala Plus on the 22nd, and returned to Kuala Kang- 
sar on the morning of the 24th. 

8. The Resident arrived here on the 26th, and returned to Taiping on the 
1st May. 

g. Every effort is being made to push on the demarcation work as quickly as 
possible ; but great difficulty has been experienced in obtaining the services of a suffi- 
cient number of qualified demarcators, and the work has been delayed in consequence. 

to. Two hundred acres of mining land have been applied for by the Tai Li 
kongsi, and other of the larger kongsis, at Ulu Sungei Kerbu. It is the intention of 
the applicants to make an elephant road from Gunong Kuantan, on the Kuala 
Kangsar-Ipoh road, to the left bank of the Sungei Kerbu, a distance of about twelve 
miles. 

11. During the month, rents were again collected in the mukim of Padang 
Rengas, and at Kota Lama Kiri, and the Assistant to the District Magistrate, Tronok, 
reports that he collected rents, amounting to $643, in Blanja, Bota and Lambor. 

12. The State Surgeon inspected the hospital on the 24th. 

13. Fifteen cases of small-pox occurred during the month, and there were five 
remaining over from the previous month. Of these five were discharged, six died 
and nine remained at the end of the month. : 

14. The Larut Vaccinator has been working at Chegar Galah, and another Vac- 
cinator from Kinta, at Plang. Vaccination has also been carried on once a week at 
the Kuala Kangsar Hospital. The Apothecary reports that the first week six subjects 
came, the second week 25, the third 94, and the following week (1st May), 156. 
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15. The Assistant to District Magistrate, at Tronok, reports that during the 
month he has marked off 88 village lots at Siputeh. All of these have been applied 
for, and 57 already sold. At Tronok 60 village lots have been demarcated, but 
applications have been received for over this number. 

16. The following is the revenue collected during April, and from January to 
April, 1893, as compared with that of 1892, and the estimated revenue for those

No. 295—.KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1R,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for April. 

The number of beri-beri cases in the Kinta hospitals has increased considerably 
lately. There were 87 more cases and 13 more deaths from this disease in March 
than in April. The only reason that I can ascertain for this increase is that a large 
number of new coolies have come into the district since the Chinese New Year and that 
a great deal of new mining land has lately been opened up. 

On the roth a Malay syce was killed at Lahat by the trap he was driving coming 
into collision with a buffalo cart. 

On the 13th there was a very heavy thunder-storm at Batu Gajah, and one of the 
telegraph operators had his arm badly singed by lightning, but was not otherwise 
hurt. The rainfall amounted to 3°88 inches in the 24 hours, and was an excellent test 
for the roof of the new offices. They have had to be altered, as they leaked in a 
number of places. 

The Sanitary Board is doing good work in Ipoh, and there is already a great 
improvement in the appearance of the town. The metalling of the streets is making 
good progress, brick drains are being put in in several of the blocks and trees are 
being planted in the main streets. 

On the 18th Hari Raya was celebrated by the Malays. 

On the 19th I went with Toh Muda Wahab to see an irrigation dam which he is 
constructing across the Pingi River, about two miles from Ipoh. The dam is a very 
fine piece of work. It is 150 yards long and about 12 feet high in the middle at present. 
It will irrigate several thousand acres of padi land at Pengkalan Pegu when it is 
finished. Toh Muda has already spent $6,000 on it, and expects to spend about 
$4,000 more before it is finished. 

On the 20th the new Post and Telegraph Office at Membang-di-awan was opened. 
This office is a great advantage to the district, as it brings the most important 
mining centre in Kampar within communication of the other stations. 

On the 2oth I inspected the village of Gopeng. _ It is not under the Sanitary Board, 
but the Public Works Department have done much to improve it also lately, and it 
looks very well. 

On the 23rd Dr. Wright and Mr. Ogilvie shot a fine tiger near Ipoh. He mea- 
sured 8 feet g inches. 
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The Senior Magistrate arrived on the 24th and sat till the 27th. One highway 
robber was sentenced to three years’ rigorous imprisonment, and a man found guilty 
of arson, to one year’s rigorous imprisonment. The Senior Magistrate also heard 
several civil appeal cases. 

On the 28th I went through the Court offices in Gopeng and Ipoh with the Senior 
Magistrate, with a view to applying for increased staff for these Courts. The work of 
these two Courts has increased much lately, and a considerable addition to the staff 
is now necessary. 

On the 29th a very successful Gymkhana Meeting was held at Batu Gajah. 

The crime return for the month was better than usual, only three cases of high- 
way robbery and one serious case of house-breaking. 

The revenue return for the month is very good, and considerably above the esti- 
mate on nearly every item. 

I travelled 164 miles on duty during the month.

No. 296.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for April. 

2. On the 2nd I went to the Hospital, Taiping, and viewed the body of a China- 
man which was found in the Sungei Tinggi. 

3. On the 5th the Penghulu of Jibong reported the discovery of tin at a place 
in his district, and I at once gave out 35 acres of mining land there. I also arranged 
with the Penghulu of Bruas for the cutting of a path from Sungei Tinggi to the new 


landing-place I intend making for launches. 
* * * * * 
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5. At8am.onthe 8th I left, with Messrs. Aylesbury, Scott (Inspector of Mines) 
and Wellington in the launch for Sungei Tinggi, to inspect the mining land there, 
being also accompanied by four Chinese (two of them mining managers of Capitan 
Ah Kwi, one manager of Lye Keun’s mines, and the other one of Lim Ah Kai’s 
mining managers). We arrived at Sungei Tinggi at 1.30 p.m. and landed stores, 
boring tools, etc., and after collecting carriers, started at 3.15 p.m. on our walk to 
Sungei Rotan, and arrived at the Rest-house there at 6.15 p.m. This house is per- 
fectly devoid of furniture, and the floor has rotted through in great holes in many 
places through having been made of bad wood. 


6. On the gth we walked round Sungei Rotan district and Changkat Rusa, and 
saw the mining lots which have been demarcated, and got a good idea of the country. 
We passed the spot where the rhinoceros was shot by Messrs. Rowley, Shaw, and 
others, mentioned in my last report, and saw its bones. In the afternoon we went to 
Ulu Sungei Rotan, wading up the stream most of the way, to where the old smelting 
house is, which has not been used for a long time, and further up the stream saw the 
remains of the old workings which have been abandoned for years. We went on to 
see the fresh tracks of a rhinoceros. 

The towkays before mentioned arrived to-day from Sungei Tinggi and went 
onto Toh Allang Lenggoh, and washed several prospects there, which were very 
satisfactory, and brought them to us to see. They then went on to Sungei Rotan and 
returned in the evening, also very much pleased with the appearance of the Sungei 
Rotan district. One of Capitan Ah Kwi’s headmen is being left behind, with Mr. 
Wellington, to see things for himself, which he can report to the Chinese on his return. 
Mr. Wellington has been commissioned by nine persons interested in mining to 
prospect and take borings in the various valleys at Toh Allang Lenggoh and Sungei 
Rotan, and the Bruas district generally. He commences operations at once. 


8. On the roth Toh Allang Lenggoh was visited, where the towkays were wait- 
ing by appointment. Raja Pe rmisuri’s mine was then arrived at. Last week several 
men were working here, but were flooded out by the heavy rain, since which nothing 
has been done. nN small sample of the wash-dirt was lying on the surface beside the 
tailings. Messrs. Wellington and Scott washed over 2 Ibs. of ore from it, a very good 
sample, which [ intend to have assayed. The depth of overburden was 17 feet, depth 
of wash from 3 to 34 feet. When the towkays last washed there, they obtained 4o katis 
of ore. The party then proceeded up the valley to the Ulu, and Mr. Scott pointed 
out to the towkays the land for which he had applied, on their behalf, at their request. 
Mr. Wellington ‘then arranged to start boring there, and got his tools on the ground 
ready. 

g. On the returning to the Rest-house, two other towkays were found, who had 
come overland from Taiping. One of these men, after secing the ground, applied for 
15 acres for a friend, in addition to what he has already applied for. Mr. Wellington 
expresses himsclf as very satis'ied with what he has seen so far. 

to. The towkays proceeded on to Sungei Tinggi this evening, on their way 
examining the land at Changkat Batu. This place is about half way between Sungci 
Tinggi and Sungei Rotan. Mr. Aylesbury and I got on the fresh tracks of a rhinoceros 
and stalked him to the top of Changkat Rusa, about 560 feet high, where a deluge of 
tain stopped the hunt by obliterating all tracks. 

11. Onthe rith, before starting on our return journey, Mr. Aylesbury and I were 
out early after a rhinoceros, whose favourite 4uéang, or mud-hole, for wallowing in, a 
Malay had discovered the previous night and had startled him out of it. We stalked 
up to the Axdang, but found he had not returned since last night. We examined the 
tracks and then, returning to the Rest-house, we despatched our baggage back to 
Sungei Tinggi, and started for that place via Toh Allang Lenggoh, passing Raja 
Permisuri’s mine, mentioned yesterday. Close by is Kandar Hassan’s old smelti ing 
place, now disused for some years. He got his tin froma pit some distance off. We 
went on, noticing the mining blocks sated off for the various applicants, and about 
half a mile further on came to where Mr. Wellington had started boring. One hole 
was bottomed, with but poor results, in my presence, but the appearance of the land 
was very good. We then stopped for a short time at a sawing kongsi. The 29 men 
seemed very well, and the working-board and everything appeared to be in order. I 
noticed some grand chingal trees which had been felled by these men. We reached 
Sungei Tinggi at about 4 p.m. in very heavy rain, and remained there the night.

12. On the rath, after a pig hunt, and visiting the newly cleared site for the Rest- 
house I selected some months ago, we walked down to the launch along the new trace 
I had had cut a few days ago. At this spot I propose to make a small jetty, it being 
the highest point to which the launch can safely ascend at all tides. The length of 
trace is a quarter of a mile. If this is made it will be a great convenience, and no 
transhipping into sampans will be required. We left at 10 a.m., calling in at Pasir 
Itam, and reached Teluk Kertang at 3.10 p.m. 


13. On the 14th the Penghulu of Trong came to complain that as no surveyor had 
yet come, numbers of miners were waiting to begin work in his district, being afraid 
to do so until their blocks were surveyed. 

14. On the rgth the Penghulu of Bruas came in, and I instructed him to cut a 
straight line from Sungei Tinggi to Sungei Rotan, as a preliminary trace for the pro- 
posed new cart-road to the mining land in his district.

16. During the month all the books of the various offices scattered throughout the 

district were audited by officers sent from the Audit Department.

Notice to Pranrers, &.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up.

The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

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RULES MADE BY THE BRITISH RESIDENT UNDER 
THE QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF DISEASE ORDER 
IN COUNCIL, NO. 15 OF 1890. 


No. 308.—Whereas by the Quarantine and Prevention of Disease Order 
in Council, No. 15 of 1890, it is enacted, among other things, that the 
Government may from time to time make rules providing for the registra- 
tion of all persons carrying on the trade of cow-keepers, dairymen and 
purveyors of milk, and for securing the cleanliness of cow-sheds and milk- 
shops and other places where milk is kept for sale, and milk vessels and 
utensils used by such persons, and for the protection of milk against 
infection or contamination, and for preventing and punishing the adultera- 
tion of milk with water or any other substance, the following rules shall 
have effect from the date of their publication in the Government Gazette. 

1. No person shall carry on the trade of a cow-keeper, dairyman, or 
purveyor of milk within the State without first having registered himself at 
the office the Health Officer of the district (or, if there is no Health Officer 
in the district, then at the office of the District Magistrate), and furnished 
full information regarding his place of abode, the place where his cows are 
kept, and the place where his milk is kept for sale. 

2. All cow-sheds, dairies, and places for the sale of milk shall have a 
plentiful supply of pure water, and the premises and all utensils used therein 
shall be kept clean. 

3. All cow-sheds shall be freely ventilated and well drained, and all 
filth and refuse shall be removed at least once in every 24 hours. 

4. All cow-sheds, dairies, and places for the sale of milk shall at all 
times be open to inspection by officers duly authorised by the Health Officer 
or District Magistrate. 

5. No person shall sell or offer for sale any milk to which any water 
or other matter or ingredient has been added. 

6. Any person offering milk for sale, and any proprietor, occupier, or 
manager of a cow-shed, dairy, or place for the sale of milk, and any person 
entrusted for the time being with the charge of any milk, shall permit any 
officer duly authorised by the Health Officer or District Magistrate at any 
time to take such quantity of such milk as such officer shall require for the 
purpose of analysis, on his making payment therefor. 

7. Every proprietor, occupier, or manager of a cow-shed, dairy, or 
place for the sale of milk, having in his possession or under his charge any 
animal affected with disease, shall give immediate notice in writing of the 
fact that the animal is so affected to the Health Officer or the District 
Magistrate, in addition to the notice required by No. 66 of the Rules pub- 
lished on November 20, 1890. 

8. Every proprietor, occupier, or manager of a cow-shed, dairy, or 
place for the sale of milk shall, when any person residing in his house or 
being in his employment becomes ill of cholera, dysentery, small-pox, fever, 
or any infectious disease, give immediate notice in writing thereof to the 
Health Officer or the District Magistrate, in addition to the notice required 
by No. 30 of the Rules published on November 20, 1890. 

9. Any person who shall act contrary to, or fail to comply with, these 
regulations, shall be liable on conviction to the penalty provided by Order 
in Council No. 15 of 1890, Section 6.

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RULES MADE BY THE BRITISH RESIDENT UNDER 
THE QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF DISEASE ORDER 
IN COUNCIL, NO. 15 OF 1890. 


No. 309.—Whereas by the Quarantine and Prevention of Disease Order 
in Council, No. 15 of 1890, it is enacted, among other things, that the 
Government may from time to time make such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary or expedient for preventing the spread of any disease, the 
following rules shall have effect from the date of their publication in the 
Government Gazelte. 

1. Whereas it appears to the Health Officer of a district, or to any 
Medical Officer in ‘charge of a district hospital, that any house, stable, cattle- 
shed, or other building, which has been occupied by a person or animal 
suffering from a contagious or infectious disease, cannot be entirely and 
efficiently disinfected, such officer shall certify in writing to that effect to 
the Chief Police Officer of the town, village, or district in which such 
building is situated, and it shall thereupon be lawful for such Police Officer 
to cause such building to be pulled down or otherwise destroyed and the 
materials thereof to be burnt. 

2. Every act done by such Police Officer under the powers conferred 
by the preceding rule shall be forthwith reported by him in writing to the 
Government, and the certificate of the Health Officer or Medical Officer 
shall be forwarded therewith, whereupon it shall be lawful for the Govern- 
ment to make or withhold compensation in respect of the building so 
destroyed as the circumstances of the case may warrant.

No. 322.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR APRIL. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to transmit my monthly letter for April. 
* * % * * 


3. Onthe afternoon of the 2nd Ileft for Penang with the view of arranging 
for a continuation of the contract to run the coast steamer for another two or three 
months. I left Penang again on the 4th, having, I am sorry to say, been unsuccessful 
in carrying this out, as I was unable to raise the subsidy asked by the shipowners. 
This is very much to be regretted, as the launch was most useful and was rendering 
good service. It will be difficult to replace her. 

4. Iwas at S’tiawan on the 5th and met the District Officer from Lumut, who 
was on his way to Kinta over what is called the railway trace, vid Laiang Laiang on 
the Perak river. : 

5. Ihad intended going over the settlement, but the du/an puasa was against 
me, and nothing was being done. I therefore left in the afternoon and returned to 
Teluk Anson, arriving on the 6th April, having called at Bagan Datvh to learn that 
about two miles of the batas, or raised way, from this place to Rungkup village had 
been completed. Delay has arisen owing to the heavy rain and the dulan puasa. 

6. Mr. Tranchell, the successor to Mr. Brewster, not having arrived, I was 
detained in Teluk Anson until the roth, when Mr. Tranchell arrived and took up his 
appointment. 
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7. The accounts from up river are very satisfactory. I enclose the monthly 
report of the Assistant for Penghulus.* The padi crop has been good up river; at 
Pulau Tiga the crop has been so heavy that the people are unable to gather it in and 
much has been abandoned. 

8. The steam service between this and Penang still continues irregular. On the 
gth there was no steamer. On the 17th the steamer left Penang and broke down in 
the river. On the 2oth there was no steamer from Penang. 

g. On the roth Dr. Sheppard, the State Surgeon, visited the district and I went 
through matters with him; he left on the r2th. 


1o. On the rith Captain Lyons arrived and took up his appointment as Assistant 
Commissioner of Perak Sikhs. It was very difficult to find him quarters, for house 
accommodation is very much required here for Europeans, and the town is very over- 
crowded; many of the houses are very old and should be removed and new ones 
erected. 

it. On Sunday the 16th Teluk Anson presented a very lively appearance, there 
being no less than six steamers lying here at anchor. 

12. I regret to say that two of the police stationed at S'tiawan absconded, and 
hearing of this the Assistant Commissioner and Inspector proceeded there on the 
17th in the Rapid, to tind that the men had left for Penang, one of them taking 
away with him another man's wife and daughter. 

13. The Protector of Indian Immigrants paid me a visit on the 17th on his way 
from Klang to Penang, and inspected the town, over which | took him. Unfortunately 
his steamer broke down in the river and he had to return to Teluk Anson. He left on 
the 18th, which being the Hari Raya was observed as a public holiday. 

14. On the 19th the Assistant Commissioner and Inspector returned. There is 
nothing to be done now but seek the extradition of the absconding police from the 
authorities at Penang. 

15. The Assistant for Land here, Mr. Knaggs, arrived and took up his appoint- 
ment. Mr. Parr will leave on the 24th. 

16. I left for Penang late in the afternoon of the 2oth April, and on the 21st 
called and paid my respects to His Excellency the Governor. On the 22nd I was 
engaged with Mr. Turner in regard to the land which he wishes to take up in Lower 
Perak for sugar planting, reporting the result to the Secretary to Government for the 
information ef the Resident. 

17. On Sunday the 23rd April, Haji Mat Ali came to see me, having just arrived 
from Sungei S'tiawan. This headman is on his way to Petani to bring in cattle for 
the Lumut bendang. ‘These cattle, which His Highness the Sultan has been good 
eucneN to lend the money to buy, have been purchased some time and where origi- 
nally intended to be introduced “by way of Janing, in Upper Perak, but difficulties 
arose, and they are now coming round by Kedah. 

18. I am glad to say I sce my way to putting some 8o or go settlers, Banjer- 

masim men, on the Sungei Tiram bendang. This bendang land extends from 
Likir along the coast to Pasir Blanda, and thence to Sungei Kayan. I may safely say 
that between the cart-road now under construction and the sea’ there are some thou- 
sands of acres of padi and sugar land available, covered only with secondary growth, 
which have at some time or the other been opened and cultivated, the natives say by 
the Siamese. 

19. Be this as it may, the soil is fully equal to that of Krian, and there is nothing 
now to prevent a second Krian springing up along the southern sca-coast of Perak 
if the introduction of settlers is persistently and judiciously encouraged. This part of 
the State should far surpass the Krian, for fresh water is, I may say, ~ procurable almost 
everywhere from streams which have their source in the large extent of swampy land 
lying between the sea-coast and the Perak River, and which is virtually the overflow 
drainage of the latter. 

20. I have refrained hitherto from calling much attention to this, being satisfied to 
wait until the road was completed, and as this has now approached Likir, though not 
as far as the bendang land, | think it is now time to bring this to notice, though I 
have waited many a long year before the cart-road was sanctioned to open up this 
portion of the district. 


* Not printed. 
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21. Onthe 24th, having taken Haji Mat Ali to the Perak Government Agent 


and supplied him with money and obtained letters for him to pass through Kedah, 
etc., I left in the afternoon for Teluk Anson, arriving here in the morning of the 25th. 

22. On the 28th April I forwarded a large imprest to Taiping by the Mena. 
Major Tranchell, the Superintendent of Prisons, arrived, together with the Chief 
Surveyor. ; 

23. The Chief Surveyor left for Kota Stia on the 2gth, to inspect the survey work 
on which Mr. Morris has been engaged during the month, and the Superintendent 
of Prisons inspected the gaol here. 

24. Mr. Tranchell, the Assistant here, left for Taiping on the 28th by the Mena 
with the imprest ; I was therefore employed in the office and settling some cases. The 
Superintendent of Prisons left on the 2gth, and the Chief Surveyor on the 3oth. 

25. Iannex the usual meteorological return. 

26. The revenue for the month amounts to $9,572.42, as against the sum of 
$9,447-81 for the corresponding month in 1892. 

27. The trade returns show an increase for the past month against the correspond- 
ing month in 1892, the imports being valued for 1893 at $329,612.64, as against 
$246,758.60 in 1892, showing an increase of $82,854.04, while exports in like manner 
amounted to $669,171.23, as against $549,792.40, being an increase of $119,378.83. 

28. The tin exported in April, 1892, was 9,401.07 pikuls; for the corresponding 
month in 1893, 11,159.88 pikuls. Ore exported in April, 1892, 5,329.04 pikuls, as against 
5,963°84 pikuls in 1893.

2. No person is bound to receive more of the above-mentioned coins 
than the equivalent of one Mexican dollar in a single payment. 


3. Any one who shall after the lst August, 1884, aforesaid, import, 
possess, tender or utter any copper, bronze, brass or mixed metal coins or 
tokens, other than those which are above declared to be the only legal

SANITARY BOARDS. 


Passed by His Highness Sir Ipris Mersuepin Aaruim Swag, K.c.M.G., 
Isnt Atmarnum Isxanper Suan, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on 
the 8rd day of July, 1893.

HEREAS it is expedient to make better provision for the conser- 

vancy and improvement of the towns and villages in the State of 

Perak and for the establishment of Sanitary Boards, it is hereby enacted 
by His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 


1. The several Orders in Council specified in the Schedule hereto 
are hereby repealed. 


2. The British Resident may from time to time appoint Sanitary 
Boards, consisting of such public servants and other persons as the 
British Resident may nominate, to exercise control within the limits of 
any town or village over all matters relating to conservancy or as to 
which jurisdiction is given to them by this Order in Council. 


8. On the death or absence from the State of any member of a 
Sanitary Board, the British Resident may nominate another officer or 
person to fill the vacancy. 


4, The duties of a Sanitary Board shall be to take lawful measures 
for— 

(a) The regulation of buildings and building operations. 

(6) The making, repairing, clearing, draining, watering and light- 
ing streets and roads; the construction and maintenance of 
canals and bridges, and the planting and preservation of 
trees. 

(c) The control and supervision of— 

(i). Latrines, cesspools and dust-bins. 
(ii). Wells, water-tanks and water supply. 
(iii). Stables and cattle-sheds, and places for keeping sheep, 
goats, swine and poultry. 
(iv). Cow-houses and dairies. 
(v). The sale of fresh provisions and milk. 

(d) The establishment and regulation of markets and slaughter- 

houses. 


(e) The seizure and disposal of unwholesome fish, flesh, or other 
provisions. 

(f) The removal or disposal of refuse and night-soil. 

(g) The prevention and abatement of nuisances, and the regula- 
tion of dangerous, unhealthy or offensive trades or occu- 
pations. 

(A) The removal of obstructions in the streets and in verandahs 
or five-foot paths. 

(i) The removal of ruinous and dangerous houses, huts or out- 
buildings. 

(j) The enforcement of all by-laws from time to time made by the 
British Resident. 

(k) The due and proper expenditure of all sums of money which 
the Government may from time to time place at their dis- 
posal for all or any of the above purposes, and the true 
accounting for the same. 

(2) All matters connected with the conservancy and the improve- 
ment of the town or village within its jurisdiction. 


5. For the various purposes described in Section 4, a Sanitary 
Board shall have power to frame by-laws not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Order in Council, and may alter, amend, add to or cancel 
any by-law. Provided that no by-law, alteration, addition or amend- 
ment, shall have effect until it is confirmed by the British Resident and 
published in the Government Gazette. 


6. If any person is guilty of contravention of any by-law he shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding the sum of $50, or in the case of a con- 
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tinuing offence the sum of $10 for every day during which such offence - 
is continued, or in default of payment of fine, to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding three months.

CHINESE STUDENT INTERPRETERS. 


No. 334.—The following scheme for supplying a qualified body of 
Chinese Interpreters has been approved by the British Resident and is 
published for general information. 

- Applications for admission should be sent to the Protector of Chinese, 
erak. 


SCHEME FOR CHINESE INTERPRETERS. 

1. All Chinese Interpreters employed by Government will bo 
arranged in one Department, which will be under the supervision of the 
Protector of Chinese. 

2. The Interpreters will be arranged in four grades, to which the 
oe salaries will be attached. 

I.—$125 to $150 per mensem after five years’ a service. 


II.—$ 80 to aie do. 
III.—$ 50 to $ 7 do. do. 
IV.—S 30 to$ 45 do. do. 


3. The qualifications for admission or promotion will be as follows :— 

I.—(i). Four Chinese dialects. (ii). English colloquial. (iii). English 
writing, as tested by translating. (iv). Chinese character. An accurate 
acquaintance with general Chinese (business and literary) writings is 
requisite. Interpreter will be required to translate at sight any ordinary 
Chinese writing into fair English. 

II.—(i). English spoken and written. (ii). Three dialects of Chinese. 
(ili). Chinese character. Good knowledge of Chinese letters, accounts, 
petitions, notices, etc., will be requisite. 

III.—(i). English spoken. (ii). Three dialects of Chinese or two dia- 
lects and Chinese character of higher standard, and English written. 

IV.—(i). English spoken. (ii). Two dialects of Chinese and elemen- 
tary character. 

4. No Interpreter will be employed or promoted except after exam- 
ination, and he must hold a certificate that he has passed the Fourth 
Standard. 

5. Interpreters are liable to be removed from one Court or Depart- 
ment to another, or from one district to another. 

6. Any Interpreter in a lower grade may, on passing the requisite 
examination, be promoted to a higher grade without waiting to complete 
five years in any particular grade. 

7. The pay of Student Interpreters will commence at $25 a month, 
and they will be provided with a Chinese Teacher and with books to study. 
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& The usual term of study for a Student Interpreter will be two 
years, and he will be called on to pass an examination every six months to 
test progress. 

9. It will be competent for a Student Interpreter to present himself 
for examination at an earlier date than those specified if he wishes to do so. 

10. Student Interpreters will attend at the Police Court from 10 a.m. 
to 1 p.m., and from 1.30 p.m. to 4.30 p.m. at the Chinese Protectorate. 

11. On first appointment, the commencing salary of an Interpreter 
who may be able to qualify without passing through the whole course of two 
years’ study prescribed, may be fixed, at the discretion of the Government, 
at any of the rates provided in the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Standards. 

12. No increment shall be given to an Interpreter after five years’ 
approved service unless the Head of the Department certifies that his con- 
duct has been good and his duties satisfactorily performed.

HOUSE-RENT AND FURNITURE. 


No. 335.—The following Circular regarding house-rent and furniture 
is published for general information, and it is to be understood that the 
regulations laid down in it only apply to officers now in the service of the 
Government of Perak, and give no privileges to those who join after this 
date. 

Should the Government decide to grant free quarters or rent allow- 
ance to any officer joining the service hereafter, Rule 4 will be strictly 
applied to his case. 


CIRCULAR NO. 35 OF 1893. 


It is hereby notified that previous orders regarding rent paid by 
officers for Government quarters occupied by them, and for furniture 
supplied to them, are cancelled, and that the following General Orders 
are issued by direction of the British Resident in lieu thereof. 


RENT. 

1. Nocharge will in future be made for the occupation of Government 
quarters by Government officers, but no public officer will be regarded as 
having any claim to any particular house in the State, and Government 
quarters will be allotted in the manner most convenient to the Government, 
and, generally, in proportion to the number of persons to be accommodated. 


2. When necessary, several officers may be allotted quarters in one 
house. 

3. Occupants of Government quarters will be expected to take 
proper care of the houses and of the grounds or gardens attached to them, 
and failure to take such care will render the occupants liable to lose the 
quarters they occupy. 

4. Under no circumstances will any allowance for house-rent, or the 
estimated value of any free quarters, be allowed to be included in the com- 
putation of pensions or gratuities, except in certain special cases where 
officers now in the service of the Perak Government received their appoint- 
ments upon that understanding. In these cases promotion or increase of 
salary will cancel the claim. 
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FURNITURE. 

5. The officers named in Schedule A are entitled to Government 
furniture, but will be called upon to pay rent in respect thereof quarterly, 
commencing from the 1st January, 1893, at the rate of five per cent of 
the value. Such valuations, except in the case of Classes ITI. and IV., will 
be made by the Public Works Department, and the rent charge will be 
assessed by the Audit Office. The rent will be liable to fluctuation as 
follows :— 

(a.) By the amount, if any, of furniture supplied subsequently to 
the valuation. 
(b.) By annual depreciation at the rate of 10 per cent. 


6. The amount of furniture to which each officer is entitled is shewn 

in Schedule B, and in respect of Classes III. and IV. the value has been 
fixed at $150 and $50 respectively. 
7. The official residences provided for the Resident shall be com- 
pletely furnished, including china, glass, cutlery, linen and ordinary plated 
ware; but future Residents will pay five per cent per annum on the value 
of the furniture of their principal residence. 

The official residence of the Secretary to Government shall also be 
completely furnished. 

8. Officers who are now in the possession of Government furniture, 
but who are not entitled thereto, will be permitted to retain such furniture 
on payment of rent at the rate of five per cent of the value thereof, such 
value to be ascertained in the prescribed manner. : 

On their vacating temporarily or permanently their quarters, they will 
return such furniture to the Public Works Department store; provided 
that any officer has the option, before the expiration of three months from 
the date hereof, of purchasing the furniture in his possession at the valua- 
tion determined upon. 

9. Officers who, being entitled to furniture, are now in possession of 
articles other than those allowed in Schedule B will be permitted to retain 
possession until a change of holder occurs, when the surplus articles must 
be returned to the Public Works Department store. 


10. Every officer shall send a list of all Government furniture in his 
possession to the local head of the Public Works Department before the 
31st January in each year, and. shall make requisition for such repairs 
and renewals as may be necessary, or to which he may be entitled. The 
local head of the Public Works Department shall then certify. that the 
furniture is in order, and a list thereof shall be kept in the quarters to 
which the furniture belongs. It will be necessary for an outgoing officer to 
obtain a receipt from an incoming tenant for the furniture in the quarters, 
and that receipt shall be passed on to the Audit Department. In the 
event of his being unable to do this he will obtain a certificate from the 
local head of the Public Works Department that he leaves the furniture 
correct and in good order and that he has made good all deficiencies in 


respect thereof.

No. 343.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for May. 


2. Dr. Fox proceeded to Kuala Plus on the 2nd, and remained there for some 
days making further enquiries into the cases of leprosy, of which there are so large a 
number in that part of the district. Mr. Voules, who accompanied him as Malay 
Interpreter, photographed several of the lepers that were brought in for inspection. 


3. The State Engineer visited this station on the 5th, and the following day 
inspected the new Astana and the pontoon bridge at Enggor. The completion of the 
former has been delayed in consequence of a number of alterations and additions that 
were made in the original plans, by the request of His Highness the Sultan. It is 
now almost ready for occupation, but His Highness is not likely to move into it for 
some time, as no attempt has yet been made to furnish it. 


4. One fresh case of small-pox occurred on the rst, and there were nine remain- 
ing over from the previous month. All of these have now been discharged, no deaths 
having occurred. : 

5. During the month 714 subjects were vaccinated, with very good results. 

6. On the 17th a bullock from Taiping was found on the main road between 
Padang Rengas and Kuala Kangsar suffering from rinderpest, and was shot. 

7. Towards the latter end of the month there was an outbreak of rinderpest 
amongst the cattle on the Waterloo Estate, and seven of them died from it. Quaran- 
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tine was at once established, but has since been removed, no fresh cases having 
occurred during the last fortnight. 


8. I proceeded down river early on the morning of the 27th, calling at Tepus 
and Bekor on the way, and remaining at Blanja for the night. The following morning 
I walked over to Siputeh by the Blanja-Batu Gajah bridle-path, which is in very good 
repair. 

9. Siputeh, during the last few months, has developed into a flourishing mining 
village. 

1o. I returned to Blanja the same afternoon, and proceeded down river, calling 
at Bota and Lambor, and remaining for the night at the latter place. 


11. The Penghulu of Bota renders Government very little assistance, and I 
think it is time he was replaced by a younger and more energetic man. The school 
teacher at Bota complains that he now takes no interest whatever in the school there, 
and will not assist him in urging the people to send their children to it. Consequently, 
there has been a large falling off in the attendance, which, when the present teacher 
first went there was so large that it was found necessary to appoint an assistant. 
At present the attendance “is so small there is barely sufficient work to keep one 
teacher employed. 


12. The existence of a Malay secret society at Padang Rengas has been reported 
to me, and the matter is now in the hands of the police. 


13. The Mining Prospector visited Chiang Lit during the month, and, as will be 
seen by his report, does not consider the prospects of that place, as far as mining is 
concerned, are so good as native report would have led one to suppose. He is how- 
ever of opinion that good land may be found between Plang and Sungei Kerbau, and 
will shortly spend a month there prospecting. 

14. At Salak Mr. Dykes has discovered a very rich deposit of tin in one of the 
hills on the edge of the road to Kinta, and close to an old abandoned working, where 
a large quantity of good ore was formerly obtained. Full particulars concerning the 
same are given in his progress report for May. 

15. The mines on the new rcad to Kota Tampan are still doing well, and the 
village at Trap is increasing in size and population. 

16. The following is the statement of the revenue collected since the 1st of 
January, as compared with the Estimates, and the revenue collected during the month, 
as compared with that of May, 1892.

18. Elaborate preparations are being made at Bukit Chandan for the approaching 
marriage of Raja Ngah Mansur bin Ex-Sultan Abdullah with Raja Indut, eldest 
daughter of His Highness the Sultan, the ceremonies attending which will be com- 
menced on the night of the 15th instant, and continued until the 24th of next months

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No 344.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to transmit to you my letter for the month of May. 


2. On the rst and 2nd of the month I was engaged in making arrangements for 
visiting the coast, Mr. Tranchell, who had been absent on leave, returning on the 2nd. 

3. On the 3rd I left for S’tiawan, calling at Kota Stia and Bagan Datoh. 1 found 
that a good many of the Kelantan people had left their gardens there, and were 
working at Teluk Anson on the railway and water-works. These men are paying 
their land rent, and return one by one. Inspected the cart-road now under construc- 
tion: found slow progress, owing to the Penghulu Haji Mat Ali's absence in Kedah, 
where he has gone to procure cattle, but the contractor should be here shortly, and 
more men will be engaged. 

4. [am not giving out much new land at present, confining myself to improving 
what has already been planted up. Coconut trees are now being planted between 
the nilams; many thousand coconuts will be planted out this year. The pigs arc the 
great difficulty and the curse of the place, destroying the coconuts in every direction 
if they can find an opportunity. 

5. I visited the District Officer at Lumut on the 5th, and afterwards proceeded to 
Batu Tiga, where the Kelantans are opening the bendang, but little doing, as the 
headman is away and the people seem hardly to have recovered from the effects of 
the fasting month, and the season for clearing has not begun yet. 

6. I left S’tiawan on the 6th, proceeded to Pangkor, where I anchored for the 
night, and next morning went on to Lekir, where I landed at 7.30 a.m., and walked to 
Tanjong Kupak, and thence to Sungei Lumbong, to inspect the padi land opening 
there on a large scale by Banjermasim pcople, returning to Lekir at 3 p.m. Inspected 
the new cart-road, and at Sungei Lumbong was shown where the raiats wanted a datas 
through their bendangs. This is the only means of communication with the other 
portion of the settlement at Sungei Tiram. Mr. Velge had accompanied me so far, 
and was of great assistance. I left at 3 p.m. and anchored at Bagan Datoh. 

7. The next day I returned to Lekir, and ascended the Sungei Tiram to the 
Banjermasim settlement; little is being done here at present beyond clearing the 
ground. There are 36 families here now, and there will be from 60 to 70 more before 
the end of the month. I shall be very glad to see the cart-road made to Sungei 
Tiram: to ascend this river is very slow work, and can only be done on the flood 
tide. 

8. Returned to Teluk Anson at 8.30 p.m., after calling at Bagan Datoh and Kota 
Stia. On the roth Haji Tuanku Arip came with seventeen more Banjer people for 
Sungei Tiram, having passed Pangkor by mistake. The Haji tells me he will have 
89 people in at once. 

g. I was engaged on the rith and 12th in office work, and on the 13th the 
Resident Engineer for Railways arrived, and I commenced making preparations 
for His Excellency the Governor's visit until the day of the opening of the railway, 
which took place on the 18th, the British Resident having arrived in the J/ena to be 
present on the occasion. His Excellency and the British Resident left the same day. 

10. Onthe 19th May I went round the town with the State Engineer, and the 
Secretary to Government proceeded to Bander in the launch Speedy. I received a 
visit from the officers of the French yacht Semcramis, and on the 20th I accompanied 
the Secretary to Government and the State Engineer to Changkat Jong over the 
new cart-road. This should now be completed at once, being a most necessary 
line of communication, and advantage should be taken of the present fine weather. 

11. On the arst I was out the whole morning with the Secretary to Government, 
and afterwards went through some papers; he left at noon in the Mfena for Port Weld. 

12. The 22nd and 23rd May were holidays, but I was engaged with the State 
Engineer, who visited the Jenderata Canal on the latter date. From the 24th to the 
27th, when the State Engineer left for Tapah, I was engaged with him in office work 
and papers, and selecting sites for new buildings, and othér work connected with his 
department. On the 25th the State Engineer visited Changkat Jong, in connection 
with the water supply works, not returning until the 26th. 

13. On the 25th May the Rev. Mr. Pyemont arrived. Divine service was 
held on Sunday, the 28th. On the 2gth the Selangor steamer Esmeralda arrived, 
and left on the 3oth for Klang, taking Mr. Butler and Raja Mansur as passengers. 
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14. The accounts from S’tiawan this month are very satisfactory. At Ayer 
Tawar the padi crop has been very good, the Ketuah here getting as much as 800 
gantangs of padi, and as it is said that 300 gantangs will suffice a whole family fora 
year, the people are more than satisfied. If the crop at this place, Sungei Tiram and 
Lumut is good this year, there will be a rush for padi land in this portion of the State 
for next year’s planting. 

15. During the month some more Kelantan and Javanese settlers have come in, 
bringing, in the same tongkang, 30 head of cattle for the settlers here. These are the 
cattle the Sultan assisted the settlers with. The cattle are a fine strong lot; 11 head 
have been trained to ploughing, and we shall now soon have five cattle ploughs 
and two buffalo ploughs at work at S’tiawan, and one buffalo plough at Pasir Panjang. 

16. [tis very much to be regretted that the coast launch no longer runs. It is 
causing great inconvenience and retarding the good progress which was being made.

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No. 345-—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR MAy. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. . 

Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for May. 

2. On the r2th I arrived in the district, travelling overland from Taiping. On 
entering the district I was much struck by the improvement in the main road, the 
amount of the jungle land that had been cleared during the last three and a half years, 
and the number of Malays I met on the roads. It appeared to me the Malay popula- 
tion had immensely increased, and, on enquiry, I found this to be the case, and that the 
increase is mainly due to the number of foreign Malays—Banjer and Sumatra men and 
Javanese—who have lately come into the country. Many of them have brought their 
wives and families with them, while others are marrying the Malay women of the 
countr 

me On the 15th I took over from Mr. Wray, who left the same day for Penang 
en route for England on fifteen months’ leave. 

4. On the. 1gth disease was reported to have broken out Beoueet the cattle on 
the Chuah Seng Moh and Keang Heng estates, on the north bank of the Kurau river. 
The disease appeared to be of the nature of pleuro-pneumonia. Stringent measures 
were taken and the estates quarantined; 28 buffaloes died up to the end of the month, 
at which date there were no cases remaining on the estates. 

5. On the 23rd I went to Kuala Kurau, where I held Court and registered numer- 
ous Sin-kehs, three of whom denied having signed their contracts in Penang, although 
they admitted having gone to the Protectorate. I have informed the Protector of 
Chinese of the matter. 

6. linspected the township formerly laid out by Dr. Leech and now known as 
Bagan Siakap. I found a portion of the boundaries and old bund to be still in 
existence, though much overgrown, and some of the water-gates have vanished; the 
new bund now to be made will, however, restore the place to its former condition. I 
find several shop-houses have been built on agricultural land outside the present 
township ; these will require attention under Paragraph 31 of the Land Regulations, 
on which there has lately been some discussion. 

7. During the month 301 Sin-keh contracts have been registered, the total for 
the first five months of the current year being 805. 

8. The revenue for the month amounted to $10,552.66, against $7,190.41 for 
April, the principal increase being land revenue, under which $4,684.88 were collected 
this month, against $2,049.72 in April. 

g. I attach meteorological returns. The month, on the whole, has been a wet 
one, and it is to be hoped we shall have some dry weather before the padi planting 
season sets in.

No. 346.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR May. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for May. 

During the month there was a slight outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease among 
the buffaloes in Kampar mukim. The diseased cattle were immediately isolated, and 
all necessary precautions taken to prevent the spread of the disease, and there is now 
no longer any risk. None of the sick cattle died. 

Dry beri-beri still continues to increase; I am sorry to say, the number of cases 
during the month was 430, and 20 deaths. 

On the 8th Mr. F. Duberly, Chief Assistant Magistrate, left the district to take 
up the appointment of Acting Collector and Magistrate, Krian. 

A Chinaman named Li Peng Neo has applied to me for permission to work a mine 
of nitrate of potash which he has discovered near Tambun. He brought specimens, 
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which I have had analysed by the State Geologist, and that officer reports favourably 
on them. I have not, however, been able to explore the place yet, as the applicant has 
gone to Penang and not yet returned. 

On the 21st Mr. F. W. Brewster, Assistant Magistrate, Ipoh, was shot dead by 
accident while out deer-hunting near Ipoh. Mr. Brewster had made himself a great 
favourite in the district, and his sad death is much felt both by natives and Europeans. 
He was an excellent officer, and his death is a great loss to the service. On the 22nd 
Mr. Brewster was buried at Batu Gajah, the funeral being very largely attended. 

On the 26th Raja Impeh of Raub called on me; he has come to Kinta to buy 
elephants for carrying stores to his mines in Ulu Pahang. 

On the 28th I held a meeting of the Malay shopkeepers in Gopeng to arrange 
about pulling down their atap shops and replacing them with wooden ones. All the 
shopkeepers in High Street, 28 in number, agreed, and they are going to commence 
pulling down and rebuilding at once. 

The same day I received news of the death in China of Nonia Man Vun Cheong, 
widow of the late Yu Kong, of Gopeng. This lady, when her husband died in Gopeng, 
took charge of his business, which is one of the largest in Kinta, and has managed it 
ever since. Her death will be a great blow to Gopeng, where she was the principal 
property-owner, and for which town she has done a great deal. 

There were one gang-robbery, six highway-robberies and two cases of house- 
breaking in the district during the month.

S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of May. 

I proceeded to Ijok on the rst, accompanied by M. Lapicque and Captain Durand, 
who were on their way to the Plus River, whence they intended to proceed to Kuala 
Kangsar. 

On the 2nd I inspected the track from Ijok to the boundary, and found it in very 
good order. 

I again went to Ijok on the roth to collect rents, and remained there until the 
13th, on which day I went to see the new mine at the tenth mile belonging to Wan 
Abu Bakar, with regard to which there have been disputes as to ownership that are 
now satisfactorily settled. 

On the 15th I went to Ulu Selama for the purpose of collecting rents, returning 
to Selama on the 17th to meet Mr. Harper, Land Office Surveyor, and after staying 
a few hours left again for Ulu Selama, where [ remained until the 21st. There has 
been a 4uéu for the capture of elephants made at the fourth mile ‘on the Ijok bridle-path 
by a Malay named Jamal. He has been endeavouring to drive the elephants into it, 
but so far has been unsuccessful. I visited this on the 24th, but was requested not 
to enter the kudu by the pawang, as if I did so he said it would spoil all prospects 
of their ever catching any elephants. 

The Dresser in charge of the hospital has vaccinated 34 persons during the 
month. 

Total mileage covered during the month was 155 miles. 

The total revenue collected for May, 1893, amounted to $1,717.35, as against 
$1,205.09 for May, 1892, showing an increase of $512.26. 

The total amount of revenue collected since January rst is $4,278.83, which 
gives a monthly average slightly over the estimate.

No. 348.—REPORT OF INSPECTION OF INDIAN IMMIGRANTS BY ASSISTANT 
INDIAN IMMIGRATION AGENT AND APOTHECARY KUALA KANGSAR. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1R,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of the British Resident, 
my report of inspection of the Statute Indian Immigrants for the second quarter of 
the current year. 

1. On May 2gth, accompanied by Mr. Rogers, Apothecary of the Kuala Kangsar 
district, I visited Kamuning Estate. The coolie lines were clean, but in some cases 
too many coolies were living in one room, whilst other rooms close by were empty ; 
the manager should prevent this. 

2. Eighteen men and 22 women mustered, and looked well and healthy. Three 
were in the hospital on the estate and one in the Government hospital. I discharged 
one coolie at his own request, as the manager agreed to his leaving. The two women 
whom I mentioned as being emaciated and in the General Hospital, Kuala Kangsar, 
were to have been sent to India at the expense of Government; one of these, however, 
died in Penang Hospital, and the other one went to India. I think the coolies whilst 
in the estate hospital should be clothed in clothes of the same description as those 
worn in Government hospitals—at present they remain in their own clothes, which is 
not conducive to cleanliness. 

3. On June 5th I proceeded by launch to Gula Estate. I was unable to get a 
medical officer to accompany me, owing to Mr. Martin’s sad accident. I first visited 
the hospital, where there is a very good Apothecary (Mr. Lincoln) in attendance. 
There were 33 Statute Immigrants under treatment, the principal complaint being 
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ulcers, of which there were 22 cases, one case of alligator bite, which looked serious, 
and one bad case of jaundice. In the evening I went through the coolie lines, which 
were in good repair and clean. The following morning I mustered the coolies, 535, 
men and 204 women; they looked healthy, and had no complaints. The manager 
brought forward a woman who had been badly beaten by his cook, and had had 
her jewellery taken from her. I sent this cook on to the police station at Parit 
Buntar, and I since hear he was sentenced to a fine of $10, or a month’s imprison- 
ment, and the jewellery, etc., were returned to the woman. 

4. Mr. Lincoln accompanied me to Sungei Bogah, where we mustered the coolies, 
63 men and 19 women. Mr. Lincoln picked out five men and one woman who were 
looking rather ill, and they were sent to hospital, and on examination they were all 
suffering from some complaint or other; the rest of the coolies looked well and had no. 
complaints to make. There is now a fairly good hospital on the estate, but to make 
it effective there will have to be more supervision over it; at present there is an 
ignorant Tamil in charge, who is paid $6$ per mensem, who only knows that a man 
with any kind of bowel complaint is to be dosed out of a certain bottle. I think 
that a Dresser ought to be employed, and the District Surgeon paid to visit the hos- 
pital at least once a week. The lines have been repaired and were in fair order.

TO THE STATE SURGEON, TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to inform you that, according to instructions by wire 
from you yesterday, I proceeded to Kamuning Estate early this morning, where I was 
soon joined by the Assistant Indian Immigration Agent. 

2. The Indentured labourers were mustered for examination, and numbered 18 
males and 22 females; there were besides three men in the Estate hospital and one in 
Kuala Kangsar hospital. 

3. The coolies were a very fair average lot, as usual on this estate, and had no 
complaints to make. Out of those in hospital the manager desired to discharge from 
the estate one man who was suffering from an advanced stage of venereal disease, and 
this was agreed to. 

4. The coolie lines were next examined, which were clean; but if, as I understand, 
more coolies are soon coming, more accommodation will have to be provided, as the 
existing lines can just accommodate the present number on the Estate.

No. 350.—MINING PROSPECTOR’S REPORT ON THE ULuU PLus District. 


To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE, 
KUALA KANGSAR. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you an account of my visit to Chinglek, 
Ulu Plus. 

My first instructions were to accompany the District Magistrate, but later I had 
orders to proceed there with Datoh Mat Saleh, the District Magistrate being unable 
to go. : 
2 My first intention was to go up to Chinglek by small journeys each day, to enable 
me to look around the country for suitable land to prospect ; then to return about haif 
way and branch off to Lassa, and so follow up the Plus to see the land there. On the 
return journey, whilst at Talong, on the Sungei Kerbau, owing to a slight dispute 
about the payment, the Malays refused to go any further, so I was reluctantly com- 
pelled to return, and was thus unable to carry out the latter part of the programme. 

We leit Kuala Kangsar on Monday, 8th May, and about two miles beyond Plang 
turned into the jungle, going in a north-easterly direction, arriving, after about four 
hours, at Sungei Tikus, a tributary of the Krodak; the Sungei Krodak flows into the 
Sungei Plus and the latter into the Sungei Perak. Here we put up houses and stopped 
the night. The land passed through so far, and round the Sungei Tikus, was very flat, 
and the jungle very thin. 

May goth, after looking round the land, we proceeded on our way to Jalong on the 
Sungei Kerbau, a tributary of the Sungei Plus, about 11 miles as the crow flies from 
Plang. The land till the last mile was, as heretofore, flat and fairly well watered in 
places, but on nearing Jalong the land is hilly. The track was cut following the 
course of the Sungei Krodak. 

At Jalong the Kerbau is a shallow river about sixty feet wide, with a few Sakai 
huts scattered about. Here the land is flat, and widens out on both sides of the 
Sungei Kerbau towards the north, but southwards the valley is very narrow, the base 
of the hills coming close down to the river. 4 

May roth we started for Toh Lela’s kampong, about six miles up the Sungei 
Kerbau, following the course of the river the whole way. There is a fairly large and 
well-to-do Sakai kampong here. 

I tried to get information from the headman, Toh Lela, about the land round about, 
but, as was the case every time I asked other Sakais, he refused to give any infor- 
mation about the land, saying he did not know anything about tin. 

May 11th, early in the morning, we started to walk up to Chinglek. We followed 
the Sungei Kerbau up a distance of about a mile, and at the point where. the Sungei 
Larek flows into the Sungei Kerbau we branched off to the right, leaving the Sungei 
Kerbau on our left. 

At this point rain came down in torrents, not leaving off till we reached Chinglek 
after five hours’ hard walking. From the kuala of the Sungei Larek we ascend rapidly 
up to 2,000 feet, then along the level for a time, and then down again. 

The path chosen was bad, up and down the whole way, and from the heavy rains, 
in a very bad state, making the walking very hard indeed. After going about two- 
thirds of the way to Chinglek we follow the course of the Sungei Larek for about a 
mile. Leaving the Sungei Larek we ascend rapidly up to about 2,900 feet, dropping 
finally down to Chinglek, about 2,700 feet. .

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At the kuala of the Sungei Larek the valley is narrow, but I think higher up it 
widens out; but it was very hard to get anything of a view of the surrounding land. 
We arrived at Chinglek at about twelve, wet to the skin and and with no change of 
clothes, as the elephants did not arrive till six hours later, The thermometer stood at 
64°, and to us the cold was intense, 

At Chinglek there were about forty men working, Chinese and Malays. The 
towkay there, Loh Hong, who had applied for the land, was most obliging, putting a 
large portion of his kongsi at our disposal and doing everything he could to assist us. 

May 12th and 13th: I spent two days round Chinglek, looking round the land and 
prospecting. At the most there would not be more than about sixty-five acres of land 
available, and the greater part of it is poor land. There is no doubt that these five 
Chinamen, who had applied for two hundred and fifty acres, had been taken in by a 
wily Malay, who shewed them the glittering particles of gold amongst the tin, and 
finally persuaded them to give him three hundred dollars for a fifteen-acre block of 
land. 

The gold is present only in a very minute quantity and was only found ina small 
portion of the land, and in the part that they are at present wasting they find no gold, 
and not enough tin to make it worth while the Chinamen staying so far from the 
towns. We heard that in several places in the hills the Sakais are wasting tin, and 
as usual, being imposed upon by the Malays, the latter buying the tin, in many cases, 
at about one-tenth the right price. 

All this tin is going down the Kinta side of the hills, the Malays knowing that they 
have no right to buy tin from those working Government land, and that it is easier 
for them to dispose of their tin in Tambun, and no questions will be asked as to where 
they got it from. 

I propose at a later period to go over the hills from the Kinta side and thus try 
and find out from where the tin is coming, and who is buying it, and also send it back, 
so that the duty may be paid to Kuala Kangsar. 

Only a few days before we got to Chinglek a consignment of forty pikuls was 
sent into Kinta from the Kuala Kangsar side. 

May 14th. On Sunday we started early in the morning to go up Gunong Sim- 
padang and Gunong Tanghai, hoping to get a view of the country round about. 
Gunong Simpadang is about 3,600 feet. 

From Gunong Simpadang we descended rapidly down on to the Kinta side, and 
after following a stream for about two ard a-half hours we ascended up to 2,700 feet, 
up to Gunong Tanghai. 

On the top of this hill is a Sakai kampong, and from here a splendid view of the 
Kinta valley was obtained. 

From Gunong Tanghai I tried to fix my position by taking bearings to Gunong 
Chondang and Gunong Kerbau with a pocket compass, but the peaks of both those 
mountains were under clouds. I was unable to get any view of the land on the 
KXuala Kangsar side. 

By the 16th we were back again at Talong, preparatory to setting off for the 
Plus, but, as I said before, the Malays refused, most of them saying that they were 
sick and unable to work. 

On the 17th we started for Kuala Kangsar early in the morning, reaching there 
at about 12 at night, the elephants travelling about thirty-one miles that day. 

From what I saw, I came to the conclusion that round Chinglek and up the Sungei 
Kerbau there is not much tin land available, the valleys all seeming narrow. Of the 
gold, from the little that is present in the alluvium it seems doubtful whether there is 
any lode or similar deposit which would pay to work. 

From Plang to the Sungei Kerbau, a distance of about ten miles, there must be 
some hundreds of acres not yet prospected, and it seems rather absurd to go so far 
afield as Chinglek when there is land near at hand about which nobody seems to know 
anything. . 

I enclose a rough sketch map,* the red lines being, as accurately as I could deter- 
mine by bearings taken, the path we followed.

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No. 351.—INSPECTOR OF MINES’ REPORT ON THE BATANG PADANG DISTRICT. 
To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report on the mining land in this 
district, according to your directions. 

It will be convenient in describing the district to make Tapah the centre, 
taking the roads in order from west to east. Commencing with the Bemban Road, 
stanniferous land is found practically the whole way to the ninth mile, or the 
north-west boundary of the district, and on both sides the road, though that worked 
at present is all on the north side. At two and a-half miles from Tapah a large valley 
lies north of the road, only the upper part, which is rich in tin, having been worked 
by the Malays. Land has lately been taken up here. At two and a-half to three 
and a-half miles several small villages are worked by Chinese and Malays with 
good results, and there is most probably more good mining land here on both 
sides of the road. At the fourth mile, on the Tapah side of the Chanderiang river, 
and south of the road, good stanniferous land has been lately found and taken up, 
and a mile further south of this, deep land has been found in a large valley containing 
tin, and is being proved by boring. The other side of the Chanderiang river, 
Malays are working very rich land. It is very probable that the land now always 
flooded by the Chanderiang river is rich in tin ore; it is deep land, and there are 
some two hundreds acres of it, but it would be impossible to work it without 
diverting or banking the river. At the fifth mile two blocks of 50 acres are taken 
up below the old Malay hill workings: in one concession the karang, or wash-dirt, 
is fifteen feet thick, and rich all through; there is not enough water, however, to keep 
more than fifteen hands employed. The other concession will be worked by Chinamen. 
The next mining land is at the sixth mile, a concession of 200 acres, taken up by the 
French Company ; the land is over forty feet deep; a mine will be opened very soon. 
West of this land the Malacca Mining Company have taken up land and are setting to 
work to open it. There are /eris and /ombang workings north of this land—v.e., in the 
ulu of stream Tumoh. Near the seventh mile is the valley of Sungei Ketian, which is 
reported rich in tin; there is sluicing in the w/z, and also a small mine below the road 
in this valley. Near the eighth mile some fifty acres of land have been taken up in 
Sungei Anak Ayer Dadi; it is deep land and is probably rich; rich ground has been 
taken up in the w/w for sluicing. At the ninth mile work has been done on a large 
mining concession, but did not pay ; the land was not chosen by prospecting. 

At the ninth mile, south of the road, in the valley of Sungei Blanja, there has been 
mining for some years, and a new concession of one hundred acres is now being 
opened up; in the upper part of this valley the Malays have been sluicing for years. 
A year or two will, I think, see a good deal of mining on this road. 

Taking next the Chanderiang road, very little mining has been done till Chan- 
deriang is reached at six miles. At the second and fourth miles the Malays are doing 
a little lampan work on the hills to the west of the road, and some old lampan workings 
are reported on the right side. The hill land between this and the Bemban road is 
known to be rich in tin. At the third mile the large stream Sungei Jong exposes well 
the schist formation for some miles, and | have seen gold obtained from the banks of 
the stream. There are traces of very old workings in this valley, and the Sakais have 
worked in the w/z until recently. It is not improbable that a gold-quartz reef may 
exist in this part; it would require, however, some little outlay to prospect for it 
thoroughly. At Chanderiang there has been a great deal of land taken up for mining, 
but little has been opened; there are now about one hundred and fifty miners there 
altogether; only two deep mines are at present working, the rest being hill workings. 
A great deal of harm was done to the place by the boom that occurred there a few 
years ago, when several losses occurred, some to Europeans; the place was afterwards 
practically deserted, and its reputation for mining land considerably spoilt. There is 
no doubt that the land is very deceptive and pockety, and the Melbourne Company 
have put down many bores without finding good land, but what fhey might not con- 
sider good would be quite good enough for the Chinese to work, it they had no chabut 
to pay. There is certainly, moreover, a large amount of land yet unprospected. 

Taking next the Pahang road, there is a large expanse of flat alluvial land, and 
from the lay of the country, good stanniferous land might be expected. What little 
prospecting has been done, however, has not shown payable land; just lately some 
thirty acres have been taken up for mining in the valley and u/u of the stream Keunwi 
at the second mile from Tapah, and from the prospects the shallow land should pay well. 
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The next arm from Tapah is the bridle-path to Kuala Woh, nine miles in length, 
which opens up a considerable amount of mining land. At the third mile is Sungei 
Klian Mas, where there has been a considerable amount of sluicing for gold for some 
years. There is still good land left, and 25 acres have lately been taken up there. 
At Kelindai, a little further on, but to the south of the bridle-path, mining on a 
small scale has been going on for some years. Lately, however, some hundred and 
fifty acres have been taken up by Chinamen, and the land is proving very rich; it is 
mostly shallow land, and contains seven or eight dwts. of gold to « pikul of tin-ore. 
Further on, at the fifth mile, is the Gempor valley, in which about two hundred acres 
of land have been taken up for mining; the wash-dirt lies at about ten feet and is 
fairly rich. Further east the land becomes hilly, and only a few workings in the small 
valleys are seen. At the sixth mile, a mile and a-half to the south, is Kachou, a valley 
in which there are some hill workings. It is very probable that a large extent of 
stanniferous Jand exists in the Gempor valley, down to the river Jilong. 

Going next by the Bidor road, which passes through some of the oldest mining 
land in the district, at one and a-half miles from Tapah, on the left side, is Bukit Mas, 
where the hills have been worked for many years for gold, and where a quartz reef 
containing gold has lately been discovered and worked by Europeans. At the second 
mile the Junka valley commences; it is of considerable width and over a mile and 
a-half in length; the lower portion has been worked out, but it has been proved that 
the upper part has been only worked on the surface, some not at all. The hills all 
contain tin-ore, with a large proportion of gold. Part of this hill land in the upper 
part of the valley has been taken up for hydraulicing, and there are several small 
workings in other parts of the valley. To the west of this valley lies Chumor, a valley 
now worked out; there is a large amount of hill land rich in tin, which is now being 
worked. Below Chumor is Langkap, where there is mining in several small villages ; 
the land is about ten feet deep, and rich; more land has been taken up here. At the 
lower end of the Junka valley is another branch coming down from the east ; the deep 
land proved worthless, but in the higher parts there are about thirty men working by 
sluicing. At three miles from Tapah the Sungei Chikus crosses the road from the 
east, and the Junka valley turns west into what is called Klian Bharu. A great part 
of Klian Bharu has now been worked out, though there are over some hundred and 
fifty acres more in the main valley, which are now being opened up, and there are 
workings in many of the small branches. Gold was found all through this land, 
in some cases amounting to several ounces to the pikul of tin-ore. The miners here 
are all Chinese. Further towards Bidor, at the fifth and a-half mile, is the valley of 
Sembeliang, to the west of the road. Chinamen are sluicing in the w/z, and there are 
several workings lower down ; some hundred and twenty acres are now applied for in 
the lower part of the valley. Gold is also found with the tin. At seven miles, and 
one and a-half west, land has been opened up at Sungei Prah by Europeans; the land 
worked at present has proved very variable and pockety; gold is found with the tin. 
Some eighty acres of land have lately been taken up on this side the road for mining. 

At Bidor there are three bridle-paths, one going to Gedong, one to Ekor Ayer, 
and one to Tanjong Malim; re the land on the last route for mining purposes, I had 
the honour to report on 13th of April. Taking the path to Gedong, four miles long, 
at about a mile and a-half from Bidor, at the south side, is the valley of the Pakou, a 
tributary to the Lepis. Most of the valley land has been worked out, one or two mines 
opened in the deep land did not pay, and at present only sluicing is done in the higher 
land. Going further along the bridle-path, no mining land has been opened till 
Gedong is reached, where at Libor, one mile to the north, Malays are working 
Jombang method, in rich land. Flat open land taken up between here and Gedong is 
reported also as good, but is not yet opened. To the south of Gedong there are a few 
shallow workings in rich, shallow land containing gold with the tin, but there does not 
appear to be much open land here. Going from here up the river Gedong, at three 
miles, the Sungei Séndok, in the zz of which there are hill workings, joins from the 
north, and from the south the Sungei Minerang, in the #/«of which there are hill 
workings also. Leaving the Gedong on the left, and rising considerably over hilly 
country, at two miles further, Bengkong or Soentoh i is reached, where hill land has been 
worked by lerising, for a number of years. These hills are all soil and contain tin-ore 
from top to bottom; water could be obtained within a mile under a good head of 
pressure, and the hills should pay well to work by hydraulicing. 

Returning to Bidor and going down Ekor Ayer ‘bridle- path, the land is fairly open 
for about three miles; at a mile and a-half the large stream of Gepei crosses from the 
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north-east. In this valley a considerable amount of land has lately been taken up for 
mining purposes ; lerising has been going on in the z/u for sometime. At two to two 
and a-half miles several blocks of rich, shallow land have been taken up for mining. 
At three and a-half miles is Pulai, where Chinese have been working lombang 
method for some years, but have now nearly exhausted the valley land. Further up to 
the left is Sungei Chong, where there is some good lampan mining ground; to the 
right or south from Belai is Bersi, where the Malays have been working the hills, 
bringing in the water from some distance. These mines, with some 30 or 4o acres of 
similar hill land, have lately been taken up by Europeans, and might pay well to work 
by hydraulicing. 

Lately, many applications have been received for land around Bidor, and from 
indications it is probable there is a large amount of good, payable stanniferous land 
yet to be opened. 

Coming back to Tapah, at one mile down the Bidor road and about a mile to the 
west, is the valley of Senkuang, now worked out; the hill land has now been taken up 
and should pay well, tin being found all through the soil. 

Taking the new road to the Railway Station, at one and a-half miles the Sungei 
Raya crosses from the south-east ; the upper part of the valley is very rich and is being 
worked by sluicing. Lately a small block of mining land has been taken up one mile 
from Tapah, just north of the Batang Padang river; the land is from eight to ten feet 
deep and prospects are good. 

So far, no other land on the Teluk Anson road has proved rich in tin-ore, but 
there are very few streams, so that probably only a small part of the land has been 
prospected, though I do not think much good stanniferous land will be found there. 

The chief seat of mining operations around Tapah for some time will probably be 
the land along the Bemban road and around Bidor, But there is a very large extent of 
stanniferous land between Bidor and Tanjong Malim to be opened up.

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REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE ISSUE OF SURVEY 
LICENSES IN THE STATE OF PERAK. 


No. 359.—The following rules for the licensing of surveyors, drawn 
up by the Chief Surveyor, have received the approval of Government 
and are published by authority. They will come into operation on the 
1st January, 1894, but all existing licenses will hold good till the 30th 
June, 1894, provided that no new licenses may be issued except under 
these regulations after the Ist January, 1894. 

All previous regulations for the licensing of surveyors are hereby 
cancelled. 


1. Examinations for the issue of licenses to practise as Land Surveyors 
will be held at the Trigonometrical Survey Office, Taiping, twice a year, 
during the months of April and September, of which not less than one 
month’s notice will be given in the Government Gazette. 

Each candidate desirous of being examined must give written notice to 
the Chief Surveyor, stating which class of certificate he wishes to compete 
for, and deposit the examination fee at the Survey Office, Taiping. Such 
notice must be received by the Chief Surveyor not less than seven clear 
days previous to the date fixed for the examination to commence, and must 
be accompanied by documentary evidence (a) that he is over 21 years of age, 
(b) that he is a person of good character. 

2. Two licenses will be issued—viz., a first and second class license. 
The fee for the former will be $15, and for the latter $5. The holder 
of a first class license will be authorised to undertake any survey work 
in the State of Perak. The holder of a second class certificate will not 
be allowed to survey on his own responsibility, but may act as an assistant 
to the holder of a first class license. 

3. (a). For a first class license, the candidate, before entering upon 
his examination, must produce documentary evidence of having been 
employed for not less than two years in the field, and one year in an office 
with a qualified surveyor or surveyors. If he has been employed by or 
with a qualified surveyor in the Straits Settlements, he must produce a 
certificate of competency to undertake surveys on his own responsibility. 
Each candidate is required to produce one of his own original field books 
and plans plotted therefrom, of which plans one at least must represent an 
area of not less than 40 acres, with a river or road frontage, shewing as 
much topographical and detail information as possible. 

(b). For a second class license the candidate must have been actually 
employed at least one year in the field, on bond fide land surveys, in the 
Straits Settlements, and have been at least six months in a surveyor’s 
office, and he must produce an original field book and work plotted there- 
from, together with a certificate from a qualified surveyor in the Straits 
Settlements certifying to his competency. 

4, Syllabus for First Class Certificate —Candidates will be examined 
in the elements of plane geometry, trigonometry, logarithmic computation, 
calculation of areas and quantities, and will be required to work out a tra- 
verse by Gale’s method; elements of astronomy as applied to the methods 
of determining the latitude, time, and true meridian; the uses and adjust- 
ments of the prismatic compass, plane table, box sextant, theodolite and 
dumpy level, and the principles of their construction. An instrument 
out of adjustment will be given to each candidate to be adjusted. 
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The candidate will be further examined in the general principles and 
practice of surveying applicable to the Straits Settlements, and the methods 
employed in exact lineal measurement, having regard to variations of 
temperature and errors of calibration. Also the various methods of deter- 
mining heights—viz., by zenith distances, barometer and boiling point 
thermometer. The text books recommended are The Indian Manual of 
Surveying, Raper’s Astronomy, Todhunter’s Euclid, Mensuration and Trigo- 
nometry for Beginners, and Thomason College Text Books on Surveying. 

Second Class Certificate —For a second class certificate the candidate 
will be examined in plane trigonometry, logarithmic computation, calcula- 
tion of areas and quantities, Gale’s traverse system, the uses and adjust- 
ments of the prismatic compass, plane table and theodolite, and the prin- 
ciples of their construction. And the candidate will be further examined 
in the general principles of surveying as applied to revenue surveys in the 
Straits Settlements. The text books recommended are the Thomason Text 
Books. 

All candidates will be required to make and plot a survey which will 
be pointed out to them when they come up for examination. They will be 
required to supply their own instruments. 

5. The examination will be three days for field work and plotting and 
two days for written work and adjustments. 

For the purpose of marks, the examination for a first class certificate 
will be divided into three sections :— 

(i). Field work and theory and adjustments, 100 marks. 

(it). Mathematics, 100 marks. 

(iii). General principles of surveying, and astronomy as applied thereto, 
100 marks. Candidates must score at least two-thirds of the maximum 
number of marks in each subject to pass. 

For second class certificates the marks will be— 

(i). Field work, theory and adjustment of instruments, 100 marks. 

(ii). Mathematics and principles of surveying, 100 marks. 

At least two-thirds of the maximum number of marks in each section must 
be obtained to secure a pass. 

6. General —Certificates will be granted by the Chief Surveyor to all 
candidates for the class they pass, but this will not entitle them to practise 
as Land Surveyors until their certificates have been registered in the office of 
the Secretary to Government and published in the Government Gazette. Such 
certificates to be held during good behaviour only, and may be cancelled by 
notification in the Government Gazette at any time, should the Government 
consider it expedient in the public interest so to do, and after the licensee 
has been called upon to show cause why his license should not be cancelled. 

The Chief Surveyor may grant a certificate without examination to 
any applicant who has passed a recognised examination as a Land Surveyor 
of an equal standard to that laid down for Perak, in any part of the British 
Empire, or who has been employed as a First Class Assistant Surveyor 
in the service of the Native States or the Colony of the Straits Settlements, 
but he may at all times require a candidate to undergo examination if 
he thinks it desirable to do so. 

Applicants who have been duly trained as Civil Engineers and have 
been employed as Field Assistants for a period of at least one year may be 
considered, at the discretion of the Chief Surveyor, to fulfil the conditions as 
to field experience laid down in paragraph 3.

MONTHLY REPORT.

No. 371.—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for June. 
2. The Chaplain, the Rev. F.S. P. Pyemont, arrived on the 3rd, and held service 
in the Club-house at Parit Buntar on Sunday, the 4th. 


3. On the 6th I went to Penang for money for the local Treasury, returning 
next day in company with Colonel Walker, who was returning to Taiping overland. 


4. On the oth the British Resident arrived late in the evening from Penang, 
on his way to Taiping. He slept at Parit Buntar and continued his journey at 6 a.m. 
the next morning. 


On the r2th I visited the Bagan Serai division, and settled certain land 
matters with the Penghulu there, who takes a great interest in his mukim. 


6. On the 15th I visited a portion of the coast-road and inspected the water- 
gates. I am satisfied that to get them properly looked after, a small allowance must 
be paid to people living on the spot, who will gladly undertake to attend to the gates 
on these connditions, and see that they are opened and shut at the proper state of 
the tide. I made some temporary arrangements. 

7. Monday and Tuesday, the rgth and 20th, were observed as public holidays. 

8. On the 21st Mr. Hulbert, the Assistant Magistrate, left the district to take up 
his new appointment of Assistant Magistrate at Ipoh. His successor, Mr. Knaggs, 
arrived on the 23rd. 

. On the 23rd I was in Taiping on duty in connection with the Agri-horticul- 
tural Show, the object of which, I regret to say, was but little understood by the 
people of this district, who did not care to send exhibits unless a prize could be 
guaranteed for each article shown. Nevertheless, a fair collection of exhibits were 
got together by the local committee. 

1o. On the 26th I had an interview with the Secretary to Government in 
connection with the land administration of this district, in which it is intended to 
introduce some reforms. 

11. Wednesday, the 28th, being the Hari Raya Haji, was observed as a public 
holiday. The Acting State Surgeon visited the district and inspected the hospital 
and lock-up, leaving for Penang on the goth. 
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12. Applications for large blocks of land continued to come in during the month. 
They are all for sugar planting, with the exception of two from Mr. F. A. Stephens, 
aggregating 500 acres, which are for the purpose of planting padi, and which I 
recommended for the favourable consideration of Government. 

13. The effects of the late Order in Council reducing the fees in small admin- 
istration cases and simplifying the procedure with regard to unregistered claims to 
land have been manifest this month in the increased number of applications to the 
Court. No doubt the rising value of the land has also something to do with the 
increase, the result being that the Court staff can scarcely keep up with the number of 
applications. 


14. The revenue for the month was $7,735.76, against $10,552.66 last month 
and $7,190.41 the month previous (April). Theland revenue amounted to $2,766.07, 
against $2,049.72 and $4,684.88 for the two previous months (April and May). 

15. The total land revenue for the six months ending June 3oth is $11,314, which 
is slightly in excess of half the estimate for the year. 


16. I attach the meteorological returns. Not nearly so much rain has fallen 
this month as last, but it has been more continuous. I am much afraid of this contin- 
uous and early wet weather favouring the development of the padi borer in the 
bendangs, which have never, I believe, been thoroughly dry since last season.

No. 400.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JUNE. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for June. 

The number o! receipt stamps used in the district is increasing very largely of 
late: during June 4,000 three-cents stamps were sold by the Treasury. 

On the rrth, at the request of Raja Mahmud, I visited his new kampong at 
Singat, near the Sungei Raia. He has already got 15 acres under Liberian coffee and 
pepper, about 7$ acres of each, and the garden is one of the best kept I have seen in 
the State, not excepting the European plantations. He has thirty families of Sumatra 
Malays working with him, and expects a large number more from Sumatra before 
long. Raja Mahmud is not felling jungle for his coffee, but is irrigating land formerly 
cleared for ladang and now overgrown with lalang grass. As soon as the water has 
killed the lalang he runs the water off and plants coffee and pepper. 

The results, so far, appear excellent, as nothing could look better than the young 
trees do now. Some of the pepper is already in bearing, and the coffee trees, 
which are eighteen months old, also show some crop. Raja Mahmud and his people 
have also a good deal of bendang land under cultivation, in addition to their pepper 
gardens. They asked me if the Government would make a bridle-track from the 
Gopeng-Batu Gajah road to their land, and I told them I would forward their request 
to Government. i 

On the 12th a Chinese cake-seller was robbed and murdered near Klian Bharu. 
No arrests have been made yet. 

Foot-and-mouth disease has appeared in Gopeng, where there have been some 40 
cases altogether. The usual precautions have been taken, and the Gopeng division of 
the district has been proclaimed. . 

I have received constant enquiries during the month from the Chinese as to when 
the new weights and measures will be introduced. The Chinese are anxious that 
they should be brought in at once, as the present conditions of the tin trade make it 
desirable that the local weights and measures should be the same as those in use in 
Penang and Singapore. 

On the 17th | visited the village of Lalang Johot, about 12 miles from Ipoh on 
the Kuala Kangsar road. It is increasing considerably in size, as a great deal of 
new mining land is being opened up in the neighbourhood, and besides, a number 
of Sumatra Malays have settled around the village and are taking up a good deal 
of garden land. 

Large numbers of Sumatra immigrants have lately arrived in Kinta, under the 
auspices of Raja Mahmud, Imam Prang Jeberum and Raja Bila. They are a most 
useful addition to the population, as they make excellent colonists and are the only 
Malays in Kinta who take any interest in agriculture. 

On the 24th the Agri-horticultural Show was held in Taiping. It was attended 
by all the principal native chiefs in Kinta, who were much pleased and interested. 
They had not quite realised what the Show would be till they saw it, and it seems to 
have appealed very much to them, as they already look forward to another one, saying 
they could have done much better if they had known what the Show was to be like. 

On the 25th Mr. Hulbert took up his appointment of Assistant Magistrate at 
Ipoh. 
On the 27th the Senior Magistrate arrived, and remained till the 2nd July trying 
one murder case, one gang-robbery and four Secret Society cases. 

The murder case, that in which a Sikh watchman was beaten to death at Tekah 
Menglembu, broke down for want of evidence, and the prisoners were acquitted. In 
the gang-robbery case, one prisoner was sentenced to five, and two to seven, years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. 

On the 30th six atap shops were burnt in Pulai Sungei Raia. The fire is sup- 
‘posed to have been accidental. 

There were six cases of highway and one of gang-robbery during the month in 
Kinta. The police patrols are quite insufficient to really be much check on this sort 
of crime, while the percentage of gang and highway-robbers arrested is very small 
indeed. 

I travelled 318 miles during the month. 
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The tin exported during the month amounted to 13,574.19 pikuls, and the tin-ore 
to 5,586.68, a very good month, but the proportion of tin-ore to smelted tin is con- 
siderably below the average. 

Attached are the revenue and meteorological returns for the district for June, and 
also the revenue returns for the half year. The latter are very satisfactory indeed.

No. 401.—KINTA MINING PROSPECTOR’S REPORT FOR MAY AND JUNE. 
To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE, KINTA. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for the months of May and June. 

A great deal of my time has been taken up in settling disputes, many of them 
trifling. The principal cause of these disputes arises from there being too many 
parties working on a block of land, the water not being sufficient for all. I have 
already informed many of the towkays that they will have to put down a small engine, 
instead of using the water for the wheel. The water will then be used to supply more 
wash-boxes, and the discharge from the pumps can be used for washing. 

I am also endeavouring to persuade many of the towkays to open paddocks, 
instead of allowing their coolies to make holes. It would be far better for the towkay 
to have a decent area of Wash-dirt, instead of two or three small places. In many of 
these holes the sides have been in a most dangerous state, the headman not paying 
sufficient attention to the proper slopes. A very good example of the way in which a 
mine should be opened is shewn by the Tai Li Company at Kacha. 

Pusing Bharu.—A number of coolies working for Chia Yu Yong have sunk ten 
shafts 3 feet 6 inches to 4 feet in diameter and 20 feet deep. These shafts are sunk 
about 30 feet apart, and communication is made between one and the other through 
the wash-dirt ; this is carried on from one to the other. The overburden is 17 feet 
from the surface, wash-dirt 3 feet. In the cross-cuts only the wash-dirt is taken out, 
the timbers being put up in a very rude way. I hope before long to persuade these 
men to open a shaft 6 feet by 5 feet and timber the cross-cuts properly. These men 
are now earning a dollar per day. 
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Gopeng—lI have visited some of the mines at the following places :—Teja, Ulu 
Teja, Sungei Raia, Muda, Gopeng, Kara, Gantang, Jelentoh, Membeng-di-awan. 
The last-named is an important place. I looked at some of the principal mines, 
where Pang Sam is employing about 350 coolies and turning out 25 pikuls per day. 
They wish to divert a portion of the road, so that they may continue working one of 
their mines which is near the road. 

Mrs. Ah Pat’s mine: number of coolies, 250; about 15 pikuls per day. Vong 
Lan Yu: number of coolies, between 500 and 600; about 16 pikuls per day. Ngoi Li 
Ton, Ah Kai and Foo Hap have just started employing 350 coolies. 

There appears to be a great deal of mining land in the Kampar mukim ; whether 
the land is payable or not remains to be seen. I again strongly recommend boring in 
this district, not only for new land but also for some of the old. 

June gth. In company with Mr. Dalton, I climbed to the top of Gunong Lanoh, 
for the purpose of seeing what the country was like. At the foot of the hill there 
are two mines belonging to Chu San Yin and others and Shak Yin Fook and Foo 
Ching. It was here | saw some Malays doing some very good work in the way 
of mining; instead of making a hole they had opened a small paddock. Chan Chu 
Vun, Wong Lam Yin, and Che Wahab have opened mines at Ayer Pak. The land 
here appears to be good mining land; the miners who have opened up to the wash- 
dirt are doing well. 

On arriving at the top of the rock, after a steep climb, the view repaid the 
trouble taken. From north to south appears one flat stretch of land with a small hill 
here and there, the mining land taken up being a speck compared to the area of land 
not touched. 

Teja.—I hope before long to see an improvement in the mining; there is some 
good land, but deep. Here also I had to insist on proper slopes being made.

No. 402.—KuALA KANGSAR MINING PROSPECTOR’S REPORT FOR May. 


To THE DistriCT MAGISTRATE, 
KuALA KANGSAR. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the month of May. 

2. Early in the month I spent several days looking round the hills at Salak, and 
from indications I saw I determined to prospect a small hill which lies close to the 
road—in fact, part of the base of the hill has been cut away to form the road, thus 
necessitating a cutting about ten feet high. 

3. Before prospecting I wasted tin out of the drain which runs alongside the 
road, and in this 10-foot cutting tin of excellent quality and in large quantities could 
be seen with the naked eye. 

4. Subsequent prospecting has laid open a 5-foot section of tin-bearing ground, 
part of which is a well-defined karang 18 inches thick, of extraordinary richness, 
which seems to be taking the rise of the hill, with about five feet of overburden. 
There is undoubtedly another karang beneath this five feet of tin-bearing ground, so 
should this deposit run through the hill, and not pinch out, it may be perhaps one of 
the richest deposits at present being worked in Perak. 

It is a curious fact that with the numbers of people passing this spot day 
after day, and the past richness of the Salak lands, no one has, I believe. tried this 
cutting in the hill before now, and it is a fact which I think may point to the presence 
of other tin-bearing hills in the neighbouring district. 

6. Half a mile from here on the other side of the road isa hill, Bukit Salak, 
where several cuttings have been made, shewing the presence of tin of good quality ; 
this land was given to a Chinaman in one block of 122 acres about two years ago, 
but so far he has done nothing towards working the hill in a proper manner. 

7. I thing it would be advisable to give him notice either to work the land or to 
give it up to Government again, as there is little doubt that others would be glad to 
work the hill. 

8. Water is scarce, but could be brought from no great distance, and there would 
be no objection to the tailings being run over the Salak lands, as they are nearly all 
worked out. 
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g. With this report I send specimens of the tin, first in the wash-dirt and second 
wasted out of about one-seventh of a cubic foot from the cutting on the new hill. 

10. When going up to Chinglek, Ulu Plus, I put down several pits, namely at 
Sungei Tikus, Talang, Sungei Jelatang, Hata, Sungei Larek and Chinglek, but the 
karang was poor in nearly every case. 

, 11. At Chinglek, where gold had been found and talked about so largely, I put 
down several pits, with the intention not so much of trying the land for tin as of 
tracing the source of the gold. 

12. At Chinglek there are two streams, namely the Sungei Larek and Sungei 
Chinglek, joining together at Chinglek, and forming the Sungei Larek, which runs 
into the Kerbau. 

13. From what I heard and saw, gold had been found at the junction of these 
two streams and for about a hundred yards above this point, but beyond this, higher 
up the valley of the Chinglek, where the work was mainly going on, there was not a 
trace of gold to be seen. 

14. No work had so far been done in the Sungei Larek valley, and I put down 
four pits, reaching the karang in every case, but could see no gold amongst the tin 
wasted out. 

15. Ata point about a hundred yards up the Sungei Chinglek there is a small 
stream running at right angles into the Sungei Chinglek from the hill, which is fed 
by five small feeders coming from inside the hill. This stream had previously been 
an old Sakai derzs work, and only shortly before had been cleared by the Chinese to 
give the water a freer fall. 

16. From every part of this stream I washed out gold and tin in coarse grains, 
the former being in very minute quantities. . 

17. From the fact of the stream having been only a short time previously cleaned 
and cleared, it is, I think, reasonable to suppose, as gold was wasted out only a short 
time after these operations, that the precious metal must be disintegrating at the 
present moment, or at least coming from the inside of this hill through the agency of 
these five small feeders. 

18. I tried at a point on the bank of this stream to reach the bed-rock, but in 
this | was unsuccessful. Boulders of quartz-granite and a coarse-grained schistose 
rock with small veins of quartz gave one the idea of what the chief rocks of the neigh- 
bourhood were, and it is from the latter rock that I should say the gold was coming, 
but only present in very minute quantities. 

19. From Plang to the River Kerbau, a distance of about ten miles as the crow 
flies, there is an uninterrupted expanse of flat country, in places well watered by the 
Sungei Krodak and tributaries, and I think it would be worth while to prospect this part. 

20. The jungle is light, and the making of a rough cart-road would be an easy 
matter. . 
21. With a party of twenty-five men, a very fair idea of this expanse of country 
could be obtained in about a month’s time, but with only a few men it would take 
a long time, and I could not give up all my time to watch one party of borers, and 
unless they are watched the results of their work are very far from satisfactory. 

22. Such a party as I would propose to prospect with would cost about $300 
for one month, and from what I have seen of the land I think the results might be to 
a certain extent satisfactory ; should this plan be approved of, I would be prepared 
. personally look after the coolies the whole time, and to remain in the jungle with 
them. 

23. At Tallong, on the Kerbau, there is a good deal of flat land that has, I think, 
so far not been prospected. i 

24. The land at Kati, according to the Chinamen, is turning out satisfactory, and 
profit is being made off nearly all the land. There are 1,300 men now working there, 
and next month the number will be increased. 

25. The sum of $60 has been expended during the month on prospecting, 
inclusive of expenses up to Ulu Plus. 

26. A rough plan of Chinglek, shewing the streams, etc., is enclosed.*

No. 344.—CIRCULAR. 

Noutce vo Pranrexs, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; Lond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
he subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

Notes. 


On Friday, the 28th July, Raja Ngah Halimah, eldest daughter of 
H.H. the Sultan of Perak, was married to Raja Ngah Mansur, eldest son of 
Raja Abdullah. 

The ceremony was performed at the Sultan’s residence, Bukit Chandan, 
in the presence of the British Resident and all the Perak chiefs.

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Mr. Noe, Denison, Superintendent of Lower Perak, died in Penang, 
after a short illness, at 4 a.m. on the 2nd instant. 


Mr. Denison had served the Government of Perak since November, 
1876, with single-hearted devotion, and by his death, the news of which has 
heen received with universal regret, the Government has lost a deeply 
respected and highly valued officer. 


The settlements of Krian and Setiawan remain as evidences of 
Mr. Denison’s untiring energy, zeal, and tact in managing the natives, 
whose confidence he had won and by whom he is sincerely regretted. 


It is mainly due to Mr. Denison’s persistent advocacy that the terminus 
of the Kinta Valley Railway is at Teluk Anson, a town which has grown up 
under his superintendence and with which his name will ever be associated. 


The following is the translation of a telegram received by the Resident 
from His Highness the Sultan :—* Iam very distressed to hear of the death 
of Mr. Denison, so valuable an officer and my old friend; there is not 
time for me to attend the funeral, but Raja Chulan can represent me.” A 
telegram was also received from His Excellency the Governor of the Straits 
Settlements on Wednesday morning :—TI condole sincerely with Perak on 
the sad loss of so zealous and valued an officer.” 


Mr. Denison’s body was taken from Penang to Port Weld by the 
Perak Government steam yacht Mena, and buried in the Protestant cemetery 
at Taiping on the morning of the 3rd instant. The funeral was attended 
by the British Resident, the officers of Government stationed in Taiping, 
together with some from the out-stations, and all who had known Mr. Denison. 


PERAK AGRI-HORTICULTURAL SHOW. 


THE first Perak Agri-Horticultural Show was held in the Barrack Square, 
Taiping, on June 24th last. 

2. The idea of holding a Show had been discussed during the last two years, 
and, at the suggestion of Mr. H.C. Barnard, who is unfortunately away from Perak 
on leave, a vote of $1,200 was granted by Government in 1892. 

Matters, however, were delayed so long that it was found impossible to 
hold a Show in 1892, and preparations were made for an exhibition to be held in 
the middle of 1893. 

4. A large Committee was elected, consisting of all the chief officers of 
the State in Taiping, assisted by the various District Magistrates, who formed 
separate committees in their several districts. 

At a meeting held on March 25th Mr. E. J. Brewster, undertook to act as 
Secretary, with Mr. A. B. Voules to assist him, and June 24th was chosen as the 
day for the Show. 

6. During April the English, Malay and Tamil prize lists were published. 
Unfortunately, “the Government Printer, to whom the Committee are greatly indebted 
for the immense amount of trouble he has taken and the artistic work he has produced, 
was unable, owing to the want of a skilled Chinese compositor, to print the Chinese 
notices, and it was found necessary to send them to Penang, where they were printed 
at considerable cost and published about June 1st, only three weeks before the date of 
the Show. 
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7. The Show was divided into the following nine sections :—1. Flowering 
Plants; 2. Foliage Plants; 3. Cut Flowers; 4. Padi and Rice; 5. Vegetables; 
6. Fruit; 7. Economic Products; 8. Miscellaneous; g Live Stock: sub-divided 
into—{i). Elephants ; (ii). Horses ; (iii). Dogs ; (iv). Cattle ; (v). Poultry; (vi). Miscel- 
laneous. Each of these sections was put under the charge of one or more members 
of the Committee. 

8. The first eight sections were exhibited in the Barrack Square, where three 
large sheds had been erected—one for vegetables and fruit, another for padi and 
rice and economic products, and the third for miscellaneous exhibits. while plants and 
flowers were placed under the Sikh barracks. 

The live stock Were accommodated on the unused piece of ground opposite the 
Railway Station, and much trouble was taken to put the ground in order. Four sheds 
were erected here; a ring was also made for the exhibition of horses and ponies, but 
the ground was found to be too soft, and the animals were judged on the Swettenham 
Road. 

g. As early as Tuesday, June 2oth, exhibits began to come in, until they reached 
a climax on Friday, when they poured in in numbers far in excess of the anticipations 
of the Committee. Fortunately, there was sufficient accommodation, so that, in spite 
of the enormous number of exhibits, everything was put under cover, and by 7 p.m. 
on Friday night all exhibits had been received into their respective sheds. 

1o. Saturday, June 24th was, luckily for the success of the Show, a fine but very 
hot day. The judging was commenced at 8 o’clock, and everything was ready for the 
reception of the public at to o’clock. From to a.m. to noon the sheds were literally 
thronged by thousands of natives, who evinced the greatest interest in what they saw. 
From 12 to 2 the grounds were reserved for Native ladies, but were again thrown open 
from 2 till 8 p.m. At 4.30 p.m. the carriage parade took place on the Swettenham 
Road, the traffic being temporarily stopped. Prizes were given for the best turn-out 
with horse, pony, pair of horses and pair of ponies. This display, for which there were 
good entries, seemed to interest the natives, who lined the road in large numbers. 
Prizes were also given for the best ghari with horse or pony. The prizes, all in 
money, together with certificates, were distributed to Taiping winners on Monday 
and Tuesday, June 26th and 27th, and cheques were sent to the local Secretaries in 
the Out-stations. 

The cost of the exhibition was entirely defrayed by voluntary contributions, aided 
by a Government grant of $1,200. : 

11. As a first experiment the Show was undoubtedly a very great success, and 
every encouragement has been given to make it an annual exhibition, as letters have 
been received from the Out-stations saying that it has done a great deal to interest 
the natives in agriculture and to persuade them to try and improve the products of 
their district. 

12. Several difficulties with which the first Show had to contend can be avoided 
in the next. First and foremost, universal complaints were received that it was 
impossible to make the natives understand the object of the Show. Some thought 
that it was an ingenious idea on the part of the Government to collect revenue by 
confiscating all the exhibits, others would not send anything unless they were guaran- 
teed a prize, while others thought the only exhibit worth sending was a two-headed 
chicken or a cat with five Icgs. In fact, so indifferent were the natives in some 
districts, that it was only owing to the zeal of the local Secretaries that any exhibits 
were sent at all, some of these gentlemen going so far as to purchase the articles 
exhibited. However, many of the better class of natives visited the Show, and now 
thoroughly understand its object, and have stated that next year they intend to send 
exhibits. 

13. Secondly—the Committee had to be entirely re-modelled, as some of the 
original members did not take the least interest in the Show or attend any of the 
Committee meetings. 

14. Thirdly—it will be a question for the Committee to decide whether it will 
be advisable to change the place of holding the Show, and to hold it in different con- 
venient districts in turn, or to choose some central place, such as Kuala Kangsar, 
and hold it there every year. It is evident that it is the convenience of the Euro- 
peans that is chiefly consulted by holding the Show in Taiping, and universal regret 
was expressed by all the Out-station Secretaries that they were unable to compete 
in perishable exhibits, owing to the distance from Taiping, or that the exhibit, if 
brought, was spoilt before the judging took place. 
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15. Fourthly—next year the prize list and native notices should be issued at least 
three months before the date of the Show, to enable the Local Secretaries to advertise 
the Show more widely in their districts.

17. Special thanks are also due to the following gentlemen in Taiping :—Meessrs. 
W. R. Scott, Parkes and Moss in the Live Stock section, to Mr. W. H. Tate, who 
rendered much assistance on the Committee and otherwise, to Mr. Nelson and the 
Rev. Father Gazeau, who took charge of the Vegetables at very short notice, and to 
Messrs. F. W. Talbot and D. A. M. Brown, who helped to receive and arrange the 
exhibits on Friday. 

18. Appended is a description of the exhibits received from each Out-station, 
placed in the order of the amount of prize money obtained by each, together with a 
statement of accounts. The list of prize-winners has already been published in the 
Government Gazette. 

KUALA KANGSAR EXHIBITS. 

19. Kuala Kangsar was easily first of the QOut-stations, obtaining 43 prizes. 
Twelve of these, however, were obtained by exhibits from the Government Gardens 
at the Hermitage, and four others by European planters in the district. 


As might have been expected from the agricultural character of the district, a 
large proportion of these prizes were for fruit, the exhibits in pine apple, banana, 
custard apple, pomelo, orange, guava, citron and chiku being unrivalled. 


In Vegetables, prizes were obtained for chillies, radishes, herbs used in curries, 
tomato and chuchu. In Economic Products, prizes were awarded for areca nuts, 
bamboo, cloves, coconuts, Arabian and Liberian coffee, getah and rattan. 


In Afiscellaneous, Kuala Kangsar was represented by one of the most interesting 
exhibits in the Show—namely, a collection of fishing instruments, numbering nearly 
50 varieties of rods, nets and traps, many of them most ingeniously constructed. 
These were most effectively laid out, under the superintendence of Mr. Irving, on the 
ground near the shed for Miscellaneous Exhibits. A first prize was also awarded 
to the Sultan for a native-made dove-cage of wicker-work, strengthened with silver 
wire and covered with a cloth elaborately embroidered with gold and silver thread. 
Other prizes in this section were obtained for golok, native-made walking-sticks and 
embroidered praying mats. In Live Stock, the Sultan and Mr. Butler gained 
prizes for a horse and carriage and a pony respectively. 


The success of this district is due to the exertions of Mr. Butler and Mr. Irving, 
who were very much assisted by the Datoh Sri Adika Raja and Penghulu Mat Noh. 


KINTA EXHIBITS 


20. Kinta sent g3 exhibits and obtained 25 prizes (14 firsts, 7 seconds and 4 
special.) In Flowering Plants there were two very interesting exhibits of Chinese 
trained plants, representing ships, animals, etc., which obtained two special prizes. 
In Padi and Rice, Kinta competed in all classes and obtained a second prize for a 
collection of 33 varieties of padi. In Vegetables, prizes were obtained for gourds and 
brinjals. In Fruzt, Kinta took first prize for the best collection of fruits from one 
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mukim, Penghulu Pandak Ahkat, of Batu Gajah, sending an excellent exhibit of 23 
varieties. Imam Prang obtained a prize for 11 varieties of bananas, and Penghalu 
Pandak Akkat, first prize for papaya. The prize for nangka was awarded to Haji 
Zin Alabidin, who showed one weighing over 22 katis. 


In Economic Products there were 33 exhibits from Kinta, including arrowroot, 
bamboo, barks, coconut oil, tree cotton, gambier, Indian corn, leaves for mats, rattan, 
sugar-cane, tapioca, bertam and tobacco. The first prize for some especially fine 
coconuts was awarded to Raja Bila. A special prize was awarded to a collection of 
wood consisting of 400 pieces. In the /ésce//aneous section, Kinta obtained six 
prizes—namely, for mats, basket-work, fishing implements (17 kinds), jungle fruits, 
bricks, and tiles. 

In Live Stock, Kinta exhibited four elephants, one of which obtained the prize. 
In Horses and Pontes, Mr. Alma Baker's “ Sultan” obtained first prize, and Mr. 
Ogilvie a special prize. Imam Prang obtained a first prize for a Sakai dog. In the 
Poultry section, Raja Ismail shewed the winning game cock. In Afiscel/aneous, Mr. 
Thorpe exhibited some rabbits and a cage of pheasants, the latter obtaining the prize 
for the best cage of birds. 


The thanks of the Committee are due to Mr. W. P. Thorpe for the great trouble 
he took to work up this large district, and also to Mr. W. P. Hume. 


KRIAN EXHIBITS. 


21. Krian exhibited in 26 different classes, and obtained 17 prizes. A very fine 
collection of padi and pulut (52 varieties), neatly arranged in boxes, was sent. One 
particularly fine sample of padi, known as padi bunga sena, would probably have 
obtained first prize but for the fact that some padi of an inferior kind was upset into 
it, and it was found impossible to thoroughly clean it before the time for judging. 

Two prizes were obtained for eating-canes, averaging eighteen feet of stalk, 
by Jin Heng’s and Swi Li’s sugar estates. Swi Li also won the first prize for basket 
sugar, while the prize for refined sugar was awarded to Gula Estate. 

A good collection of pumpkins won first prize. A special prize was awarded to a 
small country-bred bull, which was much admired, anda purple coot caught in the Krian 
marshes obtained a special prize as the rarest bird in the Show. The first prize for 
fox-terriers was awarded to Mr. Stewart’s “ Punch.” 


Special thanks are due to Mr. G. F. Bird, to whose exertions the success of Krian 
is due, as the natives in his district took so little interest in the Show that he was 
compelled to buy many of the exhibits and shew them in his own name. 


LOWER PERAK EXHIBITS. 
22. Lower Perak exhibited in 40 classes, and obtained 22 prizes. The padi and 
rice were especially good, and a prize was obtained for bras pulut. Most of the 


fruit exhibited by Lower Perak was spoiled owing to the distance it had to travel. 
Prizes were obtained for rambutans and the best collection of fruit. 


In Economic Products, Penghulu Mat Asik, of Likir, was awarded a special prize 
for a bunch of coconuts containing 40 fair-sized nuts; prizes were also obtained for 
barks for tanning, copra, tree-cotton, cotton-silk, Indian corn, patchouli, tapioca and 
tobacco. In A/uscel/aneous, Lower Perak won prizes for agricultural implements, 
mats and chicks, pottery and cloth. The best collection of ataps, the best kajang 
and the best samicr were sent by Penghulu Haji Mat Nasir, who undoubtedly has in 
his mukim the finest nipahs in the State. Two goats from S’tiawan were awarded 
first and second prizes, and the best jungle cock also came from the same place. 


This district was well looked after by Mr. R. C. Grey, who, however, was greatly 
handicapped by the apathy of the natives and the difficulty of transport. 


MATANG EXHIBITS. 


23. Matang obtained 28 prizes. In Vegetables, prizes were obtained for 
lettuces, cucumbers, and best collection of vegetables. A large assortment of fruits, 
both cultivated and wild, were also sent. In £conomic Products, prizes were ob- 
tained for bertam-root, coconuts, cotton, gambier, corn, indigo, patchouli, sugar- 
cane and tobacco. The poultry from Matang was especially good, no less than seven 
prizes being obtained. 
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These exhibits were under the charge of the District Magistrate, Mr. A. T. Dew, 
assisted by Mr. T. W. Rowley. 


UPPER PERAK EXHIBITS. 


24. Considering the distance and difficulty of transport, a very good collection 
of exhibits was sent from Upper Perak, 14 prizes being obtained. The feature of 
the exhibits was rice, which was awarded first and second prizes, and was of very fine 
quality indeed. In Vegetadles, prizes were won for kladi and brinjal. In Fruzt, three 
prizes were awarded—namely, to the best collection of native fruits, mangoes and 
limes. In Economic Products, bamboo, barks for tanning, edible grains, cloves and 
rattan obtained prizes. 

This district was under the charge of Mr. C. F. Bozzolo, who was unfortunately 
unable to be present at the Show. The way in which the exhibits were done up in 
mat bags and rattan baskets of fantastic shapes showed the trouble that had been 
taken, and, with the exception of the Krian padi, no exhibits were shewn to greater 
advantage. 


SELAMA EXHIBITS. 


25. Three prizes were awarded to Selama. A very good collection of padi and 
rice, which competed in all classes, was received, but did not obtain a prize. In 
Economic Products, a prize was won for leaves for mats. In Mvscellaneous, an 
interesting collection of native-made models of houses, etc., was sent, and a prize was 
obtained for flower-pots. In Live Stock, a second prize was awarded for a game 
cock. 

This district was in charge of the Assistant Magistrate, Mr. F. Bede Cox. 


BATANG PADANG EXHIBITS. 


26. Owing to the distance from Taiping, this district was only able to send 
very few exhibits, but Mr. Wise, the District Magistrate, took considerable trouble in 
getting together a very interesting collection of Sakai exhibits, which was much 
admired and was highly commended by the Judges.

1. The Resident submits to the Council the case of a Malay named 
Din bin Lebih Hasan, who was convicted by the Court of the Senior Magis- 
trate at Parit Buntar of the murder of his wife on the sixth day of April, 
1893, and sentenced to death. 

The circumstances of the case having been detailed to the Council, the 
sentence is confirmed and ordered to be carried out at Taiping on Tuesday, 
July 11. 

Yo. The Resident lays before the Council a proposal to pension off the 
Penghulus of Songkai Ulu and Songkai Ilir in the Batang Padang district, 
and to unite the two mukims and place them under the control of one 
Penghulu. : 

The Council agrees to grant to these Penghulus pensions of $80 per 
annum each, and appoints Salam, on six months’ probation, to be Penghulu 
of both mukims, on a salary of $240. 

8. An application is considered from Penghulu Daud, of Lubok 
Merbau, Kuala Kangsar, to be allowed to retire on a gratuity. 

The Council approves of a gratuity of $150, and considers that the 
mukim does not require an independent Penghulu. 

4. In the case of Anjang Pelita, Penghulu of Pasir Salak, Lower 
Perak, the Council decides that he may for the future be allowed to draw 
unt at the rate of $25 per mensem, but that he is to receive no more 
chabut. 

5. The Council approves the retirement on pension of the Penghulus 
of Bagan Tiang and Tanjong Piandang, in Krian, and sanctions the appoint- 
ment of Puteh Ma’Arif as Assistant Penghulu, Bagan Serai, on a salary of 
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$12 a month. The Council agrees that the salaries of those Krian Peng- 
hulus who receive less than $240 per annum be raised to that sum. 

6. The appointment of Mat to be Penghulu of Gunong Semanggol is 
approved by the Council. 

7. A gratuity of $180 is granted by the Council to Allang Abdullah, 
late Penghulu of Senggang, Kuala Kangsar, whose resignation was accepted 
at the last meeting of Council. 

8. The Council approves of the appointment of Haji Jafar to be 
Assistant Kathi, Upper Perak, on the salary provided in the Estimates of 
the current year. 

9. In succession to the late Haji Mat Yasim, Penghulu of Bandar, 
Lower Perak, who recently died at Mecca, the Council approves of the 
appointment of Abdullah, younger brother of the deceased, on the same 
salary. 

lu. The Resident explains to the Council that since the publication in 
1884 of the notification relating to the importation and circulation of copper 
coins, the practice has continued notwithstanding, and that to prevent loss 
to Government it is necessary to enforce the order. It is agreed that all 
coins other than the Straits Settlements cent and half-cent, if found in 
Perak subsequent to the 1st January, 1894, shall be confiscated. 

11. A complaint by the District Magistrate, Upper Perak, is brought 
to the notice of the Council, to the effect that the roads, bridges and other 
public works in the district under his charge are suffeying extensive damage 
from the movements of tame elephants, and that as the mischief is usually 
done by night it is impossible to trace the ownership of the animal. It is 
proposed, as a remedial measure, to empower the Government to issue a 
proclamation ordering that all owners of elephants within the district 
register their animals at the office of the District Magistrate, and that an 
annual registration fee of $10 a head be charged. ‘The Council accedes 
to the proposal, and orders that a proclamation be issued accordingly, to 
remain in force until further notice. 

12. The Resident submits to the Council an order providing for the 
regulation and management of the Perak State Savings Bank. He reminds 
the members of the object with which it was established in 1884, and points 
out that it has now grown to such dimensions as to require further legis- 
lation. The Order is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 5 of 
1893. 

13. The Resident lays before Council a draft Order dealing with 
appeals in civil suits, and explains its provisions to the members. The 
Order is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 6 of 1893. 

14. The Resident lays before the Council an Order providing for the 
conservancy aud sanitary regulation of the towns of the State, explaining 
that some of the commercial centres, especially Ipoh, have now grown so 
large as to render it imperative that steps should be taken to give power to 
the Government to adequately deal with all municipal matters. The 
various provisions of the Order having been discussed, it is passed and 
numbered Order in Council No. 7 of 1893.* 

15. The Resident informs the Council that it has been found necessary 
to amend Order in Council No. 18 of 1891, ve Registration of Bills of Sale, 
by the addition of a new section, giving power to the Resident to admit 
unregistered documents to registration in special circumstances and subject 
to certain conditions. The amending Order is passed by the Council and 
numbered Order in Council No. 8 of 1893. 


* This Order in Council has been already published in the Government Gazette: see page 539 ante. 
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16. An Order in Council providing for the regulation and manage- 
ment of brothels and their inmates throughout the State is submitted to 
the Council and passed, numbered Order in Council No. 9 of 1893. 

17. The Resident lays before the Council an Order dealing with the 
registration and supervision of steam vessels in the ports of the State, and 
explains that this enactment is necessary in order to enable the Govern- 
ment to control such vessels and launches, plying within the waters and 
rivers of the State, as may not be registered in any port of the Colony. 
The Order is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 10 of 1893. 

18. The attention of the Council is called by the Resident to an Order 
which was issued by the Government on December 31st, 1880, requiring 
the tyres of cart-wheels in Larut to be of a minimum width of four inches. 
He states that in consequence of the extension of the system of metalled 
roads throughout the State, it is necessary for their proper preservation 
that a like restriction should now be placed on heavy carts in all districts, 
and accordingly submits to the Council an Order providing for the same, 
which is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 11 of 1893. 

19. An Order dealing with the regulation and management of rail- 
ways in the State and of the traffic thereon is placed before Council, and 
its provisions are explained in detail to the members by the Resident. The 
Order is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 12 of 1893. 

20. The Resident brings to the notice of the Council the necessity 
for legislation to enable the Government to supervise and control the move- 
ments of lepers in the State, and explains that such control can best be 
effected by a system of registration. An Order making the provisions 
required is passed and numbered Order in Council No. 13 of 18938. 

21. The Resident submits for the consideration of the Council an 
Order abolishing the system of weights and measures hitherto in use in the 
State, and introducing a system similar to that which has been adopted in 
the Colony of the Straits Settlements and the neighbouring State of 
Selangor. The Order is approved by the Council and numbered Order in 
Council No. 14 of 1893. 

22. The Resident invites the attention of the Council to a letter which 
has been received from the District Magistrate, Batang Padang, com- 
plaining that certain Malays in his district are in the habit of killing deer, 
without regard to age or sex, and selling the meat. He asks the opinion of 
the Council as to whether it would not be practicable to minimise the 
practice, by fixing a close season for deer and other game. The native 
members are of opinion that owing to the uncertainty of the breeding 
season it would not be feasible to do so, but it is considered that it will be 
advisable to initiate some legislation regarding the imposition of gun and 
game licences. 

23. The Resident brings to the notice of the Council the question of 
the chabut received by Penghulus on the output of tin-ore in their mukims, 
and remarks that the emolument thus accruing to some of those officers, 
particularly in the Kinta district, has increased to such an extent that it is 
necessary that some limit should be put to the amount to which they will 
in future be entitled. After some discussion, in which the Datoh Panglima 
Kinta argued at length on behalf of himself and others interested, it is 
resolved that the matter be referred to the consideration of His Highness 
the Sultan, the British Resident and the Datoh Laksamana, being the com- 
mittee who reported on the question of Penghulus’ salaries. 

The Council adjourns sine die.

ay HEREAS it is expedient to make further and _ better provision by 

law for the control and management of the Perak State Savings 
Bank, and to extend the operation thereof, it is hereby enacted by His 
Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 


1. Order in Council No, 13 of 1889 is hereby repeuled. 


2. The State Savings Bank at Taiping shall be managed by such 
officer as the Resident may from time to time appoint, and such officer 
shall be the Trustee and Manager of the said Savings Bank and shall 
perform the duties of his office under the provisions of this Order in 
Council, and subject to the direction, order and control of the Resident. 


3. The Manager is empowered to receive on account of depositors 
any sum not less than one dollar and not greater than two hundred and 
fifty dollars, to be deposited in any one year, or seven hundred and fifty 
dollars in the aggregate. 


4. The Assistant Treasurers or Financial Assistants in Out-stations, 
to which the provisions of this Order in Council may from time to time 
be extended by the Resident by notification in the Government Gazette, or 
such other officers as may from time to time be appointed for that pur- 
pose, are hereby empowered tv receive deposits on account of depositors 
in their respective districts, subject to the limitations as to amount pro- 
vided in Section 3. 


5. The deposits received by the Assistant Treasurers, Financial 
Assistants or other officers shall be credited to the State Savings Bank, 
and shall be entered in the books of the Assistant Treasurers or Financial 
Assistants, and remitted to the Treasurer, Taiping, in such manner and 
at such times as may be prescribed by the Resident, and the officer 
receiving the remittances shall report the same to the Manager of the 
Savings Bank. 


6. Every deposit so received shall be entered, and such entry duly 
attested, by the officer receiving the same, in a book to be furnished to the 
depositor, and called the depositor’s book. Every entry so attested shall 
be considered as proof of the fact that the sum named therein was paid 
at the time stated, and shall entitle the depositor to have repaid'to him 
on demand the sum so entered, together with the amount of interest 
due thereon, according to the rules for interest in force for the time 
being. 


7. All moneys so deposited shall be carried to such account as may 
be from time to time directed by the Resident, and all sums withdrawn 
by depositors, or by persons legally authorised to claim on account of 
depositors, shall be repaid to them out of such moneys, and if at any 
time the moneys received under this Order in Council shall, owing to 
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investments or otherwise, be insufficient to meet the claims of any deposi- 
tors demanding payments, it shall be lawful for the Resident to authorise 
by warrant the payment to such depositor or depositors of any such 
deficiency out of the general revenues of the State. 


8. The interest payable to such depositors shall be at the rate of 
three and a-half per cent per annum, or such other higher or lower rate 
as the Resident may from time to time, by notification in the Government 
Gazette, direct, and sball be chargeable and payable, as to each sum 

- deposited, on the full amount deposited, from the first day of the month 
following the date of deposit, in the State Savings Bank or at a District 
Treasury, up till the last day of the month preceding the day of with- 
drawal, provided that no interest shall be payable on any sum less than 
five dollars. 


9. The moneys deposited under this Order in Council, or so much 
of the same as may from time to time be available for investment, shall 
be invested in such one or more securities, yielding interest, as the 
Resident may from time to time direct, and no part of such moueys shall 
be applied in any way to the purposes of the State. 


10. It shall be lawful for the Government to open an account in the 
said Savings Bank, to be called the “ Officers’ Guarantee Fund Account,” 
and to place to the credit of such account all sums deposited by officers 
in the service of the Government of the State as security for the due per- 
formance of their duties. Such deposits shall be made in the names of 
such officers as the Resident may from time to time direct, and shall not 
be subject to the limitations imposed by Section 3 hereof, nor liable to 
withdrawal without the approval and consent of the Resident. 


11. It shall be lawful for the Resident from time to time to make 
rules and regulations for carrying out the several purposes of this 
Order in Council, which shall have effect from the date of the publica- 
tion thereof in the Government Gazette, provided that no such rules or 
regulations shall be in any way inconsistent with the provisions herein 
contained. 


12. No power, warrant, or letters of attorney granted, or to be 
granted, by the Trustee and Manager of the Bank, nor any power, war- 
rant or letter of attorney given by any depositor in the Bank to any 
other person, authorising hin to make any deposit of any sum of money 
in the Bank on behalf of the said depositor, or to sign any document or 
instrument required by the rules or regulations of the Bank to be signed 
on making such deposit, or to receive back any sum of money deposited 
in the Bank, or the dividends or interest arising therefrom, nor any 
bond or other instrument or document whatsoever required or author- 
ised to be given, issucd, signed, made, or produced, in pursuance of this 
Order in Council, or of the rules and regulations of the said Bank, shall 
be subject to, or be charged with, any stamp duty or duties whatsoever. 


13. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date of the 
publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

V HEREAS it is expedient to amend the law as to appeals in the 
Civil Courts of the State, it is hereby enacted by His Highness 
the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 


Repeal. 1. The Order in Council No. 19 of 1889, intituled “ Fees on Appeal,” 
is hereby repealed. 


Appeals, by 2. Appeals shall be heard and determined by the Courts to which 

what Courts jurisdiction to hear and determine appeals is given by the Order in 

Council No. 11 of 1890, intituled “Constitution and Powers of Criminal 
and Civil Courts,” provided that appeals which would otherwise lie to the 
Court of a Magistrate of the First Class may be removed to the Court of 
the Senior Magistrate by the order of the Magistrate presiding in that 
Court.

or such time as may be prescribed by special order, give notice of such 
intention to any parties who may be affected by such contention. The 
omission to give such notice shall not diminish the powers of the Court 
appealed to, but may, in the discretion of the Court, be ground for an 
adjournment of the appeal or for a special order as to costs. 


12. The notice given by the respondent under the last preceding 
section may be given at any time after he has been served with the notice 
of appeal, and notwithstanding that the notice of appeal may have been 
withdrawn, but subject to any special order which may be made, shall not 
be given less than eight days before the day fixed for the hearing of the 
appeal.

14. An appeal shall not operate as a stay of execution or proceed- 
ings under the decision appealed from except so far as the Court appealed 
from or the Court appealed to may order, and no intermediate act or 
proceeding shall be invalidated except so far as the Court appealed from 
may direct. 


15. On an appeal, interest for such time as execution has been 
delayed by the appeal shall be allowed unless the Court otherwise orders, 
and the taxing officer may compute such interest without any order for 
that purpose. 


16. No order made by any Court by the consent of the parties, or as 
to costs only, which by law are left to the discretion of the Court, shall 
be subject to any appeal except by leave of the Court making the order, 
nor shall any judgment or order which by any Order in Council now or 
hereafter to be passed is declared to be final, be subject to any appeal. 


17. Any poor person entitled to appeal in his own right from any 
judgment or order of a Court, or who is made a respondent to any appeal, 
may be admitted to appeal or oppose the appeal, as the case may be, as a 
pauper, on application to the Court appealed to. 


The provisions of Section 14 of this Order in Council shall not apply 
to a pauper appellant. 


18. No judgment or order of any Court shall be reversed or sub- 
stantially varied on appeal on account of any error, defect, or irregu- 
larity, whether in the decision or otherwise, not affecting the merits or 
the jurisdiction of the Court.

1. The Government Orders specified in the Schedule A hereto are

37. The Resident shall from time to time appoint Inspectors and 
such other officers as may be necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
this Order in Council, and shall make rules for the conduct of their 
duties, and the salaries of all such Inspectors and other officers shall be 
regulated from time to time by the Resident. 


38. For the purposes of Section 40 of the “Summary Criminal 
Jurisdiction Ordinance, 1872,” a brothel shall be deemed a public place. 


39. In these Rules, unless the context otherwise requires, “ the 
Protector” means the officer for the time being in charge of the Chinese 
Protectorate, and includes the officer for the time being in charge of the 
branch of the Chinese Protectorate in any district in the absence of the 
Protector. 


“ Brothel” means a house or place occupied or used by any two or 
more Chinese or Japanese women for the purpose of prostitution. 

“Inmate of a brothel” means any woman or girl residing in a brothel 
or being in a brothel at any time for the purpose of prostitution. 


“ Girl” includes “ female child.” 
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“ Owner of a brothel” means the person for the time being receiving 
the rent of the premises, whether on his own account or as agent or 
trustee for any other person, or who would receive the same if such 
premises were let to a tenant. 

“Keeper of a brothel” means the person who has the charge or 
management of the brothel, and, in the absence of proof to the contrary, 
a person who appears to be in charge of a brothel, or to have authority 
therein, shall be deemed to be the keeper thereof.

Passed by His Highness Sir Ipris MersuEpin Aatuim Swag, K.C.M.G., 
ipNI ALMARHUM IsKANDER SuHauH, Sultan of Perak, in Council, on the 
8rd day of July, 1893.

HEREAS it is expedient to provide for the registration and 
survey of steam vessels in the State of Perak, it is hereby 
enacted by His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 


1. The following expressions, as used in this Order in Council, shall 
have the meaning herein assigned, that is to say— 


“Steam Vessels” shall mean steamers exceeding 25 tons. 
“Steam Launches” shall mean steamers not exceeding 25 tons. 


2. Nothing herein contained shall apply to any steam vessel or 
steam launch belonging to the Goverament of the State. 


. 

3. Every steam vessel and steam launch plying to or between any 
port or ports in the State of Perak, which is not duly registered in a 
port of the Colony of the Siraits Settlements, shall be registered in the 
office of the Harbour Master at Port Weld or at Teluk Anson. 


4. The Harbour Master shall keep a book for the purpose of 
registering steam vessels and steam launches, and shall enter therein 
the following particulars of every steam vessel and steam launch so 
registered in his ottice :--- 


(i). Date of registration. (ii). Name of vessel or lauuch. (iii). 
Tonnaye of same. (iv). Name and resideuce of owner and ageut. (v). 
Name of master, and number and date of his certificate of competency. 
(vi). Name of helmsman, and number and date of his ceriificate of com- 
petency. (vii). Name of engineer, aud number and date of his certifi- 
cate of competency. 


5. The fees for registration shall be as follows:—For every steam 
vessel, $25. For every steam launch, $10. 


6. The owner, agent, or master of every registered steam vessel or 
steam launch shall forchwith notify to the Harbour Master at the port of 
registry every change or alteration which may from time to time occur 
in respect of any of the particulars registered, as required by Section 4 
hereof. 


7. The owner, agent, or master of any steam vessel or steam launch 
who shall fail to register his steam vessel or steam launch as hereby 
required, or who shall fail to notify such change or alteration as afore- 
said, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $200, and any 
such owner, agent, or master, furnishing as true information which he 
knows or has reason to believe to be false, shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence under Section 177 of the Penal Code. 


8. No steam vessel or steam launch shall be registered under this 
Order in Council until the master, helmsman, and engineers thereof 
have produced, for the inspection of the Harbour Master, their certificates 
of competency from the Colony of the Straits Settlements. 
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9. In addition to the penalties prescribed by Section 7 hereof, any 
steam vessel or steam launch which shall ply or be in use without having 
been first registered as required by this Order in Council. shall be liable 
to seizure and detention until all the conditions required by this Order 
in Council shall have been complied with. 


10. It shall be lawful for the Resident to appoint, by notification in 
the Government Guzette, either permanently or from time to time, at each 
port of registry, fit and proper persons to be surveyors of steam vessels 
and steam launches under this Order in Council. 


11. The surveyors appointed under this Order in Council shall be 
deemed to be public servants within the meaning of the Penal Code. 


12. At the requisition of the Harbour Master it shall be lawful for 
the said surveyors, in the execution of their duties, to go on board any 
steam vessel or steam launch, at all reasonable times, and to inspect the 
same, or any part thereof, and any of the machinery, boats, equipments, 
or articles on board thereof, or any certificates of the master, mates, 
helmsmen, engineers, gunners, or engine drivers, to which the provisions 
of this Order in Council, or any of the rules to be made by virtue thereof, 
apply, not unnecessarily detaining such vessel or launch from proceeding, 
and if, in consequence of any accident to any such vessel or launch, 
or for any other reason, they consider it necessary so to do, to require 
such vessel or launch to be re-surveyed, and if they think fit, to be taken 
into dock for the purpose of surveying the hull thereof. 


13. Any person who shall refuse access to such surveyors or shall 
otherwise hinder them in the performance of their duty, or shall refuse 
or neglect to give any information which may reasonably be required of 
them, and which they have it in their power to give, shall be lable, on 
conviction, to a penalty not exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars, and 
any person furnishing as true information which he knows or has reason 
to believe to be false, shall be deemed guilty of an offence under Section 
177 of the Penal Code. 


14. If the said surveyors find that any steam vessel or steam launch 
under survey by them is not provided in all respects as prescribed by this 
Order in Council, or requires repairs or additions to the vessel or her 
machinery. boats, equipments or articles on board thereof, the said 
surveyors shall give notice in writing to that effect to the person having 
the vessel surveyed, pointing out the deficiencies or defects, and requiring 
the same to be supplied or made good, and shall not grant their cer- 
tificate of survey till the same are supplied or made good to their satis- 
faction. 


15. The Resident may from time to time frame rules as to the 
manner in which the surveys shall be made, and the times and places of 
such surveys, the nature, quality and quantity of the equipments which 
steam vessels and stcam launches shall be required to carry, and the 
duties of the surveyors, and may also fix the amount of remuneration to 
be paid to the surveyors. 


16. For every certificate of survey granted under this Order in 
Council, the owner, agent or master of the vessel or launch surveyed shall 
pay a fee, according to the rates in the Schedule A hereto, or such other 
rates as may be from time to time fixed by the Resident and published 
in the Government Gazette. 
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17. When any survey is made under this Order in Council, the 
surveyors making such survey shall forthwith, if satisfied that they can 
with propriety do so, and on payment by the owner, agent, or master, of 
the vessel or launch surveyed, of the fees prescribed by this Order in 
Council, give to such owner, agent, or master a certificate of survey signed 
by them, and framed, as nearly as the circumstances of each case will 
admit, in the form set forth in the Schedule B hereto, and setting out the 
length of time for which the certificate is to be in force, not exceeding one 
year in any case. Such certificates shall, before being issued, be signed 
by the Harbour Master of the port, without charge, and a duplicate 
certificate, signed in like manner, shall be kept on record in the office of 
such Harbour Master. 

18. The certificates of the surveyors shall contain statements of the 
following particulars, that is to say :— 

(i). That the hull of the vessel or launch is sufficient for the 
service intended, and is in good condition. 

(ii). That the boats, life-buoys, lights, signals and compasses are 
such and in such condition as will effectually serve the 
purposes of such vessel or launch, and that the numbers 
and certificates of the persons employed thereon are such 
as are required by this Order in Council. 

(iii). The time for which the said hull and equipments will be 
sufficient. 

(iv). The limits, if any, beyond which the vessel or launch is, in 
the surveyor’s judgment, not fit to ply. 

(v). That the machinery of the vessel or launch is sufficient for 
the service intended, and is in good condition. 

(vi). The time, if less than one year, for which such machinery 
will be sufficient. 

(vii). That the safety-valves and fire hose are such and in such 
condition as will effectually serve the purposes of such 
vessel or launch. 

(viii). The limits of weight to be placed on the safety valves. 

19. Each certificate of survey granted by surveyors under this Order 
in Council shall be hung up, and remain at all times suspended in some 
conspicuous part of the vessel or launch for which the same is granted, 
where the same may be easily read, and in default of compliance with this 
provision, every owner, master, or other person in charge shall be liabie 
to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for every day or part of a day on 
which such certificate is not so hung up. 

20. No certificate of survey, whether granted under this Order in 
Council or otherwise, shall be held to be in force for the purposes of this 
Order in Council after the expiration of the time for which the same was 
granted. 

21. If-any vessel or launch surveyed under this Order in Council is 
absent from the State when her certificate of survey expires, no penalty 
shall be incurred in the State for the want of a certificate of survey, 
until she begins to ply or is about to ply after her next subsequent 
return to the State. 

22. The Resident may require any certificate of survey granted 
under this Order in Council which has expired, or has been revoked or 
cancelled, to be delivered up as may be directed, and any owner, agent, 
master, or other person who, without reasonable cause, neglects or refuses 
to comply with such requirements, shall incur a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars for each offence. 
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23. The Resident may, at any time, if he thinks it necessary for the 
safety of the passengers, give special directions to the surveyors under 
this Order in Council for the survey by them of any vessel or launch 
registered under this Order in Council, and any vessel or launch so 
ordered to be surveyed shall not proceed out of port until so surveyed, 
nor until a certificate has been granted as provided by this Order in 
Council, and the provisions of this Order in Council shall apply, so 
far as the same are in any way applicable, to every vessel or launch so 
specially directed to be surveyed, and to the owner, agent, master, 
officers, and engineers thereof. 


24. The Resident may revoke and cancel any certificate of survey 
granted under this Order in Council in any case in which he has reason 
to believe that— 

(i). The certificate of survey of the sufficiency and good condition 
of the hull, equipments and machinery of any vessel or launch, 
or either or any of them, has or have been fraudulently or 
erroneously given or made, or 

(ii). That such certificate has otherwise been issued upon false 

erroneous information, or 

(iii). That since the giving and making of such certificate, the hull, 

equipments, and machinery of such vessel or launch have 
sustained any injury or are otherwise insufficient. 

25. If any steam vessel or steam launch shall be surveyed under the 
provisions of this Order in Council and if the surveyors shall decline to 
grant any certificate of survey, or shall grant a certificate of survey with 
which the owner, agent, or master of such vessel or launch shall be dis- 
satisfied, the Resident may, on the application of such owner, agent, or 
master, and on his paying the amount of the fee chargeable for a survey, 
appoint two or more other competent surveyors to survey the said vessel 
or launch. 


26. The surveyors so appointed shall forthwith survey the said 
vessel or launch, and shall either decline to grant any certificate of 
survey, or shall grant such certificate as under the circumstances shall 
seem to them to be proper. 


27. If the surveyors appointed under Section 25 unanimously refuse 
to grant any certificate of survey, or unanimously agree as to the terms 
of a certificate of survey granted by them, such refusal or such certificate 
of survey shall be final and conclusive, but if they do not agree, the 
refusal originally made, or the certificate of survey originally granted, by 
the surveyors who surveyed the vessel or launch in the first instance 
shall remain and be of full force and effect. 


28. Ifthe surveyors appointed under Section 25 decline to grant a 
certificate unless and until certain works required by them are done to 
their satisfaction, so soon as the work is done the vessel or launch may 
be again surveyed by the same surveyors, or by any surveyors authorised 
under this Order in Council, who may grant or refuse a certificate at their 
discretion. 


29, Every such survey shall be made subject to all the provisions 
and rules, both as to payment of fees and otherwise, which are applic- 
able to surveys made in ordinary cases under this Order in Council. 


80. It shall be lawful for the Resident to frame rules for the manage- 
ment of steam launches, as to the number of passengers to be carried, 
the rules for lights at night, the rules for navigation, inspection and 
survey of hull, machinery and boilers, the manner of steering, rate of 
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speed, and use of signals by steam whistle and otherwise in harbours, 
rivers, and going alongside ships and wharfs, as well as at sea. 


Any person infringing any rule made under this section shall be 


liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars.

HEREAS it is expedient to regulate the width of the wheel tyres 
of carts used upon the roads of the State, it is hereby enacted by 
His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 

1. The Order in Council of December 31st, 1880, relating to the 
width of tyres in Larut, is hereby repealed. 

2. All bullock carts, buffalo carts, and two-wheeled passenger carts 
licensed to carry more than six passengers shall have the tyres of their 
wheels of a minimum width of four inches. 

8. From and after the 3lst day of March, 1894, any such cart 
found with tyres of a less width than that fixed by this Order in Council 
shall be impounded, and the owner thereof shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $25 in respect of each cart so found. 

4, This Order in Council shall have effect from the first day of 
January, 1894,

HEREAS it is expedient to define the law relating to railways and 
to the conveyance thereby of passengers and goods: it is hereby 
enacted by His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 


1. For the purposes of this Order in Council the expression 
“railway ” shall include all railways already constructed or in course of 
construction or to be hereafter constructed by or on behalf of the Perak 
Government ; and the expression “railway official” shall include the 
Resident Engineer for Railways, the District Railway Engineers, and all 
such officers, servants, agents, and other persons as shall be from time to 
time employed to do any act upon the railway. 


2. The British Resident may appoint a fit and proper person to 
execute the duties and powers hereinafter mentioned, who shall be called 
the “ Resident Engineer for Railways,” and one or more persons, as he 
may deem necessary, to assist the Resident Engineer for Railways in the 
execution of the said duties and powers, who shall be called “ District 
Railway Engineers,” and such clerks and other officers as to him may 


a reenact 
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appear necessary. And all duties and powers hereinafter required to be 
performed and exercised by the Resident Engineer for Railways shall and 
may be performed and exercised by a District Railway Engineer. 

8. The British Resident may from time to time make, and when 
made revoke, add to, and alter rules regulating the classification of goods, 
the goods that are to be charged for at special rates, the charges to be 
made for the conveyance of passengers and goods by the railway, and 
regarding all other matters not especially enacted by this Order in 
Council and necessary to provide, in every respect, for the management 
and due and profitable working of the railway. 


4. A copy of any such rule or rules shall be hung up and affixed on 
any conspicuous part of every railway station, and knowledge of the 
contents of such rule or rules shall be presumed as against any person 
using the railway, upon proof that such copy was so affixed. 

5. All rules which are in force at the coming into operation of this 
Order in Council, and which are not inconsistent with any of its provi- 
sions, shall continue to be in force until revoked, added to, or altered, iv 
manner hereinbefore provided. 

6. No person shall enter any carriage used on the railway, for the 
purpose of travelling therein, without having first paid his fare and 
obtained a ticket. Every person desirous of travelling on the railway 
shall, upon payment of his fare, be furnished with a ticket specifying the 
class of carriaye for, and the station from and the station to which the 


fare has been paid, and shall, when required, show his ticket to any: 


railway officials duly authorised to examine the same, and shall deliver 
up such ticket upon demand to any of the railway officials duly authorised 
to collect tickets. Any person not producing or delivering up his ticket 
as aforesaid shall be liable to pay the fare from the place whence the 
train originally started, unless he can prove that he has travelled a less 
distance only, in which case he shall be liable to pay the fare only from 
the place whence he has travelled. 


7. The fare or freight paid for the conveyance of passengers or 
goods respectively shall be deemed to be accepted only upon condition 
that there be room in the train. In case there shall not be room for all 
the passengers or goods, those passengers who shall have obtained 
tickets for the longest distance shall have the preference, and those who 
shall have obtained tickets for the same distance shall have the preference 
according to the order in which they shall have received their tickets; 
and the like order shall be observed as to goods. Provided that all 
officers and troops on duty, and all other persons travelling on the 
business of Government, shall be entitled to be conveyed on the railway 
in preference to, or in priority over, the public, without reference to the 
Geet for which, or the order in which, they shall have received their 
tickets, a 


8. Any person who shall defraud or attempt to defraud the 
Government by travelling or attempting to travel upon the railway 
without having previously paid his fare; or by riding in or upon a 
carriage of a higher class than that for which he shall have paid his fare; 
or by continuing his journey in or upon any of the carriages beyond the 
station for which he shall have paid his fare, without having previously 
either paid the fare for the additional distance or obtained the sanction 
of the station master or guard of the train; or who shall knowingly and 
wilfully refuse or neglect, on arriving at the station to which he shall 
have paid his fare, to quit such carriage and railway premises; or who 
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shall transfer or profit by the transfer of the return ha‘f of any ticket 
obtained by him, or who shall in any other manner whatever attempt to 
evade the payment of his fare, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20 
for each offence. 


9. Any passenger who shall get into or upon, or attempt to get - 
into or upon, or shall quit or attempt to quit any carriage upon the 
railway while such carriage is in motion; or who shall ride or attempt to 
ride upon the railway on the steps or any other part of a carriage, except 
on those parts which are intended for the accommodation of passengers, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $10 for each offence. 


10, Any person other than the engineman and fireman and assist- 
ant fireman, if any, who, without the special licence of the Resident 
Engineer for Railways or executive officer in charge of the line, shall 
ride or attempt to ride upon any locomotive engine or tender upon the 
railway, and any person other than the guard or brakesman, who, with- 
out special permission of the Resident Engineer for Railways or Traffic 
Superintendent, shall ride or attempt to ride upon the railway in or upon 
any luggage-van or goods-waggon, or other vehicle not appropriated to 
the carriage of passengers, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20 for 
each offence. 


11. If any person shall smoke, or shall chew betel, bhang, tobacco, 
opium, or other like substance, either on the premises or in or upon any 
of the carriages belonging to the railway, except in places or carriages 
which may be specially provided for the purpose, he shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding $10 for each offence; and if any person persist in 
infringing this regulation, after being warned to desist by any railway 
official or passenger, such person, in addition to incurring the liability 
above mentioned, may be removed by any such official from any such 
carriage, and from the premises appertaining to the railway, and shall 
forfeit his fare. 


12. Any person who shall be in a state of intoxication, or be in- 
sufficiently or indecently clad, or who shall commit any nuisance or act 
of indecency in any railway carriage, or upon any part of the premises 
appertaining to the railway, or who shall wilfully and without lawful 
excuse interfere with the comfort of any passenger on the railway, shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding $20, or to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for any term not exceeding three months, or to both; and in 
addition to such liability, the offender may be removed by any railway 
official from any such carriage, and also from the premises appertaining 
to the railway, and shall forfeit his fare. 


13. If any special carriage or portion of a carriage, or any private 
room or apartment, shall be provided for the exclusive use of females, 
any male person, who, without lawful excuse, shall enter such carriage, 
or portion of a carriage, or any such room or apartment, knowing the 
same to be exclusively appropriated as aforesaid, or shall remain therein 
after having been informed of its exclusive appropriation, or if any special 
carriage or compartment has been reserved for the private use of any 
person or persons, and any one without lawful excuse shall enter such 
carriage or compartment or remain therein after being requested to leave, 
or if any passenger of one class shall knowingly and wilfully refuse or 
neglect to leave any room or place set apart for passengers of a higher 
class, such person shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $50, and may be 
removed therefrom, and also from the premises appertaining to the rail- 
way, by any railway official, and shall forfeit his fare. 
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14. The Government shall in no case be liable for loss or injury to 
any articles or goods to be carried hy the railway, unless such loss or 
injury shall have been caused by negligence or misconduct on the part of 
their agents or servants, and unless the articles or goods in respect of 
which compensation is claimed shall have been booked and paid for in 
conformity with this Order in Council or the rules and regulations in that 
behalf provided. 

15. If any person shall fail to pay on demand any sum due for the 
conveyance of any goods, it shall be lawful for the Resident Engineer for 
Railways to detain all or any part of such goods, or if the same shall 
have been removed from the premises appertaining to the railway, any 
other goods of such person which shall then be on their premises, or shall 
thereafter come into their possession, and also, after reasonable notice to 
such person, to sell by public auction a sufficient quantity of such goods 
to realise the sum payable as aforesaid, and all charges and expenses of 
such detention and sale; and out of the proceeds of the sale to retain the 
sum so payable, together with the charges and expenses aforesaid, render- 
ing the surplus, if any, of the money arising by such sale, and such of 
the goods as shall remain unsold, to the person entitled thereto; or the 
Resident Engineer for Railways may recover any such sum by action at 
law. The goods of passengers may also be detained and sold, and the 
proceeds disposed of as above provided for non-payment of the fare due 
by them. 

16. The owner or person having the care of any goods which shall 
have been carried upon the railway, or shall be brought to the premises 
appertaining to the railway for the purpose of being carried on the rail- 
way, shall, on demand by any railway official, deliver to such official an 
exact account in writing, signed by him, of the number or quantity and 
description of such goods. This provision shall not apply to passengers’ 
luggage. 

17. If any such owner or person as aforesaid shall, on demand by 
any railway official, fail to give such account, or if he shall wilfully give 
a false account, he shall, fur every such offence, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $20 for every ton of goods, and to a fine not exceeding $10 for 
any quantity of goods less than a ton. 


18. No person shall carry upon the railway any dangerous article, 
or be entitled to require any railway official to carry upon the railway any 
article which, in the judgment of any railway official, shall be of a danger- 
ous nature, or so bulky that it would be unsafe for the railway to convey 
the same; and if any person shall carry upon the railway any dangerous 
article, or shall deliver for carriage any such article, without distinctly 
declaring the nature of the same, he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
$100 for every such offence; and it shall be lawful for any railway official 
to refuse to carry any luggage or parcel that may be suspected to contain 
articles of a dangerous nature, and to require the same to be opened ; and 
in case any such luggage or parcel shall have been received by any 
railway ofticial for the purpose of being carried on the railway, it shall 
be lawful for any railway official to stop the transit thereof until he shall 
be satisfied as to the nature of the contents of the luggage or parcel. 


19. If any person suffering from small-pox or other contagious or 
infectious disease shall travel by the railway, he shall be guilty of an 
offence and liable to a fine not exceeding $250; and if any person, whilst 
travelling, be discovered to be so suffering, it shall be the duty of every 
railway official to remove him from the carriage and from the railway 
premises at the first opportunity. 
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20. Any person who shall remove any stakes or pegs, or other marks 
placed by any railway official, or by any surveyor or his servants or 
agents along the line of any railway, or contiguous thereto, for the pur- 
pose of setting out, tracing, or showing such line, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding $20. 


21. Any person who shall trespass upon the railway, or upon any of 
the lands, stations, or other premises appertaining thereto, shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding $10; and if any such person shall refuse to leave 
the railway or premises on being requested to do so by any railway 
officials he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20, and may be imme- 
diately removed therefrom. . 


22. Any person who shall wilfully ride, lead, or drive upon or across 
the railway any animal, except in directly crossing the railway at any 
road or place appointed for that purpose at a time at which he may 
lawfully do so, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20 for each 
offence. 

23. If the railway cross any public carriage-road (not defined to be 
an occupation crossing as hereinafter provided) on a level, the Resident 
Engineer for Railways shall, when the line is open for traftic, cause to 
be erected and maintained good and efficient gutes, at the point where 
the railway crosses the road, and shall empioy proper persons to open 
and shut such gates; and such gates shall be of such dimensions and so 
constructed as when closed to fence in the railway, and prevent persons, 
cattle, or horses passing along the road from entering upon the railway ; 
and shall be kept closed against the railway except when engines or 
carriages passing along the railway shall have occasion to cross the road. 


24, It shall be lawful for the British Resident from time to time 
to declare, by publication in the Government Gazette, any road or path 
which the railway may cross to be an “ occupation crossing.” The gates 
of occupation crossings are not to close across the railway, and are to be 
kept locked by means of padlocks, the keys of which shall be kept by 
railway offivials, Any person desiring to use the same must give such 
notice of his intention to do so, as the British Resident shall from time to 
time require, to the station master of the nearest station. The Resident 
Engineer for Railways will define from time to time the hours suitable 
for such openings, and the gates can only be opened at the time so defined 
by him. Cattle passing over the occupation crossing must not be driven, 
but led by a suitable and properly secured halter. Any person using or 
attempting to use an occupation crossing without such notice as aforesaid, 
or at hours other than those defined as aforesaid, and any person causing 
cattle to cross without such halter as aforesaid, and the owner of any 
cattle so crossing, shall be guilty of an offence, and be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $20, or to imprisonment, with or without hard labour, not 
exceeding three months. 


25. The owner of any animal which shall trespass or stray upon the 
railway, or upon any lands appertaining to the Railway, shall be liable to 
a fine not exceeding $5 for each animal; and it shall be lawful for any 
railway official to take or drive every animal which shall be found so 
trespassing to the nearest police station, there to be detained until the 
highest amount of fine incurred by such trespass, and the expense of 
feeding and keeping the animal, be paid, or until a Police Magistrate 
shall otherwise order. Should the animal prove unmanageable it shall be 
lawful for any railway official to shoot it, and the owner will be liable to 
prosecution and fine if the trespass be proved. A Police Magistrate may,

upon proof of the trespass, cause such animal to be sold by public 
auction, and the proceeds of the sale, after deducting therefrom such fine 
as the Magistrate shall award, and such further sum as the Magistrate 
shall order to be paid for the expenses of detaining, feeding, and selling 
such animal, shall be returned to the owner of the animal on demand. 


26. Any person who shall unlawfully and wilfully remove or deface 
any number-plate, or remove or extinguish any lamp on any carriage or 
signal-post belonging to the railway; or shal] wilfully imitate any rail- 
way signal; or shall wilfully or negligently damage or injure any carriage, 
engine, waygon, truck, station, warehouse, bridge, building, machine, 
rail-points, fence, or any other matter or thing belonging to the railway, 
shall be liable to a fine not excveding $100. 


27. If any person for whose use or accommodation any gate shall 
have been set up by any railway official, on either side of the railway, or 
any other person shall open such gate, or pass, or attempt to pass, or 
drive, or attempt to drive any cattle, carriage, or other animal or thing 
across the railway at a time when any engine or train approaching along 
the same shall be in sight; or shall at any time omit to shut and fasten 
such gate as soon as he and any cattle, carriage, or other animal or 
thing under his charge shall have passed through the same, he shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding $50. 

28. If any person shall wilfully and maliciously put, place, cast or 
throw upon or across the railway any wood, stone, matter, or thing, or 
take up, remove, or displace any rail, sleeper, matter or thing belonging 
to the railway, or turn, move, or divert any points or other machinery 
belonging to the railway, or make, show, hide or remove any signal or 
light upon or near the railway, or do or cause to be done any act with in- 
tent, in any of the cases aforesaid, to upset, obstruct, overthrow, injure, 
or destroy any engine, tender, carriage, or truck used upon the railway, 
or to endanger the safety of any persons travelling or being upon the 
railway, or cast, throw, or cause to fall or strike against, into or upon 
any engine, tender, carriage, or truck used upon the railway any wood, 
stone, or other matter or thing, with intent to endanger the safety of 
any person being in or upon such engine, tender, carriage or truck, every 
such offender shall, on conviction, be liable to corporal punishment not 
exceeding 50 strokes, or fine not exceeding $500, or imprisonment of 
either description for any period not exceeding twenty years, or to any 
two or more of these punishments. 

29. Whoever shall wilfully do any act, or shall wilfully omit to do 
what he is legally bound to do, intending by such act or omission to 
cause, or knowing that he is thereby likely to cause, the safety of any 
person travelling or being upon the railway to be endangered, shall be 
liable to corporal punishment not exceeding 20 strokes, or fine not 
exceeding $100, or to imprisonment of either description for any term 
not exceeding seven years, or to any two or more of those punishments. 

30. Any railway official who shall be in a state of intoxication whilst 
actually employed upon the railway, or any of the works connected there- 
with, in the discharge of any duty, and any railway official who negli- 
gently shall omit to perform his duty, or shall perform the same in an 
improper manner, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 320; and if the 
duty be such that the omission or negligent performance thereof would 
be likely to endanger the safety of any person travelling or being upon 
the railway, such official shall, on conviction, be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a term not exceeding one year, or to fine not 
exceeding $100, or to both. 
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Penalty for 31. If any person shall rashly or negligently, and without lawful 

anuactnot excuse, do any act which shall be likely to endanger his own safety or 

Bau that of any person travelling or being upon the railway, he shall, upon 
conviction, be liable to imprisonment of either description for a term 
not exceeding six months, or to fine not exceeding $50, or to both. 


Breach of 32. Any person who wilfully does any act which is forbidden, or

Apprehension 33. Every person who shall be guilty of any offence under this

42. A-copy of this Order in Council and of the rules, time tables 
and tariff of charges which shall from time to time be duly made and 
published, shall be exhibited in some conspicuous place at each station 
of the railway, so that they may be easily seen and read; and all such 
documents shall be so exhibited in English and in such other language 
as shall be required by order of the British Resident. 


43. Any person who shall remove, deface, or in any way injure 
any document exhibited by the railway authorities as required by Section 
41, or any notice or document posted by them at the station, or anywhere 
upon the railway, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20, or to im- 
prisonment of either description for three months. 


44. This Order in Council shall have effect from the date of the 
publication thereof in the Government Gazette.

Woe it is expedient to provide for the use of uniform weights 

and measures throughout the State, and to assimilate them with 
those in use in the Colony of the Straits Settlements, it is hercby

From and after the commencement of this Order in Council 
the same weights and measures shall be used throughout the State, and 
the units or standards from which other weights and measures shall be 
ascertained shall be the following (that is to say): the only unit or

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No. 405.—BRITISH RESIDENT'S MEMORANDUM ON THE EXTENSION OF RICE 
CULTIVATION. 


MEMORANDUM 


By THE BRITISH RESIDENT, PERAK, ON CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING 
THE CULTIVATION OF RICE IN THE PROTECTED MALAY STATES. 


IN September, 1891, I was referred to on the incidence of taxation in the Native 
States, the gist of the question being the very strong opinion expressed by the 

then Colonial Secretary, Sir J. F. Dickson, that the system in force was wrong and 

should be completely reformed. In my report on the subject I wrote as follows: 


“10. Let us, however, say that all the arguments that can be used against assessment 
are without weight, and that the course which I understand Sir F. Dickson recommends in 
Paragraph 5 of his Memorandum is to be adopted with the ‘complete reform of the land 
system in all the States,’ such reform to ‘be based on the abolition of all fixed quit-rents and 
of all export duties (except those levied on minerals in lieu of tenths) and the substitution fur 
them of a commutation by assessment of the tenths of the annual produce, fixed for a term 
of years, but periodically revised at the end of each term.’ As it is said that ‘by this 
method the State will secure a fair and generally increasing revenue from the land on princi- 
ples which, being in accordance with immemorial Oriental usage, readily commend themselves 
to the people,’ I am obliged to remark that we are dealing with the Malay Peninsula and 
Malays, and with them there is no such immemorial custom. As to whether the revenue 
raised will be fair and generally increasing, that is a matter of opinion, and depends princi- 
pally on the ‘method’ pursued in assessment and collection. That the principle of periodical 
re-assessment of agricultural lands and the collection by Government tax-gatherers of tithes 
of the annual produce will not recommend itself to the people of this State I am certain. 


“11. I do not profess to have any experience in assessing holdings for rent or the 
collection of revenue by the method suggested, but I am supposing that it is to be done in 
Perak, which is the only State with which I am concerned, and I should like to ask how we 
are to proceed when the necessary regulations have been passed. Are the lands already 
alienated under existing regulations to be made subject to this periodical re-assessment, 
irrespective of the terms on which they are now held? Are those who now pay fixed quit- 
rent to be told that they will have to pay certain other sums dependent on the results of 
periodical re-assessment by Government Officers? and, if so, what will the present lease- 
holders, or agreement-for-lease-holders say to it? Then are these re-assessments to be made 
yearly, or what will be the periods between assessment ? And if not made yearly, how will the 
assessment made during a favourable season affect the agriculturalist after a bad season, 
which may come in the following year? Again, who will make the assessments: will they be 
Government Officers, and how many would be required to assess all the occupied lands even 
now held in Perak? Supposing a sufficient number of officers could be obtained for this 
service, what qualifications will they have for making a fair assessment of the lands? Will 
the officers so employed be Europeans or Natives, and if the latter, what assurance will the 
Government have that they will not be treated with ridicule, assaulted, or bribed ¥ Then, 
what appeal will there be against the assessments, and how can the officer who hears such 
appeal decide it unless he visits the ground and sees the crop? Indeed, he might have a 
difficulty if he did not see the crop in the condition it was in when assessed. Then, supposing 
all these difficulties got over, and all the rates of assessment fixed, who will tell the landholders 
what they have to pay, and who will collect it? Will it be in money or kind, and, if the 
latter, what will the Government do with it? Lastly, what will it cost, first to make the 
assessment, and secondly, to collect the tithes ? 


“12. I ask these questions because I do not myself know what the answers are, but I 
imagine that any one suggesting that our present system be completely reformed and quit- 
rents and export duties abolished in favour of periodical re-assessment and the collection of 
tenths, has carefully considered how the new proposal is to be carried out in all its details in 
each of the Native States, and especially in Perak, where the occupied lands and population 
are so much larger than in the other States.” 


2. Ihave heard nothing further on the above subject, but I have recently received 
a number of reports upon “ the best means of encouraging the cultivation of rice in the 
Malay Peninsula,” with a covering minute by the present Colonial Secretary, and I have 
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made the above quotation, because in these later papers there is also a warning that 
the land system in Perak is urgently in need of reform, and the means by which 
successful agricultural colonies have been formed here should be absolutely forbidden. 
Such decided condemnation from such authorities is calculated to embarrass the action 
of the Perak Government in land matters. 


3. The opening paragraphs of the Colonial Secretary’s minute are mainly descrip- 
tive, and I have looked at the thirteen pages of extracts from Colonel Low’s work, 
but have not thereby gained any great light on the best means of encouraging the 
cultivation of rice in the Malay Peninsula, the question to which I believe His 
Excellency required an answer. 


4. Coming to the criticisms of the Colonial Secretary, I should like to offer some 
remarks upon the points which affect this State. First, | would say generally that 
statistics, though often most useful are also often misleading, and while it would 
certainly have been well to prepare them, I think that can possibly be done better 
when it is decided what form the means of encouragement should take. The same 
applies to plans and estimates for drainage works and irrigation schemes (paragraph 
14 of the Colonial Secretary’s Minute), which require a long time to prepare, should be 
done by professional men, and depend largely on the nature of the ground selected 
for the experiment, the water supply, rainfall, and so on., 


5. In Perak very little gutta collection has been done for years. Indeed it was, 
until recently, prohibited, and the collectors now are for the most part foreigners, who 
devote themselves solely to this work. 


6. The largest areas of existing rice fields in Perak are in Krian, cultivated 
mainly by immigrants from Kedah, and in Upper Perak, cultivated by immigrants 
from Petani. But in the Larut, Kuala Kangsar and Lower Perak districts there is a 
quantity of rice growing done by Perak Malays, well-to-do people who possess good 
houses and orchards, and do not by any means depend for their livelihood on the 
produce of their rice-fields. Indeed, it is a fact that a large extent of the padi land 
in these districts, after years of abandonment, has been quite recently brought again 
under cultivation. The explanation is that a succession of bad years and bad 
government disheartened the people, but the efforts of European and native officers, 
the construction of roads, and some attempts at irrigation have induced them to 
employ some of their spare time in padi cultivation, and with fair harvests the financial 
result seems to be satisfactory. It is true that in a mining country like Perak a 
labourer can gain very high wages if he goes to the towns or mines, but there are 
thousands of Malays in this State who feel no shame in planting padi, and do not find 
the work irksome, who would decline absolutely to do a day’s work as a labourer on a 
road or railway, or in a mine. It may be generally taken for granted that the people 
in this State who plant padi will neither work as miners nor daily labourers, even 
though the former would yield them much higher profits. ‘They do not like hard work, 
and Malays have a strong objection to working as labourers, though they are ready, 
in their own lazy fashion, to till their own soil. I am of opinion therefore that natives 
of Perak may and do live purely agricultural lives without hard work, or having to put 
up with any hardships either as to food or clothing. With foreign Malays who 
come in and have to clear and occupy forest land, the case is of course different, but 
they prefer, as I have said, to cultivate their own land rather than try to earn a 
living as labourers, and with reference to the quoted statement of the Chinese coolie 
(Paragraph 17), I might say that the Malay would rather grow a little rice and sit 
down in the middle of a few plantains than work as a ‘‘coolie” for $7 a month, or a 
good deal more. The Chinese miners in Kinta are now earning 60 cents to 80 cents 
a day, but Malays won’t labour in mines, though they will, and do, prospect for tin. 


A Malay prefers dignified ease to money, and the Chinaman, money to all other 
things. Whilst this lasts it will probably be as difficult to get any number of Chinese 
to give themselves up to padi planting in Perak as it would be to persuade a Malay to 
work as a coolie in a mine. Chinese, however, work in grooves according to their 
traditions and the part of China they come from, and if we could secure some Chinese 
from a rice-growing district in China, and they would bring their families, it might be 
possible to organize a colony of Chinese padi planters. At present I cannot say the 
prospects here are at all encouraging, but there are a good many Chinese rice 
growers in the Straits Settlements. 
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7. As regards Seyid Muhammad Alsagof’s experiment at Kukub in Johor, the 
figures are interesting and shew a profit on the venture, but though it might have 
satisfied the people working for themselves it is not to be expected that so small 
a gain would offer any attraction to a rich man. There are not, however, sufficient 
details of the venture to enable any good conclusion to be drawn from it. The 
circumstances under which the labourers were employed may have been peculiar, and 
the fact that the planting was only done for two years in succession deprives the ex- 
periment of much of its value, for it takes three years’ continuous planting to properly 
sweeten new land in the neighbourhood of the sea. 


8. It is quite true that imported rice is exceedingly cheap and rice-growing in 
Perak is not what may be called a very attractive industry, but I have tried to shew 
that it finds favour with Malays for reasons which sometimes upset economic theories, 
and it is a fact that only last year the Krian district of Perak alone exported 24 million 
gantangs of padi, and, while importing rice to a value of $88,545, exported $125,336 
worth of the same cereal. 


9. The Colonial Secretary says in his paragraph 19, that the best opinions are 
entirely opposed to exemption from land revenue for a limited period. The assertion 
is too sweeping. I would very much rather make no exemption, but if I find it will gain 
a desirable end that cannot be arrived at by better means, I accept it as a pis aller, 
and I should not be deterred from giving it a fair trial because it was condemned by the 
Land Revenue officials of Province Wellesley sixty years ago. The experiment has 
been tried here, and it has succeeded. 


10. Mr. Maxwell having, in paragraph 26, stated that he did not consider that 
$1.12} per acre was in any way an excessive minimum rate for land rent and municipal 
rates combined, writes in paragraph 27 that he ‘‘has no faith in colonisation schemes 
which begin with bribing Malays by advances and loans to take up land and at the end 
of a few years leave a deficit which has to be written off, while the new Malay com- 
munity, if any is permanently established, becomes a source of expense to the State 
in respect of roads and police protection, without making any adequate contribution 
to the revenue. Mr. Denison’s report on the expenditure on account of the intro- 
duction of Malay settlers in Lower Perak can hardly be considered satisfactory from a 
financial point of view.” As regards the minimum rate for quit-rent, $1 per acre 
(supposing the 12} cents cover the district cess, which does not exist in Perak) may 
be a fair rate in Penang or the other British Settlements where there is comparatively 
little agricultural land, but I cannot agree that it would not be excessive in Perak 
in the case of unopened jungle-covered districts, such as Krian and S’tiawan were 
when Mr. Denison first began to colonise them. In both these places a three years’ 
exemption from rent was largely given, and as they are fair specimens of colonising 
experiments it is well to see how they bear out the views of those who hold the “ best 
opinions.” 

First, as to the exemption. In both these places Malay communities have been 
permanently established, and in Krian, Chinese and even European capital has, since 
the country was partially opened up, been invested there. 

The land rents paid in Krian last year amounted to $22,752; I have already 
given the exports of padi and rice; the value of sugar exported was $617,408; the 
total value of imports in 1892 was $428,257, and of exports $1,196,928 ; the population 
of the district in 1891 (last census) was 24,000, of whom 14,000 were Malays, and the 
total revenue of the district exceeded the expenditure (exclusive of zew works and 
roads. but including upkeep) by $2,324. I cannot think these figures would have 
been so satisfactory had the people been invited to occupy the jungle swamps of 
Krian at a minimum quit-rent of $1 per acre, paid in advance, on a title that possibly 
would have rendered the land they reclaimed liable to re-assessment of rent at stated 
intervals. 


11. Now as to S’tiawan. Four years ago, Mr. Denison says, the population was 
nil: now there are some 3,300 Malays permanently settled on the land, cultivating 
pepper, coconuts, patchouli, tobacco and other products. Every year the settlement 
increases in numbers and cultivation is extended. At the present time a visit will 
satisfy any sceptical person both as to present development and future prospects. 
His Excellency the Governor knows S’tiawan and has expressed his opinion on the 
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value of the work done there, but I believe he would be surprised at the progress 
made since his last visit. I saw the settlement six weeks ago. 


The cost of introducing settlers has been .., on ooh w+ $1,300.85

The system on which the settlers were introduced embraced land rent free for 
three years, free passages in some cases, and giving the colonists such work on roads 
and drains as was possible. 


Comparatively little has been spent on this colony for roads, and the only “Work” 
is a small house for the officer in charge and a very modest police station. 


I hardly understand Mr. Maxwell's reference to the expense to which the State is 
put for road construction and police protection. Wherever there is a sufficient popu- 
lation to need either, the Government will not be out of pocket by supplying what is 
necessary in these respects. 


12. The $328 is not a large sum to have paid for bringing about 5,000 acres of 
jungle under cultivation and introducing 3,000 agricultural colonists into the State, and 
if that end can be secured by the means employed and at the cost stated | think the 
Government may rest satisfied. I am not in favour of exemption for three years if 
we can do without it. The privilege may be and has been abused, but those who have 
occupied the land and abandoned it when the time for rent-paying came are only a 
very small percentage of the genuine settlers who have remained. 


The exemption is not given unless it is believed to be necessary to secure the 
people and to open some new country. If it is urged that they would come without 
that privilege, I may be permitted to doubt it, and I would point to the fact that the 
Perak territory at S’tiawan is divided from the Colonial territory at the Dindings by 
a line cut through the jungle; on the Perak side of that line is the S’tiawan settlement 
and on the Colonial side (where I imagine exemption is “ absolutely forbidden”) is 
jungle without settlement. The only conclusion to be drawn is that the uninhabited, 
un-roaded, un-drained and un-policed jungle of the Colony is better than the S’tiawan 
settlement of Perak, because the latter has been formed by the concession of three 
years’ exemption from rent, and that it costs money for roads and police. This is a 
matter of opinion ; I am for the settlement, and though my view of the duties of 
Government is not that nothing must be undertaken that will not pay, I say that the 
colonisation schemes carried out at Krian and S’tiawan are financial successes. 


If the total sum expended on colonisation experiments in Lower Perak during 
the last seven years—viz., $7,189, be set against the result of those experiments, the 
Government has only to regret that where there has been failure it can generally 
be traced to its own hesitation to risk enough money to ensure success. 


I should be glad to think that even larger sums of Government money have never 
been less wisely expended than these $7,000. 


I have a great respect for theories, but in matters of this kind it will hardly be 
denied that the testimony of facts is preferable to treatises and academic discussions. 
In Perak the experiment has been tried, we know what it has cost, any one can see 
the result, and I venture to say that to practical people those experiments will be more 
convincing than the statement that sixty years ago Province Wellesley officials decided 
that exemption from rent could not be permitted. Experiments of this kind often 
depend for success more upon the way they are managed by the officers in charge 
than upon the terms of the scheme. 


13. In paragraph 22 of the Colonial Secretary's Minute, reference is made to a 
suggestion in my Administration Report for 1890. That suggestion had nothing to do 
with colonisation as I understand it, but recommended the introduction of a number of 
Tamil labourers so as to improve the labour supply and reduce the prevailing rate of 
wages. The cost of introducing Tamil immigrants was very fully discussed in the 


report of the Labour Commission. I only allude to this point because of the reference 
mentioned. 
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14. Paragraphs 20, 22, 23, 24 and 33 of the Colonial Secretary's Minute seem to 
shew that Mr. Maxwell concurs with the proposal that the Governments of one or 
more of the Native States should undertake irrigation and drainage works. “ in 
specially selected districts where the land revenue system is sufficiently elastic to allow 
of a prospect of a sufficient return accruing to the State in consideration of the outlay.” 
I do not feel sure that I understand the full meaning of this elastic system; possibly we 
do not possess it in Perak, for I see that Sir F. Dickson, in his Minute of 31st January, 
1891, referred to “ the inelastic rule of a fixed uniform quit-rent” and decided that quit- 
rent in the Native States must be abolished and a system of tithes introduced. In 
Perak there are no tithes, the land tax is a quit-rent, but it is not fixed and uniform in 
amount. In spite of this fact we may venture to try an experiment in irrigation, for 
it is generally agreed that there is good promise of success. ‘The terms on which such 
an experiment should be made can best be discussed, as far as this State is concerned, 
when further enquiries have been made as to a suitable piece of land and the probable 
cost of clearing, roading and irrigating it. Until the railways now under construction 
are completed it may not be possible to undertake an expensive scheme. 


15. Amongst the conclusions arrived at by Mr. Maxwell (paragraph 33) is one 
that the Native States requiring population (that is, all of them) should ‘issue a 
notification offering an honorific title and a large payment to any influential native 
who will, within a limited number of years, colonise a new district (to be selected) with 
so many hundred families of his countrymen over whom he would be placed as 
headman with magisterial powers.” 


I do not see any harm in issuing such a notice, but as ‘‘the initial expense must be 
borne by himself,” I am not very sanguine that any wealthy native will elect to leave 
his home and emigrate to Perak, there to risk his fortune for the sake of such an hono- 
rific title as we could offer him. The introduction of several hundred families of 
forcigners, their passages arid support while clearing, planting and waiting for a crop, 
would be almost beyond the means of any native in our neighbourhood. I do not there- 
fore think it would be wise for the Government to rely upon this scheme for the 
encouragement of rice cultivation in the Malay States. ‘Che experience of Seyid 
Muhammad Alsagof, quoted by Mr. Maxwell, seems rather against it. 


16. It is only suggested that a report be called for on the working of a system 
said to be in force in Kedah by which the owner of a rice-mill makes advances to culti- 
vators, but the Colonial Secretary is clear that “exemption from land revenue for a 
term of years, and bounties of all kinds to Malay settlers (who are migratory), should 
be prohibited.” I have already said that | am unable to agree with this opinion and | 
have given my reasons. ‘ Migratory settlers” sounds a little contradictory, but the 
Malays who, it is admitted, settled in Province Wellesley sixty or more years ago 
remained there. 


17. It seems agreed that seed may properly be issued to planters, and loans 
made for the purchase of animals for ploughing, etc., and it is equally agreed that the 
due repayment of such loans should be insisted upon. 


18. The last quotation I will make from the Colonial Secretary’s Minute is the 
following, from paragraph 20.“ Perak has unfortunately been saddied with the only 
system of tenure with which officers of this Colony were familiar ten years ago, namely 
tenure by an English grant or lease with a small fixed quit-rent. I say .* unfortu- 
nately,’ because the result in the Colony has been disastrous, an expenditure being 
involved for survey which is wholly incommensurate with the land revenue to be 
collected. An experience similar to that of the Colony is in store for those whose 
duty it will be to administer the State of Perak in the future, unless the system be 
altered. ,, lteady in that State the expenditure in the Land Department exceeds the 
receipts. 


As I am the officer whose duty it is, under His Excellency’s directions, to advise 
the Government of Perak, that impressive warning can only be addressed to me, and 
had it not been for that paragraph I should not have felt inclined to add to the already 
considerable correspondence evoked by the Circular of 18th December, 1891. Without 
being hypercritical, | might take exception to the term ‘‘saddled” as above applied, 
but the weight of the charge seeins to be that I am not alive to the disasters in store 
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for Perak unless the present system of land tenure, which already costs the State more 
than its Land Department collects, be abandoned. I am prepared to discuss the Perak 
land system, but this is hardly the best occasion for it, and I will only say that such 
system as we have pretends neither to completeness nor finality; that so far it has 
served us fairly well and given time to look all round the question and consider how 
best we could improve our own methods by taking advantage of the great experience 
of the Colonial Secretary and others qualified to give an opinion. Before the end of 
the present year I hope it may be possible, without any very radical change in existing 
regulations, to make some very useful improvements, and I am not afraid that the result 
will be disastrous. I am very dissatisfied with the comparatively small amount of work 
done by Government Surveyors at a disproportionate cost, but this can be rectified and 
the survey question arranged without extravagant expenditure. 


1g. If I may be allowed to offer an opinion on the Colony’s experience, I would 
venture to say that while the circumstances of the Colony, as pointed out by Governor 


Fullerton in 1828, were different to those which have ever obtained in Perak since the _ 


institution of British Protection, it is possible that the main cause of what is described 
as the disastrous result was due to the fact that the Government left the Land Offices in 
Penang and Province Wellesley under the contro] of an Eurasian clerk, until his mis- 
appropriation of Government moneys during a long series of years sent him to prison. 
Even then the necessity of having an adequate staff to deal with such important work 
did not seem to be realised, and the consequence was that the provisions of the exist- 
ing land laws were not enforced and something like chaos resulted. The most perfect 
regulations are of little value if they remain a dead letter, and in comparing the im- 
proved state of land matters in the Colony to-day with the confusion of 1871, say, the 
cost of the Land Office staff then and now should also be compared. Different regu- 
lations framed early in the life of the Settlements would probably have saved expense 
to the Government, but I do not think Mr. Maxwell would contend that any regulations 
he would approve could have been successfully worked with the staff furnished by 
either the Indian Government or that provided by the Colony until comparatively 
recently. 


20. Mr. Maxwell’s statement that the expenditure in the Perak Land Depart- 
ment exceeds the receipts is, fortunately, not borne out by the facts. Had it been true 
it might have been a valuable argument against the imperfect system for which I am 
to a large extent responsible. I have called for a return of the revenue and expendi- 
ture of the Land Department for the last ‘five years and the Commissioner of Lands 
has furnished the following figures.

The return shews that the revenue has exceeded the expenditure in each year 
by these amounts—1888, $39,143; 1889, $31,521; 1890, $1,961; 1891, $15,705; 1892, 
$50,192, and on the five years the Government has made a net gain of $138,522. 
If the figures are examined, however, it will be seen that the expenditure includes not 
only the cost of dealing with lands, but also the entire cost of mining administration, 
and it would not be unreasonable, while adding to the expenditure the cost of collecting 
the duty on the produce of the mines, to put on the revenue side the value of that 
duty. 

The difference between the expenditure on surveys and the fees received is 
decidedly unsatisfactory, and steps have been taken to alter this, but it is something 
im favour of the department that in spite of this drain it should still be able to shew a 
fair profit on the total cost of land administration. 


21. In conclusion, my own view of the question put by His Excellency is that 
while rice can be imported at so low a figure, while such profits can be made from 
mining and wages run so high, it will be difficult to induce either Perak Malays or 
foreigners of any nationality to undertake the planting of padi on such a scale as to 
be able to meet our local wants. The cultivation is, however, increasing, and I have 
shewn that from our largest rice-growing district a considerable quantity of both rice 
and padi are exported. That is so encouraging that the Government should continue 
to work on the lines which actual experiment has proved to be successful, both 
financially and as efforts to people the country and prove its resources and capabilities. 
The plan hitherto employed may usefully be supplemented by works of irrigation and 
drainage, for which the settlers on the lands so benelited should pay by an enhanced 
yearly rent. 

Besides all the other advantages which the State gains by the permanent settle- 
ment and cultivation of its waste and forest land there is one that is usually over- 
looked, and that is the addition to the population from the children of the settlers who 
in their turn become, if Malays, landholders, if Tamils, Chinese, Siamese, Javanese, 
etc., cither landholders or go to increase the available labour force of the State.

Be ea it is expedient to provide for the more effectual supervision Preamble. 
and control of lepers in the State of Perak, it is hereby enacted by 
His Highness the Sultan, in Council, as follows :— 

1. Nothing in this Order in Council shall apply to lepers of Malay Exemption of 
nationality. Malays. 

2. Every leper residing or being in the State of Perak at the date of Registration * 
the publication of this Order in Council shall, within thirty days after such of JepersGud 
publication, register himself and his place of residence at the office of the deuecs.

CIRCULAR.—FRANKING TELEGRAMS. 


No. 412.—The following regulations for sending telegrams upon the 
public service, free of charge, over telegraph lines belonging the Govern- 
ments of the Colony and of the Protected Native States are published for 
general information. 

(a).—The following officers only shall have the privilege of franking 
telegrams for despatch from any one to any other point in the general 
system, viz.:—The Colonial Secretary, the Resident Councillor, Penang, 
the Resident Councillor, Malacca, the Aide-de-Camp and Private Secretary 
to His Excellency the Governor, the Residents and Secretaries to the 
Governments of Perak and Selangor, and the Residents of Sungei Ujong, 
Negri Sembilan and Pahang. 
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(b).—Telegrams on postal and telegraphic service shall be placed 
on the same footing ; the Heads of these Departments in each of the three 
Settlements of the Colony and in each of the Protected Native States 
being authorised to frank. 


(c).—Reuter’s telegrams addressed, in the usual course, to Residents 
of Protected Native States shall be allowed free transit over all lines; 
and the Penang tin market quotations shall be similarly passed, on the 
signature of the Perak Government Agent, Penang. 


(d).—Police service telegrams shall be franked by chops, to be supplied 
to each important police station, which shall be accepted as equivalent 
to franks. 

The Police Officer authorising despatch shall initial the telegram 
in token of correctness, in case of after reference, but not as a guide to 
the telegraph clerk, who shall accept at once any Police telegram bearing 
a chop. : 

(e).—The following officers only, in addition to those named above, shall 
be allowed the privilege of franking telegrams from any office in Perak to 
any other office in the State.

PROGRESS REPORT. 


No. 420.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR MAY AND JUNE. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report on the Kinta Valley Line 
for May and June. 

TAPAH SECTION. 

2. The earthwork and platelaying of this section were completed by the 18th 
May, on which day the line was opened for passenger traffic by His Excellency the 
Governor. . 

3. During June the only work done was the completion of ballasting and the 
making up of cesses to retain the ballast in position. 

4. The line was finally taken over from the contractor on 3oth June. 

5. At present only one passenger train a day is being run in each direction, and 
it is satisfactory to note that although the line terminates in the jungle, about six miles 
from Tapah, and the cart-road is not yet completed, the traffic receipts for June 
amounted to $1,272.76. Two thousand one hundred and eighteen passengers were 
carried during the month. 


IPOH SECTION. 

6. During May the contract for this section was taken over from Messrs. Camp- 
bell and Co., by mutual agreement. Very little work was done during that month. 

7. Since the works have been entirely in the hands of Government the progress 
has been good, and no difficulty has been experienced in getting a plentiful supply of 
labour. 

8. I have discouraged as much as possible the employment of coolies on daily 
wages, and, as far as possible, all earthwork is paid for by the cubic yard. 

g. The following work has been done during June. 

10. Earthwork.—s56,220 cubic yards. Of this amount, 26,643 cubic yards is on 
the Ipoh-Kota Bharu section, and is principally for widening banks and bringing the 
formation up to the proper level. 

11. Bridges and Culverts.—239 cubic yards of concrete and 993 cubic yards of 
brickwork have been completed during June in the following bridges and culverts: 
80-feet bridge over Sungei Jerim, both abutments well in hand; 4o-feet bridge over 
Sungei Tasek, concrete in for both abutments; 200-feet bridge over Sungei Kinta, 
commenced (the exceptional wet weather in June has delayed the work on these 
bridges) ; 180-feet bridge over Sungei Pari, abutments and piers completed. 

The following culverts left in an unfinished state by the contractors have been 
completed: six 3-feet; one 1o-feet ; seven 6-feet; one 2-feet. Girders have been 
erected for seven bridges of from 6-feet to 20-feet span. 

All the waterways between Ipoh and Batu Gajah are now completed, with the 
exception of one 3-feet culvert and the Pari bridge, the girders of which are now 
being erected. 
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12. Permanent Way.—z2,520 lineal yards of road have been laid with 10 sleepers 
to the length, and 5,200 with five sleepers to the length; 4,441 sleepers have been 
delivered, 5,658 cubic yards of ballast have been collected and spread, and three miles 
of rails on the main line have been lifted to the proper level. 

13. Buildings—The buildings at Tapah Road station are well in hand. The 
goods-shed at Ipoh is nearly completed. Two sets of staff quarters at Ipoh and 
Batu Gajah have been completed. 

14. General—Sidings have been laid in at Batu Gajah for the erection of the 
rolling stock, which is shortly expected, and a temporary erecting-shed has been built. 
A derrick crane has been erected at Batu Gajah, and several temporary roads laid 
down for the transport of materials and bridge-work. The small locomotive which 
was used for ballasting on the Tapah Section has been transferred to Batu Gajah, 
where it is doing the same work, with five low-sided waggons borrowed from the 
Larut line. 

Since the contract was taken over from Messrs. Campbell and Co., the receipt and 
forwarding of materials and plant has been most satisfactorily conducted by Mr. Cook, 
the Traffic Superintendent, who is now stationed at Teluk Anson; he has succeeded 
in reducing the rate formerly paid very considerably. 

I enclose statement of expenditure to end of June.* 

During May I was absent from headquarters on 16 days, and on 25th May I 
removed to Batu Gajah to personally supervise the works now being constructed 
departmentally. During June I was absent on 17 days.

S1rR,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for June. 


2. The Land Office collections up to the 30th June amounted to $10,880, the 
estimate for the whole year being $12,655.

4. Ihave recently ascertained from a reliable source that the General Farm in 
this district was sub-let, for the current year, for $11,100, the annual rent paid to 
Government by the Farmer being $6,000. 

5. Owing to the unusually small number of prisoners in the gaol, the supply of 
water by the latter to Government officers has been stopped. 

6. Nine guns were fired on the night of the 15th to announce the commence- 
ment of the ceremonies in connection with the marriage of Raja Mansur with the 
eldest daughter of His Highness the Sultan. 

There are now 139 Dyaks here, employed in the collection of the gutta 
known in Kuala Kangsar as getah puteh. The Malays appear to have been 
ignorant of the value of this particular kind of gutta, and do not understand the mode 
of collecting it.

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8. Vaccination has been carried on in the down-river mukims with very good 
results. The number of subjects operated upon during the month was 185. 

g. The last six cases of small-pox were discharged early in the month. 

10. The Manager of the Waterloo Estate took first prizes for Arabian coffee and 
pepper at the Penang Agri-Horticultural Show. Iam told that the pepper which 
was grown on the Padang Rengas plantation was said to be greatly superior in 
quality to any other shown. 

11. At the Taiping Agri-Horticultural Show the exhibits from this district took a 
large number of prizes, the principal amongst which (exclusive of those from the 
Hermitage and Government Gardens) were for padi (the best sample), Arabian and 
Liberian coffee, pepper and cloves.

No. 422.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULy. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
‘TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for July. 

2. On the ist Mr. W. H. Kelly took up his appointment as Second Assistant 
to the District Magistrate. 

3. The Acting State Surgeon arrived here from Kinta on the qth, and went on 
to Teluk Anson the following day, after having inspected the hospital with the 
District Surgeon. 

4. I visited Mr. Osborne’s gold reef on the 12th, and found that good progress 
had been made since my last visit. The drive now runs along the reef due north and 
south about 150 feet into the hill, and a shaft has been made with a short drive above 
the level of the former working. 

5. On the 22nd I went to Klian Bharu with Mr. Wellington, who is opening up 
the concessions which were granted to the Sandhurst Company and to Messrs. 
Fredrichs and Evatt some years ago and have until now remained unworked. 
A fair start has now been made, kongsi-houses built, and an engine is being brought 
on tothe mine. There were about 60 Chinese coolies there when I visited the land, 
and Mr. Wellington informed me that he had arranged to bring in more men at once. 

6. On the 24th I went to Tumoh with Mr. Bamforth and arranged for the 
survey of village lots along the road near the French Company’s mining concession. 
Mr. Cologan has an engine at work, and about 70 coolies are opening up a paddock 
where they hope to reach the tin-sand at a depth of 21 feet during this month. 

7. On the 27th I went to the 17th mile to lay out some town lots near the 
railway, in view of the approaching completion of the line to Tapah Road station. 

8. In the afternoon I went with Mr. Rathborne to see some land near Kampong 
Petaling, on the Gedong river, where we stayed the night, and walked next day to 
Kelindai, and, following the course of the Sungei Gempor up stream, returned wid 
Kampong Gedong to Bidor. 

g. At Kelindai several Chinese from Kinta have taken up mining land recently, 
and there are about 100 coolies in the valley, where a fair quantity of gold is mixed 
with the tin throughout. The Gempor valley is at present unworked, excepting 
a concession of 60 acres lately taken up by H.H. the Sultan, on which there are a few 
men employed. I have asked the Inspector of Mines to bore this valley, which is 
extensive and well supplied with water. 

to. A path from the Kuala Woh bridle-road is to be made at once by the 
Inspector of Mines, through Kelindai, and if the Gempor valley proves as good as 
there is every reason to expect, I hope later on to continue this path through to 
Ulu Gempor, and thence to Gedong. The bridle-road from Gedong to Bidor, which is 
in the hands of the Public Works Department, is being raised and put into repair. 
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tr, The revenue for the month amounted to $10,170.57, against $6,505.33 
collected during the same month of last year—ze., an increase of $3,665.24 over the 
revenue of July, 1892, and of $2,420 over the monthly estimated revenue of this year. 

12. Distance travelled during the month was about 260 miles.

No. 423.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for July. 


On the 3rd I visited Gopeng, and made final arrangements with the Malays 
about pulling down their atap shops in High Street and replacing them with wooden 
buildings. I also arranged with one of the Chinese towkays to build a large wooden 
stable, with a cement floor, for the gharry horses which are kept at Gopeng, as the 
present stables, which have earth floors, are generally in a disgusting state of filth. 


On the 7th the Secretary to Government arrived at Batu Gajah, leaving again on 
the gth, after arranging several matters with the Ipoh Sanitary Board. 


On the roth I visited Membang-di-awan ; the road from Kuala Dipang, which 
is making but slow progress, has at last reached one end of the village. The village 
itself is increasing rapidly, but isin a very dirty state; however, till the main street is 
metalled it is impossible to do much towards improving it. I arranged while there, 
with the Deputy State Engineer, about sites for the new rest-house and police 
station. 

On the 12th a Government land sale was held at Ipoh: ten town lots were sold 
by auction and fetched $2,880. In the afternoon I went to Tambun, and arranged with 
the Public Works Department about the line of the new road to Tanjong Rambutan. 


On the 15th a very successful little Gymkhana Meeting was held at Batu Gajah, 
everything going off very well. 

The large number of Chinese vagrants and beggars in the various villages of the 
district is becoming a very serious nuisance. They are nearly all unfit for work, and 
live by begging and theft. There is no use in sending them to gaol, for immediately 
their term of imprisonment is over they return to their former mode of life, and the 
hospital wards are already full of them. I really think the best method to pursue 
would be to send them back to China. They have no claims on the Perak Govern- 
ment for maintenance, and it would be cheaper to pay their passages back to their 
own country than to keep them here. 


On the 22nd there was a fire at the village of Ampang, and eight small atap 
shops were burnt. The loss was only trifling. 


On the 27th a Kelantan Malay, named Awang, ran amok at Sungei Raia, 
while delirious with fever, and stabbed three Malays who were working in the same 
mine with him. One man died from the wounds inflicted. Awang was captured and 
taken to the police station. 


Up to the end of July only some half-dozen British subjects have registered their 
names at the police station in the district. This is curious, as the notices calling on 
them to do so have been widely circulated, and I should say there are not far short of 
3,000 British subjects now in Kinta. 

I attach the monthly meteorological and revenue returns. The rainfall for the 
month of July has been most extraordinary. In thirteen years’ experience I have never 
known so much rain in July before. 

The revenue returns are most satisfactory, the tin duty amounting for the month 
to $95,591.20, more than $10,000 better than any previous record in one month.

8. A very fine tiger was shot in Ulu Krian during the month. 

g. Total mileage covered during the month was 170 miles.

Nouwce to Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 181, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up.

Noutce to Puanters, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be

RULES FOR CORONERS. 


No. 444.-The following rules are published for the guidance of 
Coroners, Deputy Coroners, Police, Prisons, and Medical Officers in dealing 
with cases of death in which an inquest is necessary. 


1. Every Magistrate of the First and Second Class, or other officer 
appointed by the Resident to act as Deputy Coroner, is hereby authorised 
and required to perform the duties of Coroner within and for the district in 
which he is stationed. 

2. It is the duty of a Coroner to inquire into cases in which any 
person shall die in the custody of the police, or in any prigon or asylum, or 
shall have come to his death by violence or accident, or when death shall 
have occurred suddenly, or when the body of any person'shall be found 
-dead without its being known how: such person came by his death. 


%* 
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3. When any person dies while in the custody of the police, or in any 
prison or asylum, the officer who had the custody of such person, or was in 
charge of such prison or asylum, shall forthwith forward a report of the 
same in writing under his hand to the Coroner of the district or station in 
which such death took place, and shall thereafter so dispose of the body of 
such person as the Coroner may direct. 


4, Every police officer in charge of a station, on receiving informa- 
tion that a person— 


(a) has committed suicide, 

(b) has met with his death by violence or accident, 

(c) has died suddenly, 

(d) has died under circumstances raising a reasonable suspicion 
that some other person has committed an offence, 

(e) has been found dead without its being known how such 
person came by his death, 


shall immediately proceed to the place where the body of such deceased 
person is, and there shall make an inquiry and draw up a report of the 
apparent cause of death, describing such wounds, fractures, bruises, and 
other marks of injury as may be found on the body, and such marks, objects, 
and circumstances which, in his opinion, may relate to the cause of death or 
the person (if any) who caused such death, and stating in what manner, or 
by what weapon or instrument (if any) such marks appear to have been 
inflicted. The report shall be signed by such police officer, and a copy 
thereof shall forthwith be forwarded to the Coroner, and he shall there- 
after so dispose of the body of such person as the Coroner may direct. 


5. Immediately on the receipt of such report it shall be the duty of. 
the Coroner to proceed to view the body, and to hold an inquiry into the 
cause of death. For the purposes of such inquiry the Coroner shall have 
all the powers which a Magistrate would have in holding an inquiry into an 
offence, and he shall record in writing the evidence taken by him, and his 
finding thereon, and forward the same to the Senior Magistrate. 


6. If the Coroner should be of opinion that it is desirable that the 
body should be removed to the nearest Government hospital, he shall issue 
an order to that effect to the officer having the custody of such body, and 
shall, as soon as possible, proceed to view the body in such hospital, and 
shall give such directions to the officer in charge of such hospital concern- 
ing the examination and subsequent disposal of such body as he may think 
fit, and thereafter shall proceed to hold an inquiry as above directed. - 


7. Every officer in charge of a Government hospital, or other 
Medical Officer thereto deputed by him, is required to comply with the 
instructions of the Coroner respecting the examination and disposal of 
any body, and to give evidence of the result of such examination, either 
orally or in writing, as he may be required to do. 


8. The place in which any inquest is held shall be a place open to 
the public, but the Coroner may, on special grounds of public policy or 
expediency, in his discretion, exclude the public at any stage of the inquiry 
* from the place in which the same is being held. 


9, When a Coroner inquiring into the cause of death considers it 
expedient to make an examination of the dead body of any person who has 
been already buried, in order to discover the cause of death, he may cause 
the body to be disinterred and examined. 
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10. Whenever any Coroner is about to leave his district or station, he 
shall give at least twenty-four hours’ notice in writing to the Secretary to 
Government in Larut, or to the District Magistrate in out-districts, as the 
case may be, and thereupon the Secretary to Government or the District 
Magistrate shall appoint another officer, duly authorised thereto by the 
Resident, to perform the duties of Coroner during his absence. Such 
Deputy Coroner shall not leave the district or station in which he has been 
so appointed to act until the return of the Coroner, except with the 
permission of the Secretary to Government or the District Magistrate, as 
the case may be.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 451.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR AucusT. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1R,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of July. 

2. Meetings of the State Council were held here on the 3rd and 4th. 

3. The Resident returned to Taiping on the morning of the 5th. The Secretary 
to Government remained here, and proceeded to Kinta by boat on the night of 
the 6th. 

4. The Penghuluship of Lubo’ Mirbau was abolished at the last meeting of the 
Council, the late Penghulu having been allowed to retire on a gratuity. The mukim 
is now included in that of Kampong Buaia. 

At the end of the month the collections of the Land Office had exceeded the 
estimate for the whole year. The duty on tin was also far larger than usual, and 
there is every ground for hoping that the receipts under this heading will also exceed 
the estimate before the end of the year. 

6. Syed Musa’s pepper estate at Chegar Galah is making very fair progress, 
and he is obtaining good prices for his pepper. 

7. Owing to illness, I regret having been unable to do any travelling during the 
month. It also prevented my attending office for the greater part of the month, during 
which time Mr. Burnside, Acting First Assistant to the Secretary to Government, was 
-sent up to assist me with the work of the district. He remained here from the 12th 
to the 25th. 

8. A number of Chinese mine-owners at Tronoh have agreed to pay for their 
lands being bored by the Government Mining Prospector. The work, however, has 
been delayed for want of boring tools. One of the principal miners there has lately 
lost a great deal in sinking a deep mine, which eventually was found to contain no tin, 
which is the reason of the other mine-owners wishing to make sure of their blocks 
being worth working before sinking any capital in them. 
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9. The British Resident arrived here on the evening of the 23rd, to attend the 
ceremonies in connection with the marriage of His Highness the Sultan’s eldest 
daughter with Raja Ngah Mansur. He remained here until the 3oth, when he 
returned to Taiping. 

to. The Senior Magistrate held Court here on the 24th. 

11. The miners on the new road to Kota Tampan have lately experienced diffi- 
culty in obtaining sufficient Chinese labour for their mines. A number of Mr. Lim Ah 
Kai’s coolies left because he refused to raise the contract price of $5.70 per ‘‘ chang” 
to $6.20. He has 400 men working there at the former rate. 

12. The Assistant to the District Magistrate, Tronoh (Mr. Maxwell), reports there 
are several places in the mukims under his charge—viz., Blanja, Bota and Lambor, 
where the construction of small dams and water-courses would irrigate large areas of 
land suitable for bendangs. These will be constructed this year, there being sufficient 
money available from the vote for irrigation. 

13. The following extracts from Mr. Maxwell's report for July, warning visitors 
to Bota during the coming snipe season of the danger of being attacked by alligators 
when bathing should, I think, be published. 

“A Malay was seized by a crocodile this month at Laiang Laiang. I would 
recommend any visitors to Bota this season to be very careful of bathing in the 
river. Some crocodiles, certainly two, live in a deep parrt exactly opposite the 
Penghulu’s house.” 

Hitherto the river at Bota has been considered comparatively free from these 
reptiles, though they have occasionally been caught many miles further up stream. 

14. The Vaccinator is still living down river, at Bota, and during the month 
vaccinated 394 subjects there. 

15. The Acting State Surgeon visited the hospital on the roth, and pointed out a 
number of improvements and additions that he considered necessary. Most of these 
are now in hand.

No. 452.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR JULY. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Si1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for July. 

2. On the ist I distributed the prizes, 28 in number, won by inhabitants of this 
district at the recent Agri-Horticultural Show. : 

3. On the 4th, accompanied by the Assistant Magistrate, I proceeded to Kam- 
pong Dew, and thence to the Putus Rest-house. After holding an enquiry into a 
complaint made against the Assistant Penghulu, we walked up the new Putus-Kelum-

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pang road as far as it is made, which is only about 300 yards, I should think. The 
other road, from Innes Road to Selinsing, beyond the cutting down of a little grass 
and undergrowth, is not commenced. The Assistant Magistrate remained at the 
Rest- house. for the night to collect rents, and I returned home about 8 p-m. 

4. On the 6th I proceeded to Trong and put up at the Rest-house. 

5. On the 7th I walked to the abandoned tobacco estate, and inspected the 
house there. I have had the posts of this building examined, and it will be possible 
to remove it to a more convenient site, if required. I also visited the proposed sites 
for the new school and stables, and decided on them. During the night tigers came 
within 200 yards of the house. 

6. On the gth I visited Sungei Tinggi and inspected the new Rest-house, etc., 
which is now practically finished. I returned to Trong at 6 p.m. 

7. On the roth, accompanied by the Penghulu, I walked to the mining ground 
at Sungei Pungore, about five miles distant. From the stone-breakers’ kongsi-house 
on the road to the quarry (which is three miles from the rest-house) we followed the 
old Malay jungle-path leading to Sungei Wang for about two miles, when the Pungore 
river was reached. A path to the left leads up to the mining ground, where a large 
clearing has been made; several pits have been made here, and abandoned for the 
present, the men being unable to contend with the water. 

8. Further up this very likely-looking valley we came to the bangsal where Li 
Kian has ten men at work. They seem to be able to deal with the water better here, 
and have both bucket lifts (gergua/) and treadle chinchars at work. The Penghulu 
tells me that 80 pikuls of ore has been got out of this mine, and that it is paying its 
way. Altogether about 395 acres of mining land have, within the last few months, been 
taken up in this valley. Much delay has been caused through no surveyor being sent 
to survey the blocks applied for, which in the case of mining land is, according to the 
Land Regulations, necessary before work can be commenced. At length orders were 
given for the land to be demarcated and that the miners could then commence work. 

g. As some of the applicants are rich miners in Taiping, I hope to get them to 
bring a steam pump here, which is absolutely necessary, and to get all to agree to pay 
a chabut towards the engine expenses. The Penghulu has been the moving spirit in 
reviving mining here. A little has been done at intervals for a long time, but the 
water has always been too much for the miners. ‘fhe Penghulu has also tried here, 
working with Kelantan and Mandeling Malays, but was overpowered by water. As 
the path to it is nearly all over dry ground, he says he could make a road for the 
transport of an engine for about $50. 

1o. On the way back I inspected the new smelting-house he has erected. It 
will be ready for work in about 14 days, when I hope all the ore will in future be 
smelted in the district, instead of, as now, being taken away to Taiping for that 
purpose. I returned at 1 p.m. 

11. I to-day broke the shaft of my trap in crossing one of the extraordinary 
culverts I complained of in my journal of June 30th. A tiger came prowling round the 
stable last night. 

12. On the 12th I walked to Kampong Jehar, four miles and back. This kampong 
has much increased in size of late, and the people are doing well, with their fine 
bendangs adjoining. 

13. On the 13th I left Trong and visited Pasir Itam, and inspected all the 
buildings, police station, rest-house, etc., and examined the books at the customs 
house. I returned to Matang at 5.30 p.m. 

14. On the 19th the Acting State Surgeon came to see me, ve opening the new 
out-door dispensary, the furniture for which has arrived. 

It was reported that a tiger had, about noon, been seen crossing the main road 
near here, so we collected some men as beaters and went out to try and get him. 
There were too few beaters, however, and they worked very badly, and we had to 
give it up after about an hour. 

15. On the 2oth the State Engineer and the District Engineer came down about 
some works, completion of the new offices, etc., and Messrs. Clark and Hanrott also 
called re railway matters. 

16. On the 24th the out-door dispensary was opened here. 

17. On the 25th the Assistant Magistrate went to Jibong to collect rents, and 
after settling some business in the office, I left for Sungei Tinggi. Off Pasir Itam 
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I met the launch Gu/a from Gula Estate, with Messrs. Stewart and Stephens on board. 
I had given them a pilot and they had been inspecting the old sugar estate close 
by, which was abandoned in 1884, with some idea of re-opening it. I reached Sungei 
Tinggi Rest-house at 8.30 p.m. 

18. On the 26th I went over a good deal of the path which has been recently 
straightened, improved, and cleared up, between here and Trong, and in the afternoon 
I walked to Klubang. The work of clearing is now in full swing on these fine ben- 
dangs. The road here is also much improved by having been straightened and cleared 
up. I arranged with the Penghulu about some small works and making the path to 
the new jetty. 

I visited the school, and found 18 present out of a register of 30. There are more 
than 60 children in the neighbourhood. I am sending letters to be read at the mosques, 
exhorting the people to send their children to school, or the school may be closed. 
I returned to Matang on 27th at 2 p.m. 

1g. On the 31st I sent the launch to Sungei Tinggi with the State Geologist 
(Mr. Wray) and the Inspector of Mines, who are going to put down a series of bores 
at Sungei Rotan and Toh Allang Lenggoh for tin. More than 600 acres of mining land 
has already been taken up there, and if the boring proves successful, the necessary 
road from Sungei Tinggi to this land, about six miles, will probably be made to enable 
the miners to get at the land and commence work. The surveyor has been survey- 
ing these mining blocks all the month, and during June also, and still has about 
14 days’ work there.

No. 453-—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR JULY. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for July. 


IPOH SECTION, KINTA VALLEY LINE. 

Earthwork.—47,597 cubic yards have been done during the month. 

Bridges and Culverts.—133 cubic yards of concrete and 389 cubic yards of brick- 
work have been completed during the month in the following bridges and culverts: 
10-feet bridge at peg 85; 20-feet bridge at peg 697; 80-feet bridge over Sungei 
Tonin ; 40-feet bridge over first Sungei Tasek ; 200-feet bridge over Sungei Kinta. 
Four hundred and sixty cubic yards of metal have been broken for the concrete of 
bridges in the Kampar district. 

All culverts between Ipoh and Batu Gajah are completed and all bridges, with the 
exception of that over the Pari river, the girders of which are now being erected. 

The following girders have been erected during the month :—11 spans of 20 feet ; 
one 4o-feet span has been erected and one 4o-feet span is nearly completed; one 100- 
feet girder has been erected. 

Permanent Way.—z2,932 lineal yards of rails have been laid during the month, 
and 9,479 cubic yards of ballast has been collected and spread on the road. 

Buildings.—The framing of both goods-shed and passenger building at Tapah 
Road are completed. Lines for porters, pointsmen and platelayers are being erected 
between Ipoh and Batu Gajah. 

Station Appliances.—The concrete and masonry for turn-table at Ipoh has been 
completed, the ash-pit and well at Ipoh are in hand, and the triangle near Tapah Road 
station is completed. 

Telegraph.—The line has been erected from Teluk Anson to Tapah Road, and 
poles have been cut and prepared for the line between Ipoh and Batu Gajah. 

I enclose statement of expenditure to end of July,* which includes some large 
payments made to the Crown Agents for materials and plant. 

During July I was absent from headquarters on 14 days.

Nowtce to Pranters, &c.—Notice is hereby given thit the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
oo quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
no quit-rent will be accepted. 


Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

MONTHLY REPORTS. 


No. 553.—KUALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR AUGUST. 


To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to forward my report for August. 

2. On the 15th Mr. C. De Trafford handed over charge of the Public Works 
Department to Mr. W. N. Cosgrave. 

3. Two cases of rinderpest were reported here on the 17th. The bullocks 
suffering from the disease had come up from Taiping the previous day. One died and 
the other was shot. No cases have occurred since. 

. I proceeded down river on the night of the 25th, and called in at Bekor the 
following day. The mine recently opened there by Mr. Lim Ah Kai is reported to be 
doing well. It is situated in a large valley about six miles from the river bank and 
not far from the mine that was worked unsuccessfully about nine years ago. I have 
since seen Capitan Ah Kwi, who is very pleased with the land, and has applied for a 
concession of 500 acres there. It is his intention to commence mining operations 
there on a large scale. He will bring his stores, etc., up from Teluk Anson by boat 
and will send the tin down river to that port, as this, he says, will be cheaper than 
doing so v7d Kuala Kangsar, on account of the cart hire and extra loading and un- 
toading which the latter route would entail. 

. On the morning of the 26th I walked, with the Assistant to District Magis- 
trate, Tronok, up the first four miles of the road from Sadang, and drove the remainder 
of the way into Siputeh. : 
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6. On the 28th I visited Tronok with the Assistant to District Magistrate and 
thejMining Prospector. The Government buildings there are not yet completed, the 
contractor’s excuse for the delay being that so many of his workmen have died there 
andgthat consequently he has had difficulty in getting others to complete the work. 

7. I left for Ipoh the same evening, and remained there for the night, and pro- 
ceeded to Kuala Kangsar the following morning. 

8. During the month the lands of several Chinese miners at Tronok have been 
bored by the Mining Prospector, the lessees paying all expenses in connection with 
the work. By doing this, several of the miners have saved themselves a great deal of 
expense by making sure of there being tin in their land before opening it up. A 
number of applications have been received from private individuals for boring to be 
done on their lands; but, unfortunately, owing to an insufficiency of boring tools, the 
work has been much delayed. I think that Mr. Dykes’ suggestion that a scale of 
charges for boring for private individuals be drawn up (vide Mining Prospector’s 
report for July*) is a very good one, and would recommend that it be adopted by 
Government.

10. The Assistant to District Magistrate, Tronok (Mr. Maxwell), reports that at 
a Government sale of mining land held at Siputch on the 12th, two blocks of mining 
land, about 16 and 21 acres in area, sold for $1,550 and §2,550 respectively. 

11. Mr. Maxwell further reports the following crimes to have been committed in 
his district during the month:—A murder at Parit, where a Tamil woman was killed 
by another Tamil; a gang-robbery, and a highway robbery. A Chinaman was also 
arrested for being in possession of four Secret Society tickets belonging to the 
Gee Hin and Chun Yi Leow societies.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Si1R,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for August. 

2. On the 1st the Secretary to Government and the State Commissioner of 
Lands arrived in the morning, and various important matters were gone into in the 
Land Office, the question of the district boundary was discussed and settled, etc., and 
I then took the Secretary to Government to see certain Public Works matters requir- 
ing attention. 

3. On the 2nd I heard an appeal case, and then visited Changkat Jering. 

4. The 3rd was a general holiday, and on the 4th the State Geologist and the 
Inspector of Mines returned in the launch from Bruas, having left a party there to put 
down a series of bores for tin. 


* Mining Prospector’s Report not printed. 


tiTbis includes a sum of $1,893.27, duty on Kuala Kangsar tin collected at Teluk Anson and Taiping in 
August, but not brought to credit until September. 
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5. On the 7th the Commandant and Assistant Commissioner Perak Sikhs in- 
spected the police and station at Matang. 

6. On the gth the new girls’ school, Matang, was opened, in a small room hired 
for the occasion temporarily, pending the erection of a proper building. The names 
of 40 children are down on the list as wishing to attend. 

7. On the 15th the Assistant Magistrate (Mr. Rowley) left for Trong, on a rent- 
collecting tour. 

8. On the 21st I was in Court all day, and also held an inquest on the body 
of a Chinaman, Lee Lum, who was killed by a branch of a tree falling on him. The 
Assistant Magistrate returned from Trong and Sungei Tinggi. 

On the 22nd I walked from here up the new bridle-path being made from 
Matang Road station to Selinsing, as far as it is completed, about 14 miles. Tamil 
coolies are working on this section, which is a very swampy piece. On my way back, 
I met Mr: Bratt, the contractor, w ith whom I arranged shortly to visit the work he is 
doing at Selinsing on this and the other new roads. I returned at Ir a.m., after a 
seven mile walk. 

10. On the 23rd I sat, in the Appeal Court most of the day. The Assistant 
Magistrate went to Jibong t6 collect rents, and on the 24th he left for Kampong Dew 
and Selinsing for a similar purpose. 

11. On the 25th that officer returned, and on the 26th I proceeded to Kampong 
Dew, where I met Mr. Challancin, the Road Overseer. I walked on to the Putus rest- 
house (4 miles), where I arrived at 7 p.m., and took up my quarters. 

12. On Sunday, 27th, I was out early and walked down the new Putus-Kalumpang 
road as far as it is made, about 1} miles. I then returned, and walked down Innes 
road and along the trace of the new short road to Selinsing, which is about one mile 
in length. Work is going on from both ends, and there is about a quarter of a mile 
in the middle unfinished. Javanese are making it. From the Selinsing end of this 
road, about half a mile of the road to Matang has been made. This road is also being 
made from both ends. | then walked down the old canal, which has been cleared out 
by the contractor, to Ulu Sclinsing, about another 1} miles. This road and canal runs 
through the richest part of the district—fine kampongs with groves of cocoanut 
trees, with splendid bendang land adjoining. Formerly the most “inaccessible, it will 
now be as accessible a place as could be desired, and I am confident of a large 
influx of new settlers, for whom there is plenty of room, directly these roads are 
finished. 

13. I visited the Selinsing school, which seemed to be fairly attended, but when 
these roads are completed, it should be moved up to the more central position from 
which the road to Matang starts. Preparations for padi planting are being actively 
made in all directions, but the rain is very late in coming here this year, and operations 
are retarded accordingly. I returned at 2 p.m., after a very hot morning’s walk of 
about ten miles in all. 

14. On the 28th I started early and walked to the Kurau river (2} miles), which 
I crossed, and then on another mile to the temporary quarters of Mr. Bratt, the con- 
tractor for these roads (one of the houses of Dr. Leech’s new town, which was aban- 
doned). We went down the river in a boat, about 1} hours’ journey, to Sungei Ara, 
which runs into the Kurau, and then up this small river for about a quarter of a mile. 
We then landed and walked to and inspected this end of the Putus-Kalumpang 
road; about 50 chains of it is finished. It here joins on to the new path from 
Gula to Kalumpang. I got back to the rest-house about 7.30 p.m. 

15. On the 29th, accompanied by Mr. Challancin, Overseer of Roads, I visited the 
quarry at Bukit Putus Pass. The new agricultural road and ditch commencing about 
a mile up this road, and running to the Kurau River, about four miles in length, has 
only about half a mile near the river to be finished to complete it. We then proceeded 
to Kampong Dew, where I inspected some fine bendang land, newly opened, and 
returned to Matang at 5 p.m. 

16. About the 1oth of the month, the Surveyor (Mr. Lansdell) completed the 
survey of the 600 acres of mining land taken up at the Bruas, and removed to Trong 
and commenced the survey of some 400 acres of mining land taken up in that mukim.

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for August. 

2. On the rst Dr. Haviland, after inspecting the hospital, etc., returned by boat 
to Krian. 

3. I proceeded to Ijok on the 4th, to see the Penghulu and inquire into an 
appeal case, and also to collect land rents. 

4. Mr. Irby, Assistant Trigonometrical Surveyor, having completed his work on 
Inas, returned to Selama on the 5th. : 

5. On the 6th I went to Sungei Lampong to inspect the mines, which are turn- 
ing out well. More land has been applied for in the same place. 

6. The inhabitants of Kuala Mengkuang having asked me to make a dam for 
the purpose of irrigating their padi fields, I went to see the land on the roth, but 

-as they wanted a very high price for doing the work themselves, I decided to wait 
until next year, when I can get the work done much cheaper in the dry season. 

7- On the 13th I left for Ulu Selama, where I remained until the 2oth collecting 
rents. During my stay there, I visited Lubok Buaia for the purpose of inspecting the 
work done on the road to the Ulu, but found that owing to the heavy rains nothing 
had been done. I returned to Selama by boat. The river being unusually high, I 
accomplished the journey in three hours, which, as a rule, takes about five. 

8. Mr. Ward, Assistant Engineer, arrived on the 24th, and after inspecting the 
road returned to Taiping. 

A full-grown tigress which had killed a buffalo was shot in Ulu Selama during 
the month by a native. 

g. Total mileage covered during the month, 180 miles. 

10. The total revenue collected for August, 1893, amounted to $899.95, as against 
$773.27 for August, 1892, shewing an increase of $126.68. 

11. The total amount of revenue collected since January 1st is $6,918.45, 
which monthly average for the period named is slightly under the estimate.

Nource to Prayers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 


The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 


Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 24 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and

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survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
fo quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

CHE UTEH, wife of His Highness the Sultan of Perak, was safely delivered of 
a son at Bukit Chandan on the night of the rst October. 


THE Raja Prempuan Sarepa, widow of His Highness the late Sultan Jusuf and 
subsequently married to Raja Alang Jafar, died at Bukit Chandan at 11 a.m. on the 
28th September. — 


Tue Resident left Taiping for Kuala Kangsar at 3.30 p.m. on the 11th Sep- 
tember, and on the morning of the 13th drove to Ipoh, inspected the town and, after 
visiting the Pari railway bridge.in company with the District Magistrate, the Resident 
Engineer for Railways and other officers, drove on to Lahat and proceeded thence by 
the branch line to the main line, where a train was waiting to take the party to Batu 
Gajah. The railway bridge now under construction across the Kinta river at Batu 
Gajah was also inspected. On the 14th the Resident inspected the barracks, hospital 
and prison at Batu Gajah. 


On the 15th the Resident drove to Tronok and back with the District Magistrate, 
and inspected the mines and new Government buildings at Tronok with the Assistant 
Magistrate, Mr. W. G. Maxwell. 


On Sunday, the 17th, the Resident drove with the District Magistrate to the Pass 
on the new Perak River road and back to Batu Gajah. On the 18th the Resident 
drove to Ipoh, ‘On the’ 20th the Resident drove with the District Magistrate by 
Gopeng to Kuala Dipang, and thence to Membang-di- Awan and back to Kuala Dipang. 
At Gopeng Mr. Pike shewed the working of the monitor, which has been introduced 
at a cost of $50,000 and is used to sluice tin from a hill which could not otherwise be 
worked. 


At Membang-di-Awan-the very extensive and successful mines of the French 
Kinta Company were visited, under the guidance of Monsieur Cologon, the manager. 
The railway and other works were also inspected. 


In the afternoon the Resident and District Magistrate walked from Kuala Dipang 
to Sungei Siput and back, to see the mines in the limestone cliffs and the ingenious 
method (introduced by a Malay) of passing the ore from the hills to the plain. 

On the 21st the morning was spent in tracking bison by the Kampar River, but 


the sportsmen failed to get a shot, and returning, drove to Gopeng, where the 
hospitals were inspected, and thence to Ipoh. 
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On the 22nd the Resident and District Magistrate drove and walked over the 
new road to Tambun and back, and in the afternoon visited the mine of Mr. Osborne, 
into which he has introduced water by means of several miles of iron pipes, at a cost 
$30,000. The enterprise, like that at Gopeng, is proving successful. 

On the 23rd the Resident accepted the invitation of the Dato’ Panglima Kinta 
and the Toh Muda Wahab and went with a large party of Malays and 56 elephants to 
see the reservoir, constructed by Toh Muda Wahab at a cost of about $10,000, to 
irrigate a large extent of country for rice fields. The dam is a very creditable piece 
of work, and has formed a fine sheet of water. 

On his return to Ipoh, the Resident visited the hospitals with the District Magis- 
trate and the District Surgeon. 

At 6.30 a.m. on Sunday, the 24th, the Resident drove back to Kuala Kangsar, 
arriving at noon, having stopped at the Kamuning Estate, where Mr. Darby, the 
manager, shewed the new coffee pulping machinery. On the 25th the Resident drove 
back to Taiping, arriving at midnight. 

On the 2gth the Resident left by train for Krian Road station, and drove thence 
to Parit Buntar. 

On Saturday, the 3oth, the Resident was shooting, and in the afternoon visited 
the barracks, inspected the hospital and drove to Bagan Serai, arriving at 8 p.m. 


On Sunday, the 1st October, after shooting, drove back to Taiping, arriving 
at 9 p.m.

5. The Council considers an application from Monsieur D. Rigole for 
patent rights for an invention for the extraction of gutta-percha from the 
leaves and twigs of certuin gutta-producing trees, and orders that his 
invention be given protection for a period of 14 years, provided that the 
legal advisers of the Government consider it can be done without passing a 
special Patent Order.

No. 573-—KRIAN MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 

1, The re-demarcation work is going steadily forward. Up to the present we 
have been two demarcators short of our requirements, but I am glad to say that I was 
able to engage a man from Penang during the month, and expect another to report 
himself for duty within the course of the next few days. The demarcators are at 
Present at work on the third main circuit into which the district has been divided, 
the demarcation of the cleared portion of the Tamil Mission lands at Bagan Serai 
having been finished and the field books sent to the Taiping office during the month. 


The question of how the remaining portion of the concession is to be dealt with 
is still under consideration. 
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2. On the 5th the District Magistrate of Kinta arrived, and was joined on the 
6th by the Protector of Chinese, for the purpose of taking evidence as to the working 
of the existing very complicated Chinese labour regulations of the State, which are- 
so universally condemned by all who come in contact with them. 

3. The District Magistrate, Kinta, left again on the 8th, the Protector of Chinese 
remaining to inspect the kongsis on the Kurau and Krian river sugar estates. The 
kongsis appeared to me to be better kept and the coolies looked in better condition 
than they formerly used to be. 

4. Koh Bu Ann has had some trouble with his Chinese coolies on the Sungei 
Bogah sugar estate, who, in a body to the number of about 100, came into Parit 
Buntar to complain of certain grievances. They saw the Protector of Chinese, who. 
was here at the time and who also visited the estate. Their chief grievance was that 
they had been ordered to do task-work, while their contracts stated they should work 
by the day. 

5. On the 24th the Secretary to Government arrived in the district, and left again 
the next day. 

6. On the 28th I again heard several land cases in the Civil Court, and on the 
zgth the Senior Magistrate sat at Parit Buntar. 

7. On the 2gth the British Resident and Mr. H. L. Talbot arrived, and left again 
on the evening of the 1st instant. 

8. There has been a good deal of rain during the month, and the padi is so far 
promising well. Applications for land, principally for sugar cultivation, still continue 
to come in. 

g. The total revenue of the district for the month was $7,603.31, while the land 
revenue amounted to $2,051.13; this is fair, considering the time of year. The collec- 
tions for the previous month (August) were $8,500.66 and $3,003.89 respectively.

No. 574.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of September. 

2. On the 2nd I went to Ulu Paku with Mr. Bamforth, to enquire into an appli- 
cation for 100 acres of land granted by the Resident to the late Mrs. Eu Kong, of 
Gopeng, which her executors now wish to take up. They have arranged to work 
several existing claims in the valley on tribute, so as to obtain control of the water. 
This concession will, I hope, give an impetus to mining in Bidor. 

On the 4th I went to Teluk Anson, and the next day handed over charge of 
the Lower Perak District to Mr. Brewster. : 

4. The State Engineer arrived on the gth, and on the roth I accompanied him to 
Kuala Dipang, and the following day he met the Resident Engineer for Railways at 
Kampar and arranged for the completion of the main trunk road and the deviations 
which are required for the railway line. 

5. On the 12th I went to Batu Gajah to see the Resident, and returned 
on the 14th. 

6. The Assistant Magistrate held an inquest on the 15th concerning the death 
of a Chinaman who had been accidentally killed at Chemor in a singular manner. 
Some Malays, who were hunting deer, ran a stag from Pulau Tiga to Chemor, where 
two of them threw their spears at him as he jumped across a deep ditch in a mine. 
One spear killed the stag, but the other, falling short of the mark, struck the China- 
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man, who had been stooping down in the ditch, out of sight, and had jumped up on 
hearing the noise, inflicting a wound in the abdomen from which he died shortly after- 
wards A verdict was returned of death by misadventure. 

7. On the 21st Inspector Page took over charge of the detachment of police 
in this district from Inspector Graham, who was transferred to Taiping. 

8. On the 26th I went to Bidor to collect rents, but with a very poor result. 
The Penghulu of this mukim, who is about to be retired on a gratuity, has suffered 
from ill-health for some months and seems to have very little influence over his 
people. 

g. It is only in the mukims of Bidor, Batang Padang and Chenderiang, which are 
near headquarters, that I have had any trouble in collecting the rents. In the less 
civilized places the Penghulus have more authority and the rents are easily collected. 

10. The revenue for the month under review was $7848.98, or an increase of 
$585.84 over that for September, 1892, and $99.98 more than the estimated monthly 
revenue of the year. 

11. Total distance travelled during the month, 220 miles.

No. 575.—SELAMA MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir.—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for September. 

On the 3rd I returned from Taiping. Inspector Foley arrived on the 4th on 
inspection duty. 

I went on the 14th to Tebing Tinggi to inspect roads, etc., and returned the 
following day. 

On the 17th I proceeded to Ijok, to see the Penghulu, who had just returned 
from Larut, with regard to his mine, which so far has not been the great success he 
anticipated, but he hopes it will pay him before long. The following day I went to 
the Ulu to inspect the irrigation works. The Penghulu told me, while there, that a 
tiger has been causing much destruction among the buffaloes, as many as ten having 
been killed and others seriously injured by it, and, so far, the tiger has succeeded in 
escaping all the traps, etc., set for it. 

On the 22nd I again left for Ijok, and the following morning left for Ulu Kurau 
with the Assistant Penghulu, Wan Omar, arriving there on the 24th. There I met 
Mr. F. J. Weld, the Collector of Land Revenue, Larut, and Mr. J. P. Harper, Revenue 
Surveyor, with a view of ascertaining the present undefined boundary between the 
districts of Larut and Selama. The correct delineation of this line is here becoming 
of some importance, as mining land is being taken up in the vicinity. 

On the 25th we left Ulu Kurau, and that evening camped at Pantei Besar. On 
the journey we travelled over miles of land suitably adapted for bendang cultivation. 

The next morning we ascertained from local authorities that the boundary of 
the districts at this place was the summit of Bukit Segar, in a straight and undefined 
line towards Briah, leaving the mining land referred to on the south side of the line, 
in the Larut district. 

We followed the Sungei Ara for some distance to Bukit Bagian, which forms the 
watershed of the Ara and Ijok rivers, and thence on to ljok, where we stayed the 
night. 

On the 27th we left Ijok for Blah ex route for Selama, following the old 
elephant track. On the way we passed two Semang encampments. The intention 
was.to spend the night at Blah, but finding no habitation, we pushed on and camped 
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the night at Sungei Lampong. The fine kampong of Blah, with its large stretches of 
bendang land, has long since been abandoned, and the old path which connected it 
with Selama is now overgrown with jungle. 

On the 28th we arrived in Selama. The Revenue Surveyor inspected the 
demarcation work of the district on the zgth, and the following morning, early, left 
for Taiping, accompanied by the Collector of Land Revenue. 

This trip was of great benefit to the officers travelling over the district. A lot of 
country was seen, and, from observations made, I am strongly of opinion that if the 
district travelled over, or more especially that between Kurau and Ijok, a distance of 
about 13 miles, was opened up by a bridle-path, miles of bendang land would be 
taken up and mining operations facilitated. 

Total mileage covered during the month, 180 miles. 

The total revenue collected for September, 1893, amounted to $805.91, as 
against $552.58 for September, 1892, shewing an increase of $253.33. The total 
amount of revenue collected since January 1st is $7,724.36, which monthly average 
for the period named is slightly under the estimate.

No. 576.—KuALA KANGSAR MINING PROSPECTOR’S REPORT FOR JULY. 


To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE, 
KUALA KANGSAR. 


S1r,—I have the honour to hand you my report for the month of July. 

2. On the 4th I proceeded up to Sungei Biong, on the 14th mile Kota Tampan 
Road, with two parties of borers, but so unhealthy was the place that it was difficult 
to get even one set of borers out at work each morning. 

The result of the bores was far from satisfactory, and in many cases no karang 
was struck at all. 

The names of the places bored were Sungei Biong, Kampong Busu, Kampong 
Ngor, Lata, Kampong Sauh and Sungei Chi, but the results of the bores were so poor 
that it is hardly necessary to give a detailed account. 

I had intended to work up to the 2oth mile, but the coolies were so sick that 
there was nothing else to do but return and bore near the land taken up at Kati. 

. The Sungei Chi valley, which was reported good, shewed no tin in the lower 
parts, whilst higher up, in a 25-acre block which is at present worked by Mr. Mathews, 
tin of excellent quality is obtained, and the land is fairly rich. In this valley we put 
down seven bores. Altogether 27 bores were put down, varying from 8 to 25 feet, 
at a cost of about $150. 

5. At Kati, towards the end of the month the prospects seem far better. 

6. Khu Ching Sui has re-opened his mine with 80 coolies, and Ong Kai Pang has 
increased the number working to 250. 

7. At present Tai Li is working in Sungei Trap only, and doing well; I believe 
they will shortly re-open their mine at Lata. 

He wishes to have his land prospected by the Government borers, so I have 
arranged to do this at the beginning of August. 

8. After Tai Li’s land has been bored I intend to go down to Tronok with two 
sets of borers—one to prospect towkays’ land and the other Government land. 

g. I venture to think that it would be as well to frame a scale of charges for 
bores put down by Government Prospectors for private individuals, such charges to 
be calculated at a rate to cover all cost of transport, wear and tear of boring tools, etc. 
I have heard several towkays and others say that they would save dollars if they 
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could get an honest report of their land before opening up, especially when it is more 
than about ten or twelve feet deep. 

I think if it was a recognised understanding that towkays could have their land 
bored by Government Prospectors, the result would be that many would apply to have 
their land bored before opening up, and thus many dollars would be saved that are 
often spent in opening up useless land. 

1o. If the land taken up by Hu Ah Noh had been bored, he would have been 
saved some thousands of dollars, as he made a cart-road two miles long, opened up a 
mine, and then found no tin. 

Boring is certainly no proof, but is, if properly carried out, a very good indication 
of the land, and, furthermore, one prospector can look after a good many parties of 
borers. 

11. At the present moment there is no one surveying the land given out for 
mining, so there is not much chance of new mines being opened up. There must be 
nearly a thousand acres of mining land given out, waiting for survey, and in many 
cases the applicants are unable to start working. 

12. At Plang the mines are doing well, and I hear that one or two old mines will 
shortly be re-opened.

THE Resident left Kuala Kangsar at 6.30 a.m. on the 18th instant, accom- 

pe by the Senior Magistrate (Mr. Belfield), Mr. H. A. W. Aylesbury, and the 

atoh Sri Adtka Raja, and drove to the thirteenth mile on the new Kota Tampan 
road, now in course of construction by Mr. J. J. Tait. 

The party left Sauh on elephants at 9 a.m., and following, by necessity, a very 
circuitous route, passed Raba at 3 p.m., Kota Tampan at 4 p.m., and reached 
Lénggong (37 miles from Kuala Kangsar) at 6 p.m. The District Magistrate of 
Upper Perak, Mr. Bozzolo, met the Resident at Biong, and the last few miles of the 
journey were walked. 

On the 19th the Lénggong school, with over 80 scholars, was inspected, the boys 
examined, and the local headmen interviewed. On the z2oth a walk of three miles 
brought the party to the Perak River at Témélong, where they embarked in boats, and, 
poling up stream through the rapids, arrived at Kuala Kenering at 5 p.m., whence 
a walk of three miles took them to Janing. 

The 21st and 22nd were spent at Janing inspecting the station. At 6.30 a.m. 
on the 23rd the Resident and party started in boats down river, and as the height of 
the water made the shooting of the rapids an easy matter, Kuala Plus was reached at 
4 p-m., and the night was passed at the house of the Datoh Sri Adika Raja. 

Continuing the journey down stream at 6.15 a.m. on the 24th, the Resident 
stopped at Chigargala and walked over Syed Musah’s very flourishing pepper planta- 
tion, where he has 80,000 vines ia bearing. Kuala Kangsar was reached at 10 a.m. 
The distance by river from Janing to Kuala Kangsar is about 60 miles. 


THE Curator and State Geologist has received a letter from Mr. Cecil Wray, 
now on leave of absence in England, describing the Straits Settlements Court at the

“T think that Perak should send specimens of the following, to keep abreast of 
India, Ceylon and other Colonies. 
(a) Getah, and specimens, if possible, of the trees producing it. 


(4) A good collection of timber—there are only about 20 specimens (Chinese, 
I think) there at present. ~ 


(c) Perak pottery, bricks and tiles. 

(d) Metal-work, especially tin. 

(e) If possible, stains, various. 

(f) Specimens of sarongs and other native (Malay) cloth. 

(g) Photographs, especially some shewing how Taiping has grown. 

(A) Models of houses, boats, fishing-stakes, etc. Fish spears, lines, etc. 
(2) Native tools and implements, carpenters’, agricultural, etc. 


(7) Copper, lead, and other ores ; gold, and a few good specimens of tin-ore— 
not sand, but good-sized pieces of lode-stuff, say from Siak, etc. 


(4) Common Malay spoons and cooking utensils, and a few weapons. 
(2) Frame of Perak postage stamps and cards. 
(m) A map of Perak, framed, to hang in the Court.* 


(2) Some specimens of Malay silver-work and common jewellery would also be 
interesting, etc. 


(0) Some Sakai things and photographs.”

No. 633.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR SEPTEMBER. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for September. 

In the early part of the month I was engaged on the commission to enquire into 
the working of the Chinese Labour Regulations. Both the Chinese towkays and the 
Government officials are unanimous in wishing the present discharge ticket system 
abolished. 

On the 11th 360 atap houses were burnt down in the village of Pusing Bharu. 
The value of the property destroyed was about $goo. 

On the 13th the British Resident, accompanied by Mr. Arnot Reid, visited the 
district. The Resident made a complete inspection of the district, visiting all the 
principal villages, etc., and left for Kuala Kangsar on the 25th. 

The Senior Magistrate held Assizes Court at Batu Gajah on the 2tst, 22nd, and 
23rd._A Kling man was sentenced to death for murdering his wife at Parit. A Malay 
named Awang, being of unsound mind, was sentenced to be detained during the 
pleasure of His Highness the Sultan, for the murder of another Malay at Sungei Raia. 
Three Chinese were sentenced to seven years each for gang-robbery, one Chinaman 
to one year for highway robbery, and nine men were sentenced to various terms of 
from two years to four months for offences under the Secret Society Ordinances. Two 
Chinese were sentenced to three years and two years respectively for being in 
possession of plant for making counterfeit coin and counterfeit seals. 


On the 3oth six cases of cattle disease were reported at Lubu Ara, in Kampar. 
I travelled 356 miles during the month. 


Meteorological and revenue returns for the month are attached. The revenue 
returns are exceedingly good, the tin duty being the largest amount ever collected in 
one month in Kinta, while all the other items are well up to the estimate.

No. 634.—BATANG PADANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—As I am about to proceed on vacation leave, I have the honour to forward 
my monthly report up to date. 

2. I left Tapah on the 3rd, and was absent till the 16th, collecting land rents and 
visiting various places in the mukims of Sungkei Slim and Ulu Bernam. 

3. The Sungkei and Slim districts have made but little advance lately, but in 
Ulu Bernam there is much activity amongst the mines, and about 15 new shops have 
been built at Tanjong Malim. I hope that this part of the country, which contains 
some of the finest mining land in the district, will progress considerably during the 
next year. 

4. Mr. Hardouin has done good work on his concession at Sungei Salak, which 
I visited on the 12th. He has about 50 men on the land, has drained the upper part 
of the valley, opened up a paddock, and brought water in for a pump, which was nearly 
ready for use when I was there. The wash-dirt is about twelve feet from the surface, 
and in the lower part of the concession some three feet deeper. The depth of the 
tin-bearing stratum has not yet been ascertained. 

5. There are now five elephants working daily between Sungei Salak and 
Tanjong Malim, and a path has been made by the Inspector of Mines between these 
two places, and also another path from Sungei Salak to Jeher Ilir, a mine on the 
bridle-road, five miles from Tanjong Malim. 

6. The Assistant Engineer has let a contract to clear the Behrang river, so as to 
enable boats of two koians capacity to come as far as the bridle-path. This work 
will be of great assistance to future miners, as it will enable the whole valley to be 
easily drained. There are some thirty streams (including the Sungei Salak) flowing 
into the Behrang, which waters an extensive valley, forming a large basin between the 
spurs of the main range, and all of these streams are known to contain tin of excellent 
quality. This would be a good place for large capitalists to open up, and the cost of 
transport and labour is not greater than it was some four or five years ago in Kinta, 
while there is every prospect of boat hire being considerably cheapened as soon as 
the railway to Kinta has been opened. There are several thousand acres of good 
land available in this part of the district. 

. On the 13th I went to the top of Gunong Kiah, a mountain about 1,800 feet 
high, dividing the Salak valley from the head waters of the Behrang, whence we got a 
fine view of Selangor and the Bernam district. We climbed down the western face 
of the hill, intending to return by the Behrang valley, but missed our way and followed 
a stream which eventually brought us back to the Sungei Salak. 
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8. New schools have been instituted at Sungkei and Tanjong Malim since my 
last visit, and there is a fair attendance at each of these. The school at Slim has 
fallen off, and I have arranged to replace the teacher at the end of this month, and 
dismissed the Koran teacher, who was useless. 

g. A fire broke out in Tapah on the evening of the 17th and burned down two 
blocks of atap houses, twenty-two in number, in the main street. These houses were 
old and in a dilapidated condition, so that their destruction is not much loss, and I 
hope that a better class of building will be erected in their place. 

to. On the night of the 18th a fire broke out at the back of an atap house in 
Hospital Road, but this was extinguished before it spread beyond the cook-house, and 
on the 19th a smelting-house on the outskirts of the town was burned down. The 
two last fires were no doubt the work of an incendiary, as both buildings were unoccu- 
pied at the time, and the Government has offered a reward for the discovery of the 
person who originated them. 

11. On the roth, accompanied by the Assistant Engineer and Inspector of Police, 
I held a house-to-house inspection of all the buildings in the town, and gave orders to 
the occupants, which will, I hope, be the means of improving the cleanliness of the 
houses, but until the Government has improved the condition of the main drains the 
inhabitants cannot be expected to keep their premises in proper order. 

12, A surprise audit of the Treasury was held the same day by Messrs. Baker 
and Pinkney. 

13. On the 2oth I went to Merah, where the Malays had complained of damage to 
their kampongs by a herd of elephants. On my arrival I found that a rogue elephant, 
and not the herd, which had moved further down the river, had been through the 
kampongs during the night, pulled the walls out of a house, and done considerable 
damage to the fruit trees. After following the tracks through a swamp for about an 
hour and a half I got close up to him on a bit of higher ground, and killed him with a 
single shot behind the ear. He proved to have a handsome pair of tusks. This 
elephant did considerable damage to the railway works some time ago, and I went 
after him then, but was not successful in finding him. On five different occasions I 
have got up to elephants during the last four months, but this is the first tusker that 
I have seen, the others being all females, which I did not, of course, shoot. 

14. There are now three trains running daily to Teluk Anson and back, but the 
number of native passengers is not as many as it should be. This is greatly due, I 
think, to the high rates charged for third class passengers. The road is not yet 
completed, though the Assistant Engineer is making every effort to put it through, 
but the wet weather, and the difficulty of getting sufficient carts, have delayed the 
work. I hope, however, that it will be finished by the middle of next month, at 
the latest. 

15. Mr. A. B. Rathborne is examining the country between Changkat Batu and 
Tanjong Malim, with a view to ascertaining the best line for making a road through 
this part of the district. 

16. Applications for mining land continue to come in steadily, and a good deal of 
prospecting is being done by Europeans and others. 

17. Distance travelled during the month is 226 miles.

QUARTERLY REPORT. 


No. 635.—QUARTERLY REPORT ON EDUCATION. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, TAIPING. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the British Resident, 
the enclosed quarterly summary of school returns for the three months ending the 
goth September, 1893.* 

2. Almost all the Malay schools throughout the State were closed during the 
month of September for the padi planting season, and the English schools were closed 
during July for the midsummer holidays. 


* Returns not printed. 
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3. During the quarter six new schools have been opened—at Matang (for girls), 
Gunong Semanggol, Luboh Merbau, Tambun, Ulu Sungkei and Ulu Bernam. This 
brings the total number of schools up to 76, including six English and seven Girls’ 
schools. 

4. During the last quarter these 76 schools have had an average monthly 
aggregate enrolment of 3,768, with an average attendance of 2,675, or 71 per cent. 
This percentage may be considered fairly satisfactory, having regard to the fact 
that in many schools names are left on the register of boys who have no intention of 
attending the school regularly, or perhaps have attended for a few weeks and then 
left the school. 

5. The Education Department now has charge of the education of (roughly) 3,500 
Malay children (2,500 of whom are in regular attendance), out of a total Malay popu- 
lation of about 19,000 boys under the age of fifteen. There are therefore, out of the 
entire Malay population of a school-going age, 18'5 per cent in enrolment, and 13'5 in 
regular attendance—or, in other words, about one-fifth of the Malay boys in the 
State are educated, at a yearly cost of $50,000. 

6. The attendance at the following schools has been unsatisfactory :—Ulu 
Kurau, Saiong, Blanja, Lenggong, Kampong Kedah and Ijok ; being in each case less 
than 50 per cent of the enrolment. 

7. During the months of July and August I visited Kuala Kangsar, Upper Perak, 
Teluk Anson, Tapah and Setiawan. 

8. During the quarter, new school buildings have been completed and taken over 
at Sungei Raia, Bagan Serai, Sungei Siakap and Sungei Megat Aris, while new 
buildings are almost completed at Trong, Padang Rengas, Chigar Galah and Batu 
Gajah. 

; g. The amount realised from the sale of books and school fees was $266.50, 
being an increase of $100 over the amount for the same period last year.

Nouice to Pranrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land,on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of ‘the land then offered having been taken up.

If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
00 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

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MONTHLY REPORTS.

No. 652.—KINTA MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1rR,—I have the honour to enclose my monthly report for October. 

1. Towkay Yan Tet Shin and Towkay Chung Lim Sen are. building large public 
stables, with brick and cement floors and tile roofs, for gharry horses, in Ipoh and 
Gopeng. When the buildings, which are to be under Government supervision, are 
complete, the owners will charge rent at the rate of $2 a stall a month: a reasonable 
rate, and very little more than what the drivers pay now for the filthy sheds which they 
occupy at present. This arrangement will bring the gharries in these towns under 
proper control, and prevent the drivers from making the extortionate charges which 
have been so common hitherto. 

2. A syndicate of Chinese, by permission of the Resident, have purchased two 
hundred town lots in the village of Membang-di-Awan, at the rate of $50 a lot, and 
the sum realised, $10,000, will be spent in laying out and draining the town. The 
price obtained from the Chinese is a very good one, as nearly all the lots purchased 
will cost at least another $50 per lot for filling, as the land on which the buildings are 
to be erected is a worked-out mine of the Sultan’s. 

The town of Gopeng has improved very much during the last few months, as 
the Malays in High Street have pulled down nearly all their atap shops and built 
about 30 wooden houses with tiled roofs instead. 

Mr. Bedford, the new Inspector of Mines for Gopeng Division, arrived on 
the 6th and took up his duties. 

5. In the early part of the month, accompanied by Mr. Dykes, I visited the 
Gunong Datoh caves, where a deposit of saltpetre was discovered some time since by 
a Chinaman. The supply is too small to be of any commercial value. 

6. Several cattle and buffaloes have been killed by tigers during the month in 
Kinta. Tigers appear to be much more plentiful in the district than formerly. 

7. Mr. Nelson, Superintendent Posts and Telegraphs, visited Kinta. He pro- 
poses opening a post office in the village of Papan, but it is very difficult to hire a 
suitable house there now, as, owing to the great development of the mining land in 
the neighbourhood lately, the village is very full at present. 

8. On the 16th, with the assistance of Mr. Hose and Datoh Pandak Akhat, I 
examined nineteen non-commissioned officers and men of the Perak Sikhs in collo- 
quial Malay. Twelve passed—with one exception, all men with more than 5} years’ 
service, while the majority of them had 8 and to years’ service. 

g. During the month I have been over both the Batu Gajah-Parit and the 
Kuala Dipang-Tapah roads. They are in a very backward state. The latter, 
especially, appears to have made no progress at all for months. 

10. There were three successful land sales in Kinta during the month. On the 
5th, seven blocks of suburban land at Ipoh, averaging three acres per block, sold 
for $2,700; and on the 6th and roth, seven blocks of mining land, 165 acres in 
all, sold for $4,570. 

11, On the 17th the first passenger train was run on the Ipoh-Batu Gajah 
section of the Kinta Valley Line, and though the line has not yet been formally 
opened, three trains are now running daily between the two places with the small 
construction engines. The time taken at present from Ipoh to Batu Gajah is an hour. 
The small construction engines are hardly equal to the work, and there have been 
several delays owing to their breaking down, but in spite of this the railway is doing 
very well and promises to be a great success when the proper rolling stock arrives 
from Singapore.

No. 653.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for October. 

On the rst, accompanied by the Acting District Surgeon, I started from Setiawan 
in the steam launch Rapid to inspect the island known as Pangkor Laut, to ascertain 
if it would be suitable for a leper establishment. We were of opinion it would do 
admirably, there being a plentiful supply of excellent water, good sites for building, a 
fertile soil, well sheltered from storms at sea, and approachable at all times. 

I spent the whole of the morning of the 2nd in the Setiawan office, inspecting 
books and going into land matters with Mr. Velge, the Clerk-in-charge. On the 3rd 
I inspected the only portion of the settlement I had not previously visited, walking 
some five miles. 

At g a.m. on the 4th I returned to Teluk Anson, calling at the Pulau Katak and 
Denison Lighthouses. 

Iam glad to report demarcation is being briskly carried on, and I trust by 
the end of 1894 every landholder in the district will have a title with a plan on it of 
his holding, and that a map of every division will be in the Land Office. 

On the 8th I visited Bander; saw the Penghulu and a lot of his people. I am 
taking steps to increase padi cultivation throughout the district; in this mukim it is in 
its infancy. They want cattle, and I have arranged with Raja Musa, who owns 
buffaloes, to send some to this place at once. 

I visited Sungei Nibong on the roth and found the new padi fields I am opening 
there doing well ; the dam I am assisting the people with is nearly completed. 

On the 29th I proceeded on a tour of inspection of the up-river mukims; 
spent the night at Bander. The next morning landed and walked through the 
kampongs and visited the newly-opened padi fields; they promise well. On the 31st 
I spent the day in Kampong Gajah mukim; this up-river portion is the best part of 
the Lower Perak district—good padi fields, hundreds of buffaloes in nearly every 
mukim, and the people are very happy and contented.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for October. 


2. The month has been so wet that it has somewhat delayed all out-door work. 
The demarcation staff are still engaged on Circuit 3, which is larger than the 
other two circuits, which have been already completed. 


3. On the oth a Chinaman named Leoh Ah Liew, who was cooking in the bow 
of his sampan, near the mouth of the Gula river, was taken by a crocodile, which 
appears to have jumped out of the water and pulled him overboard and then made 
off with the unfortunate man in its mouth. It was chased by the other fishermen for 
some 20 fathoms before it dived. The upper portion of the man’s body was after- 
wards recovered. 


4. On the 12th I received a report that a Kling tongkang had foundered off the 
coast at Sungei Bharu during a heavy squall. It was at first supposed that all the 
crew had been drowned, but it was subsequently ascertained that they had been 
picked up by a sampan and transferred to the Kurau trading launch, which had landed 
them all in Penang. 


5. On 13th a Tamil coolie was killed by the machinery of the Gula Estate 
factory. While removing the refuse from the rollers, his hand appears to have been 
caught between a chain and a drum, and although the machinery was at once stopped 
he was dead before his body could be removed. An inquest was held, and a verdict 
of accidental death returned. 


6. The padi crop has been doing well all through the month, and the people 
have been very pleased with it. On Saturday, the 29th, however, 4°35 inches of rain 
fell, and there have been heavy rains since, and some of the padi will no doubt be 
drowned. It is unfortunate, but so great a rainfall cannot run off the country for 
some time, especially as many of the water-gates are much too small to provide a 
sufficient outlet on these occasions. 


7. As I pointed out in 1888, I am still of opinion that an efficient system of 
drainage, under proper supervision, is the first agricultural requirement of this district, 
and more necessary than irrigation. In my experience of several years many more 
crops have suffered from want of drainage than want of water. It is true, water-gates 
have since been gradually introduced, but better drainage is still required, and no 
large system, however good, will be efficient if left in the hands of the padi planters 
themselves to work. It should be as carefully supervised as any irrigation scheme. 
It is unfortunate that last year was a dry one, such as seldom occurs, as it appears to 
have led local officers newly arrived in this district to form opinions of little real 
value, and to quite overlook the consequences of a heavy rainfall. When the country 
has been drained, then the benefits which irrigation will confer upon the district 
cannot be over estimated.* 


8. The land revenue for the month amounted to $2,380.05, and the total revenue 
of the district to $7,458.96, against $2,051.13 and $7,603.31 respectively last month.

To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for the month of October. 

On the gth I went to Ulu Selama, where I remained until the 12th collecting land 
rents and issuing certificates. 

Dr. Haviland arrived from Taiping on the 13th. The following day he inspected 
the hospital, etc., and proceeded down river on the 15th. I went down river to 
inspect the river-clearing work on the 15th, which is progressing well though slowly, 
but this is partly due to the high state of the river, caused by the heavy rains at this 
time of the year. 

Another tigress was shot at Ulu Selama during the month, which had caused 
much destruction among the live stock. 

The padi, which is now all planted throughout the district, is looking very well. 

Total mileage covered during the month, 200 miles. 

The total revenue collected for October, 1893, amounted to $656.62, as against 
$602.65 for October, 1892, shewing an increase of $53.97. The total amount of 
revenue collected since January 1st is $8,380°98, which monthly average for the period 
named is slightly under the estimate.

Nource to Prayrers, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 23 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

The Secretary to Government (Mr. E. W. Birch), speaking on behalf 
of the donors, asked the Resident to accept the fountain as a contribution 
from the Perak Chinese to a public work the object of which they very 
much appreciated. 


The Resident, in thanking them for the gift, stated that the idea of 
transforming the marsh into a garden originated with Mrs. Swettenham, 
who had taken the greatest interest in the improvement of the grounds. 


The Park is open to the public, who are invited to patronise it. The 
Perak Band will in future play there instead of at the Esplanade on 
Wednesday afternoons.

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SANITARY BOARDS. 


No. 664.—The following By-Laws, confirmed by the British Resident 
-on the sixth day of December, 1893, are published for general information. 


E. W. BIRCH, 
8th December, 1893. Secretary to Government. 


1. The word “owner” shall mean the person for the time being receiving the 
rent of the land or premises in connection with which the word is used, whether on 
‘his own account or as agent or trustee for any other person. 


2. The word “Board” shall mean a Sanitary Board, or officer or officers 
nominated by the Resident under Order in Council VII. of 1893. 


3. An annual rate, not exceeding five per centum of the annual value, shall be 
imposed upon all houses and buildings within each town for which a Sanitary Board 
shall at any time be appointed, and such rate shall be payable by the owners of such 
houses and buildings by half-yearly instalments. An additional rate of two per 
-centum shall be charged in the case of all houses and buildings benefited by a 
Government water supply. 


4. Houses and buildings used exclusively as places for religious worship all 
public burial and burning grounds, all buildings used exclusively for public schools, 
or for charitable purposes, and all property belonging to the Government of the State 
shall be exempted from the payment of such rate. 


5. The Board may exempt from assessment any house or building the annual 
value whereof is less than ten dollars, if the same be the sole rateable property of the 
owner. 


No assessment shall be levied on any house or building which has remained 
unoccupied for the whole of the period in respect of which such assessment is due. 


6. The rate or rates imposed by these By-laws upon houses and buildings 
according to the annual value thereof shall be assessed in the manner hereinafter 
provided. 


7. The estimated gross annual rent at which the houses and buildings 
liable to the rate might reasonably be expected to let from year to year shall, for the 
purposes of the rate, be held and deemed to be the annual value of such houses or 
buildings. The value of a house or building so estimated shall not include the value 
of any machinery contained therein. 


8. For the purpose of such assessment, the Board shall from year to year cause 
a valuation to be made of all houses and buildings. Such valuation shall be entered 
in a book to be kept at the office of the Board, wherein shall also be written in distinct 
columns the name of the owner of the property, or, if the occupier and not the 
owner is the person liable to the rate, the name of the occupier; a designation of the 
property, either by name or number, sufficient to identify the same, together with the 
name of the street or locality in which such property is situate, and the amount of the 
rate assessed thereon. 


. In order to enable the Board to arrive at a fair valuation of any houses or 
buildings liable to the rate, it shall be lawful for the Board to require the owner or 
occupier of such houses or buildings to furnish returns of the rent or annual 
value thereof; and for the like purpose, it shall be lawful for the Board, or any 
person or persons appointed by them for that purpose, at any time to enter and 
inspect such houses or buildings after having given forty-eight hours’ notice of 
their intention to the occupier thereof; and whoever refuses or fails to furnish any 
such return for the space of one week from the day on which he shall have been 
required so to do, or knowingly makes a false or incorrect return, and hinders, 
obstructs or prevents any member of the Board, or any person appointed by them, 
from entering or inspecting any such houses or buildings shall be liable, on conviction 
before a Magistrate, to a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars. 
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to. When the valuation has been completed, the Board shall notify in the 
Government Gazette, and by placards posted in conspicuous places throughout the 
town, the place where the record of valuation may be inspected, and the person in 
whose custody such record may be shall permit every person claiming to be the 
owner or occupier of such property included in the assessment, or the agent of such 
owner or occupier, to inspect the same and to make extracts therefrom without 
payment of any fee. 


11. The Board shall give public notice of a day, not being less than fifteen days 
from the publication of such notice, when they will proceed to revise the valuation and 
4ssessment ; and in all cases in which any property is for the first time assessed, or 


«in which the valuation of any property previously assessed is increased, shall give

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special notice thereof to the owners or occupiers of such property. All complaints 
against such valuations and assessment shall be made, personally or in writing, on 
or before the day fixed in the notice; and all complaints so made shall be enquired 
into by the Board, and such amendments shall thereupon be made as may be just and 
proper. 

12. After the complaints have been enquired into, and after the revision of 
the valuation and assessment has been completed, the amendments made shall be 
authenticated by the signatures of two members of the Board, who shall at the 
same time certify that no valid objection has been made to the valuation and 
assessment except in the cases in which amendments have been made; and thereupon 
the rate so assessed shall be deemed to be the rate for the whole year for which the 
assessment is made, and such year shall commence on the 1st day of January. 


13. Provided always that the Board, upon the representation of parties or 
other information, may at any time amend the record by inserting the name of 
any person whose name ought to be so inserted, or any property liable to the rate; 
or by striking out the name of any person or any property not liable to the rate, 
or by reducing the amount of the rate; and in all cases in which any property is 
inserted as liable to the rate, the amendment shall be considered to have been made 
at the time when the person interested first received notice thereof. 


14. It shall not be necessary to prepare a new record every year, but the Board 
may adopt the valuation and assessment for the preceding year, with such alterations 
as may, in particular cases, be deemed necessary, as the valuation and assessment 
for the year following. Provided always that public notice of such valuation and 
assessment shall be given in the manner prescribed in By-law 11 and the provisions 
of such By-law and the three following By-laws shall be applicable to such valuation 
and assessment. 


15. Appeals against any rate assessed under the provisions of these By-laws 
shall be heard and determined by the any Magistrate of the First Class. But no 
such appeal shall be heard unless the amount of assessment has been deposited with 


‘the Board; and no appeal against a rate assessed by the Board under By-law 13 shall 


be heard unless complaint has been previously made to the Board as hereinbefore 
provided. Provided that such District Magistrate may, if he shall think fit, state 
a case for the opinion and final determination of the Resident. : 


16. Every such appeal shall be commenced within ten days after the accrual 
of the cause of complaint, which shall, in respect of any rate, be deemed to accrue on 
the day of the certificate of the Board under By-law 13 or, in case of any subsequent 
amendment under the provisions of By-law 14, upon the receipt by the person 
aggrieved of notice of such amendment. 


17. The assessment by the Board of any rate when no appeal therefrom is made 
as hereinbefore provided, and the adjudication of any appeal under By-law 16, shall 
be final and conclusive. 


18. If the sum due on account of any rate from the owner of any house or building 
remains unpaid after notice of demand has been duly served, the Board may demand 
the amount from the occupier for the time being of such house or building, and on 
non-payment thereof may recover the same by distress and sale of any goods and 
chattels found on the premises; and, in such case, the occupier may deduct from the 
next and following payments of his rent the amount which may be so paid by or 
recovered from him. Provided that no arrear which has remained due from the owner 


of any house or building for more than one year shall be so recovered from the 
occupier thereof. 
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19. Instead of proceeding by distress and sale, or in case of failure to realise by 
distress the whole or any part of the sum due in respect of any rate, the Board may 
sue the person liable to pay the same in any Court of competent jurisdiction. 


20. All plans of new buildings, or for alterations to old buildings, must be sub- 
mitted for the inspection of the Board. Should such plans not be approved of by the 
Board, designs will be furnished to the person desirous of building, on payment of a 
fee of $5, and such plans must be rigidly adhered to. 


21. It shall be competent for any officer deputed by the Board to inspect any 
building in course of construction, and if he shall consider the principles on which the 
work is being carried on, or the materials used, will render such building unsafe for 
human habitation or dangerous to the public, he may order the cessation of work upon 
the building, or its demolition, at the expense of the owner. 


22. All buildings in town limits shall be constructed in accordance with the 
general plan of the town in design and materials, and on the building line approved 
by the Government, and no departure therefrom shall be allowed without special sanc- 
tion. No building shall be erected if, in the opinion of the Board, its general eleva- 
tion and appearance are unsuitable to the locality in which it is proposed to erect it. 


23. No person who shall erect any public building, warehouse, godown, domestic 
building, or dwelling-house, shall allow the same or any portion thereof to be occupied 
until such building shall have been examined by an officer duly authorised by the 
Board, and certified by such officer as fit for occupation. 


24. Every person who shall erect or re-erect any building shall keep a true copy 
of the plan of the same, as submitted to the Board, on the site of such building during 
its construction, and shall produce the same whenever so required by the inspecting 
officer during working hours. 


25. Proper precautions must be taken, whilst building in the public streets, for 
the protection of the public, by placing a fence round building materials, with lamps at 
the corners lighted and kept burning from sunset to sunrise. 


26. Application shall, in every case, be made to the Board for permission to 
stack such materials, or to put up any post, scaffolding, or other temporary erection, or 
to make any hole or excavation, and every person to whom such permission is granted, 
shall, at his own expense, cause such materials, scaffolding, hole, or excavation to be 
sufficiently fenced and enclosed, until the materials are removed or the hole is filled 
up or otherwise made secure, and shall cause the same to be sufficiently lighted as 
provided above. For every such permission in writing a fee of $3 per month shall 
be charged. 


27. Every person who shall erect a building shall construct the lowest story of 
such building at such level as will allow of the construction of an independent drain, 
sufficient for the effectual drainage of such building. 


28. All brick houses, except houses in compounds, shall be provided with a drain 
connecting with a Government masonry drain, and if there is no such drain, with a 
roadside drain or ditch, and the drain shall be constructed throughout its entire length 
of concrete, granite, stoneware, or earthenware or other approved material, and if 
the drain be constructed of brick or concrete it shall be properly plastered in cement. 


2g. Every person who shall erect or re-erect any building which shall abut on 
any street or road shall provide space for an arcade or verandah-way in front of such 
building, at least five fect in width in the clear, and the pavement of the said arcade or 
verandah-way shall be uniformly laid. 


30. All doors or window-shutters opening on to this verandah shall open so as 
not to obstruct the arcade. 


1. Where the upper portion of a verandah is covered in, not less than seven feet 
clear headway shall be left above the level of the pathway. 


32. Every owner or occupier shall pave (in the case of brick houses) and main- 
tain clean and in good order, and entirely free from obstruction, the five-foot path 
in front of his premises.

33. If any house, wall, verandah or other erection, or any part thereof, fall upon 
any public street, the owner of such house, wall, or other erection shall forthwith 
remove the fallen materials, and if the same be not forthwith removed they may be 
removed by the Board, and any expenses thereby incurred shall be recoverable from 
the owner. 


34. The owner or occupier of any house or building shall, if the external wall or 
roof is made of atap or any other inflammable material, on receiving notice from the 
Board, refrain from renewing or repairing the same with such inflammable material, 
but shall, within six months from the date of such notice, cause the wall to be con- 
structed of brick or mud, and the roof to be covered with tiles or galvanized iron, 
or other non-inflammable material. 


35. If one-third of the houses in a block of not less than ten atap houses is 
constructed as above of non-inflammable material, the Board may then issue a notice 
to the owners of the remaining houses in that block not to renew or repair their houses 
with atap or other inflammable material, but within six months to demolish them. 


36. No atap construction of any kind will be allowed within town limits 
without the special permission of the Board. 


37. Dangerous or ruinous buildings will not be allowed within town limits, 
and must be entirely removed within seven days of receipt of the order to do so. In 
the event of any building being in a dangerous condition, the Board may take such 
precaution, by boarding or otherwise, to ensure the safety of the public, at the expense 
of the owner of the building. 


38. All drains, culverts, etc., in, alongside, or under streets and roads, whether 
constructed by the Board or not, shall be vested in and belong to the Board. 


39. The Board may make main and other public drains in, under, or alongside 
streets, or through private properties, and provide suitable outlet drains, and further 
may construct proper apparatus for flushing them, and may otherwise make provision, 
as far as may be considered necessary, for the effectual drainage of the town. 


40. The Board shall maintain and repair all public drains and shall cause the same 
to be daily flushed and cleansed. 


41, No person shall construct any steps, bridge, or platform over any public 
drain without the consent of the Sanitary Board in writing, and in accordance with 
their instructions. 


42. Every owner or occupier of a house shall have the floors of the kitchens, 
bath-rooms, latrines, and the surface immediately round the wells paved and rendered 
in cement, and shall have suitable communicating brick drains constructed to collect 
and lead away and discharge into public drains from the out-houses on his premises 
and land all foul water and other offensive liquids. In all cases when practicable, such 
communicating house-drain shall consist of a common open drain running along the 
whole length of the back of a block of houses and ending in public drains. Each 
8wner shall be required to construct the section over his property, but where the 
levels will not allow of drainage by a common drain, each owner or occupier shall 
provide a communication with public drains by means of glazed earthenware pipes 
passing from the back to the front under the floor of the house. All such communi- 
cating drains shall be made under the direction of and subject to the approval of 
the Board. 


43. Every owner or occupier shall be responsible for the maintenance in good 
order and repair, subject to the approval of the Board, of all private drains on his 
premises and land, and shall cause the same to be daily flushed, cleared and cleansed. 


44. If the out-houses in any house or building be not provided with a cement, 
floor, to prevent the soakage of {oul water and other offensive liquids into the soil, and 
suitable drains or glazed pipe communication to lead the same into public drains, 
within one month of the receipt of notice from the Board requiring their construction, 
the Board may cause such cement floors to be constructed and such pipes or commu- 
nicating drains to be laid, provided a public drain exists within 100 feet of such house 
or building, and shall recover the cost thereof from the owner. 
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45. Every owner or occupier of a house shall, within one month from the receipt 
of a notice requiring him to do so, cause to be erected on his premises a latrine, 
which shall be so situated as to be easily reached from a back lane, and be so con- 
structed as to give due facilities for cleansing the same. 


46. Every latrine constructed within the town limits shall be furnished with a 
movable bucket or other receptacle of metal, to be placed close under the seat and 
to stand on a cement floor, which can be emptied and cleansed from time to time. 


47. The owner or person having control of any latrine may from time to time, 
by a notice in writing from the Board, be required to disinfecf, alter, or remove the 
latrine. , ; 


48. In the event of any owner or occupier failing to erect on his premises, within 
one month from the date of the notice, a latrine in accordance with the requirements 
thereof, or to repair or alter any latrine already existing, the Board is empowered to 
erect, repair or alter such latrine, recovering the cost of such construction or alteration 
from the owner or occupier. 


49. A person who shall construct a latrine shall not cause or suffer any part of the 
space under the seat of such latrine, or any part of the receptacle for foecal matter, to 
communicate with any drain. 


50. No latrines shall be placed over a river or stream within the municipal limits, 
and all now existing shall be removed within one month of the receipt of a notice 
requiring their removal. 


51. Every occupier of a house, land, or premises shall give free access to the 
servants of the Board to his latrine for the removal of night-soil, filth, or other offensive 
matter within such hours as may be fixed by the Board. 


52. Every cess-pool shall be constructed of suitable material, properly rendered 
inside with cement or other non-absorbent material. 


53. The Board may cause to be constructed, and maintain clean and in good 
order, one or more public latrines. 


54. No refuse or rubbish shall be deposited on any street, sewer or drain. Every 
owner or occupier of a house shall provide and use suitable receptacles of wood or 
metal, of a capacity of not more than three cubic feet, for collecting within his premises 
house refuse and filth of every sort, and once at least daily, before 7.30 a.m., shall cause 
the contents thereof to be removed and placed in the dust-bins provided by the Board. 


55. The Board shall have the exclusive right to collect and remove, and to 
delegate to others the right to collect amd remove, all refuse, dust, ashes, etc., from 
such dust-bins, and all night-soil from latrines, and all matter so collected shall be the 
property of the Board, who may sell or otherwise dispose of it. 


56. The Board shall cause the streets and lanes outside private properties to be 
swept and cleansed once at least during every 24 hours, and all dirt and refuse of 
every sort to be collected and removed. 


57. The Board shall provide suitable iron carts and galvanized iron covered 
buckets for the removal of night-soil, and carts for collecting town refuse, with the 
necessary staff to conduct the work efficiently. 


58. Covered buckets of approved pattern must be used by persons carrying night- 
soil, liquid manure, or other offensive substances on any public road. 


59. The removal of night-soil shall be conducted between the hours of midnight 
and six a.m. only. 


60. A piece of land, outside the town limits, suitable for agricultural purposes 
shall be provided by the Board, on which all the town refuse and night-soil shall be 
deposited. 


61. The owner or person having control of any well within the town limits shall 
cause the mouth thereof to be surrounded by a wall at least three feet high. 
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62. The occupier of any land within the town limits on which there is or shall 
be erected any stable, cow-yard, cattle-shed, pig-sty, or other place for keeping sheep, 
goats, or swine, shall cause such premises to be thoroughly cleansed daily. 


63. No person shall use any place within the town limits as a stable for horses 
or ponies kept for hire, or as a cattle-shed, except with a licence from the Board, 
who will grant or withhold the same at their discretion, and such licence shall state 
the number of horses or cattle that may be kept, and the situation of the place. . For 
every licence for a stable a fee of $5 shall be charged, and for every licence for a 
cattle-shed a fee of $3. 


64. Every stable used by or for horses or draught cattle, kept for other than 
private use shall, if provided with a flat roof, be not less than 12 feet in height, or, if 
provided with a pent roof, shall be not less than 8 feet in height at the wall plate, and 
the space allotted to each cow, bullock, or buffalo kept as aforesaid shall not be 
less in breadth than 54 feet, and to each horse not less than 7 feet. 


65. Every such stable shall be drained to the satisfaction of the Board, and shall 
communicate by a drain, to be constructed as the Board may direct, with a covered 
cess-pool, the contents of which are to be removed daily at the expense of the 
owners or occupiers. In case of default after notice, the Board may cause such cess- 
pool to be cleaned, and the expenses thereby incurred shall be recoverable from the 
owners OF occupiers. 


66. The occupier of any land within the town limits on which there shall be 
erected any stable, cow-yard, cattle-shed, or goat-shed, shall cause all dung, soil, or 
other manure produced or accumulated thereon to be collected in one place in the 
yard of such premises, and to be there kept in an inoffensive condition and so as not 
to be productive of any nuisance; and such dung, soil, or other manure shall be 
removed from such premises by such occupier at intervals of not longer than seven 
days; and if at any time the occupier of any such premises shall neglect or fail to 
have such dung or other manure removed therefrom as aforesaid the same may be 
removed by the Board at the expense of the occupier. 


67. No person shall keep any buffaloes, sheep, goats, or pigs within the town 
limits, except under a licence from the Board. 


68. Every pig-sty and place in which sheep, goats, or pigs are kept shall be 
constructed, fenced in and drained to the satisfaction of the Board. Such pig-sties 
and pens shall be provided with such supply of water as may be approved by the 
Board. 


69. No pigs shall be kept under any place used for purposes of human 
habitation. 


zo. Animals found wandering in any public place, or trespassing on any private 
land, are liable to be destroyed and their owners liable to be called upon to make 
good any damage done by them. 


71. Public markets shall be opened for the sale of provisions and poultry from 
5 a.m. to 7 p.m. 


72. No articles of merchandise other than of food of a perishable nature shall be 
dealt with, and no trade or handicraft, or dealing in opium or spirits, shall be carried 
on in a market. 


73. No fresh meat, fresh fish, poultry nor fresh vegetables shall be hawked, sold, 
or exposed for sale within the limits of any town or village in which a public market 
is established except within such market. 


74. No articles shall be exhibited for sale on the pathways, or over any drain 
within the markets, and no board, box, basket or other articles shall be left in, upon, 
or across any such drain or pathway. 


75. No fire or cooking shall be allowed within a market, except in places 
provided or sanctioned by the Board for the same. 
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76. Every stall-holder shall register his name in a book to be kept by the 
Market Inspector. 


77. No person not being a stall-holder or the servant of a stall-holder, and then 
not more than one such person to each stall, shall remain in a market between g p.m. 
and 4 a.m. 


78. The occupants of each stall shall be responsible for the clean condition thereof, 
and on one day in every week, to be fixed by the Board, stall-holders shall remove all 
their goods from their stalls, for the purpose of cleaning the same if necessary. The 
Market Farmer shall employ a sufficient number of coolies to wash and keep the 
market clean to the satisfaction of the Board. 


79. No refuse shall be deposited in the market otherwise than in dust-bins 
provided for the reception of the same, and it shall be the duty of the lessee and 
stall-holders to remove all rubbish and empty cases within 24 hours from the time 
-of deposit. 


80. No sunshades shall be erected, or other alterations or additions made to the 
stalls, without the consent of the Board being first obtained. 


81. The water-taps and services in a market shall be under the control of the 
officers appointed by the Board. 


82. A notification in English, Malay, Chinese and Tamil of the charges leviable 
within the market shall be posted up in each market. 


83. No person shall hawk goods about the market. 


84. ‘The Market Farmer shall be responsible for all wilful damage done to market 
fittings, or any property of the Government that may be stolen from a public market, 


85. The Board may expel from any public market any vendor or servant of a 
vendor who has been convicted of disobeying any of these rules, and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any business in such public market, or occupying 
any stall therein. 


86. No person shall commit a nuisance within the precincts of a public market. 


87. No person shall in a public market beg or apply for alms, or expose or 
exhibit any sores, wounds, bodily ailment or deformity, with the object of exciting 
charity or of obtaining alms. 


88. In the event of a market being leased out, the lessee shall be personally 
responsible for the observance of these By-laws equally with the stall-keepers, and 
may be prosecuted for the breach of any of them. 


89. No place shall be used as an abattoir or slaughter-house unless a licence in 
writing to that effect shall have been first obtained from the Board. For every such 
licence such fee shall be charged as the Board may from time to time notify. 


go. Licences shall be issued by the Board after examination of the premises, if 
the Board is satisfied that the situation and nature of the building to be licensed is 
such as to effectually prevent the occurrence of any nuisance therefrom. 


gt. Every licence shall be deemed to be held upon the condition that the building 
and appurtenances thereto are kept in complete repair and in an efficient sanitary 
condition, to the satisfaction of the Board. 


g2. The lessee shall cause the yard, buildings and pens to be kept in a clean and 
wholesome state, and all filth or refuse to be removed at least once in 24 hours. 


93. All such filth or refuse shall be carried outside the town limits, and deposited 
and disposed of only in such places and in such manner as the Board shall from time 
to time direct. 


94. A sufficient number of coolies shall be employed to wash out the buildings, to 
sweep and keep clean the pens and yard, and to remove all refuse, to the satisfaction 
of the Board. 
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No diseased cattle, sheep, goats, or pigs shall be admitted for slaughter. All 
animals intended to be slaughtered are liable at all times to be examined by the 
Health Officer, or any person authorised by the Board to examine them, either before 
or after death, or both, with a view to ascertaining whether they are fit for human 
food. 


96. The lessee will be responsible for all damage done to the buildings and 
fittings, and for any property of Government that may be removed from the premises. 


. The water-taps and services shall be under the control of the Board, but 
the lessee will be reSponsible that no unnecessary waste takes place. 


98. Whole carcases only shall be sold on the premises, and all slaughtered animals 
shall be removed within a period of three hours from the time of their being killed. 


99. No furniture, except stands for hanging carcases, shall be brought into the 
abattoir, and these shall be removed outside when not actually in use. 


100. No animals shall be kept in the pens at any time, except those brought for 
slaughter. 


1o1. The officers whose duties may require it shall at all times have free access 
to the premises. 

102. The following scale of charges shall be posted in the building in English and 
Chinese, and may not in any case be exceeded :— 


For the slaughter of a buffalo... anh ate ... 20 cents 
Do. do. bullock... ee oe saa ZO gy 
Do. do. sheep or goat... che Pe ey 
Do. do. pig, including the use of boiling 


water for scalding 15 » 


The use of pens for such time as the beasts have to be kept waiting is included in 
the above rates. 


103. Boiling water for scalding pigs shall be prepared by the holder of the 
licence, and kept always ready at such times as it may be required. 


104. No buildings used as bakeries, or in which any human food made of any 
species of flour shall be prepared or baked for sale, shall be used for such purposes 
unless and until they shall be first registered in the office of the Board. For such 
registration a fee of $2 shall be charged. 


105. No building shall be used as a bakery or as a place for the preparation of 
human food from any species of flour, if the lighting, ventilation, cleansing, draining 
and water supply thereof are not such as are necessary and proper in the opinion of 
the Board. 


106. It shall not be lawful for any person following the trade of a baker, or being 
the occupier of any place where flour is prepared or baked for use as human food, to 
allow any person suffering from any disease or infectious disorder, or having recently 
been in contact with a person so suffering, to handle such flour or to take part in or 
assist in any way in the conduct of the trade of a baker. 


107. No dangerous or offensive trade or business will be permitted within the 
municipal limits, except with a special licence in writing and under the conditions 
hereinafter set out. For every such licence a fee of $10 shall be charged. 


108. The following shall be deemed to be dangerous or offensive trades within 
the meaning of By-law 108—viz., fish-curing, dyeing, tanning, tallow-melting, candle- 
making and soap or oil boiling. 


109. The floor and internal walls of every building or place used for any such trade 
shall be paved with cement, concrete, or other impervious material, sloping into a 
drain leading to a catch-pit of cement, concrete, or other impervious material. 


110. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause the premises where 
his trade is carried on to be thoroughly cleansed and all filth removed daily, and 
shall cause the drains provided in, or in connection with, such premises to kept at 
all times in proper order and efficient action. 
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111. All premises used for any such trade shall, when considered necessary by the 
Board, have a fireplace of such form and dimensions and in such a position as sha.! be 
approved of by them. 


112. No articles in the process of being used for any trade of an offensive nature 
shall be spread cr hung up to dry-in any place within 15 yards of any dwelling house. 


113. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause all materials which have 
been received upon the premises where his trade is carried on, and which are not 
immediately required for use, to be stored in such a manner and in such a situation 
as to prevent the emission of noxious or injurious effluvia therefrom. 


114. Every person carrying on any such trade shall cause every part of the internal 
surface of the walls of the premises used by him for the purposes of his trade to be 
kept at all times in good order and repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of 
any liquid refuse or filth, and shall also cause the internal surface of every wall to be 
thoroughly cleansed, and after being so cleansed to be limewashed, whenever required 
by the Board. 


115. All refuse from the process of carrying on any such trade, and all fat, offal, 
and other offensive matter shall be removed, if so required, from the premises daily, 
and deposited in such place as may be approved of by the Board. 


116. All places used for the purposes of any dangerous trade shall have the walls 
of brick and the roofs tiled, and no combustible materials, except such as are neces- 
sarily used, shall be kept in such places. 

117. Every person carrying on any of the above-mentioned trades shall cause the 
name of his trade in English, together with the number under which the premises shall 
have been registered by the Board, to be painted in legible characters over or at the 
side of the door or entrance of his premises; and shall at all reasonable times afford 
free access to every part of the premises where his business is carried on, to the Board 
or any of their officers, for the purpose of inspecting such premises. 


118. Every person who shall store matches, except in a quantity less than one case, 


shall store the same in proper tin-lined cases. 


119. No fireworks or other explosives shall be stored in quantities exceeding five 
catties in weight, except in magazines or receptacles previously approved by the 
Board. 


120. The owner, occupier or keeper of premises in which is stored more than one 
case of matches, or fireworks exceeding five catties in weight, or other explosives, shall 
obtain a licence. 


121. No brick, pottery, or lime kiln shall be allowed within 100 feet of a dwelling- 
house. 

122. No person shall convey ary timber or other material in any cart or lorry 
along any public street without properly securing the same from trailing upon or 
otherwise damaging the public street, or becoming dangerous to traffic, and when the 
load exceeds in length 16 feet it shall not be carried unless a second cart or lorry is 
used. 


123. All Chinese wheel-barrows used within Municipal limits are to be fitted with 
a metal bearing in which the wheel works, of a pattern to be approved by the Board. 


124. Every person within whose premises any horse, pony, buffalo, bullock, cow, 
sheep, goat, or pig may die shall, within four hours after its death, or if death occurs 
at night, within four hours after daylight, remove and bury the carcase. 


125. No person shall throw or deposit, or cause to be deposited, any corpse 
or carcase, or any part of a corpse or carcase, upon any street or into any drain, river, 
or water-course, or on the banks of any river or water-course. 


126. No person shall carry a corpse through any street unless it be decently 
covered and concealed from public view. 


127. No stalls for the display or sale of any merchandise or other articles shall 
be permitted in any public street, but it shall be lawful for the Board to allow tables 
for the display of eatables to be set out between sunset and sunrise in certain locali- 
ties, of such size and in such number as they may deem proper, on payment of a proper 
rental; provided that no such table shall be so placed as to cause an obstruction. 
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128. No person shall picket animals, or store carts, or form any encampment upon 
any public ground within the limits of the town without the permission of the Board 
in writing. 

129. No person shall place any line, cord, or pole across any public street, or 
hang or place any clothes thereon without the permission of the Board in writing. 


130. No person shall, on any public footway or street, place or leave, except 
for temporary relief, any article likely to cause obstruction, nor place any blind, 
awning, or other projection over any such footway or street without the consent 
of the Board. ° 


131. No person shall take down, alter, or remove any fencing, bar, chain, or post, 
or extinguish or remove any lights placed or fixed across or in any street for purposes 
of public safety, or to prevent the passage of carts, cattle, carriages and horses, or 
other animals while those streets are under repairs, or while works are being carried 
on in them by the Board. 


132. No owner or driver of any vehicle shall permit it to stand in any street 
longer than may be absolutely necessary, or so as to cause obstruction, unless it be at 
a public stand. 


133. The owner or occupier of any land on which there is a wall, gate-posts, or 
gate bordering on any street within the town limits shall cause the same to be kept 
in a good state of repair and to be properly limewashed at least once a year, and in 
the event of such owner or occupier not repairing the same or limewashing as 
aforesaid, in the manner and within the time prescribed in a notice in writing from the 
Board, the Board may cause the same to be put in a good state of repair and to be 
limewashed, and may recover the expenses thereof from the owner or occupier. 


134. Where it appears to the Board that any accumulation of weeds, undergrowth, 
manure, refuse, or other noxious matter ought to be removed, the Board shall give 
notice to the owner or occupier of the premises or land on which such accumulation 
occurs, to remove the same within 48 hours; should the owner or occupier fail to 
comply with the order, the Board shall undertake the work and charge the occupier or 


‘owner with the cost incurred. 


135. When, on the certificate of a Medical Officer, it appears to the Board that 
any house or part thereof is in such a filthy or unwholesome condition that the health 
of any person is affected or endangered thereby, the Board shall give notice to the 
owner or occupier of such house to whitewash, cleanse, or purify or destroy the same 
as the case may require. 


136. No owner or occupier shall keep an animal that is a nuisance, or injurious to 
health. 


137. No person shall pollute any well, reservoir or stream ordinarily used for 
drinking purposes, or injure any road, water-course or drain, or use offensive manure 
on any field or garden within town limits. 


138. No person shall expose for sale any meat unfit for human food, and any 
Police Officer or Officer of the Board may seize any meat, etc., exposed for sale, which 
is in his opinion unfit for human food, and take it before a Magistrate, who shall, after 
hearing the evidence, make such order as to him shall seem fit. 


139. All licences granted under these By-laws shall be revocable at the discretion 
of the Board, on one month's notice of their intention to revoke it being given to 
the holder thereof, and in any case all licences shall expire onthe 31st December in 
each year.

No. 677.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly report for October. 


2. On the qth the Assistant Surveyor, Mr. Landsdell, returned from Trong, 
having finished the survey of the mining land there, about 400 acres. 
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3. On the sth I visited Port Weld. 

4. On the 6th I received information from Mr. Wray, State Geologist, that the 
boring for tin at Sungei Rotan has been finished, with but poor results. This is dis- 
appointing, but no proof that tin in paying quantities does not exist there, and if the 
cheap road the miners asked for from the nearest port, Sungei Tinggi, to the mining 
ground, about five miles, were made, they would, I am sure, commence work at once, 
but at present they cannot get at the place. 

I had a visit from the ex-Penghulu of Pangkor, Haji Mat Akib, whom I had not 
seen for years. Formerly wealthy, he has now lost most of his property. 

5. Onthe 8th Mr. Maxwell, Assistant Magistrate, returned from Tronoh, whither 
he had been to give over charge there to Mr. Rowley. 

6. Onthe roth the District Engineer came down, and we transacted some business 
together, and the Veterinary Surgeon, Mr. Wittekind, called on me in connection with 
the disease amongst the newly imported buffaloes at Teluk Kertang. 

On the 12th, after holding Court, I left in the launch to examine the new 
channel | have had marked out to Kuala Sungei Limau. _I found it a saving in distance 
of about one and a half hours, compared with the ordinary course, but it can only be 
used at high spring tides. 

8. On the 13th, accompanied by the Assistant Magistrate, I proceeded to Matang 
Road station, where we were met by Mr. De Mornay, who is in charge of this part of 
the new road, and we walked over it as far as Changkat Batu, to which place it is 
nearly finished, about three miles. This small changkat, of about one and a half 
chains long by about the same breadth is of clay on the top with stone underneath, 
very near the surface, in fact the stone crops up right through it. It is a kind of 
sandstone. All round for miles is nothing but deep mud swamp, which is very 
curious. 

Mr. De Mornay has another gang of Chinese at the Sapetang river, working 
in this direction, and Mr. Bratt has another gang working from the Selinsing end. 
towards Matang. I hope it will be finished by the end of the year. 

g. On the 15th I visited Sungei Lang; a fair amount of bendang land is being 
opened there this year. 

10. On the 18th, with the Assistant Magistrate and the Penghulu, I visited Kalum- 
pang, and walked across to the Kurau river, and visited that end of the old boundary 
line between Matang and Krian districts. We then went back and steamed to its 
other end on the Gula river at Kuala Sungei Chabei, and gave instructions for the line 
to be re-opened and properly marked, and it will in future be kept clear. 

On returning at night, the Penghulu of Trong brought three large slabs of tin to 
shew me, which he had smelted at Trong from his mine at Suah Lara. I hope this is 
but the forerunner of a great deal more. 

11. On the 2oth I visited Port Weld, and on the 22nd Changkat Jering and Bukit 
Gantang. Padi planting was well under way here, but the country is much under 
water from the heavy. rain. 

12. On the 24th the Assistant Magistrate went to Trong on land business. | 
had a visit from Mun Nurdin, Penghulu of Simpat, Dindings, on his way to marry the 
Penghulu of Trong’s daughter, and next day he brought up 20 of his followers who 
wished to meet me again. 

13. The Assistant Magistrate returned from Trong. On the 25th and 26th the 
Acting Inspector of Schools, Mr. Voules, inspected the school at Matang. 

14. On the 27th I left for Parit Buntar to inspect trade returns. 

15. Twenty buffaloes were landed at Teluk Kertang from Siam on Ist instant, 
and on examination some of them were found to have ulceration of the mouth, etc. 
They were isolated, and cart bullocks prevented from going down to the place, the 
animals being unyoked at a spot about a mile off, and the carts dragged down by men, 
loaded and dragged back again. ‘The buffaloes died one and two at a time, and on 
the gth I had the last four of them shot; all the bodies were towed well out to sea. 
The Veterinary Surgeon declared the disease to be anthrax. The measures taken 
at Teluk Kertang have effectually prevented the disease from spreading beyond that 
place, and no cattle are at present allowed to be landed there. ‘

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No. 678.—KuALA KANGSAR MONTHLY REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward my report for the month of October. 

2. On the 1st I drove, with Mr. J. Tait, up to the eleventh mile on the new road 
to Kota Tampan, and from there walked on to Sauh, where we remained for the night. 
The following day we walked over the trace from Sauh up to Kota Tampan. The 
latter has now, much to the satisfaction of the padi planters, been altered so as to 
skirt the bendangs, instead of passing through them as formerly. 

3. The bendangs were looking very well, especially at Jenalik, where in some 
places even the slopes on either side of the valley were cultivated, the bendangs being 
arranged in terraces—the only place in the Kuala Kangsar district where I have 
seen this done. 

We remained at Kota Tampan for the night and proceeded down river the 
following morning, reaching Kuala Kangsar at 6 p.m., having been much delayed 
owing to the strong wind that was blowing up the river. 

Rinderpest amongst the buffaloes at Kota Lama Kanan was reported on the 
4th. The Veterinary Surgeon inspected them on the 7th, and reported that the 
disease, although of a dangerous and infectious nature, was not rinderpest. During 
the month 76 buffaloes and two bullocks died. 


6. On the 5th His Highness the Sultan returned from a visit to Tija, in Kinta. 


7. On the gth I visited Mr. Lutyens’ pepper plantation at Padang Rengas. It 
has now been properly drained, and in every way much improved since he took it 
over from Governnient, and promises to turn out a very paying investment. 


8. Overseer Ramanathen, who is in charge of the plantation and who has seen 
a good deal of pepper planting, tells me that betel-nut palms are far superior to both 
dedaps and hardwood posts as supports for the pepper vines. The dedaps, he says, 
take too much out of the soil and require a good deal of looking after in the way of 
trimming and clipping; and the hardwood posts are very expensive, besides being 
liable to be blown down or destroyed by white ants. I do not think that betel-nut palms 
have ever been used in Perak for this purpose, so, by way of experiment, I have 
asked Syed Musa to plant up half an acre with them on his estate at Chegar Galah, 
and grow pepper on them. 

g. Mr. Lutyens informs me that he does not intend to extend his pepper planta- 
tion; but he has cleared about 70 acres of land between it and the road, and is 
planting it with Liberian coffee and coconuts. The soil is very good and the estate 
is most conveniently situated, having the main road on one side of it and the 
Kangsar river on the other. 

10. The Acting Inspector of Schools completed his inspection of the Padang 
Rengas, Kuala Kangsar, Saiong and the up-river schools on the 12th, and expressed 
himself as being well pleased with the results. 

11, The contract for surveying all mining lands in the Kuala Kangsar district, 
with the exception of those at Tronoh, which are included in Mr. Alma Baker's 
contract, has been given to Mr. Hooper, and it is to be hoped that he will have 
completed the greater portion of the arrears into which the survey work has fallen, in 
time enough to enable the rents to be collected this year. 

12. The Secretary to Government arrived on the 13th, and inspected the Land 
‘Office, returning to Taiping the following morning. 

13. The Resident arrived from Taiping on the 16th, and on the 18th proceeded 
-overland to Janing. 

14. A meeting of the Council of State was held here on the 17th. 


15. The Resident returned from Upper Perak on the 24th, and proceeded to 
Taiping on the 26th. 
_ 16. The Assistant to District Magistrate, Tronoh, reports that on the 28th the 
temporary police station at Tronoh was struck by lightning, and a Bengali who was 
standing outside was knocked down and rendered unconscious. He was taken to the 
Batu Gajah hospital, and recovered shortly afterwards. The police moved into the 
new station which, fortunately, had just been completed, the same evening. 


17. I am glad to be able to report that Mr. Lim Ah Kai is now doing very well 
with his mine at Kati, on the new road to Kota Tampan. 
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18. The following is the meteorological return for the month. The Apothecary 
reports that the fall of 9°82 inches in one month is the greatest that has occurred for 
the last two years; and that the fall of 3-90 inches in 24 hours on the 2gth is 
unprecedented, the greatest rainfall in one day registered in Kuala Kangsar being 
3°45 inches in 18g0.

No. 679.—REPORT ON GOLD MINE AT TAPAH BY INSPECTOR OF MINES, KUALA 
KANGSAR. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward, in accordance with instructions received from 
the Resident, a report on Mr. Osborne’s gold concession at Tapah. 


I.—REport. 

1. On October 18th I went to see the concession, and, in company with Mr. 
Tansy, the manager, inspected such work as had been done in prospecting and prov- 
ing the lode. The work, so far, that has been done is in no way with the intention of 
mining the metal, but merely with a view to proving the lode along the strike and 
gaining necessary information before sinking. 


2. The concession granted to Mr. Osborne is a square block of about 40 acres, 
and the condition under which the concession is granted is that before exporting any 
metal a duty of five per cent must be paid on such metal. 


In a small valley, now part of the concession, gold was found outcropping on 
the side of the hill; this spot has been taken as the centre of the 4o-acre block. In 
this valley gold and tin had been worked successfully by Chinamen, the gold occurring 
in very payable quantities in the alluvium. 

The concession is situated about one mile and a quarter from Tapah, on the 
Bidor road, and about a quarter of a mile from the road, on the left-hand side. 


3. At the point in the hill where the gold-quartz was found outcropping, Mr 
Osborne began prospecting, with a view to proving the deposit of a lode along the 
strike, and thus get sufficient data to justify the assumption that they were on a lode. 
A level has now been driven into the hill a distance of about 240 feet, following up. 
this deposit of decomposed gold-quartz, or lode, as I shall call it, the whole way, and 
at no point during the whole drive has the gold-quartz pinched out. 


4. The general strike of the lode has been north and south, varying slightly 
from these two points to east and west, and the level following up the gold. has been 
therefore driven about south, with the same variations from this point as were marked 
in the lode. At 75 feet the strike of the lode turns sharply to the east, breaking back 
again at 97 feet to its original direction. 


At two points in the level, rises have been put in up to the surface, which 
have followed up the gold-bearing quartz till the surface formation was reached. 
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From the direction and angle that these rises had to be put in to follow the quartz, 
the direction and angle of the dip has been obtained,—the dip is to the west, and the 
angle about 75°. 

At 240 feet in the level the hanging wall of the lode was fairly clearly defined, 
giving the direction and angle of the dip as before—namely, west and 75° respectively. 
At 170 feet in the level the two walls of the lode were very clearly defined. 


6. The lode has varied considerably in thickness through the 240 feet driven, 
from a few inches to about four feet. At the end of the drive, 240 feet, the only point 
at which I could see the whole width of the lode, the composition seemed to be 
quartz, more or less decomposed, a great deal of oxide of iron, and a thick clay 
derived from the country rock. The width of the gold-bearing ground was about 
three feet. The gold occurs free from pyrites, but alloyed with a considerable amount 
of silver. 


It would be very rash to attempt to give an accurate estimate of the amount of 
gold per ton, as no reliable assay has been made, and not until the ore is stamped 
and run over the plates in bulk will it be possible to give the amount of gold per ton. 
From what I have heard and seen, I should say that there would be not less than one 
ounce to the ton. 


7. At present the country pele which is being driven through, is a very much 
decomposed schist. 


8. The level has so far been driven into the hill about 240 feet, and before driv- 
ing any further I believe it is Mr. Osborne’s intention to sink a trial shaft, with a view 
to proving the lode in depth and in hard rock, where a far more accurate idea of the 
properties of the lode will be obtained. At the present moment Mr. Osborne is 
putting up a battery of five head cf stamps, to crush the quartz that has been obtained 
from the level. 

II.—NOTES. 


(i). In point of position, I think it would be hard to find a concession better 
situated than that of Mr. Osborne’s—close to a good road and within eight miles of a 
railway. The valley, where in all probability a shaft would be sunk, is perhaps rather 
narrow, but I think sufficient room could be found for all necessary machinery, etc. 
A small stream runs through the valley, but by making a dam a considerable amount 
of water could always be stored. 


(ii). The concession, a square block of 40 acres, is perhaps not quite such a favour- 
able one as might have been given under the circumstances as a pioneer concession, 
and there is no doubt, if 4o acres was the area determined upon, that it should have 
been given out with a greater length along the lode and narrower across the lode. 

(iii). The prospecting done so far has, I think, answered all the questions that 
have been asked. 


For 240 feet the lode has, though varying in thickness, shewn a more or less 
definite direction of strike—namely, north and south, and the small changes in the 
direction of strike and other irregularities can easily be accounted for, considering the 
fact that the decomposed country rock driven through has no more consistency than 
stiff clay and would be subject to any slight settling action of the hill. It is quite 
probable that in depth and in hard rock the lode will not shew any of these slight 
changes in strike, but will have a far more definite direction. In several places the 
formation of the lode has clearly shewn a foot and hanging wall, and from this the 
direction and angle of the dip of the lode. Furthermore, the rises put in have proved 
the continuation of the gold-quartz up to the surface earth, and have clearly shewn the 
direction and angle of the dip. 


(iv). The gold occurs at present free from iron pyrites, but alloyed with a large 
amount of silver, and from the fact that the iron oxide present in the lode contains a 
large amount of the gold, I think it probable that the gold will, in the undecomposed 
hard rock, be found associated with iron pyrites. 


(v). The country rock so far driven through has been a decomposed schistose 
rock, the ideal formation for gold. 


A question to be considered, and one of great importance, is what other rock 
formation is there that would be met with by further development. From the little [ 
know of the country, it is not likely that they will drive into a limestone formation, 
-which would be most unfruitful in gold. The only complete change that I think can 
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be met with is granite, which is almost certain to be struck in depth, but in many 
countries where gold lodes have run into granite rocks they have not pinched out, 
but have remained fruitful as before. It is of course probable that the schist, which 
at present is the country rock, will perhaps change to a slaty formation, but in no 
way that would be detrimental to the successful continuation of the lode. 


_I make these few remarks on the geology simply to shew what probable changes 
of country will be met with, as, in very many cases, such changes are most disastrous 
to lodes, very often altering the whole nature and composition of a lode, if the rock 
formation is not favourable. 


II1.—Taking all the facts into consideration, and putting them on not too favour- 
able terms, we have a lode (and what other name could be used to describe such a 
deposit as I have endeavoured to describe ?) about, on an average, two feet thick and 
running about one ounce to the ton, a favourable country formation, an easy transport, 
a gold production subject to no violent fluctuation in value, and finally—an all 
important fact—a seemingly ever-decreasing price of labour, owing to the fall in the 
value of silver. . 

Taking a mine with a lode two feet thick, and running an ounce to the ton, would 
mean a mine that would pay well under ordinary circumstances; the gold, taking into 
consideration the amount of silver present, would, as bullion, be worth about £3 
an ounce. 

IV.—In this report I have endeavoured to give clearly all the facts in connection 
with the gold deposit ; secondly, to give my own notes on these points, and, finally, to 
briefly summarise all the facts that have to be considered before starting mining. 

V.—Before concluding this report, I do not wish it to be understood that I give 
it as my opinion from the prospecting that has been done that a rich and payable lode 
has been exposed, but I venture to say that, so far, all the facts and circumstances are 
most favourable for the development of a payable lode, and in Mr. Osborne’s hands 
and under the management of Mr. Tansy, an Australian miner of great experience, 
the Government may rest assured that no reasonable expense or trouble will be spared 
to make the gold mine in Tapah a success.

No. 680.—KUALA KANGSAR MINING INSPECTOR’S REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 


To THE DISTRICT MAGISTRATE, 
KUALA KANGSAR. 


S1r,—I have the honour to forward you my report for the month of October. 


1. We have at last got a Contract Surveyor, and I fancy that now that the land 
is being surveyed several new mines will shortly open. 


2. At Plang, Von Keong is doing well, and, attracted by his results, several 
Chinamen from Ipoh are in the neighbourhood, looking out for land. I think before 
long that a good deal more land will be taken up at Plang, as right up to the bound- 
ary land has been given out on the Kinta side. Three new mines will, I think, be 
immediately opened up at Plang. 

3. At Bechan the reports are not so satisfactory. Ah Kai has about 150 men 
working, but is raising very little tin. 

4. At Kati, Ah Kaiis doing very well in the new paddock he lately opened. 
For some time he was working on a false bottom, but sinking lower he struck a rich 
karang. When last I saw the place there was about four feet of karang gantang, and 
about five feet lower another karang, in places very rich. 


Tai Li is, [ hear, giving up all his land at Kati, except at Trap, where he is 
doing fairly well and where he has asked for more land. It isa great pity that such 
a strong kongsi as the Tai Li should give up the land before trying it, especially as 
every consideration was shewn to them, and they had more land given to them than 
any other applicant. 
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6. During the month very little boring was done, as I was away the greater 
art of the month from Kuala Kangsar. A few bores were put down near Kuala 
angsar, shewing very little tin. , 

7- On October and I left Kuala Kangsar for Kinta to report on Mr. Ogilvie’s 
application to take water from Gunong Klédang to Lahat (a report on which I have 
sent to the District Magistrate, Kinta.) There is no doubt that Mr. Ogilvie would 
confer a great benefit on Lahat, but, considering the fact that the water would be 
taken from the Papan people, I did not think it advisable to report favourably on the 
scheme, as, unless it can be clearly shewn that the water is not wanted, it is a pity to 
divert it from one set of mines to another, the only result being discontentment and a 
general outcry from those who had previously used it. 

On the 19th October I went with Mr. Langford to see his lode concession at 
Sayak. Mr. Buchanan, who prospected there, has traced the lode from Sayak to 
Pusing Bharu, where he is at present boring. There isa distinct vein of tin’ and 
pyrites, with a matrix of quartz occurring in the limestone. This vein. has been 
traced for some considerable distance, and, from some of the ore I have seen, there 
must be a large percentage of tin present. 

On the 6th October I went with the District Magistrate, Kinta, to see the nitrate 
deposit at Gunong Datu. The deposit occurs in a large caye about one mile from 
Tambun. The nitrates are formed, I think, from the gradual petrifaction of bats’ 
guano in contact with a calcareous soil. 

On the roth October I went to Gopeng to see Mr. Pike’s hydraulic work, and 
saw in use, I believe, the only monitor that has ever been worked for tin mining. 
The monitor was acting very well when I was there, but before this Mr. Pike had 
many difficulties to overcome, especially in placing a long sluice at the right angle. 
The tin is contained in about five feet of top soil, underneath which is a clayey 
gravel, which, if it did contain tin, would be very hard to treat, as it clogs in the 
sluice. Underneath this stratum of gravel is a bed of stiff clay in which the main 
course to the sluice is cut, and which later will act partly as the sluice. 

On the 12th October I went to Tapah to report on Mr. Osborne’s gold mine, 
which to me looked very satisfactory, and the manager, Mr. Tansy, who has had a 
long experience in gold mining, thinks very highly of it. It is a wonder to me that no 
one has before this applied for the adjoining concessions, especially when they 
would have, to a certain extent, the benefits of the prospecting done by Mr. Osborne. 

In the workings at ChumorI saw one or two places where great masses of 
quartz occurred in the hills, and which carried large crystals of cassiterite, but not in 
sufficient quantities to pay for working the quartz. Rain-water alone seems to be used 
for washing the alluvium from the hills, and it seems a great pity that water cannot be 
brought to the hills, as at Gopeng, but as the cost, I believe, would be very large, no 
company would bring it in unless a very large concession was granted, and much of 
the land is taken up by Chinamen, who work it after their own fashion with rain-water 
collected on the hills. 

There seemed to be a large amount of wolfram lying about in the waste heaps 
of stones on the low ground, which had evidently been wasted from the alluvium. 

During the month I travelled 500 miles.

Notce to Pianters, &c.—Notice is hereby given that the Circular of 
22nd April, 1891, offering land on special terms to the first ten applicants 
is hereby cancelled, the whole of the land then offered having been taken up. 

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
tor two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
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the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2} 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed.

N OTES. 


On the 1st November the ghari stables built by Yan Tet Shin at Ipoh 
were opened. They stand in a square block of high land on the right 
of the road to Batu Gajah from Ipoh, and on one side of the square a 
retaining wall has been built. The stables consist of two blocks, with 
plank walls and tiled roofs, containing 50 loose-boxes in each block. The 
stalls face each other, and the passage between them is 15 feet wide. Each 
is provided with a padlock and key, and may therefore be entirely appropri- 
ated by the ghari owner who rents it. The foundations of the building are 
brick, with a cement floor, and each loose-box has a flooring of plank boards 
above the cement. The drainage is complete. 

An atap shed has been erected inside the square for the accommoda- 
tion of the syces, and there is a large shelter with a thatched roof for 
the vehicles. At one end of the square a 60-foot brick well has been sunk, 
from which good water is obtained. Yan Tet Shin has an office on the spot, 
presided over by one Chandar Singh, an old cavalry soldier. In the office 
each syce hangs up the key of his padlock when he locks up his stall and 
leaves the stables to ply for hire or take a fare, and applications for gharis 
are made at the office. Adjoining the office there is a farrier’s forge, a 
harness shop, and a fodder store where padi and gram are sold at the local 
market prices. There is plenty of space available for the erection of two 
more blocks of stables, should it be necessary to build, as it may be when 
the Ipoh-Tambun and Tanjong Rambutan road is completed. 

Yan Tet Shin is allowed to charge $2 per mensem or 10 cents per 
noctem for the use of each stall, and has been guaranteed Government pro- 
tection for four years. His stables are subject to the control of the Sani- 
tary Board and of the Police, and they have been constituted a public 
stand within the meaning of the Hackney Carriage Order. 

The land cost Yan Tet Shin $2,500, and the whole venture has entailed 
an expenditure of some $10,000. At the end of November, 64 stalls were let. 

The advantages of the experiment are (a) improvement in the sanita- 
tion of Ipoh town by the removal of many filthy ghari stables; (6) con- 
venience to the public, who can always procure a ghari from these public 
stables; (c) increased comfort to the animals, which are now housed in 
clean, well-ventilated and well-sheltered stalls.

No. 701.—LOWER PERAK MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 

TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

S1r,—I have the honour to forward my November report. 

2. The rst still found me up riven In the evening I tied up my boat off the 
Pulau Tiga mukim. At 6 a.m. on the 2nd I started on a tour of inspection, and 
walked till 2 p.m. 

I was much struck with the extent of cultivation here, and found that there is 
still a very large area of land available for wet rice growing. I impressed upon the 
Penghulu and headmen that they must induce their people to extend cultivation, for, 
with the herds of buffaloes they have here, one family should be able to occupy a much 
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larger area than at present. I saw some excellent ploughing. I am glad to report 
that some 400 odd certificates of title have been issued in this mukim this month, and 
there are many more to issue when the demarcators arrive. 

It seems to me a great pity a few thousand dollars have not been spent in 
these up-river districts; such an enormous amount of good could be done with judi- 
cious outlay. 

4. The 3rd, 4th and sth I spent in visiting various places of more or less interest, 
among them the cemetery at Bandar Bharu. I! found this in good order. 

5. Everywhere I went I was asked to do small works that would greatly help 
the people and increase prosperity, such as cutting small water-courses and making 
dams for irrigation purposes. 

6. At Pasir Salak I settled several cases with the assistance of Raja Musa, who 
accompanied me everywhere. I find him a most useful and willing assistant : he is 
strong and able to do long walks, and never makes excuses, being always ready. 

7. returned to Teluk Anson on the evening of the 6th. 

8. On the roth I rode out to Sungei Nibong. I found good work had been 
done in the new padi fields during my absence. I find Pawang Jaffar, the head Ban- 
jermasim Malay, reliable. I also visited the hospital, the gaol and the village. In 
the evening I called on the Datoh Laksamana, and regret to say he is still very ill. 

On the 13th I sat in Court. The Assistant Magistrate held an inquest on the 
body of a coolie, killed by the mid-day down train. I ordered a surprise survey of the 
Treasury balances, and all was found correct. The Acting Inspector of Schools is 
here. 

10. On the 14th the State Auditor arrived, and the following day Mr. Hill, on his 
way to Setiawan to take up his appointment as Assistant Magistrate there. 

11. On the 17th [ issued notices to the Penghulus, informing them of the 
enhanced rate of timber passes. The Harbour Master left to inspect the lighthouses. 
I fear the structure at Bagan Datoh is very fragile: 3-inch iron supports at a height 
of 50 feet do not sound powerful, but I am not an engineer. 

12. The Resident Engineer for Railways returned from Singapore on the 18th. 
I understand he is making plans for wharfs here—a much longed for want ; not only 
will the steamers use them, but pay for the use, he tells me. 

13. Mr. Velge reported his arrival, Mr. Hill having relieved him at Setiawan. 
He proceeds to Batu Gajah. 

14. Started action under the Sanitary Rules for the better conservancy of the 
town to-day, the 23rd. 

15. On the 27th the Sanitary Inspector reported his arrival and immediately 
commenced work. 

16. The State Engineer passed through here on the 25th. 

17. Trade seems on the increase: I counted seven steamers in the harbour one 
day this month. 

18. A great many officers have been ill, suffering chiefly from fever. The rain 
has been continuous, and as the Recreation Ground here after one shower is useless 
for days, it has not been used since early in October. This I hope to have rectified 
atonce. With the assistance of the District Engineer, the ground is being raised with 
good material brought down by the railway. I regret to say that very little money 
out of the $6000 sanctioned for improving the Water-works road can be spent this 
year. Sanction was only received in September, and before the contract was let the 
whole country was under water, and it will not be dry again till January or February. 
I trust the balance, with additions, will be re-voted. 

19. The State Auditor completed a very heavy audit here, and found everything 
correct. 

20. I attach the usual returns for the month.

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No. 702.—MATANG MONTHLY REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 
TO THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 

Sir,—I have the honour to forward my monthly letter for November. 

2. On the 2nd I returned from Krian, where I had been to inspect trade returns. 
I drove down to Kuala Kurau to meet the launch there. The road to this place has 
been metalled throughout since I left the district, and seems to have given a great 
impetus to padi planting. 

There was formerly a great deal of jungle and uncultivated land here (I have 
hunted elephants through it) which is now all opened up and planted. I believe if the 
road between Simpang railway station and Putus junction were turned into a 
metalled cart-road, a great development in the padi planting industry would take 
place. The greater part of it is already of the required width, and only requires the 
metal to be laid down on it. 

3. On the 3rd the Penghulu of Bruas came to see me about some important 
business, and on the 5th I visited Sungei Lang and found the planting nearly finished 
and the padi looking very well. 

4. On the 8th the Assistant Magistrate left for Trong, to collect rents, and 
returned on the roth, and on the 12th he accompanied me to Jehar, a walk of about 
four miles, where we found the padi nearly all planted and looking well. We returned 
vid Permatang Glugor. I opened a path to this place last year, with the result that 
more padi land has now been cultivated than was ever the case before. The path 
cost $200 for about two miles. 

5. On the 14th I went out to Tanjong Krang lighthouse, and arranged a contract 
for a new roof and other repairs required there, and on the 15th visited Port Weld at 
daylight. On my return I walked to Sungei Lang. 

6. On the 18th, with the Assistant Magistrate, I visited Kampong Dew, and on 
the 19th walked to Selinsing, four miles. A very large area of padi has been planted 
there this season, and next year no doubt it will be still further increased, through being 
opened up by the new roads now approaching completion. There is in this mukim 
about 3000 acres already under cultivation, and it bids fair to become a second Krian. 
This mukim was again visited by us on 25th and 26th. The headmen represent that 
some irrigation and outlet channels are much required, and no doubt something 
must be done in this way to make this mukim a real success. 

7. On the 28th a man from Jehar reported that bears are doing great damage to 
coconut trees at that place by splitting them open at the head, and I lent him a rifle 
to shoot them with; they only appear at night. 

8. On the 29th I visited Port Weld and inspected the Jena, and then transacted 
some business at the Custom House. 

g. On the 3oth Mr. Butler, the Commissioner of Lands, arrived to inspect and 
report on the Land Office.

PROGRESS REPORT. 


No. 703.—STATE RAILWAYS.—PROGRESS REPORT FOR OCTOBER. 
To THE SECRETARY TO GOVERNMENT, 
TAIPING. 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward my progress report for October. 
KINTA VALLEY LINE. 

Earthwork.—19,738 cubic yards of earthwork, in banks and cuttings, were 
completed during the month. 

Bridges and Culverts——Work was carried on at the following bridges and 
culverts :—Kinta River bridge, 200-feet opening, masonry of both abutments completed 
and piles driven for staging across river. Pari bridge, 180-feet opening, superstructure 
completed. Jonin bridge, 80-feet opening, superstructure completed. Two-feet

culvert on road diversion near Talam, completed. Three-feet culvert on road diversion 
near Talam, completed. Twelve-feet overhead bridge on road diversion near Talam, 
abutments in hand. Permanent Way.—z2,932 lineal yards of rails were laid during 
the month with the full number of sleepers. 

General.—The section between Ipoh and Batu Gajah was completed and 
informally opened for traffic on the 17th October, three trains a day being run in 
each direction. In order to deal with goods traffic, a siding was laid down to the river 
bank and a derrick crane erected. Cargo is being loaded direct from the boats into 
railway trucks. 

In consequence of the opening of this section a large number of coolies were 
paid off and a general reduction of wages was made, the supply of labour now exceed- 
ing the demand. 

Considerable reductions were also made in the labour force employed on earth- 
works in the Talam district, the earthwork between Tapah Road and Batu Gajah 
being now well in hand and in advance of bridge construction. 

The principal work carried on during October was bridge building and erection 
of ironwork, platelaying and sleeper cutting, and stone breaking. Sufficient stone is 
now broken for all culverts and bridges between Tapah Road and Membang-di-Awan, 
and the earthworks are practically finished to the Chenderiang swamp. 

The serious mortality among buffaloes in the Kampar district has interfered to 
some extent with brick-making for the bridges. I am informed that no less than goo 
buffaloes have lately died in this district. 

I enclose statement of expenditure for October; the local expenditure, which is 
included, amounted to $48,993.98.* 

During the month I was absent from headquarters on 12 days.

The Government of Perak is, however, prepared to grant to a limited 
number of approved applicants the following special terms, that is to say— 

Leases in perpetuity for one block of land not exceeding 500 acres or 
for two blocks neither exceeding 500 acres. No premium; quit-rent 30 
cents an acre after two years’ free occupation. The Government reserves 
the right of levying an export duty on produce which may not exceed 2} 
per cent ad valorem. If selected with road frontage the depth to be three 
times the frontage; bond fide commencement to open to be made within 12 
months from Government approval of selection; cost of demarcation and 
survey (to be made when required by Government) and registration fees to 
be borne by lessees. If desired by applicants, a premium of $4 an acre and 
a0 quit-rent will be accepted. 

Minerals are reserved, and, with the above exceptions, the land would 
be subject to the general Land Regulations of the State, which will be 
forwarded on application to the State Commissioner of Lands, Taiping, to 
whom all communications in connection with this Circular should be 
addressed. ;
